If the Towns appreciation of your long tireless 
hours as Civil Defense Director could be expressed in monetary, yours 
would be of the richest. 


Thanks to the hard work of the C.E.T.A. employees under the gui- 
dance of Mr. George Pimental. The following buildings have had exten- 
sive work done on them; Town Hall Annex (Legion Building or Aca- 
demy Hall), Town Hall, Water Department, Pumping Station, Fire De- 
partment, Libraries and other units of the Town. 


The Board of Selectmen remind all units of the Town Government 
that they must comply with the open meeting law. If you are not familiar 
with it please obtain copies from the Town Clerk. 


James H. Smith was reappointed as the Falmouth Member of the 
Steamship Authority.

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ASSESSORS’ REPORT AND VALUATION 


The Board of Assessors, unfortunately, has run into serious problems 
during this fiscal year. 


The system used by the Commonwealth for the Motor Vehicle Excise 
Tax has been changed, and has increased the work load in our office 
drastically. Fortunately, we have had extra help through the C.E.T.A 
program, but when this program ends it will be necessary to hire an 
-additional person as a direct result of this change. 


The most important problem, however, is the fact that North Ameri- 
can, the parent company of Whipple-Magane-Darcy, Inc., the firm that 
was doing the revaluation for the Town of Falmouth went bankrupt, 
leaving us with a revaluation approximately 2/3 completed. We have been 
negotiatng with the Bonding Company, and while it appears that they 
will see that the job is completed at no additional cost to the Town, other 
than amounts that we are responsible for anyway, we are very much 
concerned with who will finish the job, and when it will be completed. 
We are taking every step possible to see that the Town’s interests are 
completely protected and that the revaluation is completed as soon as 
possible. 


Meanwhile we have been doing all the field work and office work 
this year with our own staff, instead of the revaluation company and all 
assessments will be made under our existing formula. 


It will be noted that the figures used for this report are the same 
as used last year. We have done this so that the report in the future will 
always show the last fiscal year’s report, as is necessary due to the 
change from a calendar year to a fiscal year.

The Falmouth Personnel Board herewith submits its report for 1975. 


During the year 1975 the Personnel Board took action on 232 re- 
quests for promotions, step increases, resignations, appointments and re- 
classifications of positions. Labor contracts were finalized with the Po- 
lice and Department of Public Works employees for a two year period 
and with the Fire employees for one year. 


The transition from manual to computerized payroll procedures was 
completed in March 1975.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Board of Appeals herewith submits their report for the year 
ending December 31, 1975: 


The Board of Appeals heard 64 appeals in the last year. Many of 
its hearings have involved isolated undersized lots. Most of these lots 
are protected by grandfather clauses in our Zoning By-Law, or by 
State Law, and others have been granted exceptions under Section 27(h), 
of the Falmouth By-Law. Most applicants have received relief from the 
Board with very little public opposition, but it should be pointed out 
that the Town does not have an entirely fair and consistent policy to 
deal with undersized lots. 


9 Special Permits and 5 variances were granted in 1975. Variances 
are special exceptions to local zoning (Often side yard and setback 
requirements) which are governed by state law. The property involved 
must meet three specific tests or the variances cannot be granted. Spe- 
eial Permits, on the other hand, are for such uses as motels, movie 
theaters, and parking lots which are allowed under our zoning but must 
be received by the Board of Appeals to make sure they will not be 
harmful in a particular location. Hearings on Special Permits are often 
heavily attended and useful suggestions for changes and conditions are 
made by neighbors and other concerned citizens. Unfortunately, many 
people are surprised and displeased to find out exactly what is permitted 
in what they have regarded as a “residential’’ district. 


The Board of Appeals exists to help individuals with zoning prob- 
lems while protecting the rights of neighbors and the town as a whole. 
Review and revision of the existing Falmouth Zoning By-Law would 
simplify this task.

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THE FALMOUTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Submitted herewith is the Annual Report of the Falmouth Police 
Department for the year 1975. 


The Police Department had one of the busiest years on record 
starting with the answering of 11,478 complaints from the citizens of 
the community which represents a 90% increase over the previous year. 
Service calls numbered 4,179, noise complaints 746 which was a 5% in- 
crease over 1974. This department served 395 warrants and 1,221 sum- 
mons for other police departments as well as our own. 


Accidents investigated for the year totaled 1,136, an increase of 86 
over 1974. Fatal accidents were down from seven in 1974 which took 
eight lives to five in 1975. 


There were 4,083 arrests for all catagories. A record number of 
205 arrests were made for Operating a Motor Vehicle under the influ- 
ence. Enforcement activity statistics show an increase in all catagories 
over last year by an appreciable percentage. 


The detective division reports that there were 494 breaking and en- 
tering of all types. Larceny over $100 (Felony) totaled 306 and Larceny 
Less than $100 (Misdemeanor) totaled 268 which includes necessary ac- 
tion on check cases. 


There were 5 armed robberies, 3 of which are resolved with sus- 
pects. Continuing investigation is being pursued on the remaining 2. 


This past summer, numerous boats were entered in West Falmouth 
Harbor. Arrests were made. Off-Cape residents were also charged with 
larceny of a boat from the harbor. 


One Falmouth man was arrested by the department and convicted 
for murder in the Town of Mashpee. 


House breaks are for us, as well as the rest of Cape Cod, a major 
problem. This problem needs the cooperation of all citizens with their 
Law Enforcement Agency. The message that I should like to communi- 
cate is to have citizens call on any matter that arouses their suspicions. 


An area of major concern to the department is the level of major 
crime such as armed robbery, unarmed robbery, arson, assault & battery 
with a dangerous weapon and assault and battery on police officers. 18 
complaints were issued against defendants and prosecuted for these 
assaults. On several occasions the officers assaulted were alone and away 
from the patrol car when assaulted by several people. With the continued 
support of the Board of Selectmen and citizens, this department will at- 
tempt to acquire additional portable radios for patrol functions in order 
that there may be constant radio contact whether in the patrol car or 
immediate assistance is needed when away from the car, either for the 
citizen or the officer. 


Juvenile Officer Paul A. Carreiro, who was appointed in August 
1975 reports that since his appointment a great deal of time is spent in 
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the school system. Most of the time is spent at the High School where 
he has received full cooperation from the school administration. He re- 
ports that we do have a drug problem in Falmouth, just as the rest of 
the country has, and naturally drugs are being brought into the schools. 
Serious drug problems are brought into the courts and the smaller prob- 
lems are being handled by the school administration. School, domestic, 
and criminal cases average around three each day. Considerable time 
is spent on the school and domestic problems to try and alleviate the 
criminal cases as all of these matters are related Officer Carreiro tries 
to solve these problems through police and family involvement Every- 
thing possible is done prior to the arrest of a juvenile to show the child 
a better way to live with himself and his community. Runaway arrests 
have dropped and will continue to do so. Most all of these cases are 
apprehended and brought to their family or other means are taken to 
rectify the problem. In cases of juvenile domestic problems, incarcera- 
tion of the juvenile only serves to inflame the problem. These situa- 
tions are best taken care of within the home. 


Educational programs for the officers are continuing on Higher 
Education Level at Cape Cod Community College. Inservice training is 
conducted several times weekly on pertinent matters and up-dating on 
changes as they occur. 


Several of the officers have received additional training i.e.: 


1. We have three men qualified to create composites almost imme- 
diately upon receiving information from victims of crimes. 

2. An operating Rape Crisis Team of two detectives and one matron. 

3. Crime scene search teams. 

4. Photography Courses. 

5. In Service training instructors. 


We currently have several college degrees within the department. 
At the time of this reporting, there are one B.A., six Associate Degrees, 
with several men having acquired credits between the Associate and 
Bachelor’s degrees. Several more of the officers are nearing completion 
for their Associate Degree. 


We shall continue to pursue all areas of our responsibility to the 
utmost for the protection and welfare of the citizens of our community. 
We ask for your assistance and cooperation. 


We wish to thank the citizens, the Board of Selectmen, all Town 
Agencies, the supervisors and officers of this department, who have 
been more than willing to cooperate with this agency for the betterment 
of the community.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Following is the Annual Report of the Chief of the Fire Department 
for the year 1975, with pertinent statistics. 


It is again unfortunate that I have to report the loss of two (2) 
lives during the year 1975. On January 12 at 8:17 P.M. a call was re- 
ceived for a fire in the cellar at 137 Heritage Circle with possibly some- 
one trapped. The first piece arrived and concentrated on the cellar area. 
Craig Oberlander, 14, was found immediately, beyond our help. After 
an investigation it was determined that parts were being cleaned with 
gasoline, in close proximity to a gas-fired water heater. The pilot light 
ignited the vapors which are heavier than air and seek the lowest level. 


On December 4, at 1:18 A.M. we received a call for a fire on Gardiner 
Road, Woods Hole. Engine 2 arrived in minutes, driven by Edward 
Serrano who tried to enter by the locked front door with a self-contained 
mask. He was blown back onto the ground by a back-draft. Dr. Pamela 
Wrinch was found on the floor of her bedroom near the door. This fire 
appears to have been accidental, as all the gas (natural) equipment in- 
cluding the piping has been tested and no leaks were found. The equip- 
ment was operating properly. 


Stolen cars being burnt took a noticeable increase for some unknown 
reason and are being investigated. 


Two buildings (a dwelling and a restaurant) were set on fire — 
not once but twice — before being destroyed. The dwelling at 10 Har- 
bor View Drive, East Falmouth was burnt on May 24 at 8:44 P.M. then 
again on May 28 at 1:19 A.M. Gasoline was used on the first fire and 
has been proven. The dwelling was unoccupied and unfurnished. 


On October 17 at 9:41 P.M., the Malibu “500”, Route 28, Waquoit was 
set, and again on October 21 at 4:45 A.M. These fires are under investi- 
gation by several agencies. 


The largest single loss was to the Kenyon’s General Store on Route 
28, East Falmouth on November 10 at 8:40 P.M. The cause has not been 
determined and is under investigation. 


The year 1975 has been a busy one. Members have taken Fire 
Science courses, Civil Service Fire Fighters Examination, Advanced E.M.T. 
training (240 hrs.), E.M.T. 81 hour course, C.P.R. training, Muster Team 
training, Horse Evacuation, and Ice and Boat Rescue Drills. 


All Company members were trained on their respective Engines and 
equipment. 


The Fire Prevention Bureau has been exceptionally busy with the 
new regulations coming into effect under the new Building Code (State), 
and has done an excellent job. 


Three new men were taken on. July 1, Gerald Pine was reinstated as 
permanent man, with Joseph Quintiliani and Glenn Medeiros temporary 
provisional appointments pending establishment of a certified list from 
Civil Service. 
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Boys from the school F.O.O.S. program were again with this Depart- 
ment by assignment. All were very interested in the program and the 
overall operation. These boys are very well behaved in all respects, which 
makes it a pleasure to have them as guests.

During the season when open burning was allowed, (February 15 
through March 15) a great deal of burning was done by the residents 
of the Town.

As of January 1, 1975, the Town and State changed from our local 
Building Code to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts State Building 
Code in aaccordance with Chapter 802 — commonly called “Basic Code” 
which is more or less comparable with the National Code, also known 
as the B.O.C.A. Code. Our own local code consisted of 16 pages where the 
Basic Code now has 750 pages and additional amendments and additions 
coming in every week. 


The Town has also set up a State Building Code Board of Appeals 
to help solve some of the problems that may arise from the new code. 

Also, with the Town accepting this new code the Town also had to 
assign the duties of the State Building Inspector to the local Building 
Inspector. 

There were the usual number of certificates issued from this office 
for buildings of public assembly and elevators. Also, all Rooming & 
Lodging Houses and Day Care Services were inspected by the Building 
Inspector before licenses were issued by the Board of Selectmen. 


During the year, this office received numerous complaints from the 
Board of Selectmen which necessitated inspections by the Building In- 
spector. Also, the Building Inspector was present at a number of court 
cases involving the Zoning and Building Codes of the Town of Falmouth. 


In concluding this report, I wish to express my appreciation for the 
assistance and cooperation received during the year from the Board of 
Selectmen and the Board of Appeals.

REPORT OF THE DOG OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


I herewith submit my report as Dog Officer for the year ending 
December 31, 1975. This has been the first full year that this department 
has had the services of two men, thanks to the Selectmen and the 
CETA program, who have supplied me with the extra personnel. Thanks 


38 


to Mr. James Rogers of the D.P.W. for supplying this department with 
the pick-up truck. Between my assistant and myself we have logged 
approximately 31,420 miles answering complaints and picking up loose 
dogs. A total of 501 dogs were picked up and impounded, a total of 
4.612 calls or complaints were handled. 


We handled more barking dog complaints this year than in other 
years. This is due to chaining a dog who has been used to running 
free — the result is a barking dog. However, most cases are resolved 
in due time. A total of 1,801 dogs are licensed in Town as of this report. 
The number is below last year because many people have given up their 
dogs to the M.S.P.C.A. 


I have disposed of 141 dogs, 34 have been turned over to the 
M.S.P.C.A. and paid for by some kind hearted donors whose names I 
do not know. Fifty-two dogs have been turned over to the M.S.P.C.A. at 
a cost of $5.00 per dog, paid by the Town. All remaining receipts col- 
lected by this department have been turned over to the Town Treasurer. 
A total of 97 restraining orders were served to owners of dogs running 
at large. 


I have not seen or heard of any wild packs of dogs this past year. 
We are, however, having a problem with house dogs chasing deer in one 
section of Town. With the fine efforts of the Conservation Officer and 
his assistants this problem is being handled properly. Along with the 
usual number of dog bites, two of these were quite severe. One involv- 
ing a child under 5 years old and the other an elderly person. Thirty- 
seven dogs were killed by cars, mostly during the night hours which 
proves that people are letting their dogs run at night — something this 
officer has no control over. 


The new Dog Pound went into operation in March, we have the 
best facilities any where in Southeastern Mass. Being County Dog 
Officer for the Upper Cape I have had the opportunities to visit several 
Pounds in the area and I can attest to the fact that none can compare 
with our own. It is with great pleasure and pride that I invite all of 
Falmouth taxpayers to come down and see what type of building br 
have spent their tax dollars for. 


My thanks to the Board of Selectmen for their help in the past 
year. No matter how experienced a person may be sometimes a little 
more advice can help, and this fine panel of gentlemen are always 
ready when needed. 


I want to thank the various departments of the D.P.W. for their aid 
when called upon, and to Dr. William Jones who came forward with 
much needed supplies at no cost to the Town. 


To the Falmouth Police Department where all calls and complaints 
for this department. are received and recorded. It is. gratifying to feel 
one may call on any of the Town Departments for aid when needed.

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REPORT OF THE SHELLFISH OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending December 31, 
1975. 


A total of 14,075 miles were patrolled be me in both car and boat, I 
logged 57 first offense violators while examining permit holders and their 
catches. Seven men had their shellfish permits suspended (three men for 
shellfishing in a closed area and four men for having quahaugs less 
than two inches in their possession). All violators returned their catches 
to the shellfish grounds under my supervision. 


Permits were examined and issued to the following: 


1,972 Family, resident 

251 Family, non-resident 

433 Family, resident over sixty-five years of age 

88 Commercial 


Project No. 1 Quahaug Transplant 
I planted 1,200 bushels of parent stock quahaugs into the waters of 
West Falmouth Harbor. On April 12, 1975, 241,400 hatchery spawned seed 
quahaugs sizes 7 to 12 mm. were planted onto eight culture rafts in 
Quahaug Pond, West Falmouth. 


I wish to report to you that the quahaugs dug out of Falmouth 
Inner Harbor and transplanted into the waters of Great Pond last year 
are doing fine. Reports show that through the natural depuration pro- 
cess, concentrations of mercury in the quahaugs are on the decline. I 
am going to request the Massachusetts Divison of Marine Fisheries to 
issue me a special permit to relay contaminated shellfish from Falmouth 
Inner Harbor again. If all goes well, we will start this spring to utilize 
this valuable resource. 


Project No. 2 Shellfish Survey 
My shellfish survey for 1975 has been completed. The following is 
a breakdown of the estimated bushels by known source:

Project No. 3 Oysters 
One hundred thousand culchless seed oysters purchased last year 
were transplanted from the rafts into the waters of West and North 
Falmouth. We did get a natural set of oyster spat this year around our 
shores and at this writing they are doing fine. 


Project No. 4 Pollution 


A section of Quissett Harbor is still closed. On September 2, 1975, 
in response to a letter I wrote to examine and retest this area, the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health saw fit to re-open over three 
quarters of Quissett Harbor. Once again, our shellfishmen are enjoying 
and utilizing this wonderful area. 


Project No. 5 Pesticides 


At this time, I wish to report that due to good agricultural practices 
in the use of insecticide treatment on the cranberry bogs, we did not 
get any fish kills. I thank all of the cranberry growers for a job well done. 


Project No. 6 Aid for Alewives 


Falmouth has since 1798 controlled the herring or alewife fisheries. 
Under Chapter 130, Section 104, added by ST. 1941 C. 598, the Massa- 
chusetts General Laws supercede local control. The Board of Selectmen 
were authorized on April 8, 1975 by a special town meeting (Article 4) 
to petition the Director of the Division of Marine Resources, Department 
of Natural Resources, for local control of the alewife fisheries within 
the town. On May 8, 1975, after a public hearing, Director Frank Grice 
determined that local control would be proper and reasonable and the 
public interest would be best served, thereby granting the Selectmen 
the right to control and regulate the public fshery for alewives in the 
Town of Falmouth subject to the approval of rules and regulations by 
the Director of the Division of Marine Fisheries. 


I wish to report to you that joint efforts between the Massachusetts 
Division of Marine Fisheries and the Town of Falmouth made it possible 
to rebuild and put in new baffles to control and maintain the water 
level to allow the fish to pass through Herring River into Wing Pond in 
West Falmouth. Assistance and attention were given to other herring 
runs throughout the town. I thank all departments and _ their men 
for their good work in assuring safe passage of the alewives to and 
from their spawning grounds. 


Project No. 7 Dredge and Fill Projects 


An on the spot check of all applications for dredge and fill projects 
were reviewed by me and member of the Massachusetts Division of Ma- 
rine Fisheries at the request of the Board of Selectmen. We feel that 
this works out well for both the town and the state. 
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I shall again request the Massachusetts Department of Environ- 
mental Health to consider the possibility of reopening Wild Harbor 
River and Wild Harbor Basin. A clean bill of health is foreseen this year. 


Well, we had another poor scallop crop this year and it doesn’t look 
very bright for next year. We did have excellent clamming in Perch 
Pond this year. I remember on opening day, February 1, 1975, eighty 
seven family shellfishmen got their limits in cold, 20 degree weather 
and on the next day the same held true. On March 1, our biggest day, 
two hundred and two people were out there enjoying themselves and 
most of them were still getting their limits of clams and quahaugs. On 
February 3, 1975, a section of Great Pond was open to commercial and 
family shellfishing. Our people did well in this area. There were a lot 
of people out of work at that time and I am sure it helped supply a 
great many families with food money along with a good family outdoor 
recreation. Waquoit Bay was the center of attention this year. Over six 
hundred families used this wonderful bay to seek and catch scallops, 
clams, and quahaugs. The seed quahaug population is looking good, but 
clams are on a down trend throughout the town. 


The entrance to Bourne’s Pond was dug out again and I would like 
to thank Mr. J.F. Gillis and Mr. Nick N. Haddad for their contribution 
of funds helping the town complete the job (temporarily, that is). 

This year I built two new quahaug seed rafts and will repair the 
old rafts making a few modifications to improve the system. This will 
bring the total up to ten workable rafts. Some four hundred thousand 
quahaugs were transplanted from the rafts into the clean waters of 
West Falmouth Harbor. At this writing they are looking good. 


On behalf of the shellfisheries of the Town of Falmouth, I wrote 
to Mr. Dean Bumpus, Sea Grant Coordinator at the Woods Hole Ocean- 
ographic Institution, asking him and his people to try to obtain funds 
from “Sea Grant” for a program that would be workable in the restora- 
tion and management of the natural resources in Bourne’s Pond. Copies 
of this letter were sent to President Gerald Ford, our Senators, Congress- 
men, State Senator and Representative, and Frank Grice, Director of 
Natural Resources. I sincerely hope that the scientific people will receive 
cooperation from all governmental agencies in the funding of a program 
so vital to the farming of the shellfisheries. 


I sincerely wish to thank our Board of Selectmen, the townspeople, 
The Massachusetts Department of Environmental Health, the Massa- 
chusetts Division of Marine Fisheries, and all other agencies and law en- 
forcement people who throughout the years have devoted their work and 
wisdom to make our environment a lot more useful.

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REPORT OF THE 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town Hall, Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The unquestioned conservation highlight of 1975 was the campaign 
to purchase Washburn Island at the Annual Town Meeting in April. The 
effort began before Christmas, gained momentum quickly from all quar- 
ters during the winter and crested at Town Meeting when it was voted 
by a narrow, frenzied margin to purchase the island for $2,750,000.00 
The subsequent overturn of the purchase by a referendum vote was 
a fair and proper declaration of the voice of the townspeople. Although 
the referendum was a setback for those persons who supported acquisition 
of the island, the large turnout of voters was a clear signal that the 
preservation of open space is a serious issue for a majority of the people 
of Falmouth. It was noteworthy that arguments against the purchase 
of the island were entirely on economic grounds; the price was too high 
and the economy of the country was too unsettled to justify purchase of 
the island at that time. Virtually no one favored developing the island 
exclusively for building construction rather than retaining it in its natur- 
al condition for open space and recreation in the future. We extend our 
sincere thanks to all who supported the efforts of the Town committees 
and officials in this campaign, and express our appreciation to everyone 
for performing so responsibly throughout the entire affair. 


In comparison with the Washburn Island purchase episode, the rest 
of the year was routine. Many meetings were held and wetlands pro- 
posals were heard. Efforts were made to negotiate the purchase of small 
parcels of conservation land and to acquire conservation restrictions on 
land held by private owners. Much of this has gone unresolved, however, 
negotiations are in progress for the coordinated purchase by Falmouth 
and Mashpee of 40 acres of cranberry bogs and upland on the Childs 
River spanning the town line. Successful purchase of this beautiful land 
from the Makepeace family by the Conservation Commissions of the two 
Towns working together will be a significant conservation milestone and 
a most satisfying accomplishment for both Towns. 


Management of the Coonamessett River cranberry bogs has pro- 
gressed very well. Harvest has risen from 653 barrels in 1971 to 2,438 
in 1974 and settled to just under 2,000 in 1975. The cause of the crop re- 
duction in 1975 is the replanting of several sections of the bogs with new 
vines of a better variety of berry to improve the quality of the product. 
Proceeds of $1,942.42 from the sale of cranberries have been placed in an 
escrow account for payment to the Town at the end of the 5-year lease 
period. We are reviewing the existing lease in preparation for rebidding 
or renewal at the end of the 1976 harvest season. 


In January 1975, Boy Scouts from North Falmouth built sand ero- 
sion control fences from discarded Christmas trees to rebuild the sand 
dunes at Black Beach in West Falmouth. They returned in October to 
transplant clumps of beach grass on the new dunes that had developed 
behind the rows of trees. Other Scouts from the Falmouth troop built 
nesting boxes for Tree Swallows which have been placed out on the 
cranberry bogs at Coonamessett River and on the Sippewissett salt marsh. 
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In general, the outlook for better land use planning in Falmouth 
shows optimistic signs of improvement in the future. There are fewer 
proposals to dredge and fill or build upon wetlands than there were a 
few years ago. Increasing numbers of new home owners appear to be in- 
terested in retaining the natural features or amenities of their land. Some 
land developers now work closely with agencies of the Town in the early 
stages of their land planning which has resulted in more enlightened land 
use. 


The general adoption of this positive attitude of community coopera- 
tion among all of those individuals and agencies, both private and muni- 
cipal, who are involved in the preservation or alteration of the landscape, 
waterways and other features of the Town will inevitably lead to a better 
and more attractive living place for us all.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


I herewith submit my twenty-first (21) annual report as Conservation 
Officer for the year ending 31 December 1975. 


A total of 1,844 sporting, hunting, fishing and trapping licenses were 
examined by us. 413 shellfish permits were examined as requested as- 
sistance by the shellfish constable. Hunting, fishing, and shellfishing 
has increased considerably over last year due to the scarcity of work and 
rising costs of food. 


During early March the Selectmen assigned two assistants through 
the Personnel Board from the CETA program, to be used jointly by my- 
self and the shellfish constable. Their names and background are as 
follows: Robert Chause, age 29, Vietnam veteran, a general marine biol- 
ogist, S.M. University. Currently studying Environmental Biology at Mass. 
Maritme Academy. David Cusolito, age 25, Vietnam veteran, Wildlife 
Management Technician, U. Mass., currently studying Environmental 
Biology at Mass. Maritime Academy. These two assistants are outstanding 
in their performance as assistant Conservation Officers and I feel that 
the townspeople have profited richly by their additional coverage of all 
ecological programs and projects in our community. In addition we were 
assigned five (5) 14 year old students for the months of June, July and 
August under the CETA Program, they too performed their duties in an 
excellent manner and contributed greatly to our programs. 


The acquisition of new personnel created a whole new series of con- 
servation efforts and practices that will prove to be the criteria for the 
future with all of the town owned and acquired lands by the Conserva- 
tion Commission. Also the very badly needed around-the-clock protection 
of our Long Pond Watershed as well as Goodwilll Park which we pa- 
trolled seven days a week days and nights, June through September. 


The annual restocking of our reclaimed ponds, namely, Mares, Grews, 
Deep and Ashumet ponds, was completed as was the Coonamessett, 
Childs and Moonakis rivers. Species stocked and numbers: 


Brown trout 1,100 Rainbow trout 8,800 
Brook trout 1,500 Smelt (first stocking) 16,000 
Coonamessett 


The State Department of Natural Resources is in its fourth year of 
their survey of sea run salter (brown) trout and are now working on a 
smelt project which should be very interesting and with luck plus good 
management a productive one. 


A total of 1,760 cock pheasants and 250 hen pheasants were released 
throughout the town and state owned land along with 1,600 quail. No 
snowshoes (Varying) hare were available for releasing in our town this 
year. Most species of wildlife increased considerably during the year 
as well as the waterfowl that are so very much in evidence. The deer 
and pheasant population were the only game species that still continue 
to decline.

5 Wildlife plantings were plowed, disced, seeded for a total of 
approximately 6 acres. 

A series of meetings with Mr. Nathan S. Ellis, Director of the DPW, 
Mr. Richard Witt of the Water Division and Mr. Joseph Figuerido, Park 
and Tree Warden were held to determine what procedures could and 
would be followed in preserving and protecting all town owned land and 
waters within their jurisdiction. We are in complete agreement that 
those areas need constant attention with the greatest emphasis on the 
protection of the watershed area (Long Pond). The Selectmen backed 
our program and a final decision was made of around-the-clock pa- 
trolling of the town forest and Goodwill Park. The results of this past 
season certainly proved that the fears of all concerned were justified as 
were the actions taken. 


A citation was issued to each violator with court action taken on the 
most serious offenders, daily logs and arrests were kept by us and are on 
file in the Selectmen’s office as well as Mr. Ellis’s office.

Under the Statutes Chapter 90B Section 19:2 adults went to court 
for driving motorbikes in the town watershed area and were found guilty 
and fined. 6 Adults went to court for fishing without a license and were 
found guilty and fined. All littering violations resulted in cleaning up the 
areas where the litterers were caught. 


Project #1 was a joint effort of the shellfish constable, DPW crew, 
CETA crew and myself. This project consisted of opening the herring run 
that was filled with debris and sadly overgrown with underbrush, from 
Siders Pond through to Shivericks Pond and then through to Weeks 
Pond. This project has been completed. 


Project #2 was somewhat similar in nature but of greater distance 
along the Coonamessett river. My CETA crew cleaned the debris and cut 
the underbrush. The brush piles were shredded by the DPW crew pro- 
vided us by Mr. Ellis, Director. The cooperation on these projects has 
been absolutely gratifying. All of the major rivers needed work of this 
nature badly not only for the herring but all other migratory fish and 
other species, Brook trout, Sea Run Salter trout, smelt, perch, eels, etc. 
With manpower available these areas can be kept up and made much 
more productive not only for fish but other species of wildlife and water- 
fowl. 


Project #3 was started late on the Childs River but will be continued 
through 1976. 


Project #4 is under way now and will take a considerable amount of 
time. We are in the process of surveying all wetlands, woodlands, rivers 
and public lands for the purpose of habitat, cover, food patches etc. We 
must determine the potential of these areas and provide a program of 
cultivation, reforesting, re-establishing wildlife, and provide for the 
maintaining and protection of all species of shore birds, waterfowl, up- 
land game, fish species, etc. Soil and water samples will be taken by us 
to further the habitat improvement, and water quality. 


Project #5 is the wildlife education of all groups. Boy scouts, etc. 
The troop from North Falmouth built Wood Duck nest boxes and erected 
them under our supervision in areas chosen by us. The FOOS program 
under the excellent guidance of Mrs. Francis worked very hard at clean- 
ing up debris and rubbish in the various areas around the ponds and on 
Conservation Commission land. They also planted 800 seedlings under 
our supervision in the Coonamessett Valley area and other areas. They

planted Red Pine, Scotch Pine, Spruce, Locust, (Thorny) and Larch and 
Dogwood. The trees were provided by the Conservation Commission. 


A total of 23,412 miles were travelled by us in answering complaints, 
wild dog patrols, investigations, deerjacking and deer dogging patrols, 
pheasant, quail, fish, waterfowl stocking and surveys, wildlife feeding 
during inclement weather, guided tours, lecturing and inspection of 
wetlands for bulding permits, other wetland investigation and patrols, 
trips to Barnstable Court. 


I realize that this report is longer than usual and could even be 
more lengthy, however, this has been an unusual year with all kinds 
of good help made available. I wish to thank each and everyone of you 
who helped me to perform these duties, with the assistance that was 
given to me, and with the assurance that your faith and encouragement 
is still with me. A great note of thanks to my bosses the Selectmen and 
Mr. Ellis for assistance, suggestions, and backing. Again I wish to thank 
all of the youngsters who keep me informed with their increasingly 
sharp concern for their environment.

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REPORT OF THE CAPE COD PLANNING 
AND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 


The Honorble Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


This past year, the Cape Cod Planning and Economic Development 
Commission received funds for two federally funded programs of con- 
siderable potential impact — the 208 Wastewater Management Planning 
Program and the Coastal Zone Management Program. Other far-reach- 
ing programs are now under consideration by the State and Federal 
government geared to establishing growth policies and land-use planning 
on the regional and local level. All of these programs are seeking a local 
consensus that will determine the future growth and development of 
Cape Cod. 


Cape residents and public officials have begun to sense the impor- 
tance of these programs and their cumulative effects. A growing number 
of citizens have responded promptly to requests for appointments to 
citizen-advisory committees. 


Developing Water Quality Guidelines 

The 208 Wastewater Management Planning Program is designed to 
involve the public in determining the most acceptable means of pro- 
tecting our water resources. The program will develop guidelines for 
water quality management based on the limitations of our water re- 
sources and citizen priorities. Means of implementing these guidelines 
will also be determined by the citizen-participation process. 


The Amendments to the Water Pollution Control Act of 1972 provide 
for area-wide planning programs designed to broaden the approach 
to wastewater management problems from a local to a regional level. 
With the designation of Cape Cod as a 208 planning area last spring, 
towns agreed to cooperate in developing an areawide approach to the 
Cape’s wastewater management problems. The Cape Cod Planning and 
Economic Development Commission was granted $350,000 by the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency in June and the two-year planning pro- 
gram is now in its beginning stages. 


There are four major aspects of the 208 program that will be con- 
ducted concurrently by the program consultants and planning staff. 


Defining water quality problem areas and determining what areas 
may develop water quality problems will be one of the first major tasks 
of the 208 program. 


How we use our land on Cape Cod is particularly important to the 
quality of our groundwater resource and also has significant impacts 
on our recreational waters. Alternative land-use plans geared particularly 
to water quality-related problems will be developed. 


As the 208 program defines existing and potential water quality 
problems, it must explore how these problems should be managed. Al- 


ternative methods of control for each of the defined problems will be 
presented and evaluated. 


The major pollution problem on Cape Cod is the disposal of waste- 
water from houses, business and public facilities. The problems of sew- 
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age treatment facilities and of septic tank disposal will be studied in- 
tensively in the 208 program. Both structural alternatives such as con- 
structing sewage treatment facilities, and non-structural alternatives, 
Such as zoning changes will be offered for public consideration. 


701 Program: 


The Commission, since its inception in 1965, has been the recipient 
of an annual Housing and Urban Development Comprehensive Planning 
grant designed to coordinate all functional planning areas such as trans- 
portation, land use, economic development, water resources and open 
space. 


Providing information to the public and its elected officials is one 
of the Commission’s major community services under this program. The 
Commission’s information efforts include: 


e@ a bi-weekly Newsbrief to Commission Members, County 
Commissioners, Cape legislators, Selectmen, newspapers and radio sta- 
tions. 


e news releases on Commission activities. 

e “Information Resources Guide” identifying Commission data 
available to the public. 

@ Statistical data series and other information to provide infor- 
mation to the public on request. 

e “Legislative Summary” outlining legislation of special im- 
portance to the Cape. 

e Information papers on issues of regional concern such as 
historic preservation funds and the Federal Flood Insurance Program. 


The Commission, through its staff, provides professional planning 
assistance on request to town officials and boards. Nearly all 15 Cape 
towns have utilized this service since the program began in 1974. 


To better involve citizens in planning and to assist the Commisson 
in carrying out the 701 related activities, citizen advisory committees 
have been created in the areas of transportation planning, environment, 
Coastal Zone Management and economic development. The committees, 
comprised of individuals with special interest or expertise, many ap- 
pointed by Town Selectmen and Planning Boards, develop policy recom- 
mendations and provide guidance to the Commission. 


Economic Development: 


The Commission, in conjunction with the Boards of Selectmen, 
formed the Cape Cod Joint Committee on Economic Development, a 
group of action-oriented Cape Cod businessmen. The Committee which is 
in the early stages of development has enthusiastically begun a series 
of projects including: 

e an inventory of land zoned for light industry to assist busi- 
nessmen considering locating on Cape Cod. 

e a off-Cape business sub-group to determine means of at- 
tracting business to Cape Cod. 

e a transportation sub-group to find ways of insuring adequate 
access to maintain businesses on Cape Cod. 

e a communication sub-group to provide information to the 
public on the importance of economic development and what it can 
mean to the Cape. 
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Through the efforts of the Commission, Barnstable County has been 
designated as an economic redevelopment area making all Cape towns 
eligible for Economic Development Administration funds. These funds 
are designed to develop local community projects that will provide local 
jobs. 


The Commission continues to provide under its Economic Develop- 
ment Administration grant: 


e technical assistance. to town economic development commit- 
tees. 


e assistance to businessmen in marketing and expansion studies. 
e economic data maintained for public use. 


Transportation Planning: 


The Commission is participating in a cooperative transportation 
planning process with the Massachusetts Executive Office of Transpor- 
tation and Construction and the Department of Public Works. All Cape 
towns participate in the planning process through representation on 
the Cape Cod Joint Transportation Committee (CCJTC). 


One of the major activities of the CCJTC and transportation plan- 
ning staff this past year was pursuing means of maintaining rail freight 
service to Cape Cod. A rail use survey was conducted in cooperation with 
the State Office of Transportation and Construction and the information 
obtained was helpful in illustrating the Cape’s needs to the General 
Court and to the Governor. In the last week of the year, the General 
Court passed a Transportation Bond Issue which insures the subsidy 
of the Capes rail lines for two years, purchase of the rail rights of way 
and upgrading of the track from 10 mph currently to a 25 mph service 
level. 


The CCPEDC is presently analyzing whether increased public trans- 
portation is a practical possibility for Barnstable County under a grant 
from the Urban Mass Transportation Administration. Upon approval of 
a feasible five-year program by the U.S. Department of Transportation, 
towns will become eligible for 80 percent Federal funding for capital 
equipment such as buses or vans. The program is examining the following 
areas: 


a. new or improved public transportation services with special 
emphasis on the needs of elderly and handicapped. 


b. capital equipment required to provide new and improved ser- 
vices. 


c. how new and improved services could be provided. 


Five-Year Financial Plan identifying town, State and Fed- 
eral shares for operating costs incurred in providing the ser- 
vices identified in the program. 


Coastal Zone Management: 


The Commission receives funds from the State Office of Coastal 
Zone Management to provide technical planning information on Cape 
Cod and to coordinate public participation in the development of the 
State management plan. A CZM Advisory Committee made up of repre- 
sentatives from each town is providing guidance to the Commission’s 
citizen particpation efforts. 
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The Commission has emphasized the importance of local participa- 
tion in the program which may encompass the entire Cape Cod area. 


The Future: 

While each Cape Cod town has its unique problems and assets, 
there are considerable opportunities for sharing common experience 
and developing unified approaches. The Cape Cod Planning and Eco- 
nomic Development Commission is an increasingly effective tool for 
community and regional problem solving. The Commission can open new 
opportunities for town governments and for citizens in setting the 
course of Cape Cod’s future.

REPORT OF THE BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Bicentennial Committee has met twice a month during the year 
to make plans and coordinate activities which would celebrate the Na- 
tion’s 200th anniversary throughout the town. The guiding objectives 
were to sponsor things of lasting value to the citizens of the town and 
especially to our young people now developing for future civic respon- 
sibilities. Throughout the year an attempt has been made to involve all 
organizations in the celebration by encouraging them to sponsor activi- 
ties allied to their objectives. 


Through the cooperation of the teaching staff at the Lawrence 
School and the High School a fife and drum corps of approximately 18 
pupils has been formed and equipped with flags, a colonial drum and tri- 
corner hats. It has performed at town meeting and at parades and other 


events here and in neighboring towns. It is doing a most credible job 
and has won much praise. 


Likewise a town militia has been formed under the direction of 
its captain, Andrew L. Wessling Jr. The group now numbers about 15 
and has been equipped with muskets, flags and colonial drums. They 
have participated in events here and in other towns, winning many 
compliments. Some uniforms have been supplied by a sewing group re- 
cruited from the AARP and some made by the recruits’ wives and fami- 


lies. It is planned that this outfit will continue beyond the Bicentennial 
year to do honor to the town. 


The Committee formed a sub-commiteet which reprinted a book, 
“Patriot Lad of Old Cape Cod”, about two Falmouth boys and their In- 
dian friend at the time of the Revolution. A special edition of 500 copies 
sold in advance of $10 each and contained the names of the subscribers. 
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The hard cover books now sell for $6.95 and the paperback for $1.95. 
All sales now show a profit and increase the funds of the Committee. 


The Committee planned the reconstruction of the bell tower on the 
former Lawrence Academy building and obtained the assistance of 
Arthur Vidal in the project. A grant of $1,500 was obtained from the 
state which was matched with committee funds. The tower was installed 
in May and subsequently the building was painted and redecorated on 
the outside. A rededication ceremony was held in October to acquaint the 
townspeople with the beauty of this rejuvenated historical building. 


Throughout the year the Chairman has spoken before many town 
organizations urging them to cooperate in the Bicentennial celebration, 
and has sent letters asking them to select projects for implementation. 
The Rotary Club voted $200 for matching funds for the Library to 
microfilm town records from the mid 19th century to early 20th century. 
The Library was assisted in applying for a grant of $200 from the state 
which was granted. The project has been started. 


The Green Thumb Garden Club repaired and painted the fence at 
the Methodist Cemetery on Main St. The Falmouth Garden Club and 
the Historical Society have cooperated in designing and constructing a 
mini-park in the land behind the Society’s museum. The Beautification 
Council has procured and the town has planted a large number of dog- 
wood trees throughout town. The town used red white and blue flowering 
plants in many gardens which carried out the Bicentennial theme. 


At the two entrances to town signs were placed indicating that Fal- 
mouth was a Bicentennial town. The Committee purchased three dozen 
official Bicentennial flags. These were furnished for all town buildings 
and schools. At each school the Fife and Drum Corps played as the flag 
was raised. Some flags were sold to citizens or organizations who had 
suitable poles for display. The Senior Citizens Center has cooperated by 
urging members to make colonial costumes. The Committee assisted 
them by providing an instructor to introduce them to colonial dances. 


During the summer the Committee funded, along with other Cape 
Bicentennial Committees, a trip to Washington by the Patriot Players. 
They gave performances of the musical “1776” at the Capitol and the 
Kennedy Center. 


The Committee had an early project to sponsor bicycle paths in 
the town. Later this was taken over by the town Bicycle Path Committee 
which applied for a grant and received $12,500 from the State Bicen 
tennial Commission. These funds were turned over to the Dept. of 
Public Works which brought to completion the path to Woods Hole, 
using the old railroad right of way. 


The Committee has reproduced a Falmouth Bicentennial Seal, de- 
signed by Vasco Pires, which has been placed on sale in several loca- 
tions. It shows the town seal and the Katherine Lee Bates Birthplace. 
The Committee voted to sponsor an article in the town warrant to 
provide funds for the purchase of the birthplace which could be main- 
tained as a town historic shrine in tribute to Miss Bates and her famous 
poem, “America the Beautiful’. 


The Committee has sponsored groups in several sections of town to 
study old houses and collect details on them. The North Falmouth group 
has already sold many copies in advance to interested citizens, 
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The Committee, in cooperation with the School Department, ar- 
ranged to bring a series of patriotic plays to the schools. Every pupil 
will see one or more of these plays and will study in class the message 
of the presentation. The plays are produced by the Performing ie 
Theatre, a professional group from New York City. 


These are some of the activities sponsored by the Bicentennial Com- 
mittee during the advance or planning year 1975. It is the hope of the 
Committee that it has kindled enthusiasm in the town for the celebra- 
tion of the Nation’s 200th anniversary which takes place during 1976. 
For this celebration the Committee has formulated attractive plans 
which include parades, a trail ride in April for young horse owners, the 
reenactment of the British attack on the town, the dedication of a 
memorial to the early strawberry growers, several ethnic festivals, and 
in June a Bicentennial Ball. 


The Committee appreciates the generous coverage of its activities in 
the press, and is grateful for the cooperation of the Board of Selectmen 
and the Town Information and Clerical Center.

Bicentennial Committee 
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REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth 


The following is the Recreation Committee’s submission for the 1975 
Town Report: 

1975 saw Falmouth’s Recreation program continue to rank among the 
most diverse and best utilized in Southeastern Massachusetts. The 
Recreation Committee elected Kathryn Wright as the first Chairwoman 
in its history and John Malone was voted in by the Town to fill the 
vacancy created when Barbara Burwell chose not to run again. Her 
service to the Committee was invaluable and will be missed by all. 
Dorothy Peterson was also elected to a three year term. Recreation 
Director, Richard Sherman, and Assistant Director, Brad Shufelt, moved 
into their third year in their positions. The Committee met at least once 
each month, formulating policy and reviewing and authorizing programs 
proposed by the Director and other interested citizens. 


Numerous activities fall under the Committee’s aegis for either 
partial or complete funding. Other. groups have no financial dependence 
on the Committee, but do use the Recreation Center as a meeting place. 
Among these are the Falmouth Extension Group, Child. Study Club, 
Diet Watchers, Stamp Club, Rogers’ School of Dance, Girl Scouts, Blue 
Birds, Upper Cape React and others. Special events such as the Lookout 
Club’s annual Fair, bake and rummage sales, auctions, church activities, 
Red Cross Blood Drives and others were also held. 


One of the highlights of 1975 was the unanimous vote of Town 
Meeting to name the Recreation Center in honor of long time Center 
Director, Gus Canty. After a week of cleaning, painting and sprucing 
by volunteers, CETA, and staff workers, the building was dedicated on 
May 17th as the Gus Canty Recreation Center. Several hundred friends 
were on hand to congratulate Gus personnally and to participate in the 
dedication ceremony. A concrete ramp for wheelchairs was officially 
opened and two hand made signs proclaiming the new name were un- 
veiled. - 

Several new programs were introduced by the Committee during 
1975. A neighborhood Recreation Night for elementary school children 
was offered in cooperation with the School Department in the North 
Falmouth School. Several hundred youngsters took part. In the Fall 
two elementary school cross country meets attracted over 250 young 
runners with ribbons for most of the finishers. Aquatic exercise for 
adults was introduced at the Sheraton pool, with model building, adult 
sailing, sewing, quilting, jogging, and tennis videotape instruction. also 
offered for the first time.. Group trips to professional tennis tournaments 
in Boston attracted nearly 100 takers. A blossoming program for physi- 
cally and mentally handicapped youngsters included: swimming, tennis, 
bowling, curling, carpentery, gymnastics, and co-sponsorship of the first 
annual Cape Cod Special Olympics. 

Other programs continued to be well received through 1975 includ- 
ing macrame, needlepoint, karate, golf, exercise classes, ballroom danc- 
ing, painting and drawing, swimming lessons, guitar, carpentry, and 
do-it-yourself, 

Many activities are subsidized in the - Committee, but Sapp by 
independent officers and directors. Youth hockey -had another good 
year in 1975 with several hundred youngsters participating. The men’s 
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entry in the Cape Cod league finished in first place at the end of the 
regular season. Figure skating was offered twice each week and served 
about 200 participants. 


Basketball continued to rank high in popularity among a cross- 
section of Falmouth citizens. The youth program attracted over 200 
boys and 50 girls; the men’s league fielded 8 teams; and the Town team 
participated in the Cape Cod Amateur League. x 


. Baseball and softball drew hundreds of participants in 1975 with 
Little League leading the way. Over 500 boys and girls played on a 
variety of major and minor teams: Babe Ruth League involved over 150 
youngsters including its first girl, and expanded its program into a 
senior division for players in the 16 to 18 year category. The Falmouth 
Commodores had a good year, winning the regular season championship 
with its squad of top college ball-players. 


Girls softball went through another year of growth in ’75 with 125 
participants, and the women’s team made a strong showing in the 
Barnstable League. The men’s league had a spirited season under a 
new slate of officers and by-laws. 


The summer playground program served several hundred youngsters 
at three locations five days each week in July and August. Playground 
supervisors offered leadership and instruction in baseball, softball, 
soccer, tennis, crafts, gymnastics, golf and other activities. The Fall 
soccer program continued to be very popular for youngsters in grades 
three through eight, while the adult summer team made a strong 
showing in the Cape Cod league. Gymnastics also maintained a strong 
following at the Recreation Center, with participation ranging in age 
from three to thirteen. 


Tennis was undoubtedly the single most popular activity that the 
Committee was involved in. Over 750 adults took part in group lessons 
offered at the Falmouth Sports Center and at the High School courts. 
More than 10,000 reservation passes were issued for the 15 public courts 
covered by the system, with the newly installed phone ringing con- 
stantly at the High School courts. Several tennis tournaments co- 
sponsored by the Committee drew hundreds of participants. Once again 
the Town band offered its weekly series of summer concerts, with over 
1500 spectators in attendance each week. : 


Two key words are essential in summarizing the tremendous suc- 
cess that the Recreation Department has enjoyed over the past year — 
cooperation and participation. Cooperation came from a variety of 
sources, but most notably the Public Works and School Departments, 
the local media, and the innumerable volunteers. Participation came 
from adults and youngsters of all ages; their numbers exceeded 5,000. 
For everyone who helped to make Falmouth’s recreation program ‘one 
of the best around, the Committee and its staff have four very sincere 
words, THANK YOU VERY MUCH!

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REPORT OF THE BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Bikeways Committee 
for the year ended December 31, 1975: 


During the period November 1974 through April 1975, the committee 
consisted of seven volunteer members. By virtue of the vote at the April 
1975 Annual Town Meeting, the committee was made an official agency of 
the Town to study the needs of Town-sponsored bikeways and to in- 
vestigate the locations, design, cost and modes of funding of such bike- 
ways and associated facilities. It was further voted under Article 20 
of the Warrant, to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,500 to complete 
the existing Woods Hole Bikeway to meet Federal standards, said sum 
to be contingent on matching funds. 


In June 1975 matching funds in the amount of $12,500 were received 
from the Massachusetts Bicentennial Commission, and this grant, to- 
gether with Town funds, made the completion of the 3.15 mile Woods 
Hole Bikeway possible. Construction of this bikeway was undertaken 
and completed under the supervision of the Director of the Department 
of Public Works, The SHINING SEA BIKEWAY was dedicated in Nov- 
ember 1975 at a ceremony in which the Falmouth Bicentennial Commit- 
tee, the Falmouth Fife and Drum Corps, the Massachusetts Bicentennial 
Commission and State and local officials participated. 


Plans are being made for further bikeways throughout the Town 
and the funding thereof. In addition, the Committee, as a member of 
the Bikeway Subcommittee of the Cape Cod Joint Transportation Com- 
mittee, has joined with other Cape Cod towns and the Cape Cod Planning 
and Economic Development Commission to study plans and investigate 
potential sources of funding of a regional bikeway plan for Cape Cod. 


The Bikeways Committee is most appreciative of the cooperation 
and support received during its first year from the Board of Selectmen, 
the Department of Public Works, the Bicentennial Committee, the Po- 
lice Department, and Falmouth Townspeople at large. The members of 
the committee pledge their most earnest efforts on behalf of the Town 
during 1976.

REPORT OF THE HARBOR MASTER 
AND WATERWAYS COMMITTEE 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


With the position of Chief Harbor Master being made a full time 
one, and with his duties and responsibilities greatly expanded to include 
those of the Dockmaster as well as his own, this has allowed for a closer 
working arrangement between the Selectmen, the Harbor Master Depart- 
ment, and the Waterways Committee. 


Most importantly, it has resulted in streamlining and bringing to- 
gether the entire operation of our many harbors and rivers into one of- 
fice, readily accessible to the public. Whether dealing with aids to navi- 
gation, the vast town-wide mooring system, the operation of the marinas 
or wharves, the use of the launching ramps, the day to day business of 
the Waterways Committee, the daily maintenance or future harbor im- 
provement projects, or any of the personnel, it can all now be done expe- 
ditiously through the Harbor Master’s Office. 


The economic impact caused directly or indirectly by recreational 
and scientific boating to the business community and the tax structure 
of the Town is almost incomprehensible. The repair, storage, and sale of 
yachts, employs hundreds and grosses millions. The value of visiting 
yachts represents hundreds of millions and the visiting yachtsmen spend 
hundreds and hundreds of thousands of dollars within the town — caus- 
ing no inconvenience to our traffic and no increase in our law-enforce- 
ment problems. 


In addition, the importance of the payrolls of the ocean-oriented in- 
stitutions, and their influence on the world in general, is well documented. 
The increasing number of small ocean instrumentation companies ]lo- 
cating in Falmouth is of great interest. If one will dwell for a moment on 
all the ramifications of boating he would soon realize that the harbors 
of Falmouth are perhaps the greatest contributing factor to the economic 
well-being of the Town — and this is rightfully so — since the heritage 
of Falmouth is one of a seaport town. 


In spite of the national downtrend in business, the past year has 
seen a steady increase in income to the town from its marinas and 
wharves and hopefully this trend will continue. Improvement to the 
marina water system has been made and repairs to some of our town 
wharves has been accomplished. Work has been done on the Child’s 
River launching area and ramp and many other small projects completed. 


Projects presently in the works are the extension of the bulkhead 
and dredging at the north end of the marina, the replacement of the de- 
teriorating wharf in Eel Pond, and the Federally sponsored maintenance 
dredging of Falmouth Inner Harbor. 


Future goals being worked on at this time are the Bourne Pond 
Project, an overall plan and project to correct the shoaling of Eel River 
Channel-Menauhant, the dredging of West Falmouth Harbor, the com- 
pletion of the registration and enforcement of the town-wide mooring 
system, the adoption of special anchorage areas throughout the harbors 
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of the town, expanded enforcement against infractions along with the 
promotion of safe boating, and a continued emphasis on close working 
cooperation with State and Federal agencies for the benefit of the town. 


The Waterways Committee and in particular the Harbor Master, 
wishes to thank the Townspeople, the Selectmen, and all of the workers 
of Town Hall for the help they have given. Special thanks are due our 
Coast Guard friends at Woods Hole for their ever present assistance 
throughout the year and to my 22 assistants many of whom give their 
time so freely. I also wish to thank my predecessor, Al Hauser, for the 
smooth shift of command and his ever willingness to part with his un- 
limited supply of knowledge. 


In closing, the Town should continue in every way to encourage 
the production of income for the Town through its harbors. It should 
encourage the growth and development of its boat yards, its ocean in- 
strumentation companies, and its visits from yachts, all of which are 
sound not objectionable endeavors in keeping with the character of our 
lovely Town.

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REPORT OF THE BEACH COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Falmouth Beach 
Committee for the year ending December 31, 1975. 


The Falmouth Beach Committee is happy to announce that it was 
another prosperous and busy year for all town beaches. In spite of the 
current slump in the economy, weekly and weekend tourism was at an 
all-time high. Final figures of all beach receipts cannot be accounted for 
until the end of the fiscal year, July 1, 1976. 


The swimming program again, for all ages, including adult classes, 
continued to produce many young qualified swimmers. Enrolled this year 
were some 2,500 children of all ages. These classes continue to be open 
to anyone at no additional expense. All beaches in Falmouth are manned 
by 58 lifeguards, all with Senior Life and Water Safety certificates. 


Communication systems, via walkie-talkies, requested for and granted 
at the last annual Town meeting, have been placed at three of Falmouth’s 
remote beaches; namely, Menauhant, Wood Neck and Chapaquoit. Due 
to a delay in factory delivery, they did not arrive until late in the sea- 
son. The Committee hopes that they will prove to be an added asset in 
any emergency in these remote areas. 


At Old Silver Beach (Public), through the coordination of our main- 
tenance foreman and the CETA Program, the Committee was able to 
erect a retaining wall, approximately five feet high and 500’+ in length, 
to retain the dunes at that beach. This project enabled us to widen and 
get full use of our crowded parking area at this beach for little cost. 


Painting and repairs were made to all buildings; some necessitated 
by winter vandalism. This continues to be a plague on the municipal 
buildings of Falmouth’s beaches. We would like to mention that, with the 
help of the Falmouth Selectmen, we managed to have night lights in- 
stalled at Old Silver Beach, Bristol parking lot, and Falmouth Heights 
parking lot. We wish to mention to the taxpayers that this added light 
has greatly prevented the continuous vandalism in these three areas. 


A new attraction at Menauhant Beach was a food concession, which 
greatly relieves the traffic problems caused in recent years by vending 
wagons. The Committee feels, with close observation in that area, that 
we have eliminated children crossing the street seeking food and drink; 
and that the continuous flow of traffic, through the elimination of vending 
wagons was greatly relieved in that area. A trial period of three years may 
prove the necessity of a permanent structure in future years. 


A forty-hour work week was instituted this year (which previously 
was forty-eight), creating some twelve additional jobs for the many resi- 
dents and/or taxpayers in our employ. We feel this act was worthwhile. 
A police officer has been placed on night duty on weekends, at both 
Bristol and Menauhant beaches; also worthwhile. 


The swim meet this year, through some misunderstanding, could not 
be held at the Mass. Maritime pool. An emergency meeting, at the last 
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moment, between the Superintendent and the Committee, resulted in a 
decision to hold this event at our main town beach, Surf Drive. Every- 
thing worked in our favor. The event proved to be a 100% success. Par- 
ticipants and spectators totally enjoyed this day. The meet was won by 
West Falmouth (Chapaquoit Beach), under the direction of Fred Mareb 
and Jim Fox. 


All beaches were bulldozed and screened twice in the 1975 season; 
and an additional 1500 yards of sand were placed on the Bristol Beach 
annex, with the help of the Department of Public Works. 

This completes our report. In finalizing, we wish to express that 
this Committee shall continue in its attempts to maintain and improve 
the beach facilities of the Town of Falmouth. We would like, at this 
time, to express our sincere thanks to our Superintendent, and the staff 
for doing an excellent job. We would also like to thank the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Clerk, Town Accountant, and the various Committees 
and Departments for their full cooperation and support.

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REPORT OF THE 
WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD 
AND NANTUCKET STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


This is my 13th annual report as Falmouth member of the Woods 
Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship Authority. I am happy 
that the Selectmen have seen fit to appoint me to another term as 
Falmouth member. It is a post I consider to be of utmost importance 
to the people and businesses of the town. 


The year 1975 was, off un-audited figures, the highest ever in terms 
of passenger and automobile traffic handled by the Authority. Record 
numbers of visitors came to the Cape and Islands and the Authority, 
in fulfillment of its charter and basic responsibility to the two islands, 
ended up with 1,313,607 of them as passengers. In addition, Authority 
vessels transported more than a fifth of a millon autos, the exact figure 
207,369. 


On freight, volume was off, this a reflection of the serious effects 
of the national recession and the depression in the housing and con- 
struction industries and housing moratorium on Martha’s Vineyard. 


That all of these visitors as well as the regular mainland-islands 
travelers were handled with dispatch and efficiency is testimony of the 
continued efficiency of the management of the Steamship Authority. I 
believe we are fortunate to have managers who are not only skilled, but 
who have exhibited a deep commitment to protect and advance where 
possible the well-being of the citizens of the Cape and Islands. 


Another achievement of the Authority management this year was the 
successful conclusion of negotiations with three of the unions represent- 
ing Authority employees. Collective bargaining led to new three-year 
contracts for 139 regular employees and to a continuation into the 18th 
year of harmonious labor-management relations between the represented 
workers and the Authority. These contracts also called for wage in- 
creases for summer-only employees, thus increasing their buying power 
and financial security. 


And the management is also to be congratulated for operating again 
in the black. When the final tally is completed, the audited figures will 
show that despite explosive increases in the prices of virtually every- 
thing the Authority buys, the management was able, without increasing 
rates of fares, to surmount the severe inflationary pressures. 


Thus, for the 13th consecutive year, no deficit assessment need be 
levied against the people of Falmouth or the Islands. 


It was only at year’s end and in anticipation of a staggering in- 
crease in costs of $450,000 for 1976 that the Authority was compelled 
to seek increases in fares for passengers and automobiles and rates for 
freight. Here too, the members, the financial advisers and the manage- 
ment worked hard to minimize the effect on Falmouth and Island resi- 
dents and businesses as well as those who commute. 
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Many fares, particularly during the off-season, were not increased 
at all, and freight rate increases were kept to a bare minimum. The fare 
increases average six per cent overall, far less than the rate of inflation 
which has plagued the Authority in recent years. 


During 1975, we were able to have introduced the small, directional 
traffic signs the other members and I have been recommending for some 
time. These signs direct traffic around the most congested areas of Fal- 
mouth Center so that visitors do not add to the congestion. They have 
been, I believe, a significant factor in the increased business realized by 
the Authority this year. 


I think it is also appropriate to comment on the news media in the 
region and its coverage of the Authority. Over the past year, the report- 
age of the Cape Cod Times has been of the highest professional order 
and has refected accurately the activities of the Authority. Similarly, the 
the accounts of Authority operations carried in the Falmouth Enterprise, 
the three island newspapers, the Nantucket Inquirer-Mirror, the Grape- 
vine and the Vineyard Gazette, as well as the radio and television out- 
lets in the region, have been factual and strightforward and have exhibit- 
ed a large degree of understanding of the role of the Authority and the 
many difficulties it faces. 


Much of the succes of the Authority over the years, and particularly 
last year, was the continued understanding and cooperation of the Fal- 
mouth Selectmen and the members of the town Police Department. I 
thank them for their splendid cooperation with and skillful assistance 
to the Authority. 


And again, I am pleased to note the important work of my as- 
sociate and friend, Robert Neal, Falmouth’s representative on the Fi- 
nance Advisory Board. He is cooperative, understanding and helpful 
and his contribution to the Authority’s success has been most significant.

To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth. 


With the everyday operational control of the disposal area in the 
capable hands of the Department of Public Works, the committee was 
relatively inactive the first part of the year. 


At the Special Town Meeting in April the committee backed the 
D.P.W. in their unsuccessful bid to change the disposal area operation 
from private contract to a municipal operation. The committee still 
feels this would be in the best interests of the Town. 


In September, the D.P.W. Commissioners requested that the Com- 
mittee make a comprehensive study of the Disposal Area operation and 
submit recommendations for improvements. The Committee has met 
numerous times on this project, with the underlying theme of producing 
recommendations in the interests of operating the Disposal Area in an 
efficient manner, maximizing its environmental impace and maximizing 
its longevity. At years end, this report was in its final stages of 
completion. 


The long-range question of Landfill vs. Resource Recovery is still 
far from resolved, due in part, perhaps, to the economic climate of the 
Country, but is an area which will receive our continuous scrutiny and 
research.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE AGENCY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


It is again my pleasure to report a somewhat uneventful year for 
the Civil Defense Agency. The lack of events, as reported by this 
Agency, strikes a happy note, for when WE get involved, it usually 
spells out disaster — loss of life and limb — and our citizens property. 
Once more we’ve had a good year. 


Classes, mainly in first aid, were currently conducted in the CD 
EOC, and periodic meetings were attended, by your director, at the 
upper CD levels, as well as many local affairs. 


The CD Mobile Command Post — Communications Van and SA 
Canteen; in FY 75 (not 76) totalled 68 runs, 26 emergency runs and 
routine 42. A total of 1,215 volunteer man hours was spent with this 
unit, of which 425 was for emergencies, and 790 for routine operations. 
Most recent were Mutual Aid calls for forest fires in Pocasset — Monu- 
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ment Beach — and Plymouth. Power and light was also furnished, 
assisting the Mashpee Fire Department during the unsuccessful attempt 
at New Seabury, to balloon across the Atlantic. 


This year the CD Sector Hq. in South Dennis was closed in an 
austere economy move, and the Director dismissed. The next link of 
higher command is now the AREA Hq. in Bridgewater. Meetings of 
Cape Cod CD Unit Heads are being held, on a rotation basis, at various 
CH Hqa.’s throughout the Cape. 


NAWAS tests were temporarily curtailed due to the closing of CD 
Sector 2C. 


Local programs were also consequently curtailed somewhat, in 
keeping with the feeling of conditions as a whole. 


Unfortunately the state of the Country, and the world as a whole 
actually dictates an acceleration of the CD Programs throughout the 
Nation, yet we see these programs fast becoming curtailed everywhere 
due to our terse economic conditions. 


The Surplus Property Program, in the first half of 1975-76, proved 
extremely fruitless. The state austerity program in this area is very 
evident. Available equipment is, for the most part almost worthless and 
the cost is much too high; consequently none was purchased by the 
Town. 


Due to a combination of conditions, events and circumstances, your 
Director tendered his resignation to the Board of Selectmen, the effective 
date being 31 December 1975. 


Please allow me this time to thank the Board of Selectmen, all the 
Department Heads and their employees, for their assistance throughout 
these many years. I am deeply grateful for the myriad man hours 
volunteered by the conscientious citizenry of the town; and special 
tender affection for those, who in the dead of night, in all sorts of 
weather, man the CD Van during all emergencies. A moment of silent 
prayer for the many “CD’ers”, no longer with us, who helped me so, 
throughout my leadership of the Falmouth Civil Defense and Disaster 
Control Agency. (I surely miss them). 


To all again “THANK YOU”, and please join me in ‘prayer for 
peace’, and the continued success of the Agency.

REPORT OF THE RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


The Recycling Committee is pleased to report continued smooth op- 
eration despite an economic recession nationwide. A once-a-month pick- 
up service for residents in the West Falmouth area has been added to the 
program. 


Total tonnage processed in 1975 was 249 tons — 98T paper, 125T glass 
and 26T metal. Glass and metal tonnages have held steady since last 
year. Paper volume is 50% lower because there was no paper market be- 
tween Sept. 1974 and May 1975. The paper market is now back to normal, 
but metal prices continue to be weak. Total earned income was $4465. To- 
tal expenses were $3281. A quarter of each dollar received this year was 
profit to the town, in addition to the more general benefits of saving 
resources and landfill space. 


The Committee acknowledges with appreciation the cooperation of 
the Dept. of Public Works, and the continued help of volunteers and the 
recycling public.

We, the Airport Commission, would like to submit the following report 
pertaining to airport activity in the Town of Falmouth for the year 1975. 


The Airport Commission following appointments of Billie J. Whited, 
Chairman, Harold Hammond, Harvey Clauson, John Fraser, Joy Robbins 
held their first meeting in June, 1975 and held four regular meetings and 
one special meeting with the Otis Task Force before the end of the year. 
Our findings were as follows: 


A. Aircraft movements at Falmouth Airport have increased from 
3,500 in 1965 to an estimated 20,000 or better in the year 1975. 


B. There were more than 100 businesses and individuals using the 
airport on a regular basis. 


C. There were many private Charter services from all over New 
England flying people in and out of the Falmouth Airport for 
summer vacation, long weekends, etc. 


D. There are approximately 30 to 35 aircraft that are tied down 
year round and this increases considerably for the summer 
months. 


E. We discovered that many private aircraft fly to Barnstable 
County Airport rather than attempting to land in Falmouth due 
to lack of navigational aids and the uncertainty of facilities 
for General Aviation. Also, larger executive planes require more 
landing and take-off distance. 


F. There are from 20 to 40 students per year who use the Falmouth 
Airport for the purpose of obtaining their private pilot license. 


G. The Commission also notes light single and twin engine aircraft 
sales have increased in large numbers over the past few years 
for several reasons, such as the gas shortage, 55 m.p.h. speed 
limits, and the increased fares with commercial airlines to cite 
a few. 


In view of the articles mentioned in this report, the Airport Commis- 
sion unanimously agrees that Falmouth has a growing need for its own 
airport facility. 


The Commission has explored the possibility of purchasing the air- 
port in East Falmouth, now owned by Dorothy Morze of Gardner, Massa- 
chusetts, which contains 171 acres, more or less. The airport and sur- 
rounding land is for sale for a price of $400,000.00. Through correspon- 
dance with the Massachusetts Aeronautical Commission we find that 
95% of this type of purchase in the past has been funded by the State 
and Federal Government, but under the present economic conditions, 
this would seem to be highly unlikely at this time. 


We, the Commission, therefore submit the Town of Falmouth should 
attempt to share Otis Air Force Base with the Military where costly run- 
ways, navigational aids, runway lighting, tower control, hanger facilities, 
and fuel storage, etc. are all available. 
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We, the Commission, believe it would be difficult for the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts and the Federal Government to disapprove if 
the towns people of Falmouth are behind us. This could and would handle 
General Aviation type aircraft for the Town of Falmouth for many years 
to come.

REPORT OF THE DOG POUND COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


In November of 1974, ground was broken at the site of the Old Dog 
Pound off Gifford Street for the construction of a new shelter. In 
March of 1975, a concrete block building, 50’ by 21’ 4”, was ready for oc- 
cupancy. This building contains 18 dog kennels and a combination Office 
and Store Room. 


Through the effort of Mr. Edward Santiago, the builder, and the 
advice and expertise of Mr. Manuel Rapoza, Mr. Charles Spohr, Mr. 
Donald Perry and the following Department of Public Works Officials, 
Mr. Nathan Ellis, III, Mr. Richard Witt and Mr. Joseph Figuerido, the 
Committee was able to complete the structure with the allocated $14,000.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Board of Library Trustees is pleased to report that their con- 
tinued policy of providing the libraries as cultural, recreational and 
reference centers for the Town is increasingly successful. One Monday 
a head count showed 762 persons using the Main Library. 


Programs reflecting the community’s interest are planned for both 
adults and children. Adults have participated in a series on the Commu- 
nity and on Energy and the Environment, and story hours, films and 
puppet shows have been held for our younger members. The Homebound 
program has been able to expand through a $6,980 federal grant. In Oc- 
tober the State Bicentennial Commission awarded the library $200 to film 
the Town Reports and the Falmouth Rotary Club has donated matching 
funds to complete this project. 


Naturally as buildings and equipment are used one does have to con- 
sider increased maintenance and the Trustees are grateful for the co- 
operation of the various town departments with our projects. In October 
the D.P.W. installed a 2” water pipe from the mainline to the library 
for the renovated public restrooms; the Selectmen have also, through the 
CETA program, provided us help that has contributed to the upkeep and 
maintenance of the buildings. 


The Trustees have been working throughout the year with Mr. Robert 
Wilson, architect, on the proposed addition to the main library. While our 
main concern is for efficient use of increased space and equipment, we 
are also aware of the impact of such a project on the community in both 
physical and financial sense. The Board accepts its responsibility to de- 
velop the library in a manner that is compatible with its surroundings 
and has voted to expand the building on the east end thereby preserving 
the park and Memorial Walk. Many discussions have been held regarding 
the cost factor and we are doing everything possible to present a reliable 
and fiscally sound proposal to the town. 


We regret that 1975 ended the long and valuable membership of Mrs. 
Mary Hunt. Mrs. Hunt served on the board for 13 years — her enthusiasm, 
interest and support will be greatly missed.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


According to recent data compiled by the Massachusetts Bureau of 
Library Extension, the Falmouth Public Library has the highest per 
capita circulation (15.4) of all ten subregional libraries in Massachusetts. 
The 1975 circulaton of 272,643 is a 4% rise over 1974 and a 309% rise 
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over 1971. Over 17,000 non-book items were chceked out last year — films, 
records, tapes, art prints and patterns. 


Informational questions and use of the library other than to circu- 
late books have risen by an even greater percentage. In-house use is often 
at capacity; it is not uncommon now to find every chair in the public 
areas occupied. 


A net gain of 2,508 new registrations is comparable to the last several 
years. New borrowers include not only new residents but also any per- 
son with a legal residence anywhere in Massachusetts as well as out-of- 
staters who pay a small fee. 


6,000 reference and interlibrary loan requests were received from the 
39 public libraries on the Cape and Islands. Falmouth residents requested 
1,006 titles and/or subjects from interlibrary loan and we sent 1,093 books 
to other off-Cape libraries in our Eastern Massachusetts region. Inter- 
library loan has doubled in five years. 


Topics of interest to library users reflect the current national mood 
of disillusionment and cynicism. People are questioning established pro- 
cedures, and the trend of investigating alternatives so people can have 
more control over their lives is reflected in a wide variety of subjects 
from childbirth to solar energy. The mood of individual helplessness is 
offset in certain areas by aggressive tracts, say, on the women’s movement 
and on self-assertion. 


Books about nostalgia and self-sufficiency are “in”, but there is less 
interest in the “catalogs” (eg. “Whole Earth Catalog”), indicating a return 
to fundamentals but not total self-sufficiency! Still popular are astrology, 
transcendental meditation and the unexplained (“The Bermuda Tri- 
angle”). The “do-it-yourself” books and arts and crafts are the most 
popular in non-fiction. Reading of fiction remains stable, but science 
fiction has increased. Use of the business reference section has risen. 
There is a swing back to conservatism. People are watching their money; 
note the popularity of “Money” magazine and Sylvia Porter’s ‘Money 
Book” on the best seller list, 


The Bicentennial has generated interest in biographies of persons 
of that time — Jefferson, the Adamses — and in current fiction of the 
past — note Michener’s “Centennial”. 


Student use of libraries emphasizes the research of a wide variety of 
subjects, especially since the introduction of mini-courses. There are few 
literature reading lists nowadays, but poetry seems to be “in” with young 
adults. There is far less interest in the liberal arts and more in specific 
occupations. The short-term careers are “hot” — paraprofessionals in the 
medical and legal fields. 


The Children’s Department in the main library is now open every 
evening year-round. Additions to the children’s collection include books 
in foreign languages, large-print books, many new records both music 
and stories, Braille books for children and a clothing pattern exchange. 


The North Falmouth branch has had several film programs for young 
people. Now shelving has converted a small storage room to public use. 
Community interest will warrant additional hours to this branch in the 
future. The East Falmouth branch continues to host community groups 
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and school classes as well as to serve a wide area which extends to Wa- 
quoit and Mashpee. 


Library service to shut-ins under Mrs. Atwood’s direction is expand- 
ing. Last year she handled over 7,000 books and assisted persons in ob- 
taining talking book machines from the Massachusetts Commission for 
the Blind. Our Library Services and Construction Act federal grant of 
$6,980 gives other individuals besides the elderly the opportunity to use 
library resources, hear speakers and see films. 


It is an ever-increasing challenge to balance the needs of the public 
with the rapidly rising costs of books and periodicals. No longer will one 
copy of a generally popular book suffice. Often we need three or four 
and then supplement these with paperback eventually. 


Another challenge is that of efficiently combining fixed space with 
inreased public use and needs of staff work areas. 


We are concerned with the increasing numbers of “takers” of books 
instead of “borrowers”, and with the irresponsibilty of persons who fail 
to replace lost and damaged books. Because of the drain on the tax dollar 
library security ranks high on our priority list. 

For the Bicentennial summer we hope to have programs with our 
past heritage as the broad theme — the “America” series from television, 
classses in geneology, speakers on local history. 

We will continue to cooperate with community groups and agencies 
like FOOS and RSVP. And we thank all individuals and town committees 
and departments for their interest in the library this past year.

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REPORT OF THE WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The 1975 year at Woods Hole Public Library was marked by in- 
creased public use of the facility, increased circulation, a greater num- 
ber of open hours, the completion of the reorganization of the collection 
and of the catalog to conform to standard library practice, and by two 
major renovation efforts, one scheduled for completion in early 1976 
and one just getting underway. 


Circulation rose 19 per cent from the 1974 level to 16,445 borrowings. 
New book purchases and long term loans from the Eastern Massachu- 
setts Regional Library System depository added 935 books to the collec- 
tion, 359 by buyings and 576 on loan. In addition. the reference collec- 
tion was enlarged and improved by the addition of several standard 
works including two encyclopedia which were obtained at no direct cost. 
The 1975 edition of the World Book was bought with Commonwealth 
funds and given to the library because the librarian attended a six ses- 
sion state-sponsored workshop on reference materials. Tom Ratcliffe 
donated the 1972 edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica. Other special 
gifts included $100 from the Woods Hole Woman’s Club, 65 memorial 
books from a nearly equal number of donors, and a $500 bequest from 
the estate of Wallace Butler which was used to pay for the landscaping 
of the library grounds. 


Nancy Simmons completed her first full year as librarian. Her as- 
sistants were Elaine Tripp and Susan Friedman. Sue Wigley was a 
winter volunteer and was a paid summer helper. The staff will have 
better working quarters soon as the result of a major renovation of the 
lower floor. This project will add more than half as much newly usable 
area as the buildings main floor now contains. The painting and light- 
ing of this space was graciously funded by the Town while the major 
structural changes necessary were paid for from the library’s capital 
funds. In addition to office space, the new area will provide a community 
meeting room, much-needed shelving for books and a fire-proof storage 
facility for the Woods Hole Historical Collection. 


The bulk of this, however, will be moved to Bradley House, once that 
building, which is also located on library property, has been restored 
and made suitable for use as a museum. Capital funds for that project 
are now being sought and it is anticipated that it will be opened to the 
public during the Bicentennial period. 


Several new activities were instituted at the library during 1975 
and old ones were continued. Woods Hole Conversations, held monthly, 
drew more than 50 people to each session and, at the same time, allowed 
the taping of oral history by the Historical Collection committee. A 
group of women also began to use the library as a meeting place to 
make a Bicentennial quilt. Meanwhile, children from the Woods Hole 
School continued to use the village library on a regular basis and story 
hours were held periodically by the librarian. 


Two free lectures were held under library auspices. Megan Jones 
spoke on John Adams at the annual meeting July 8 and Fred Olsen 
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discussed Arawak Indian Culture in July as well. Richard Wheeler of 
the Ashumet Holly Reservation was the guest speaker at an informal 
evening at the library in June. 


The annual fund-raising lecture had to be cancelled when the 
speaker, Dr. Philip Handler, suffered a heart attack shortly before the 
scheduled date. An alternate event, a concert by the Friends of Dr. 
Burney, a musical group which plays the Music of 1776, was scheduled 
for January 9, 1976 in an effort to make up the deficit. 


Sales of post cards, just over $200 in receipts from two book sales 
netting $588 also benefitted the library while the proceeds of reproduc- 
tion map sales and of the sale of the very popular Woods Hole Cooks 
Something Up, a cookbook compiled and edited by Gusty Wilson, benefit 
the Historical Collection fund. 


The library, then, has played an increasingly important part this 
year in the life of Woods Hole village and of the Town of Falmouth. It 
seems reasonable to assume that, with enlarged facilities and a growing 
sense of public involvement, it will continue to expand its function in 
the year ahead.

REPORT OF THE WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


As the town grows, so does the village, and to serve its community 
effectively, the library should grow too. When the addition to the West 
Falmouth Library was being planned in 1972, a circulation of 10,000 
and a collection of 10,000 was projected for the future. The future is here 
and now. The circulation in 1975 reached 11,304, a rise of 10 percent 
over 1974, The collection now stands at 9,130. Fortunately, Adelaide 
Tourtellot, our librarian, and Shirley Harrison, library assistant, are 
able to cope efficiently and cheerfully with the increasing demands upon 
their services. Registration of new families continues. Out of a total of 
490 families registered, 30 percent were new. It was gratifying to know 
that not only year-round residents used our facilities. Both summer 
residents, summer visitors and others in the village on a temporary 
basis, found their way to the library. 


For the third year the library sponsored the Books For Brotherhood 
program of the National Conference of Christians and Jews. For the 
third time, we had a prize winner. From the fourth grade entrants 
throughout the state, Cathy Taylor, a student at the North Falmouth 
Elementary School was chosen to receive second prize for her essay. 
The Arthur Hennessey, Jr. Memorial Scholarship Award, administered 
by the library, went to Melissa Douthart who is now attending Welles- 
ley College. 
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We continue to improve the physical structure and work was done 
in the furnace room to meet tighter safety standards that the state re- 
quires of buildings housing pre-schools. Thanks to the generosity of the 
Friends of the Library the classroom walls of the West Falmouth Pre- 
School, which is in our library, will be insulated. 


As a community center the West Falmouth Library continues to pro- 
vide a meeting pace for many organizations, and with the help of the 
Friends of the Library, sponsors programs for the village as a whole. In 
the spring the children were offered an arts and crafts program and 
square dancing was enjoyed. An Easter egg hunt and party was attend- 
ed by more than 100 young people. Eight children’s films were shown 
in the summer plus the opportunity to attend a summer art program and 
natural science classes. During the spring and fall, weekly story hours 
were held and in October there was the annual Halloween parade and 
party. For the adults the Friends of the Library continued the Needle- 
work Guild who in turn sponsored four FOOS students. Members of 
the Guild have completed a needlepoint rug with a Faalmouth Bi-cen- 
tennial theme which will be their fund raising project for 1976. 


The Village Fair, a joint effort of the Friends of the Library and the 
Self Starters Club, was both a financial and social success, The bridge 
clinic is popular and a local Homebound Service has been initiated. The 
Friends of the Library are truly friends of the library. 


Barbara Bunker and her committee continue to work on the West 
Falmouth Oral History project. Conversations of the recollections of 14 
residents of the village with roots in the past have been recorded. A 
Quaker Meeting of the Revolutionary period, recreated from records 
of that time, was also taped by the Historical Committee . 


We wish to thank all our neighbors and friends who support the 
library. It is the hope of the Board of Directors that the West Falmouth 
Library may continue to fulfill its dual role of library and community 
center,

A total of six premature babies born alive were reported to this 
department in 1975. Applicants requesting financial aid were referred to 
the Welfare Service to see if they were eligible for medicaid. Medically 
needy families who are not eligible for medicaid may still apply to the 
Board of Health. However, no financial assistance was requested from the 
‘Board of Health this past year. 


A supply of serums and vaccines are kept in the office under re- 
frigeration and are available to the town doctors without cost. The Health 
Department is responsible for ordering all state supplied biologics for 
the doctors, the Falmouth Hospital, and for the Falmouth Nursing 
Association Clinics. 


The annual census of livestock was completed during the early part 
of 1975 and submitted to the Division of Animal Health and also to the 
Assessors Department. 


The practice of conducting thorough and frequent inspections of 
all food service and drinking establishments in the town was maintained 
during 1975. The Barstable County Health Department provided needed 
assistance in this regard particularly during the summer months. Under 
the by-law passed at the Special Town Meeting held on June 30, 1975 
a total of 153 premises were inspected and issued certificates of regis- 
tration. 


Mr. Elliott Smoler was appointed Assistant Health Agent for the pur- 
pose of inspecting dwellings which are solely under control of the Fal- 
mouth Housing Authority.

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REPORT OF THE 
BARNSTABLE COUNTY HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


A. The provision of leadership and technical skills is one of the stated 
purposes of the Barnstable County Health Department. This report 
demonstrates the efforts of the staff to improve and update their skills, 
to impart these skills to health workers, and to develop or augment local 
program activities based on staff skills. 


We have agency membership in the Massachusetts Public Health 
Association, the Massachusetts League for Nursing, Council of Public 
Health Agencies, the American School Health Association and the Cape 
Cod Community Council. This provides us with current data on trends 
in public health practice, reports of health department services elsewhere, 
information about new resources for care. 


The professional staff maintain individual memberships in their re- 
spective professonal organizations and in related organizations, which 
privides access to a widespread source of scientific information. This is 
not a one-way flow of data, since some of the staff hold an office in these 
organizations or are members of the Boards of Directors. In these situa- 
tions staff contribute to others from their own experience and knowledge 
and they strengthen their abilities in leadership, group dynamics and 
public speaking.

Wellfleet, and on the Appeals Board in Harwich. Some staff have actively 
enrolled in educational courses for their own advancement:

This year 47 day-care centers/pre-schools/nurseries have been rec- 


ommended for licensure to the Towns Boards of Health. For the first time 
in many years we have recommended revocation of a license and recom- 
mended no-renewal of a license. These actions were based on the strict 
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safety requirements of the new State Building Code, and have led to a 
better understanding of the requirements, better working relationships 
with Day Care operators, Fire Chiefs and Building Inspectors, and great- 
er protection for young chilrdren. Both situations have been resolved and 
are now licensed. 


The public health laboratory has been expanded in size and addition- 
al equipment obtained. Although the construction of cabinets is not com- 
plete yet, and the water still, water bath, and spectrophotometer are not 
operable, we have begun to do additional water samples under an agree-~ 
ment with the “Cape Cod Planning and Economic Development Commis- 
sion 208 Waste Water Study”, and will be able to do more accurate and 
involved chemical studies for towns and individuals and will have space 
to do more salt-water samples next year. 


The offices of the Handicapped Childrens Clinic were moved to the 
southwest corner of the lower floor, the area was remodelled and redec- 
orated, and a sizable storage area was made available to us.

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REPORT OF THE 
TOWN HUMAN SERVICES COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


At the Special Town Meeting of December 15, 1975, the Human Ser- 
vices Committee was created to replace the Drug Committee and the 
Social Services Committee. The establishment of this new Committee was 
the result of a three way discussion with the Drug Committee, the Social 
Services Committee and the Finance Committee that began in January 
of 1975. The purpose of the new Committee is to oversee the operation of 
Town funded human services and to identify and address the social ser- 
vice needs of the Community. 


As part of the process of integrating the role and function of the 
two committees and in an effort to develop a more consistant approach 
to the delivery of human services a Coordinator of Social Services was 
hired. Members from both the Drug Committee and the Social Service 
Committee interviewed six candidates from a group of thirty applicants 
and appointed Mr. William Aliski coordinator in July. Mr. Aliski has a 
Master’s Degree in Social Planning from Boston College. Initially, the 
funding of this position required some cut-backs in direct casework 
services, but the Committee felt that the long term benefits of a co- 
ordinator would outweigh the loss in direct services. However, the Com- 
mittee believes they have found an extra ordinarily capable person whose 
work has already begun to make social services in the Town more avail- 
able and efficient for its residents. 


Since July Mr. Aliski has been working closely with the staff and 
Board of Trustees of the Helpline in an effort to stabilize the organi- 
zation and improve the level of services delivered. With Falmouth Social 
Services the Coordinator has been working to expand the focus to include 
not only individuals in need of casework services but community groups 
needing organizing skills and technical assistance as well. 


A second staff change took place in December. Mr. Gardner Munro 
resigned his position as a halftime caseworker. The Committee hired 
Ms. Susan Beardsley, M.S.S.S. from Boston University and expanded the 
hours of the position to 30 hours per week. Ms. Beardsley’s duties will in- 
clude individual and family casework, group work and consultation and 
supervision to the staff of the Helpline. 


During the course of the year the Committee accepted with regret 
the resignation of Frank Egloff, M.D., the Chairman of the Drug Com- 
mittee. Dr. Egloff was particularly helpful in the process of working out 
joint meetings and shared budgets of the two Committees. With the 
change in Committee structure a number of other members chose not to 
continue with the new Committee, including Carol Ellis, Ronald Seder- 
man, Marilyn Crowell and Mary Alice Kinny. The Committee wishes to 
express its appreciation for the interest and hard work of all of the former 
members. New appointees to the Committee are Mr. John Dolan of the 
Falmouth Housing Authority, Ms. Laura Jackson, of the Falmouth Nurs- 
ing Association and the Teaticket Childcare Program and Reverend James 
Low of St. Barnabas Church. 
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In the past year a total of 46 new referrals were made to the Town 
Social Workers. The principal sources of referral have been the Welfare 
Department, the Falmouth Nursing Association, the public schools. Of 
the 46 new cases referred over half have been referred in the last half of 
the year, suggsting that more agencies and residents are becoming more 
familiar with the services. 


The Committee would like to make a special note of appreciation to 
Ms. Marge Donovan of the Town Information and Clerical Service for 
her cooperation and hard work over the past year and in particular the 
work she has done for the Coordinator of Social Services.

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REPORT OF THE 1975 
ANNUAL TOWN MEETING AND ELECTION 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING HELD ON APRIL 7%, 8,9 & 10, 1975 
ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD ON APRIL 15, 1975 


In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directéd, the Town Meeting 
Members of the Town of Falmouth met at the Memorial Auditorium, 
Lawrence School in Falmouth, Massachusetts, on April 7, 1975 at 17:00 
o’clock P.M. to act on the articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 


Arthur T. Henderson John B. Quick Eugene C. Phillips 
Herve C. Houde 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F, White. 


Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the dura- 
tion of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:26 o’clock P.M. by the Mod- 
erator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting members present were counted with 197 an- 
nounced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum being 127. 


The invocation was offered by the Rt. Rev. Msgr. James E. Gleason, 
Pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, Falmouth. 


It was voted that the hour for the meetings on the succeeding nights 
will be 7:30 o’clock P.M. at the same place. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 
The following resolution was offered by Jean B. MacDougall. 


RESOLUTION 


Be it resolved that the Town Meeting Members here assembled 
convey appreciation to all members of Town Committees, Boards, and 
Commissions who, without renumeration, have given countless hours 
of service to the Town of Falmouth during the year, thus making 
workable our democratic Town Government; and be it further resolved 
to convey appreciation to the families of the members of said Com- 
mittees, Boards, and Commissions, in recognition that “they also serve 
who only stand and wait’. 


This resolution was adopted by a unanimous vote of the Town 
Meeting. 


The following resolution was offered by Vincent F. Ricci. 


RESOLUTION 


Town Meeting Members who are full or part time employees of the 
Town of Falmouth, or who are on a contractual arrangement with the 
Town, drawing compensation for personal services rendered, refrain 
from voting on those articles dealing with wages, salaries, fringe benefits 
and other employments which are presented to raise and appropriate 
funds for payment thereof. 


By a counted vote, 44 voted in favor and 148 voted against, the 
motion does not prevail. 
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The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant would be 
called and the substance of each Article would be stated to the Meeting; 
and upon completion of the call as to those Articles in which there were 
no controversies or debate, or information desired, there would be one 
vote offered which would adopt the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee and in the Zoning Articles the recommendations of the Plan- 
ning Board as the action of the meeting. 


The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the same as 
shown in the printed report of the Finance Committee, a copy of which 
was in the possession of every Town Meeting member. 


The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member de- 
siring to have any Article debated or subject to inquiry or explanation, 
it would be marked for further consideration by having the Town 
Meeting Member call out the word “hold’’ when such Article was called. 


The Moderator further stated that even on those Articles not 
marked “hold”, the Chairman of the Finance Committee would give 
notice of reconsideration so that the action on these Articles could be 
reconsidered later by a motion to reconsider. 


The Moderator thereupon called all the Articles in their order in 
the Warrant, and stated the substance of each Article and the recom- 
mendation of the Finance Committee and/or the Planning Board.

for further reconsideration.

20, 21, 24, 25, 26, 28, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 39, 41, 42, 43, 45, 46, 47, 48, 49, 51, 
52, 53, 55, 57, 58, 61, 62, 63, 64, 65, 66, 67, 68, 69, 70, 71, 72, 74, 75, 80, 81, 
82, 83, 86, 88, 91, 92, 96, 97, 98, 99, and 100 were thereupon passed by the 
following vote applicable to all such Articles. On all Articles in the 
Warrant, except those ordered “hold”, the recommendation of the Fi- 
nance Committee and in case of Zoning Articles, the recommendation 
of the Planning Board is hereby adopted as the action of this Town 
Meeting. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 

Thereupon the Chairman of the Finance Committee gave notice 
under the By-Law having to do with reconsideration of Articles that 
he would reconsider any and all Articles passed under the foregoing 
vote. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 


ARTICLE 1. To elect Town Officers. The result of the Town 
Election on April 15 is written at the end of this report. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 


The list of committees, boards and commissions for 1975 is at the 
front of this report. 


At the meeting on April 10, 1975 it was voted unanimously to accept 
all officers nominated and appointed at this meeting and the various 
committees are duly installed. 

The Town Meeting extended thanks to Harold A. Stanek, the out- 
going member of the Personnel Board. 
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The Old Town Cemetery Committee, the Committee for Appointing 
the Game Warden and the Committee for Maintenance of the Free 
Burying Ground at the East End Cemetery be discharged with the 
thanks of the Town. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 


ARTICLE 3. To hear Reports of Committees and Town Officers 
and act thereon. 

This article remained tabled for the duration of the meeting. At 
the meeting of April 7, Peter A. Orlando, Jr., read the report of the 
Falmouth School Lunch Deficit Study Committee; E. Swift Lawrence 
read the report of the Flood Plain Study Committee; and, at the meet- 
ing of April 10, Edwin Manter, Systems Analyst, employed by the Com- 
mittee to Study the Centralized Use of Computers read a detailed 
report of the progress made to date; and George F. Kelly read the 
report of the Conservation Commission.

Non- 
residential structures shall either be similarly elevated or, together 
with attendant utility and sanitary facilities, be floodproofed to or 
above 11 feet (above mean sea level) as provided below. 

2. “Floodproofing” to a given level shall consist of: 

a. Elimination of exterior openings below that level or the use 
of watertight closures, such as bulkheads and floodshields. 

b. Water heaters, furnaces, electrical distribution panels, and 
other critical mechanical or electrical installations elevated above that 
level. Separate electrical circuits shall serve basements and shall be 
dropped from above. 

c. Air ducts, large pipes and storage tanks below that level shall 
be firmly anchored to prevent flotation. Tanks shall be vented above 
that level. 

3. No land within areas designated V1 on the FIA Flood Hazard 
Boundary Maps shall be developed unless such development is (I) dem- 
onstrated by the applicant to be located landward of the reach of the 
mean high tide, (II) is elevated on adequately anchored piles or col- 
umns to a lowest floor level at or above 11 feet (above mean sea level) 
and securely anchored to such piles or columns, and (III) has no 
basement and has the space below the lowest floor free of obstructions 
so that the impact of abnormally high tides or wind-driven water is 
minimized. 

4. All applications for major repairs will be reviewed to determine 
that the proposed repair (I) uses construction materials and utility 
equipment that are resistant to flood damage, and (II) uses construc- 
tion methods and practices that will minimize flood damage. 

5. All applications for new construction or substantial improvements 
(as earlier defined) will be reviewed to assure that the proposed con- 
struction (I) is protected against flood damage, (II) is designed (or 
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modified) and anchored to prevent flotation, collapse, or lateral move- 
ment of the structure, (III) uses construction materials and utility 
equipment that are resistant to flood damage, and (IV) uses construc- 
tion methods and practices that will minimize flood damage 


6. The Board of Appeals may grant a variance from these require- 
ments in the case of development on a lot of less than a half-acre, where 
surrounded by existing nonconforming structures, and where meeting 
these requirements would impose a hardship. 


~ 7, Where these Flood Area Provisions impose greater restrictions 
or requirements than those of other applicable bylaws or regulations, 
these provisions shall take precedence. 


'’ B. Flood area districts are not “use” districts in the sense of 
permitted uses as set forth in Section 4-9B, inclusive, but are superim- 
posed on the underlying “use” districts (RA, RB, RC, RAA, AGA, AGB, 
AGC, GR, BUS, LIA, LIB, MAR) as shown on the zoning map. By defi- 
nition, the Flood Area Districts are all lands below the eleven (11) 
foot contour adjacent to the coastal areas or bays, or where more inland 
areas below 11 feet are accessible to ocean flood waters via intervening 
streams, marshes or other low-lying terrain. 


C. Since the maps referred to in paragraph A of this section show 
areas generally below 11 feet which may contain land areas above 11 
feet, any applicant who can satisfy the Building Inspector that the site 
of his proposed building is 11 or more feet above mean sea level will not 
be affected by this section,” or do or take any other action in this 
matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Planning Board.

If this cannot be obtained, a 
special Town Meeting may be required to act on this article before 
that date but no definitive action should be taken at this (1975 An- 
nual) Town Meeting.

Town Meeting. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
This vote passed on Monday evening, April 7. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to purchase or take 
by eminent domain, in its entirety or any part thereof, the existing 
railroad right of way of the Penn Central Company from its present 
terminus at or near the Grain Mill, off Depot Avenue northward to the 
‘Town Boundary at North Falmouth as it becomes available through 
abandonment by the Penn Central Company, such land to be used for 
‘Transportation, Conservation, Recreation or Public Utilities Purposes 
under the supervision of the Board of Selectmen and to raise and appro- 
priate or appropriate from available funds or notes or bonds a sum of 
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money for this purpose or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of the Finance Committee. 


VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 27 to the next Town 
Meeting. 

The motion prevailed. 

This vote passed on Monday evening, April 7. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law and so record on the Zoning Map by changing from a Residen- 
tial District to a Business District, a parcel of land in Highfield bounded 
and described as follows: 


Land situated in Falmouth, Barnstable County, Massachusetts, shown 
as PARCEL 1 on a plan entitled “Plan of Land in Fajmouth to be con- 
veyed by Estate of DeWitt TerHeun” dated February 24, 1966, by Charles 
A. White, C.E., recorded with Barnstable County Deeds, Plan Book 200, 
Page 89, said parcel being more particularly bounded and described as 
follows: 


BEGINNING at a point in the Northerly side of a way shown as 
“Proposed Way” on the plan above referred to: 

THENCE running North 58° 49’ 30” West, Seven (7) feet to a point 
on the Northerly side of said way; 

THENCE Northwesterly by the Northerly side of said way by the 
arc of a circle having a radius of Two Hundred Sixty-Seven and 95-100 
(267.95) feet a distance of One Hundred Twenty-Nine and 15-100 (129.15) 
feet, to a point on the Northerly side of said way; 

THENCE North 31° 12’ 30” West, Seventy-Three (73) feet, by the 
Northerly side of said way to a point; 

THENCE turning and running North 48° 08’ 30” East, Two Hundred

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. 
The recommendation was for indefinite postponement of Article 28 for 
the following reason: 


In his presentation in favor of this article, the petitioner relies 
heavily on the recent creation of the sport center on the adjoining 
property (Business zoned) and increased use of the road (Highfield 
Drive) due to this and the various Conservatory activities, Theatre, etc. 
in the area to the West. beyond. He exhibits a sketch of proposed modi- 
fications to his home, possibly to be used in his accounting business or 
by some other business or professional people. The Board feels that al- 
though the sports center is presently zoned for business, it is the 
Board’s understanding that it will probably ultimately become a non- 
profit corporation, at which time the zoning should be changed to 
Public Use. The Conservatory and Town lands to the West should also

Passed 
by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. This vote passed on Mon- 
day evening, April 7. 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law and so record on the Zoning Map by changing from an RA Dis- 
trict to a Business District, a Parcel of Land located on the Northerly 
side of the State Highway and bounded and described as foljows: 


BEGINNING at a point in the Northerly or Northwesterly line of 
the State Highway, sometimes called the New State Highway, and at 
land now or formerly of Elizabeth B. Ward; 


THENCE in a Northerly direction by said land now or formerly of 
Elizabeth B. Ward and also land of Seth Collins to a corner at land now 
or formerly of the Waquoit Hall Association; 


THENCE turning and running in an Easterly direction by said 
last mentioned land and by land now or formerly of Merton D. Baker, to 
land formerly of Edward J. Crowell, now of Dorothy B. Sanborn, which 
land is in a Business District; 


THENCE turning and running in a Southerly direction by said 
Sanborn land and by said Business District to a point in the Northerly 
or Northwesterly line of said State Highway; 


THENCE turning and running by said State Highway in a South- 
westerly direction to the point of beginning, or do or take any other 
action in this matter. 


On request of the Board of Selectmen for Edith P. Davison and 
others. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for the adoption of Article 29 for the following 
reason. 


The Planning Board feels that the influx of people into certain 
sections of the Town warrants a certain increase in goods and services. 
With the understanding that the Waquoit area is one such region, we 
feel that a limited expansion of business is in keeping with the best in- 
terests of the Town. We further warn that this should not be considered 
a precedent for rampant expansion in Waquoit or any other part of Fal- 
mouth.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds, the sum of $3,880.00 to install 
approximately 430 lineal feet of 6 inch water main in Andy’s Lane, 
subject to the usual Guarantee, or do or take any other action in this 
matter.

VOTED, that the Town does indefinate]y postpone Article 31. 
Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. This vote passed 
on Monday evening, April 17.

ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law by striking out in its entirety, Section 5-A thereof, and sub- 
stituting therefor the following revised text: “Section 5-A, Historical 
Districts: 


Historical Districts are declared not to be “Use” districts, but shall 
be superimposed on the underlying districts as defined, with their per- 
mitted uses, in Section 4, 5, 6, 7, 7A, 8, 9A and 9B. 


Within the boundaries of Historical Districts in order to promote 
the general welfare through the preservation and protection of historic 
areas and places of interest, no building shall be razed or demolished 
without the written approval of the Historical District Commission 
and no building or structure shall be constructed, enlarged, extended, 
or structurally altered, if such construction, enlargement, extension, or 
structural alteration is subject to public view from a public street or 
way, unjess or until a Certificate of appropriateness has first been ob- 
tained from the Historical District Commission,” or do or take any other 
action in this matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for postponement to the next Town Meeting for 
the following reason: 


This and the following article were unanimously approved by the 
1974 Annual Town Meeting (then Articles 36 & 37) but were not approved 
by the Attorney General on the grounds that there now exists a Gen- 
eral Law dealing this subject (Historical Districts) to which the Town 
should conform. At the special Town Meeting of 25 June, 1974 (Article 4) 
the Town voted unanimously to seek special legislation to permit the 
Town to continue to control its Historical districts and their extent un- 
der the provisions of the Zoning Enabling Art (Chap. 40-A, G.L.) as it 
had done since 1957. 
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Such legislation has been filed by Rep. Richard E. Kendall (H. 4737), 
but the hearing on this bill will not be until April 3rd, with final floor 
action some time beyond that, so that the Town cannot properly or ef- 
fectively act on these articles until after the legislation has been ap- 
proved.

A. North Falmouth Two strips 150 feet wide on the Easterly and 
Westerly sides of Old Main Road, beginning at the Northerly sideline 
of Curley Boulevard and extending Northerly approximately 8,850 feet 
to the railroad bridge underpass. 


B. West Falmouth Two strips 150 feet wide in the Easterly and

2. A strip 200 feet wide on the Northeasterly side of Main Street 
and the Northeasterly and Southeasterly side of Palmer Avenue beginning 
at the Northwesterly boundary of the U.S. Postal Service lot and ex- 
tending Northwesterly and Northeasterly approximately 4,250 feet to 
the Southwesterly sideline of Jones Road. 

3 The entire block bounded by West Main Street, North Main Street, 
Palmer Avenue and Hewins Street. 

4, The Village Green. 

5. A strip 100 feet wide on the Northwesterly side of Locust Street 
beginning at the former Penn Central railroad crossing and extending 


Northeasterly approximately 1,800 feet to the Westerly sideline of North 
Main Street. 
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6. A strip 100 feet wide on the Northwesterly side of North Main 
Street and Palmer Avenue, beginning at the intersection of Depot Ave- 
nue with North Main Street, and extending approximately 3,350 feet 
Northeasterly to the Southwesterly sideline of Ter Heun Drive. 


7. Two strips 100 feet wide on the Northeasterly and Southwester|y 
sides of Depot Avenue, beginning at the Westerly sideline of North Main 
Street and extending Northwesterly approximately 550 feet on the North- 
easterly side and approximately 650 feet on the Southwesterly side to 
the Southeasterly property lines of the Penn Central Railroad.

ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law by making the following changes in Sections 23-A and 34 thereof, 
so as to conform the provisions and language of said sections with the 
amendments proposed to Section 5-A and make certain other desirable 
changes: 

1. In Section 23-A, strike the present language in its entirety and 
substitute therefor the following: 

“Applications for Certificates of Appropriateness shall be filed with 
the Historical District Commission, and shall be accompanied by such 
plans elevations and other information as the Commission may require to 
determine the appropriateness of the proposed construction, enlargement, 
extension or structural alteration, or the razing or demolition of any 
buildng or structure. Copies of any such plans, etc. submitted shall be 
retained by the Commission. Certificates of Appropriateness, of non- 
applicability, or permits to demolish, shall be issued in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 34 of this by-law.” 

2. Strike out the existing Section 34 in its entirety, and substitute 
therefor the following revised text: 

“Section 34 — Historical District Commission 


1. There shall be an Historical District Commission, the functions 
and duties of which shall be to consider and pass upon the appropriate- 
ness of the exterior architectural features of buildings and structures 
hereafter designed arranged, constructed and/or enlarged, extended, or 
structurally altered within an Historical District, in so far as such ar- 
chitectural features are subject to public view from a public street or 
way, and to pass on the permissibility of the razing or demolishing of 
any building or structure within an Historical District. 


2. The Historical District Commission shall consist of five unpaid 
members, to be appointed initially by the Selectmen in the following 
manner: one member from two nominees submitted by the Falmouth 
Historical Society; one member from two nominees submitted by the 
local architectural community, and three other members who shall be 
taxpayers of the Town. Such original appointments shall be for five 
years, four years, three years, two years and one year respectively; 
thereafter as the term of each member expires, a successor, who may 
be the same person, shall be appointed by the Selectmen for a five year 
term, maintaining the same representation as in the original appoint- 
ment. Vacancies occurring in the Commission other than by expiration 
of term shall be filled by appointment by the Selectmen for the remain- 
ing term of the member replaced. In the event that no nominations by 
one or another of the above named nominating groups have been re- 
ceived within thirty days from the date of an invitation to nominate, 
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the Selectmen may make the appointment to the Commission without 
such nomination. 


3. The Historical District Commission shall meet as necessary, but 
in no case more than thirty (30) days after submission to it of an appli- 
cation for a Certificate of Appropriateness or to demolish. If the Com- 
mission questions the advisabiilty of issuing a Certficate of Appropriate- 
ness or permit to demolish, the applicant shall be notified and heard 
before final action is taken. The Commission shall hold such public 
hearings as it deems advisable. It shall keep a permanent record of all 
decisions made on applications considered by it, and may incure such 
expenses aS are necessary for the carrying out of its work within the 
amount appropriated for its use. 


4. The Commission shall consider the general exterior design, ar- 
rangements and appearance of the proposed building, structure or en- 
largement, extenson or external structural alteration thereof. It shall 
issue a Certificate of Appropriateness if such features are of appropriate 
exterior design and appearance reasonably consistent with the general 
character of other buildings and structures in the vicinity within an His- 
torical District. 


5. The Commission shall not consider, nor be required to issue Cer- 
tificates of Appropriateness for minor details of design, interior ar- 
rangements, ordinary repairs to and maintenance of existing buildings 
or structures, or features not subject to public view from a public street 
or way. The Commission shall not make any recommendations or re- 
quirements except for the purpose of preventing structural develop- 
ments obviously incongruous to the area and to the purposes set forth 
in this by-law. 


6. The Commission may require from the applicant such plans, ele- 
vations and other information as may be sufficient to determine the 
appropriateness of the proposed constructon, enlargement, extension, 
external structural alteration or demolition. A copy of such plans shall 
be retained by the Board for its files. 


7. A majority vote shall be required for approval of an application. 


8. If the Commission determines that no Certificate of Appropriate- 
ness is required, it shall issue a certificate to that effect. Copies of all 
Certificates of Appropriateness, certificates of non-applicability and per- 
mits to demolish shall be sent to the applicant, Town Clerk and Build- 
ing Inspector, and a copy retained for the Commission’s files 


9. If an application is disapproved, the Commission shall forthwith 
notify the applicant, Town Clerk and Building Inspector, stating the 


reasons for such disapproval, retaining a copy of such notification for 
its files. 


10. If the Board shall fail to take final action on any application or 
to notify the applicant in writing of its decision within sixty (60) days 
after the date of filing of such application, or within such further time 
as the applicant may allow in writing, the applicant shall be deemed 
to have been approved and a Certificate of Appropriateness or permit 
to demolish forthwith be issued by the Town Clerk. 


11. Any person aggrieved by a decision of the Commission may appeal 
to the Board of Appeals under the provisions of Chapter 40-A of the 
General Laws. 
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12. The Commission may adopt, and may from time to time amend, 
other rules not inconsistent with the provisions of this by-law and other 
laws or by-laws for the purpose of conducting its business.”, or do or 
take any other action in the matter. 

On petition of the Planning Board. 


The Plannning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for postponement to the next Town Meeting for the 
following reason: 

This article is new in this Warrant. It would abolish the present 
Architectural Review Board and create a five-member Historical Dis- 
trict Commission, specify the manner of its appointment and make 
other appropriate changes in the present text of Section 34 of the Zon- 
ing By-law. It cannot, however, be acted upon at this time for the rea- 
sons given under Article 32. 

VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 34 to the next Town 
Meeting. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. This vote 
passed on Monday evening, April 7. 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law by making the following changes in Section 8, 9A and 9B. 


A. By adding and inserting, in paragraph 1 of Section 8 thereof, a 
clause prohibiting future residential construction in Business districts 
except by special permit from the Board of Appeals so that said para- 
graph shall then read as follows: 


“1. Any purpose enumerated in Sections 4, 5, 6, 7 and 7A, except that 
after adoption of this paragraph, as hereby amended, any new residen- 
tial construction shall be authorized only by Special Permit from the 
Board of Appeals action under the provisions of Section 21.” 


B. By adding and inserting, in paragraph 1 of Section 9A thereof, a 
clause prohibiting future residential construction in Light Industrial A 
districts except by special permit from the Board of Appeals, so that 
said paragraph shall then read as follows: 


“1. Any purpose permitted under Sections 4, 5, 6, 7, 7A and 8, subject 
as stated in Sections 4, 5 and 8, to the provisions of Section 20 and 21, 
except that, after adoption of this paragraph, as hereby amended, any 
new residential construction shall be authorized only by Special Permit 
from the Board of Appeals acting under the provisions of Section 21.” 


C. By striking out, in the fifth and sixth lines of the preamble of 
Section 9-B thereof, the words and number “Section 4, under” so that 
the said preamble shall then read as follows: 

“Section 9B LIGHT INDUSTRIAL DISTRICT B. 

In Light Industrial District B, no building or structure and no al- 
teration, enlargement or extension of an existing building or structure 
shall be designed, arranged and/or constructed, and no land, building 
or structure or parts thereof shall be used except for any purpose per- 
mitted under paragraphs 2 and 3 of Section 6, under paragraphs 4 and 
5 of Section 7, under paragraphs 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8 of Section 8, and under 
paragraphs 2, 3, and 4 of Section 9-A, and with the additional particu- 
lar requirements set forth herein, which requirements shall supercede 
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any other provision of this by-law with which they might otherwise be 
in conflict”, or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 35 for the following reason: 


The intent of this article is to begin to move away from the present 
“cumulative” use provisions of the various zoning districts as now exist in 
the Zoning By-Law. In general, with a few minor exceptions, as the 
district uses become less restrictive, all uses permitted in the more re- 
strictive districts are also included. Single Residence districts are the 
most restrictive; uses in General Residence districts include all those 
for Single Residence, plus two other uses; Public Use Districts include 
Single and General Residence district uses, and add others, and so forth. 


At present, it is possible to build a single or two-family house in 
areas zoned Business or Light Industrial (A&B). When someone does 
build a dwelling in a Business or LI. district, with or without the prior 
existence of business or industrial activities nearby, in time, and as busi- 
ness-industrial activities increase, these may, and have in some instances 
become a nuisance to the owners-occupants of adjacent dwellings; the 
value of such dwellings then may decrease, and pressure may be brought 
on the business-industrial users to abate or modify their legitimate uses. 
This proposed change in the by-law is a step toward mutual exclusivity 
of certain uses, separating the residential from the commercial. 


The language of the proposed revised sections of the by-law (para- 
graphs 1 of Section 8 and 9A, preamble of Section 9B) is such that it 
would apply only to “any new residential construction”. It would not 
affect or apply to any existing residential structure or use, nor to re- 
construction of any existing residential building damaged or destroyed 
by fire or other cause, provided (implicitly) that such reconstruction and 
residential use was not materially larger or more extensive or intensive 
in nature than that which had existed previously. 


This proposed change would affect only single and two-family NEW 
construction in Business or Light Industria] districts. It would have NO 
effects on any other type of residential use (hotels, motels, apartments, 
etc.) since these already are permitted only after a hearing before the 
Board of Appeals under Section 21. 

The Board believes this change will be a step in the right direction, 
and improve the by-law. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 35. 

By a counted vote, 66 voted in favor and 120 voted against, the mo- 
tion does not prevail by the necessary two-thirds (2/3). 

VOTED, that the Town does indefinitely postpone Article 35. The 
motion prevailed. This vote passed on Monday evening, April 7.

The Planning Board has sponsored this article at the request of a 
large majority of the persons whose land is affected. Much of the Hatch- 
ville area is already zoned AGA including all the land on the opposite 
(Westerly) side of Sandwich Road. The Board believes that this attempt 
to further reduce potential residential density and thus better protect 
the existing farm land and agriculural uses in the area will be in the 
best interest of the area residents and the Town.

in one hundred (100) feet of the near sideline thereof, unless a permit 
to do so has been obtained from the Board of Selectmen after a public 
hearing. Each tree removed in violation of the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall constitute a separate offense,” or do or take any other action 
in this matter. 

On petition of the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board submitted an Official report of its recommenda- 
tion to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 38 for the following reason: 
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In the past several years there have been a number of incidents 
where developers have indulged in grossly over zealous clear-cutting of 
large trees at entrances to or within and along internal road layouts, or 
where, for one reason or another, land owners have removed all trees, 
including some very large ones from their lots. The Board feels that 
trees of substantial size (8” or more in diameter, as described in the ar- 
ticle) are valuable assets to the appearance of the Town, and that where- 
ever and whenever possible, removal of such tress should be avoided and 
prevented. In some instances, such may not be possible, but if a proposed 
building site, driveway, or the like can be moved a little to save a tree 
or trees, the Board believes that it should be done. Where such cannot 
be done, then a permit to remove should be issued, as it should in any 
situation where a real need, to avoid hardship or great extra expense 
can be shown to exist. The intent of this article is not to unduly harass 
or obstruct citizens in the use of their property or to unduly burden the 
permit-granting body with multitudes of removal applications (the Board 
does not believe there will be that many) but to prevent persons from 
acting thoughtlessly, and unnecessarily destroying something that may 
have taken several generations to grow and is an asset to the land 
and neighborhood, visually and otherwise. The Town of Plymouth has 
a similar and rather more stringent by-law.

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Town Seal, acknowledge and deliver any instruments necessary to carry 
out the grant of said easements. 
EASEMENTS 

The Town of Falmouth, through its Board of Selectmen, in consid- 
eration of One and 00-100 ($1.00) Dollar and other good and valuable 
consideration paid to the Town of Falmouth, hereby grants to Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Institution a charitable and educational corporation 
duly organized and existing under the laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and having a principal situs in that part of Falmouth, 
Barnstable County, called Woods Hole, a perpetual right and easement to 
construct, maintain, alter and repair underground utilities and pipelines 
across the former Ralroad Right of Way now owned by the Town of 
Falmouth through its eminent domain proceedings. 

The location of said pipelines and utilites being shown on plan enti- 
tled “Plan of Easement for Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution in 
Quissett, Falmouth, Mass,’ drawn by Philip D. Holmes, Civil Engineer 
and Land Surveyor, dated September 13, 1973. 

The location of said pipelines and utilities are shown as two areas 
20 feet in width and a third area 50 feet in width, running across the 
former N.Y., N.H., & H. Railroad Company Right of Way now of the 
Town of Falmouth and designated on said plan as “Proposed 20 feet 
Wide Easement” and “Proposed 50 feet Wide Easements.” 

There is also granted herewith a perpetual easement to use the pri- 
vate crossing or way designated on said plan running from Oyster Pond 
Road in a southeasterly direction and thence continuing across the old 
location of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company 
for all purposes for which ways are used in the Town of Falmouth. 

The grantee by acceptance of this grant of easements, covenants 
and warrants that it will at its own expense and undertaking relocate 
any and all underground utilities and pipelines which may hereinafter in- 
terfere with any use of said Railroad Right of Way of the Town of Fal- 
mouth, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of Frederick T. Mangelsdorf and others. 

VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 102 as printed. 

By a counted vote, 139 voted in favor and 28 voted against, the mo- 
tion prevails by the necessary two-thirds (2/3), a quorum being present.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD ON APRIL 8, 1975 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting pub- 
lished and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town 
of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence 
School on April 8, 1975 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained 
therein.

ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds the sum of $18,000.00 to be added to 
the Streetlight Account, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED, that the Town does transfer the sum of $18,000.00 from the 
Federal Revenue Sharing Funds Invested Account for the purposes of 
Article 2 as printed; said sum to be expended under the jurisdiction of 
the Board of Selectmen. 


The motion prevailed.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD ON JUNE 30, 1975 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting pub- 
lished and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town 
of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence 
School on June 30, 1975 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles con- 
tained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Arthur T. Henderson John B. Quick Eugene C. Phillips 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. Harvey F. Glennon 
was sworn as the stenographer for the meeting on June 30, 1975. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:53 o’clock p.m. by the moderator, 
George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted, with 186 mem- 
mers announced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary num- 
ber to constitute a quorum being 127. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. James R. Low, Associate Rector 
of St. Barnabas Memorial Church, Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


A moment of silence was observed in memory of John R. Augusta 
and Howard F. Barrows who died during the month of June 1975. 


It is worthy of note that both Mr. Augusta and Mr. Barrows served 
our town in many other ways in addition to their long-time responsibili- 
ties as town meeting members. Mr. Augusta worked for the former wel- 
fare department, served as the town’s building inspector for 5 years, was 
a@ member of the Finance Committee, served on the board of zoning 
appeals for 13 years, acted as clerk of the works during construction of 
the present East Falmouth School and was chairman of a special com- 
mittee set up to revise our representative town meeting law back in 1955. 
Mr. Barrows devoted his life to education and served 40 years here as 
an elementary school principal. In addition, he taught adult education 
for many years, and many newcomers to this country and this town owe 
to him their ability to read and write in English, including some of our 
town meeting members. On his retirement 10 years ago the then Super- 
intendent of Schools Harry Merson said: “He is our living representative 
of the old Yankee in his intergrity, his loyalty, his honest conservatism 
and his wonderful sense of humor.” In these qualities, Mr. Augusta, who 
was born and brought up right here in Falmouth, was every bit as much 
of a true Yankee. The town meeting has lost two fine citizens, long dedi- 
cated to its interests. The town meeting has lost color, common sense 
and character by their passing. Their likes are fast disappearing from 
our scene, never to be replaced. So that they will not be forgotten the 
chair requests a motion that these brief remarks be spread on the of- 
ficial town records for posterity and that the selectmen be requested to 
make sure that a copy of the 1975 annual report be hand-delivered to 
their families.

ARTICLE 7%. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law, by adding and inserting, after Section 38 thereof, the following 
new section: 
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Section 39 FLOOD AREA DISTRICTS 


SSA: 


In order to encourage only that development of floodprone 
areas which (1) is appropriate in the light of the probability 
of flood damage and the need to reduce flood losses. (2) repre- 
sents an acceptable social and economic use of land in re- 
lation to the hazards involved, and (3) does not increase the 
danger to human life; and to discourage all other development, 
permits for new construction or alterations for structures lo- 
cated within zones Al or VI, as designated on FIA Flood Hazard 
Boundary Maps Nos. 1 through 14, on file with the Town Clerk, 
the Planning Board and with the Building Inspector, shall be 
approved only subject to the following: 


1. New construction or substantial improvement (repair, con- 
struction or alteration costing 50 per cent or more of the 
actual cash value of the structure before improvemént or 
if damaged, before damage occurred) or residential struc- 
tures shall have the lowest floor (including basement) ele- 
vated to or above 11 feet (above Mean Sea level). Nonresi- 
dential structures shall either be similarly elevated or, to- 
gether with attendant utility and sanitary facilities, be 
floodproofed to or above 11 feet (above mean sea level), as 
provided below. 

2. “Floodproofing” to a given level shall consist of: 

a. Elimination of exterior openings below that level or 
the use of watertight closures, such as bulkheads and 
floodshields. 

b. Water heaters, furnaces, electrical distribution panels, and 
other critical mechanical or electrical linstallations ele- 
vated above that level. Separate electrical circuits shall 
serve basements and shall be dropped from above. 

c. Air ducts, large pipes and storage tanks below that level 
shall be firmly anchored to prevent floatation. Tanks shall 
be vented above that level. 


3. No land within areas designated VI on the FIA Flood Hazard 

Boundary Maps shall be developed unless such development 

_is (i) demonstrated by the applicant to be located landward 

of the reach of the mean high tide, (ii) is elevated on ade- 

quately anchored piles or columns to a lowest floor level 

at or above 11 feet (above mean sea level) and securely an- 

chored to such piles or columns, and (iii) has no basement 

and has the space below the lowest floor free of obstructions 

so that the impact of abnormally high tides or wind-driven 
water is minimized. 


4. All applications for major repairs will be reviewed to deter- 
mine that the proposed repair (i) uses construction materials 
and utility equipment that are resistant to flood damage, and 
(ii) uses construction methods and practices that will mini- 
mize flood damage. 

5. All applications for new construction or substantial improve- 
ments (as earlier defined) will be reviewed to assure 
that the proposed construction (i) is protected against flood 
damage, (ii) is designed (or modified) and anchored to pre- 
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vent floatation, collapse, or lateral movement of the struc- 
ture, (iii) uses construction materials and utility equipment 
that are resistant to flood damage, and (iv) uses construc- 
tion methods and practices that will minimize flood damage. 


6. The Board of Appeals may grant a variance from these re- 
quirements in the cases of development on a lot of less than 
a half-acre, where surrounded by existing nonconforming 
structures, and where meeting these requirements would im- 
pose a hardship. 


7. Where these Flood Area Provisions impose greater restric- 
tions or requirements than those of other applicable by-laws 
or regulations, these provisions shall take precedence. 


B. Flood area districts are not “use” districts in the sense of per- 
mitted uses as set forth in Secton 4-9B, inclusive, but are super- 
imposed on the underlying “use” districts (RA, RB, RC, RAA, 
AGA, AGB, AGC, GR, BUS, LIA, LIB, MAR) as shown on the 
zoning map. By definition, the Flood Area Districts are all lands 
below the eleven (11) foot contour adjacent to the coastal 
areas or bays, or where more inland areas below 11 feet are ac- 
cessible to ocean flood waters via intervening streams, marshes 
or other low-lying terrain. 


C. Since the maps referred to in paragraph A of this section show 
areas generally below 11 feet which may contain land areas 
above 11 feet, any applicant who can satisfy the Building In- 
spector that the site of his proposed building is 11 or more feet 
above mean sea level will not be affected by this section,” or do 
or take any other action in this matter.

ment by the Penn Central Company, such land to be used for Transpor- 
tation, Conservation, Recreation or Public Utilities Purposes under the 
supervison of the Board of Selectmen and to raise and appropriate or 
appropriate from available funds or notes or bonds a sum of money for 
this purpose, or do or take any other action in this matter.

ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law by striking out in its entirety, Section 5-A thereof, and substitut- 
ing therefor the following revised text: 


‘SECTION 5-A HISTORICAL DICTRICTS: 


Historical Districts are declared not to be “use” districts, but shall 
be superimposed on the underlying districts as defined with their permitted 
uses, in Section 4, 5, 6, 7, 7A, 8, 9A and 9B. 
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Within the boundaries of Historical Districts, in order to promote 
the general welfare through the preservation and protection of historic 
areas and places of interest, no building shall be razed or demolished 
without the written approval of the Historical District Commission and 
no building or structure shall be constructed, enlarged, extended, or struc- 
turally altered, if such construction, enlargement, extension, or struc- 
tural alteration is subject to public view from a public street or way, un- 
less or until a Certificate of appropriateness has first been obtained from 
the Historical District Commission.”, or do or take any other action in 
this matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


VOTED, that the Town does indefinitely postpone Article 9. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law by designating as Historical Districts, as defined and controlled 
under Section 5-A of this By-Law, as amended under previous article of 
this warrant the following described parcels in various villages of the 
Town: 

A. North Falmouth 

Two strips, 150 feet wide on the Easterly and Westerly sides of Old 
Main Road, beginning at the Northerly sideline of Curley Boulevard and 
extending Northerly approximately 8,850 feet to the railroad bridge un- 
derpass. 

B. West Falmouth 

Two strips 150 feet wide on the Easterly and Westerly sides of West 
Falmouth Highway (Route 28-A), beginning at the intersection of Route 
28 and Route 28-A on the Easterly side and the Northwesterly bound of 
land of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts (approximately opposite) 
on the Westerly side, and extending Northerly approximately 20,400 feet 
to a line perpendicular to the centerline of Route 28-A at Station 95+ 
29.15 as shown by the Massachusetts Highway Bound at that point on 
the 1936 State Highway Layout. (South side of North Falmouth rotary). 

C. Falmouth Village — Eight Parcels 

1. A strip 200 feet wide on the Southwesterly side of (West) Main 
Street, the Southeasterly side of Locust Street and the Easerly side of 
Mill Road, beginning at the Southeasterly line of the Parish of St. 
Barnabas and extending Northwesterly, Southwesterly and Southerly 
approximately 3,650 feet to the Northerly sideline of Emmons Road. 


2. A strip 200 feet wide on the Northeasterly side of Main Street and 
the Northeasterly and Southeasterly side of Palmer Avenue, beginning at 
the Northwesterly boundary of the U.S. Postal Service lot and extending 
Northwesterly and Northeasterly approximately 4,250 feet to the South- 
westerly sideline of Jones Road. 

3. The entire block bounded by West Main Street, North Main Street, 
Palmer Avenue and Hewins Street. 

4. The Village Green. 

5. A strip 100 feet wide on the Northwesterly side of Locust Street 
beginning at the former Penn Central railroad crossing and extending 


Northeasterly approximately 1,800 feet to the Westerly sideline of North 
Main Street. 
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6. A strip 100 feet wide on the Northwesterly side of North Main 
Street and Palmer Avenue, beginning at the intersection of Depot Ave- 
nue with North Main Street, and extending approximately 3,350 feet 
Northeasterly to the Southwesterly sideline of Ter Heun Drive. 


7. Two strips 100 feet wide on the Northeasterly and Southwesterly 
sides of Depot Avenue, beginning at the Westerly sideline of North Main 
Street and extending Northwesterly approximately 550 feet on the North- 
easterly side and approximately 650 feet on the Southwesterly side to the 
Southeasterly property lines of the Penn Central Railroad. 


8. Two strips 150 feet wide on the Easterly and Westerly sides of 
Shore Street, beginning at the Southerly sidelines of Main Street and 
extending Southerly approximately 3,750 feet on the Easterly side to the 
shore of Vineyard Sound, and approximately 3,680 feet on the Westerly 
side to the Northerly sideline of Surf Drive. 

D. Woods Hole 

A strip 200 feet wide on the Northerly and Northeasterly side of 
Woods Hole Road and Water Street, beginning at the Southwesterly side- 
line of Harbor Hill Road extending Westerly and Northwesterly approxi- 
mately 2,300 feet to the Southeasterly sideline of School Street. 

E. East Falmouth 

Two strips 200 feet wide on the Easterly and Westerly sides of 
Davisville Road, beginning at the Northerly sideline of Menauhant Road 
and extending Northerly approximately 2,700 feet to the Southerly sideline 
of Shaker Lane on the Easterly side, and to a Westerly extension of that 
sideline on the Westerly side. 

F. Waquoit 

Two strips 250 feet wide on the Southeasterly and Northwesterly 
sides of Waquoit Highway, (Route 28) beginning at the Northeasterly 
sideline of Takemmeh Way on the Southeasterly side of Route 28, and 
at the Northeasterly sideline of Barrows Road on the Northwesterly 
side of Route 28 and extending 700.00 feet to two lines parallel to and 
700 feet Northeasterly from Takemmeh Way and Barrows Road respec- 
tively, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Planning Board. 


VOTED, that the Town does indefinitely postpone Article 10. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law by making the following changes in Sections 23-A and 34 there- 
of, so as to conform the provisions and language of said sections with 
the amendments proposed to Section 5-A and make certain other desirable 
changes: 


1. In Section 23-A strike the present language in its entirety, and 
substitute therefor the following: 

“Applications for Certificates of Appropriateness shall be filed with 
the Historical District Commission, and shall be accompanied by such 
plans, elevations and other information as the Commission may require 
to determine appropriateness of the proposed construction, enlargement, 
extension or structural alteration, or the razing or demolition of any 
building or structure. Copies of any such plans, etc. submitted shall be 
retained by the Commission. Certificates of Appropriateness, of non-ap- 
plicability, or permits to demolish, will be issued in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 34 of this by-law.” 
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2. Strike out the existing Section 34 in its entirety, and substitute 
therefor the following revised text: 


“Section 34 — HISTORICAL DISTRICT COMMISSION 


1. There shall be an Historical District Commission the functions 
and duties of which shall be to consider and pass upon the appropriate- 
ness of the exterior architectural features of buildings and structures 
hereafter designed, arranged, constructed and/or enlarged, extended, or 
structurally altered within an Historical District, in so far as such archi- 
tectural features are subject to public view from a public street or way, 
and to pass on the permissibility of the razing or demolishing of any 
building or structure within an Historical District. 


2. THe Historical District Commission shall consist of five unpaid 
members, to be appointed initially by the Selectmen in the following 
manner: one member from two nominees submitted by the Falmouth 
Historical Society; one member from two nominees submitted by the lo- 
cal architectural community, and three other members who shall be tax- 
payers of the Town. Such original appointment shall be for five years, 
four years, three years, two years and one year respectively; thereafter 
as the term of each member expires, a successor, who may be the same 
person, shall be appointed by the Selectmen for a five year term, main- 
taining the same representation as in the original appointment. Vacan- 
cies occurring in the Commission other than by expiration of term shall 
be filled by appointment by the Selectmen for the remaining term of the 
member replaced. In the event that no nominations by one or another of 
the above named nominating groups have been received within thirty 
days from the date of an invitation to nominate, the Selectmen may 
make the appointment to the Commission without such nomination. 


3. The Historical District Commission shall meet as necessary, but 
in no case more than thirty (30) days after submission to it of an appli- 
cation for a Certificate of Appropriateness or to demolish. If the Com- 
mission questions the advisability of issuing a Certificate of Appropriate- 
ness or permit to demolish, the applicant shall be notified and heard 
before final action,is taken. The Commission shall hold such public hear- 
ings as it deems advisable. It shall keep permanent record of all de- 
cisions made on applications considered by it, and may incur such ex- 
penses as are necessary for the carrying out of its work within the amount 
appropriated for its use. 


4. The Commission shall consider the general exterior design, ar- 
rangements and appearance of the proposed building, structure, or en- 
largement, extension or external structural alteration thereof. It shall 
issue a Certificate of Appropriateness if such features are of appropriate 
exterior design and appearance reasonably consistent with the general 
character of other buildings and structures in the vicinity within an His- 
torical District. 


5. The Commission shall not consider, nor be required to issue Cer- 
tificates of Appropriateness for minor details of design, interior ar- 
rangements, ordinary repairs to and maintenance of existing buildings or 
structures, or features not subject to public view from a public street 
or way. The Commission shall not make any recommendations or re- 
quirements except for the purpose of preventing structural developments 
obviously incongruous to the area and to the purposes set forth in this 
by-law. 
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6. The Commission may require from the applicant such plans, ele- 
vations and other information as may be sufficient to determine the 
appropriateness of the proposed construction, enlargement, extension, ex- 
ternal structural alteration or demolition. A copy of such plans shall be 
retained by the Board for its files. 


7. A majority shall be required for approval of an application. 


8. If the Commission determines that no Certificate of Appropriate- 
ness is required, it shall issue a certificate to that effect. Copies of all 
Certificates of Appropriateness, certificates of non-applicability and per- 
mits to demolish shall be sent to the applicant, Town Clerk and Building 
Inspector, and a copy retained for the Commission’s files. 

9. If the application is disapproved, the Commission shall forthwith 
notify the applicant, Town Clerk and Building Inspector, stating the 


reasons for such disapproval, retaining a copy of such notification for its 
files. 


10. If the Board shall fail to take final action on any application 
or to notify the applicant in writing of its decision within sixty (60) 
days after the date of filing of such application, or within such further 
time as the applicant may allow in writing, the application shall be deemed 
to have been approved and a Certificate of Appropriateness or permit to 
demolish forthwith be issued by the Town Clerk. 


11. Any person aggrieved by a decision of the Commission may 
appeal to the Board of Appeals under the provisions of Chapter 40-A of 
the General Laws. 


12. The Commission may adopt, and may from time to time amend, 
other rules not inconsistent with the provisions of this By-law and other 
laws or by-laws for the purpose of conducting its business, or do or take 
any other action in this matter. 

On petition of the Planning Board.

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds a sum of money to purchase or take 
by eminent domain for conservation purposes all or any part of the par- 


cels of beach bordering on Buzzards Bay at Black Beach, West Falmouth 
and described as follows: 


PARCEL NO. 1 


A parcel of land now or formerly belonging to Mrs. Elmer J. Cham- 
bers of West Falmouth which is located on Black Beach and being shown 
on Sheet 25 of the Falmouth Assessors Maps as lot 8 containing 0.16 
acres of upland and 0.75 acres of marsh; bounded on the West by Buzz- 
ards Bay a distance of about 50 feet, on the North by land of the Town 
of Falmouth a distance of about 800 feet, on the East by the tidal river 
a distance of about 50 feet, on the South by land now or formerly owned

The proposed pur- 
chase providing alternative options which may include or exclude the 
said eight lots, or do or take any other action in this matter.

VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 13 to the next Town 
Meeting. 


By a counted vote, 88 voted in favor, 86 voted against, the motion 
prevailed by a majority vote. 


END OF REFERRED ARTICLES 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to petition the General 
Court to enact special legislation to permit the Town of Falmouth to es- 
tablish an Historical District Commission, to provide rules for its com- 
position, duties, powers and activities and for appeals from its decisions, 
and to establish, by description, certain Historical Districts in various 
villages of the Town to be controlled and administered by such Com- 
mission, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Planning Board. 


VOTED, that the Town does petition the General Court to enact 
the following special act: 


An act establishing an Hibtecieal District Commission for the 


Town of Falmouth and defining its power and duties, and estab- 
lishing certain Historical Districts in the Town of Falmouth. 


Section 1 — The purpose of this act is to promote the general wel- 
fare of the inhabitants of the town of Falmouth through the preserva- 
tion and protection of historical buildings, places and districts of histor- 
ical interest; through the development and preservation of appropriate 
settings for such buildings, places and districts; and through the benefits 
resulting to the economy of Falmouth by preserving and enhancing the 
amenities and historical aspects of various of the villages and areas of 
the town which make the town a desirable place to live and for tourists 
to visit. 


Section 2. There is hereby established in the town of Falmouth an 
Historical District Commission, consisting of five unpaid members who 
shall be resident taxpayers of the town of Falmouth, to be appointed by 
the selectmen. The Historical District Commission shall have the powers 
and authority to perform all the duties as hereinafter enumerated and 
provided. The original members of the commission shall be appointed in 
the following manner: one member from two nominees submitted by 
the Falmouth Historical Society; one member from two nominees sub- 
mitted by the local architectural community, and three other members 
who shall be resident taxpayers of the town of Falmouth. Such original 
appointment shall be for five years, four years, three years, two years 
and one year respectively; thereafter as the term of each member ex- 
pires, a successor, who may be thesame person, shall be appointed by 
the Selectmen for a five year term, maintaining the same representation 
as in the original appointment. Vacancies occurring in the Commission 
other than by expiration of term shall be filled by appointment by the 
Selectmen for the remaining term of the members replaced. In the event 
that no nominations by one or another of the above named nominating 
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groups have been received within thirty days from the date of an invi- 
tation to nominate, the Selectmen may make the appointment to the 
commission without such nomination. 


Secion 3. There are hereby established in various village areas of 
the town of Falmouth the following described Historical Districts: 


North Falmouth — two strips 150 feet wide on the Easterly side 
Westerly sides of Old Main Road, beginning at the Northerly side- 
line of Curley Boulevard and extending Northerly approximately 
8,850 feet to the railroad bridge underpass; 


West Falmouth — two strips 150 feet wide on the Easterly and West- 
erly sides of West Falmouth Highway (Route 28-A), beginning at 
the intersection of Route 28 and Route 28-A on the Easterly side 
and the Norwesterly boundary of land of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts (approximately opposite) on the Westerly side, and 
extending Northerly approximately 20,400 feet to a line perpendicular 
to the centerline of Route 28-A at Station 95+ 29.15 as shown by 
the Massachusetts Highway Bound at that point on the 1936 State 
Highway Layout; 

Falmouth Village — a strip 200 feet wide on the Southwesterly side 
of (West) Main Street, the Southeasterly side of Locust Street and 
Easterly side of Mill Road, beginning at the Southeasterly line of 
the Parish of St. Barnabas and extending Northwesterly, Southwest- 
erly and Southerly approximately 3,650 feet to the Northerly sideline 
of Emmons Road; 

a strip 200 feet wide on the Northeasterly side of Main Street and 
the Northeasterly and Southeasterly side of Palmer Avenue, beginning 
at the Northwesterly boundary of the U.S. Postal Service lot and ex- 
tending Northwesterly and Northeasterly approximately 4,250 feet 
to the Southwesterly sideline of Jones Road; 

the entire block bounded by West Main Street, North Main Street, 
Palmer Avenue and Hewins Street; 


The Village Green; 

a Strip 100 feet wide on the Northwesterly side of Locust Street be- 
ginning at the former Penn Central railroad crossing and extending 
Northeasterly approximately 1,800 feet to the Westerly sideline of 
North Main Street; 

a strip 100 feet wide on the Northwesterly side of North Main Street 
and Palmer Avenue, beginning at the intersection of Depot Avenue 
with North Main Street, and extending approximately 3,350 feet 
Northeasterly to the Southwesterly sideline of Ter Heun Drive; 

two strips 100 feet wide on the Northeasterly and Southwesterly sides 
of Depot Avenue, beginning at the Westerly sideline of North Main 
Street and extending Northwesterly approximately 550 feet on the 
Northeasterly side and approximately 650 feet on the Southwesterly 
side to the Penn Central Railroad; 

two strips 150 feet wide on the Easterly and Westerly sides of Shore 
Street, beginning at the Southerly sideline of Main Street and ex- 
tending Southerly approximately 3,750 feet on the Easterly side to 
the shore of Vineyard Sound, and approximately 3,680 feet on the 
Westerly side to the Northerly sideline of Surf Drive; 


Woods Hole — a strip 200 feet wide on the Northerly and Northeast- 
erly side of Woods Hole Road and Water Street beginning at the 
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Southwesterly sideline of Harbor Hill Road and extending Westerly 
and Northwesterly approximately 2,300 feet to the Southeasterly side- 
line of School Street; 

East Falmouth — two strips 200 feet wide on the Easterly and West- 

erly sides of Davisville Road, beginning at the Northerly sideline of 

Menauhant Road and extending Northerly approximately 2,700 feet 

to the Southerly sideline of Shaker Lane on the Easterly side, and 

to a Westerly extension of that sideline on the Westerly side; 

Waquoit — two strips 250 feet wide on the Southeasterly and North- 

westerly sides of Waquoit Highway (Route 28) beginning at the 

Northeasterly sideline of Takemmeh Way on the Southeasterly side 

of Route 28, and at the Northeasterly sideline of Barrows Road on 

the Northwesterly side of Route 28 and extending 700 feet to two 
lines parallel to and 700 feet Northeasterly from Takemmeh Way 
and Barrows Road respectively. 

Section 4. No building or structure shall hereafter be erected, recon- 
structed, altered or restored within an Historical District unless and until 
an application for a building permit shall have been approved as to ex- 
terior architectural features which are subject to public view from a pub- 
lic street or way. Evidence of such required approval shall be a certifi- 
cate of appropriateness issued by the Historical District Commission. 


Section 5. No building or structure within an Historical District shall 
be razed or demolished without first obtaining a permit approved by the 
Historical District Commission, and said commission shall be empowered 
to refuse such a permit for any building or structure of such architectur- 
al or historic interest, the removal of which, in the opinion of said com- 
mission, would be detrimental to the public interest of the town of 
Falmouth. 

Section 6. The erection or display of an occupational or other sign 
exceeding two square feet in area or the erection or display of more than 
one such sign irrespective of size, on any lot, building or structure lo- 
cated within an Historical District must be approved in advance by the 
Historical District Commission. Evidence of such approval shall be a cer- 
tificate of appropriateness issued by the said commission. 


- Section 7. The Historical District Commission shall elect its chair- 
man and secretary. The Historical District Commission shall meet as 
necessary, but in no case more than twenty days after submission to it 
of an application for a certificate of appropriateness or to demolish. If 
the commission questions the advisability of issuing a certificate of 
appropriateness or permit to demolish, the applicant shall be notified and 
heard before final action is taken. The commission shall hold such public 
hearings as it deems advisable. It shall keep a permanent record of all 
decisions made on applications considered by it and may make such rules 
and regulations consistent with this act as may appear necessary and 
desirable and may incur such expenses as are necessary for the carrying 
out of its work within the amount appropriated for its use. 


Section 8. 

(a) It shall be the function and duty of the Historical District Com- 
mission to consider and pass upon the appropriateness of the ex- 
terior architectural features of buildings and structures hereafter 
designed, arranged, constructed and/or enlarged, extended, or 
structurally altered within an Historical District, in so far as

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such architectural features are subject to public view from a 
public street or way, and to pass on the permissibility of the razing 
or demolishing of any building or structure within an Historical 
District. A majority vote shall be required for approval of an ap- 
plication. 


The commission shall consider the general exterior design, ar- 
rangements and appearance of the proposed building, structure 
or enlargement, extension or external structural alteration thereof. 
It shall issue a certificate of appropriateness if such features are 
of appropriate exterior design and appearance reasonably consis- 
tent with the general character of other buildings and structures 
in the vicinity within an Historical District. 


The commission shall not consider, nor be required to issue cer- 
tificates of appropriateness for details of design, interior ar- 
rangements, ordinary repairs to and maintenance of existing 
buildings or structures, or features not subject to public view from 
a public street or way. The commission shall not make any rec- 
ommendations or requirements except for the purpose of prevent- 
ing structural developments obviously incongruous to the area and 
to the purposes set forth in this act. 


The commission may require from the applicant such plans, elé- 
vations and other information as may be sufficient to determine 
the appropriateness of the proposed construction, enlargement, ex- 
tension, external structural alteration or demolition. A copy of 
such plans shall be retained by the commission for its files. 


If the commission determines that no certificate of appropriate- 
ness is required, it shall issue a certificate to that effect. Copies 
of all certificates of appropriateness, certificates of non-applica- 
bility and permits to demolish shall be sent to the applicant, Town 
Clerk and Building Inspector, and a copy retained for the com- 
mission’s files. 


If an application is disapproved, the commission shall forthwith 
notify the applicant, Town Clerk and Building Inspector, stating 
the reasons for such disapproval, retaining a copy of such notifi- 
cation for its files. 


If the commission shall fail to take final action on any applica- 
tion or to notify the applicant in wrting of its decision within 
sixty days after the date of filing of such application, or within 
such further time as the applicant may allow in writing, the ap- 
plication shall be deemed to have been approved and a certificate 
of appropriateness or permit to demolish shall forthwith be issued 
by the Town Clerk. 


The Town Clerk shall keep a permanent record of all applica- 
tions made under Section 7 and of all certificates and disapprov- 
als issued by the commission under Sections 8(e) and 8(f) and of 
any constructive approvals given under section 8(g). 


Section 9. Any person who violates any of the provisions of this 


act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined not less than ten dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, 
which shall be forfeited to the use of the town. Each day that a viola- 
tion continues to exist shall constitute a separate offence. 
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Section 10. Any person, aggrieved by a decision of the commission 
or by a constructive approval of an application by the Town Clerk re- 
sulting from the commission’s failure to act under section 9(g), whether 
or not previously a party to the proceedings, or any officer or board of 
the town may, within twenty days after the filing of the notice of such 
decision with the Town Clerk, appeal to the superior court sitting in 
equity for the county of Barnstable. The court shall hear all pertinent 
evidence and shall annul the decision of the commission if it finds the 
decision of the commission to be unsupported by the evidence, or to ex- 
ceed the authority of the commission, or may remand the case for further 
action by the commission, or make such other decree as justice and equity 
may require. The remedy provided by this section shall be exclusive; 
but the parties shall have all rights of appeal and exception as in other 
equity cases. Costs shall not be allowed against the commission unless 
it shall appear to the court that the commission acted with gross negli- 
gence, in bad faith or with malice in the matter from which the appeal 
was taken. Costs shall not be allowed against the party appealing from 
such decision of the commission unless it shall appear to the court that 
the applicant acted in bad faith or with malice in making the appeal to 
the court. 


Section 11. The superior court shall have jurisdiction in equity to 
enforce the provisions of this act and the rulings issued thereunder and 
may restrain by injunction violations thereof. 


Section 12. In case any section, paragraph or part of this act be for 
any reason declared invalid or held unconstitutional by any court of 
last resort, every other section, paragraph or part shall continue in full 
force and effect. 


By a counted vote, 98 voted for and 77 voted against, the motion pre- 
vailed by a majority vote. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from “Re- 
gional Public Libraries Reserve for appropriation” account the sum of 
$5,518.21 to the Cape Cod Regional Library Account, said sum to be ex- 
pended for contracted regional library services under the supervision of 
the Library Trustees, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On Petition of the Board of Library Trustees. 


VOTED, that the Town does transfer from “Regional Public Librar- 
ies Reserve for appropriation” Account the sum of $5,518.21 to the Cape 
Cod Regional Library Account, said sum to be expended for contractcd 
regional library services under the supervision of the Library Trustees. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to strike out in its en- 
tirety the by-law adopted under Article 101 of the 1975 Annual Town 
Meeting and substitute the following: 


Section I: 

Any owner or agent who shall offer for rent or lease any building 
or portion thereof to be used for habitation, other than a duly authorized 
or licensed premise, shall first register with the Health Agent, who shall 
conduct an inspection of such premise to ascertain that it meets the 
standards set forth in Article II, the State Sanitary Code, Minimum 
Standards of Fitness for Human Habitation, determine the number of 
persons said building or portion thereof can legally accommodate and 
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issue a certificate of registration if in compliance. Whenever said building 
or portion thereof is vacated by the occupant or occupants, the Health 
Agent will be notified prior to the premises being reoccupied by a new 
tenant or occupant. 


Section II: 

A. Any owner or agent who shall offer for rent or lease any build- 
ing or portion thereof to be used for habitation which building or por- 
tion thereof has not been registered or inspected under Section I shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than $100.00 

B. If it is found that the number of occupants in any building or 
portion thereof used for habitation exceeds twice the number of the 
registered occupancy as required by Section I of this bylaw, or the amount 
so determined by the Health Agent, or if no such registration or inspec- 
tion shall be in effect, then the tenant, lessee, or person in control of 
said building or portion thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $100.00 


Section III: 

Any building or portion thereof registered by the provisions of this 
bylaw shall have conspicuously posted therein a certificate of registration 
together with a copy of the bylaw and which shall be available for ex- 
amination by the Health Agent when deemed necessary by the Board 
of Health. 


Section IV: 

There shall be a fee of $2.00 for each owner to procure an initial 
certificate of registration and inspection and a $2.00 fee for each subse- 
quent inspection for each habitable building or unit covered under Sec- 
tion I, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Health. 


VOTED, that the Town does amend so much of Article 16 as reads: 
“Town will vote to strike out” to read: “Town will vote to amend” and 
adopt Article 16 as amended. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds a sum of money to be added to the 
1975-76 School Department Salaries and Wages Account for the purpose 
of implementing the collective bargaining agreement negotiated with the 
School Department Paraprofessionals since the 1975 Annual Town Meet- 
ing, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the School Committee. 

VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 17 to the next Town 
Meeting. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds a sum of money to be added to the 
1975-76 School Department Salaries and Wages Account for the purpose 
of implementing the collective bargaining agreement negotiated with 
the School Department Food Service employees since the 1975 Annual 
Town Meeting, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the School Committee. 


VOTED, that the Town does indefinitely postpone Article 18. 
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ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD ON DECEMBER 15, 1975 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting pub- 
lished and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town 
of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence 
School on December 15, 1975 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles 
contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Arthur T. Henderson John B. Quick Eugene C. Phillips 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. Harvey F. Glennon 
was sworn as the stenographer for the meeting on December 15, 1975. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:45 p.m. by the Moderator, 
George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 186 mem- 
bers announced as present and a quorum being 127. 


A moment of silence was observed in memory of Mr. James F. 
Smith, briefly a town meeting member of Precinct 4; Mr. Roland W. 
Scannell who had a long career with the town as a former tree warden, 
park superintendent, health agent and selectman as well as a town 
meeting member, whose service began when he was elected tree warden 
in 1936 and continued, at intervals, through two terms as a selectman 
and several years as health agent until his retirement in 1970. Mrs. 
Mary K. McGilvray, another longtime town meeting member, was ap- 
pointed to the Personnel Board in 1968 and served until her death in 
July. Mr. William W. Peters, who served our town in many other ways 
in addition to his longtime responsibilities as a member of the Plan- 
ning Board, and as a town meeting member. 


To honor the memory of these people the moderator requested a 
motion be made that a letter of thanks and appreciation for their serv- 
ices be sent to their families by the town clerk and that this be se 
recorded in the minutes. 


The motion was voted. 


The moderator announced the appointments of Sarah Lawrence to 
replace Donald Flescher, who resigned, to the Falmouth Re-cycling 
Committee and Audrey J. Dorsey to fill the vacancy on the Personnel 
Board created by the death of Mrs. Mary K. McGilvray. This appoint- 
ment to expire after the next annual town meeting. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate or author- 
ize the transfer of the sum of $37,600.00 to meet the cost of engineering 
services to provide the Town with a Section 201 facilities plan and other 
requirements as set forth by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
the United States Environmental Protection Agency “Sewer Discharge 
Permits” numbered M-175 and MAO101729; and to combine said funds to 
use in conjunction with funds to be made available by the United States 
Government Environmental Protection Agency to complete said engi- 
neering services; and to authorize the Board of Public Works to execute 
with the State and Federal Governments and with Camp, Dresser and 
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McKee Engineers of Boston such contracts as may be necessary for said 
purposes; or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of the Board of Public Works. 


VOTED, that the Town does transfer the sum of $37,600.00 from the 
following accounts for the purposes of Article 1 as printed, said sum to 
be expended under the jurisdiction of the Board of Public Works:

ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Falmouth 
Sewer By-Law as follows: 


1. Add the following Article IV, Section 1: 
“Any person proposing a new discharge into the system or a sub- 
stantial change in the volume or character of pollutants that are 
being discharged into the system shall notify the Superintendent 
at least forty-five (45) days prior to the proposed change or con- 
nection.” 


2. Add the following to Article V, Section 9: 
“All industries discharging into a public sewer shall perform such 
monitoring of their discharges as the Superintendent and/or other 
duly authorized employees of the Town may reasonably require, in- 
cluding installation, use, and maintenance of monitoring equipment, 
keeping records and reporting the results of such monitoring to the 
Superintendent. Such records shall be made available upon request 
by the Superintendent to other agencies having jurisdiction over 
discharges to the receiving waters.” 
Or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of the Board of Public Works. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 2 as printed. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to purchase or take by 
eminent domain, in its entirety or any part thereof, the existing rail- 
road right of way of the Penn Central Company from its present 
terminus at or near the Grain Mill, off Depot Avenue northward to the 
Town Boundary at North Falmouth, as it becomes available through 
abandonment by the Penn Central Company, such land to be used for 
Transportation, Conservation, Recreation or Public Utilities Purposes 
under the supervision of the Board of Selectmen and to raise and ap- 
propriate or appropriate from available funds or notes or bonds a sum 
of money for this purpose, or do or take any other action in this matter 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 
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VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 3 to the next Town 
Meeting. 


The motion prevailed. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds a sum of money to be added to the 
1975-76 School Department Salaries and Wages Account for the purpose 
of implementing the collective bargaining agreement negotiated with 
the School Department Paraprofessionals since the 1975 Annual Town 
Meeting, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the School Committee. 


VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 4 to the next Town 
Meeting. 


The motion prevailed. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
from available funds, or notes or bonds a sum of money to purchase 
all or any part of the parcel of land described below, such land to be 
used for conservation and recreational purposes under the supervision 
of the Conservation Commission. 

A parcel of land now or formerly belonging to Arthur W. Robi- 
chaud et ux of Falmouth, Massachusetts, which is located North of Long 
Pond in Falmouth and being shown on Sheet 26 of the Falmouth As- 
sessors Maps and described as follows: 

A certain parcel of woodland in that part of said Falmouth known 
as: West Falmouth and lying on the Northeasterly side of Brick Kiln 
Road and described substantially as follows: 

NORTHWESTERLY by land now or formerly of Charles Blair, One 
Thousand One Hundred Sixty (1,160) feet; 

NORTHEASTERLY by land now or formerly of Charles L. Swift 
et al Trustees One Hundred Twelve (112) feet; 

NORTHWESTERLY again by said Swift, One Thousand Three Hun- 
dred (1,300) feet; 

EASTERLY by land now or formerly of John H. Fish and land of 
Jesse C. Botelho et ux, Eight Hundred (800) feet; 

EASTERLY by land formerly of Ernest Graudat, now of Jesse 
Botelho, One Hundred (100) feet, more or less; 

SOUTHERLY by land of the Town of Falmouth, Twelve Hundred 
Fifty (1,250) feet more or less; 

WESTERLY by Brick Kiln Road, One Hundred Ten (110) feet, more 
or less; and 


SOUTHWESTERLY by said Brick Kiln Road, Eight Hundred Sev- 
enty (870) feet; 


All of the above measurements being more or less. 


The said estate being identified as Lots 21 and 22, Section 2, Plan 
26, on the Assessors Maps of the Town of Falmouth and containing 30.33 
acres, more or less. Excepting from said afore-described parcel that 
portion of land taken by the Town of Falmouth for the widening of 
Brick Kiln Road and for drainage easements, said taking to be .64 acres

more or less. The said parcel of land not having been sub-divided 
except for eight (8) lots facing on Brick Kiln Road and having prior 
approval for building, each lot being one half (%) acre in area. The 
proposed purchase providing alternative options which may include or 
exclude the said eight lots, or do or take any other action in this matter.

VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 5 to the next Town 
Meeting. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 


Law, by adding and inserting, after Section 38 thereof, the following 
new section: 


Section 39 FLOOD AREA DISTRICTS 

“A. In order to encourage only that development of floodprone areas 
which (1) is appropriate in the light of the probability of flood damage 
and the need to reduce flood losses. (2) represents an acceptable social 
and economic use of the land in relation to the hazards involved, and 
(3) does not increase the danger to human life; and to discourage all 
other development, permits for new construction or alterations for struc- 
tures located within zones Al or VI, as designated on FIA Flood Hazard 
Boundary Maps Nos. 1 through 14, on file with the Town Clerk, the 
Planning Board and with the Building Inspector, shall be approved only 
subject to the following: 


1. New construction or substantial improvement (repair, construc- 
tion or alteration costing 50 per cent or more of the actual cash value 
of the structure before improvement or, if damaged, before damage 
occured) of residential structures shall have the lowest floor (including 
basement) elevated to or above 11 feet (above Mean Sea level). Non- 
residential structures shall either be similarly elevated or, together with 
attendant utility and sanitary facilities, be floodproofed to or above 11 
feet (above mean sea level) as provided below. 

2. “Floodproofing” to a given level shall consist of: 

a. Elimination of exterior openings below that level or the use of 
watertight closures, such as bulkhead sand floodshields. 

b. Water heaters, furnaces, electrical distribution panels, and other 
critical mechanical or electrical installations elevated above that 
level. Separate electrical circuits shall serve basements and shall 
be dropped from above. 

c. Air ducts, large pipes and storage tanks below that level shall be 


firmly anchored to prevent floatation. Tanks shall be vented above 
that level. 


3. No land within areas designated VI on the FIA Flood Hazard 
Boundary Maps shall be developed unless such development is (i) dem- 
onstrated by the applicant to be located landward of the reach of the 
mean high tide, (ii) is elevated on adequately anchored piles or columns 
to a lowest floor level at or above 11 feet (above mean sea level) and 
securely anchored to such piles or columns, and (iii) has no basement 
and has the space below the lowest floor free of obstructions so that the 
impact of abnormally high tides or wind-driven water is minimized. 


4. All applications for major repairs will be reviewed to determine 
that the proposed repair (i) uses construction materials and utility 
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equipment that are resistant to flood damage, and (ii) uses construction 
methods and practices that will minimize flood damage. 


5. All applications for new construction or substantial improve- 
ments (as earlier refined) will be reviewed to assure that the proposed 
construction (i) is protected against flood damage, (ii) is designated (or 
modified) and anchored to prevent flotation, collapse, or lateral move- 
ment of the structure, (iii) uses construction materials and utility 
equipment that are resisant to flood damage, and (iv) uses construction 
methods and practices that will minimize flood damage. 


6. The Board of Appeals may grant a variance from these require- 
ments in the case of development on a lot of less than a half-acre, 
where surrounded by existing non-conforming structures, and where 
meeting these requirements would impose a hardship. 


7. Where these Flood Area Provisions impose greater restrictions 
or réquirements than those of other applicable bylaws or regulations, 
these provisions shall take precedence. 


B. Flood area districts are not “use” districts in the sense of per- 
mitted uses as set forth in Section 4-9B, inclusive, but are superimposed 
on the underlying “use” districts (RA, RB, RC, RAA, AGA, AGB, AGC, 
GR, BUS, LIA, LIB, MAR) as shown on the zoning map. By definition, 
the Flood Area Districts are all lands below the eleven (11) foot contour 
adjacent to the coastal areas or bays, or where more inland areas below 
11 feet are accessible to ocean flood waters via intervening streams, 
marshes or other low-lying terrain. 


C. Since the maps referred to in paragraph A of this section show 
areas generally below 11 feet which may contain land areas above 11 
feet, any applicant who can satisfy the Building Inspector that the site 
of his proposed building is 11 or more feet above mean sea level will 
not be affected by this section” or do or take any other action in this 
matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


VOTED, that the Town does postpone Articie 6 to the next Town 
Meeting. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law by adding, after Section 38 thereof, the following new Section: 
“Section 39 REMOVAL OF TREES 

Except in the case of diseased trees required to be removed by the 
Department of Public Works, no person shall cut down, destroy or re- 
move, or cause to be cut down, destroyed or removed, on any premises, 
any live tree with a trunk greater in diameter than eight (8) inches, 
at a height of four (4) feet above ground level, if such tree is visible 
from a public way, and within one hundred (100) feet of the near side- 
line, theerof, unless a permit to do so. has been obtained from the Board 
of Selectmen after a public hearing. Each tree removed in violation of 
the provisions of this section shall constitute a separate offense,’ or do 
or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. 
The recommendation was for indefinite postponement of Article 7 for 
the following reason: 
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Additional time will be needed to prepare a revised text of this 
amendment to the Zoning By-Law. 


Voted, that Article 7 is indefinitely postponed. 
The motion prevailed and it was unanimous. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law by striking out, in their entirety, Sections 5-A, 23-A and 34, 
thereof and by striking out the designation “Historical District” in Sec- 
tion 3 thereof, and in Schedules A & B of Section 14 thereof, and further 
by changing from “Historical” Districts to “General Residence” Districts, 
and so recording on the Zoning Map, the three Historical Districts around 
the Village Green which were created by Article 74 of the 1957 Annual 
Town Meeting, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On petition of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled, The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 8 for the following reasons: 


These sections, etc. are all superceded and nullified by Chapter 654 
of the Acts of 1975, which established an Historical District Commission, 
defined its powers and duties and created various Historical Districts 
in various locations in the Town. The Historical Districts deleted from 
the “Zoning Map” under provisions of Chapter 40 G.L. are recreated 
and extended as Historical Districts under Chapt. 654 of the Acts of 1975. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 8. 
Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-law by adding to Section 19 thereof, the following paragraph: 

“Wherever a road, way, right-of-way, railroad or comparable man- 
made or man-designed area or feature, or any pond, stream, river, 
Swamp, bog, marsh or other body of water or comparable natural or 
quasi-natural geographic features are shown on the Zoning Map as a 
boundary between districts of different zoning, the geographic district 
boundary shall be on the center-line of such feature. Any such feature 
lying totally within a designated zone shall be zoned as the other land 
around it. No part of the land or water area within the Town shall be 
-un-zoned.”, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On petition of the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. The 
recommendation was for adoption of Article 9 for the following reasons: 


In the matter of the trial to fix the award for damages to Dr. 
Thomas H. Ballantine, Jr. by the eminent domain taking of the railroad 
right-of-way, etc. in Woods Hole, by the Town, there was testimony by 
Ballantine’s appraisers that the railroad right-of-way (and _ possibly 
other roads, etc.) was un-zoned. In spite of the positive argument 
against any such concept, it seemingly figured in the judge’s opinion 
in fixing the award. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 9. 
Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
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ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Com- 
mittee of 9 members to be known as the Human Services Committee, 
said Committee to replace the present Social Service Committee and the 
Drug Committee, and to transfer the balance of the funds of the Social 
Servicee Committee and the Drug Committee to the Human Services 
Committee for its use. The Committee shall be appointed by the Moder- 
ator. The purposes of the Committee will be to assist the delivery of 
Community Social Services to residents of the Town, or do or take any 
other action in this matter. 

On request of the Social Service Committee and the Drug Committee. 

VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 10 as printed. 

The Moderator appointed the Rev. James R. Lowe and Laura Jack- 
son as additional members to the committee. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from “Reg- 
ional Public Libraries—Reserve for Appropriation” account the sum of 
$9,429.42 to the Cape Cod Regional Library Account, said sum to be 
expended for contracted regional library services under the supervision 
of the Library Trustees, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Library Trustees. 

VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 11 as printed. 

All business having been completed it was voted that the meeting 
be dissolved at 8:05 o’clock p.m..,

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REPORT OF THE 
WATCHMAN OF THE WARRANT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Watchman of the Warrant herewith submits his review of 
actions by the elected Town Meeting representatives voting at one An- 
nual and three Special Town Meetings held in 1975. 

Needless to say, follow-up is not made on Articles which were indef- 
initely postponed or obligations to other agencies which make commit- 
ments mandatory and automatic. 

The Annual Town Meeting began on Monday the 7th of Aprii. There 
were 197 members present of the 252 elected, 65 articles were passed 
on the blanket vote and the balance were held for further discussion. 


Article 8, the traditional budget Articles is, as in previous years, not 
reviewed by the Watchman. It is interesting to note, however, that in ap- 
proximate numbers of the total $14 million appropriated by Town meet- 
ing, $13 million lies in Article 8. However, a monthly statement is made 
by the Town Accountant who together with the Finance Committee and 
its various sub-committees keep a very close watch on these budgets.

The Committee has a $4,000. balance which will be used 
for further finishing. The committee is making further plans for bike- 
ways and funding thereof.

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REPORT OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Enclosed herewith is the fifteenth Annual Report of the Falmouth 
Department of Public Works. This report covers the operations of the 
Department for the calendar year 1975, except that certain financial in- 
formation of the Water and Sewer Division coincides with the budget 
year beginning July 1, 1974 and ending June 30, 1975. This report in- 
cludes the individual reports from the Director; Water and Sewer Divi- 
sion; Highway Division; Tree Warden, Park and School Grounds Divi- 
sion; and the Engineering Section. 


During 1975, by Town Meeting Vote, the responsibility of mainten- 
ance of the Old Town Cemetery off Mill Road and the East End Ceme- 
tery on Sandwich Road and Hatchville Road was turned over to the 
Department of Public Works. This responsibility along with the Disposal 
Area operations are not included in the Divisonal Reports and are reported 
separately in the Director’s Report. 


The responsibility for the maintenance of the Town Bicycle Path 
is included in the Highway Division budget; however, jurisdiction over 
alterations and improvements of the Path between Locust Street and 
Woods Hole along the old railroad right of way is under the authority 
of the Falmouth Bikeways Committee. 


During 1975 Mr. Albert Lawrence who served the Town as a Com- 
missioner of the Department of Public Works for two years chose not 
to run for re-election. During his time as Commissioner, Mr. Lawrence 
gave the Department valuable aid in a number of areas, particularly in 
Solid Waste Disposal, at which he has extensive experience. 


In April of 1975, Mr. James Rodgers (who is in the real estate and 
auctioning business in North Falmouth) was elected to fill the vacancy 
left by Mr. Lawrence. Mr. Rodgers brings to the Board years of suc- 
cessful business experience and extensive personal contacts on the State 
level which has already proved valuable to the Town in obtaining surplus 
military and other governmental hardware. 


Mr. Manuel Rapoza was again appointed by the Board of Public 
Works as the Board’s official adviser in matters pertinent to water 
and sewer issues. Mr. Rapoza’s vast experience on Town issues, most 
particularly the continuing sewer study, has been and continues to be an 
invaluable aid to the Board of Public Works and is greatly appreciated. 


Mrs. Gay Clough was reappointed by the Board of Public Works in 
1975 to serve a second year as the Board’s official representative of the 
Town’s Recycling Committee. The Board is grateful to Mrs. Clough for 
her help over the past two years in the increasingly important recycling 
field. 


The Disposal Area operation, and to a greater extent the continuing 
sewer study problems, again required the Board’s attention. Information 
on these issues will be voted in the Director’s report. 
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In 1974 the Town installed a water main under the “Betterment Act” 
for the first time. This method of extending water lines because of the 
fair method of assessing costs, has proven to be more popular than we 
had anticipated. A number of new mains are now in the planning and 
estimating stages which have been petitioned for by interested taxpayers. 


The Board of the Department of Public Works wishes to take this 
opportunity to thank the various Town Departments and Committees, our 
own Public Works personnel, the Board of Selectmen, and the people of 
Falmouth for their cooperation and assistance during 1975.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
by NATHAN S. ELLIS, P.E. 


To the Board of Commissioners 
Town of Falmouth 
Department of Public Works 


The Annual Report of the operation of the Department of Public 
Works for the year 1975 and on the general condition of the Works is 
respectfully submitted. 


This Annual Report covers the calendar year 1975 and does not co- 
incide with the budget year, with the exception of the financial report 
of the Water and Sewer Division which is based on the budget year be- 
ginning July 1, 1974 and ending June 30, 1975. 


As in 1974, at the request of the Falmouth Board of Selectmen, this 
Report has been reduced in size over past years in order to help lower 
the cost of printing. 


BRIDGES 

Eel Pond Drawbridge — Extensive repairs, including replacement 
of steel members, decking, operating mechanism, sandblasting and paint- 
ing, was completed in the Spring of 1975 through a $56,400 contract 
award to Turtle Structures, Inc. of Canton, Massachusetts. The operating 
mechanism consisting of an electric motor and controls was replaced 
with a hydraulic mechanism and push button controls. The purpose of 
replacing the electric motor wth a hydraulic unit was to eliminate the 
problems of maintenance when the bridge is flooded at extreme high 
storm tides. 


Some minor work is still needed in the counter balance and drive 
gear area of this structure before the bridge can once more be con- 
sidered to be in first class condition. 


Bourne’s Pond Bridge (Menauhant Road) — Town Department of 
Public Works personnel replaced the deteriorated wooden decking and 
railing with new double decking and railing at a material cost of. ae 
proximately $12,000. 
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Great Pond Bridge — Due to the badly deteriorated steel carrying 
beams, the Structural Engineering Firm of Chapin Associates, Inc. of 
Norwood, Massachusetts, was retained to prepare plans and specifications 
to repair this bridge. Their careful examination indicated that the corro- 
sion of the steel was more severe than initially thought and they there- 
fore have recommended to the Town that repairs to this bridge be under- 
taken as soon as possible, 


The Department has placed an article in the Town Warrant for April 
of 1976 for funds to repair this structure. 
FALMOUTH SEWER STUDY 

As I reported at the end of 1973, the Town of Falmouth is still wait- 
ing for the Massachusetts Department of Public Health to comment on 


and/or approve the “Waste Water Management Engineering Report” by 
Bauer Engineering, Inc. 


May 9, 1975 — The United States Environmental Protection Agency 
Region One and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Water Resources 
Commission jointly publish the Town of Falmouth’s Application for 
Sewer Discharge Permit allowing a public comment period ending June 9, 
1975. 


Application No. — Federal MA0101729 
Application No. — State M-175 

Permit No. — Federal MA0101729 

Permit No. — State M-136 

Expiration Date of Permit — July 1, 1977 


Conditions: Until July 1, 1977, the permitter is authorized to dis- 
charge, from Water Street and M.B.L. Street, chlorinated waste 
water to Great Harbor — Vineyard Sound. 


Implimentation Schedule 

By August 1, 1975, submit application for State and Federal construc- 
tion grants to the Regional Administrator and Director for approval. 

By January 1, 1976, submit progress report on contract award. 

By May 1, 1976, award construction contract for approved facilities. 


By June 1, 1975, commence construction of approved waste water 
treatment facility. 


By January 1, 1976, submit a progress report. 

By August 1, 1976, have in effect a sewer use ordinance pursuant to 
Section 10 of Chapter 83, Massachusetts General Laws. 

Other Requirements: 


By July 1, 1975, submit a progress report on Grant Application. 
By January 1, 1977, submit a progress report on Construction. 


June 6, 1975 — The Falmouth Board of Public Works requested a 
meeting with State Division of Water Pollution Control prior to final 
processing of discharge permit. 


June 25, 1975 — Meeting held between Town and State officials re- 
garding discharge permit application. 


July 7, 1975 — State of Massachusetts Water Resources Commission 
notified the Town regarding a required “Infiltration/Inflow Report and 
other Construction Grant Requirement”, including the following: 
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1. Further work by the Town needed to determine adequately, prob- 
lems of infiltration in the existing Woods Hole Sewer. 

2. Cost effective analysis to interrelate the costs of work done to de- 
crease infiltration/inflow in a sewer system to alternative waste 
water treatment plant costs. 

3. A complete updated sewerage system map of the existing system. 

4. Isolate on sewer map areas of heavy infiltration. 

5. Estimate cost of rehabilitation or replacement of serious infiltra- 
tion areas. 

6. Compare costs of larger waste water treatment plant with no re- 
habilitation with rehabilitation work and smaller plant. 

7. An environmental assessment. 

8. Alternative waste water treatment management techniques. 

9. User charges. 

10. Industrial cost recovery. 

11. Public participation. 
12. Other requirements of Public Law 92-500. 


The Water Resources Commission also stated that 75% of the cost 
of the Engineering Study work would be paid for by the Federal Gov- 
ernment and 159% of the Study cost would be reimbursed by the State. 


July 23, 1975 — The Falmouth Board of Public Works voted to re- 
quest the firm of Camp, Dresser and McKee, Inc. of Boston, Massachu- 
setts, to submit a proposal to the Town covering the requirements as 
outlined by the State’s July 7, 1975 correspondence. It was the Board of 
Public Work’s opinion that the new work should be done by a well es- 
tablished Engineering Firm of excellent reputation which had not been 
previously involved in Falmouth’s problems. 


September 2, 1975 — The United States Environmental Protection 
Agency confirms their position to be in accord with the July 7, 1975 letter 
from the State Water Resources Commission. a 


The Environmental Protection Agency further includes the proposed 
approved discharge permit in conjunction with the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Commission Federal Permit No. MA0101729 and State Permit 
No. M-136. 


The discharge permit allows the Town of Falmouth to discharge 
waste water into Great Harbor, Woods Hole until July 1, 1977. 


A new Implication Schedule is included. 2 
_ By November 1, 1975, notify the Federal and State Agenctes that 
a qualified consultant engineer has been retained to provide a com-~ 
~~ prehensive report. (A list of items to be covered in the report is in- 
~ cluded.) 
By May 31, 1976, submit the report to the State and Federal Agen-: 
cies. 
By August 1, 1976, have in effect a proper sewer use ordinance. 
Additional deadlines for progress reports are included. 


October 1, 1975 — Firm of Camp, Dresser and McKee submitted a 
proposal to.conduct an engineering investigation and prepare. a, eagon 
201, Facilties Plan for-the Town. of Falmouth. - . 
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October 17, 1975 — United States Environmental Protection Agency 
changed the date that the Town was to retain a qualified consultant for 
comprehensive study and report to November 30, 1975. 


October 24, 1975 — Discharge permits were issued jointly by State 
and Federal Agencies as proposed September 2 and as altered October 
17, 1975. 


October 22, 1975 — By vote of the Falmouth Commissioners of Public 
Works, Selectmen were requested to hold a special Town Meeting to ap- 
propriate money for the Engineering Study and Report. 


December 15, 1975 — The Town of Falmouth voted a special Town 
Meeting to transfer $37,600 for the purpose of an Engineering Study to 
provide the Town with a Section 201, Facilities Plan, and other require- 
ments as set forth by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the 
United States Environmental Protection Agency, Sewer Discharge Permits 
M-175 and MA010729. The $37,600 includes the State’s share ($22,560) of 
the cost of the Study which will be reimbursed at a later date. The total 
money ($37,600) combined with funds to be made available by the Feder- 
al Government in the anticipated amount of $112,800 brings the total es- 
timated cost of the Study to $150,400. 


The Town of Falmouth at the same meeting voted certain changes 
to the Town’s existing Sewer By-Law to bring the law into conformity 
with modern practice. 


TOWN DISPOSAL AREA 


Over the past few years, a good deal of thought and effort has gone 
into planning the operation of the Town Disposal Area off Thomas B. 
Landers Road in an attempt to change our operation into a properly op- 
erating sanitary disposal area conforming with the guidelines established 
by the State Board of Health. 


One of the most difficult problems has been to determine whether a 
private contract operation or a municipal operation would best serve the 
Town. 


In 1975 the Town decided to continue on a private contract opera- 
tional basis for an additional two years. The primary reason for this 
choice was due to the large capital outlay for equipment necessarily 
prerequisite to a municipal operation. 


The choice to continue on a private operation for two years appears 
to have been the correct choice since savings to the Town seem apparent 
at this time. 


The lowest contract bid on an annual basis for the basic operation of 
the disposal area for the next two years is lower than estimated. This 
lower cost is due to the low bidder, Fernandes Crane Service, Inc., whose 
bid is $7,000 per year less than the previous annual operational contract 
award, even though the new contract requirements are much greater 
than previously required. 


The total annual cost of this operation is now estimated as follows: 


Contractor operational costs (Fernandes Crane Service) $64,999 
Town costs in addition to contract operation 18,968 


Total Estimated Operational Annual Costs $83,967 
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No allowance is included here for new capital outlays needed, final 
covering and planting of completely filled areas, administration costs and 
loss to the Town of potential salvage value. 


I anticipate that contract operational costs after the expiration of 
the present two year contract will rise sharply since suitable cover material 
will be further removed from the working face of the disposal area by 
that time. A careful watch over this operation will be necessary to de- 
termine the best future method of operation for the Town. 


SNOW AND ICE CONTROL 


1975 was a below average year for snow removal work since about 
half of the hired plowing units were used less than the guaranteed 30 
hour minimum. Storms requiring plowing occurred on January 20, Febru- 
ary 5 and February 12. The heaviest snow fall occurred on February 12 
when approximately 10 inches of snow fell. 


CEMETERIES 


During 1975, the Town, by vote at the Annual Town Meeting, turned 
over to the Department of Public Works responsibility for the mainten- 
ance of the Old Town Cemetery off Mill Road and the East End Ceme- 
tery in Hatchville. Maintenance of these Cemeteries was carried on during 
the year by using men provided the Town under the Comprehensive Em- 
ployment Training Act. Extensive work was done during the year to the 
Old Town Cemetery, including a great deal of tree work and clean up 
work due to the availability of this extra labor. 


C.E.T.A. PROGRAM 


As above mentioned, the Comprehensive Employment Training Act 
provided a number of extra employees to the Department of Public 
Works for use in Public Works Programs. Men were added to all of the 
divisions and a special conservation crew was added to maintain the 
two cemeteries listed above, along with added conservation work. 


In addition to the Cemetery maintenance, the conservaton C.E.T.A. 
crew aided the Town as follows: 

1. Bicycle Path — improvements and maintenance 

2. Shore erosion work — planting beach grass. 

3. Maintenance work on brooks and streams (mostly on the Coona- 

messett River.) 

4 Clean up of special Town lands. 

5. Clean up work at the Police Station. (Rainy days) 

6. Forestry work — planting seedlings. 


Other C.E.T.A. personnel integrated into the various divisions of the 
Department were used to expand the Department’s capabilities as fol- 
lows: 

1, Water Division — office work — aided in changing over to the 

computer billing system. 

2. Increased potential of Department in laying water mains. 

3. Roadside maintenance — cleaning and clearing along roadsides, 

including loaming and seeding. , 

4. Park improvements, including school grounds maintenance. 


The C.E.T.A. Program increased the operational labor capability of 
the various divisions by about 15% to 20% at little cost to the Town. 
When the Program ends, some of the Programs will have to be curtailed.

Surveys, plans and grades were furnished for all roads under con- 
struction by the Highway Division, including any additional drainage. 


Inspection and supervision of various streets resurfaced under re- 
surfacing accounts were provided by this office and also for extensive 
repairs to the Eel Pond lift bridge at Woods Hole. 


- The following drainage was staked out and inspected during con- 
struction from plans and specifications made by this Section: 


Bayside Drive Central Avenue 
Hartwell Drive Ludlam Street 
Mayflower Street . Milton Street 


Daily requests for house numbers were received and assigned. This 
office reminds those who do not know their number to please call or drop 
in and one will be assigned. Also, by a Town By-Law, you are required 
to put numbers of at least 3 inches in height on or near your front door. 


The Assessors’ maps were brought up to date as of December 31, 1974 
and a good start has been made on plotting 1975 transfers and subdivi- 
sions. 


In addition to the above, numerous questions and requests by other 
departments, committees and individuals have been answered and/or 
complied with. Most notable of these are the numerous inspections by 
this office for the Planning Board so that roads and drainage in new 
subdivisions conform to Town regulations. 


Surveys and plans were made for takings at the following sites for 
proposed well sites: . . 


Torres property at Fresh Pond 

Ashumet Road on Commonwealth of Mass. property 
Hatch and Gunning property at Coonamessett Pond 
Hayway Road 


This Division has continued a program to define old road layouts which 
were not previously bounded out and replacing those bounds on defined 
layouts which have been destroyed or not set. 


Also during 1975 a program was started of running levels and leaving 
bench marks at convenient points on all roads in Town.

HIGHWAY DIVISION 
by Grover B. Cole, General Foreman 
The Highway Division, during 1975, continued work on drainage con- 


struction, sidewalk construction and maintenance, construction of streets 
accepted by Town Meeting, resurfacing of existing streets, and sealcoating. 


Street patching, road grading, painting, and repairs of guard rails 
was carried on throughout the year. 
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Extensive roadside brushing program along Town Ways was carried 
out as time permitted with the help of C.E.T.A. personnel. 


Many private roads this year were not graded because of excessive 
low growth over the traveled way. All private roads that were trimmed 
and cut back by property owners were graded when time permitted. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 


This year the Highway Division purchased one hopper sander, one 
pick-up, one plow and one tractor with a motrim attachment having a 
seventeen foot reach. This machine is a very welcome addition to the 
Division. Upon acceptance of the mowing machine, it was immediately 
put to use and is being used when weather permits. There is very little 
pick-up of cut material in comparison with the old sickle bar type mower. 


BICYCLE PARK 


During 1975 the Bicycle Path was constructed and bituminous con- 
crete laid from Locust Street to the entrance of the Town Parking Area 
at Woods Hole. The Rhode Island National Guard Engineer Battalion 
was used to carry the many yards of material needed to bring the path 
to its present grade. During the year several gates needed repairing due 
to vandalism. Beach grass was planted along the Trunk River section; 
it is hopeful that the planting of this grass will help to retard erosion. 
Signs and posts were replaced as needed and the sides of the path cut 
and trimmed of vines and branches. 


CEMETERIES 


The Old Town Cemetery on Mill Road and the Free Burying Ground 
in Hatchville were turned over to the Department of Public Works at 
the Annual Town Meeting. Since the turn-over the grass has been 
mowed and trimmed; leaves, vines and clippings that were piled along 
the walls removed. Trees were cut and trimmed. Headstones were reset 
and fallen stones replaced along the stone walls. The area in the rear of 
the cemetery is being brushed and the debris removed. 


HERRING RIVERS 


The herring rivers were cleared of sand and seaweed as needed after 
storms. Some herring rivers were opened by hired equipment when Town 
equipment proved inadequate to do the job properly. It is hopeful that 
early in 1976 Fresh River can be cleaned to a level below low water allow- 
ing more flow of water in and out of the river. 


RECONSTRUCTION OF STREETS 


Gifford Street, from Goodwill Park to Brick Kiln Road, was recon- 
structed, drainage installed, and shoulders landscaped and seeded. A 
sidewalk with pre-cast concrete curbing was built on the easterly side 
from Long Pond Village to Brick Kiln Road. With this section finished, 
Gifford Street is complete from Main Street to Brick Kiln Road. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 


New construction consisted of roads accepted under the Betterment 
Act. All roads have been completed with bituminous concrete applied; 
loam and seed on the shoulders and drainage installed where needed. 
This coming spring some touch-up work has to be done due to vehicles 
parking along the shoulder. 
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LITTERING 


As mentioned in previous reports littering is always a problem. With 
additional personnel available from the C.E.T.A. Program this problem 
was controlled a little better. While carrying out this litter pick up pro- 
gram, it was noted quite a bit of material other than paper and cans has 
been deposited along the roadsides. Examples of this material are re- 
frigerators, stoves, mattresses and many small deposits of concrete. These 
items besides being an eyesore have to be removed so the roadside brush- 
ing equipment is not damaged. 


DRAINAGE 


New drainage has been installed in problem areas, on roads con- 
structed under the Betterment Act and the reconstruction of Gifford 
Street. Each year new structures are added to improve the drainage Sys- 
tem. Drainage structures were cleaned of winter sand and of leaves 
in the Fall. The system is checked periodically throughout the year and 
cleaned when necessary. 


BRIDGES 


Extensive work on the Bourne’s Pond Bridge was completed this 
year. New bents and bracing, new stringers and double decked, also new 
guard rails installed and painted. With this work completed, the bridge 
is in good shape for its rated capacity. Inspection of Great Pond Bridge 
shows extensive work is needed. The Church Street Bridge will need new 
decking and guard rails in the immediate future.

During 1975 we continued with the Phase I Water System Improvement 
Program. The following projects were completed in accordance with this 
program: 

Jones Road — 12-inch water main from Route 28 and Ter Heun Drive 
east to the Morse Pond School. (4,875 lineal feet) 

Wild Harbor Road — 12-inch water main from Waterside Drive to Qua- 
ker Road. (3,822 lineal feet) 

Mill Road — 12inch water main from Woods Hole Road to Surf Drive. 
(4,051 lineal feet) 

Route 28 — 12-inch water main from the Waquoit Regulator Station to 
Seacoast Shores Boulevard. (1,683 lineal feet) 

Sandwich Road — 12-inch water main from Boxberry Hill Road north 
to the Ashumet Well right-of-way. (2,613 lineal feet) 

Seacoast Shores Boulevard — 12-inch water main from Route 28 south 
to Bayside Drive. (4,765 lineal feet) 

Ashumet Well Right-of-Way — 12-inch water main from Sandwich Road 
to the Ashumet Well Site. (1,083 lineal feet) 


Contracts have been awarded for an electric driven 2,300 gallons per 
minute pump to be installed at the Long Pond Pumping Station and for 
the construction of a gravel-packed well at the Ashumet Well Site. 


During 1976 we will continue the Phase I Water System Improvement 
Program. 


On July 15, 1975 the complete Whitman and Howard Report on Test 
Well Work was submitted to the Board of Public Works. 


At the Water and Sewer Division Shop, the Security Een Pro- 
ject is completed. 


Town crews and the CETA maintenance crew constructed a con- 
tainment wall around the Diesel Fuel Storage Tank at the Long Pond 
Pumping Station. 


A Surge Control Valve was purchased and installed on Number One 
(1) Electric Pump at the Long Pond Pumping Station. 


The exhaust manifold was replaced on Diesel Engine D-3 at the 
Long Pond Pumping Station. 


A battery charger for the diesel engine starting batteries is on order 
for the Long Pond Pumping Station. 


New doors have been installed at the Woods Hole Sewage Pumping 
Station. 


The Town CETA Maintenance Crew has installed a new deck and 
constructed a workshop in the former Sterling Pump Room at the Long 
Pond Pumping Station. 


A field lathe with pneumatic operator and a gasoline engine-driven 
portable gate valve operator were purchased for field crew use. 


One one-half ton replacement pickup truck was purchased and de- 
livered. 
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On December 15, 1975 a Special Town Meeting voted funds for a 
Wastewater System Study in accordance with the requirements of Sec- 
tion 201 of Federal Public Law 92-500, and also revisions to the Sewer 
By-Law bringing the existing Sewer By-Law in conformance with current 


Federal and State regulations.

TREE WARDEN, PARKS & SCHOOL GROUNDS 
by Joseph Figuerido, Division Head 


Basic responsibilities and duties of the Tree Warden, Parks and 
School Grounds Division remain relatively unchanged over the years, 
with the exception of increased work loads in all areas. A summary of 
the year’s activities are herein highlighted. 


Dutch Elm: A review of the elm disease records of the past four 
years indicates a decrease of diseased elms on Falmouth public streets 
while a general increase was evident on private property (two hundred 
feet beyond the public way). This record clearly indicates that the spray, 
pruning and sanitation programs in Falmouth streets are a sound invest- 
ment, as is the Town’s permanent tree crew. 


Most Cape towns are having a serious elm disease problem, notably 
because. of the lack of a Town tree crew, which would continually remove 
the dead wood that invites the disease carrying elm beetle. We are happy 
to report Falmouth’s elm population is still substantial and impressive, 
particularly in comparison to other Cape areas.

Spray Program: The four standard sprays were again applied in 
1975. 


Dormant Spray for Dutch Elm Disease in April 

Fruit Tree Spray for Tent Caterpillar in May 

Elm Leaf Beetle Spray in June and July 

Selective Spray for Japanese Beetle and Fall Web-Worm 


Poison Ivy and Wasp Spray, upon request and within certain 
boundaries.

It is interesting to note that with each passing year one pest will 
peak and dominate in population and destructiveness, proving that cycles. 
and balances in nature do exist. 


In 1975, the Japanese Beetle population showed a definite increase, 
as did the Web-Worm in the Fall. This pest is often mistaken for Tent 
Caterpillar by many people. 


Records show that in 1973 and 1974 the Pine Looper and Nantucket 
Tip Moth reached a peak and subsided in 1975. The Cicada, commonly 
referred to as the “seventeen year locust” and Wood Tick increased in 
1974. 


New Pesticide License: A 1972 Federal law, entitled “FIFRA”, and 
under the Environmental Protection Agency, was empowered to stan- 
dardize and regulate guidelines for certification of licensed applicators 
on both State and Federal levels. 


The 1976 date for implementation was recently extended to October 
of 1977. The task of registering and classifying the “restricted” and “un-- 
restricted” pesticides unforseeingly developed into a more complicated 
operation which caused the delay in the implementation of “FIFRA”. 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts licenses were renewed recently and upon 
finalization of Federal Government licenses, these State licenses will be 
superseded. 


Falmouth’s permanent tree maintenance crew now has two oe 
aes licensed personnel and three operational licenses. 


Tree Planting 

Beautification Council: One hundred and fourteen pink and white 
dogwoods were purchased by this group as its Bicentennial Project. These 
trees were heeled in at the Tree Planting Committee Nursery on Gifford 
Street and in the Fall of 1975 the Committee selected areas in the Town 
for their planting. A partial list of the planting includes fifteen at Nye 
Park in North Falmouth; ten on Wishing Moon Hill, West Faimouth; 
twelve at Worcester Court; twenty-five encircling Shivericks Pond and 
on Katherine Lee Bates Road; five on Woods Hole Road and Locust Street 
in the vicinity of Falmouth’s new Bikeway; twelve at the East Falmouth 
Library and seven at the fie Bhations: in Falmouth; East and West st ake 
mouth. : 
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Tree Planting Committee: Planting included twenty-nine flowering 
crabs and cherries from the Gifford Street nursery and an additional 
thirty-three assorted trees. Office applications for street beautification 
were processed and trees planted in all sections of the Town. Varieties 
planted were London Planes, Lindens, Red and Norway Maples, Locusts 
and a few Willows in wet areas. 


Town Tree Planting: Limited to a budget of Five Hundred Dollars, 
the Division concentrated on larger stock to replace trees on the Village 
Green. Four-inch caliper large Pin Oaks were purchased and planted at 
the Village Green and on Pin Oak Way. Although these trees are hand- 
some in appearance, they are expensive. However, in our opinion and 
that expressed by many residents throughout the Town, this is indeed 
a commendable and worthy investment. 


The planting programs of the three groups mentioned totaled an 
impressive 235 trees, which do much to enhance our Town. 


Schools: On November 19, 1975, the Department of Public Works 
Commissioners officially accepted the complete maintenance of all grounds 
surrounding Falmouth High School. The delay in acceptance was primari- 
ly based on unsatisfactory conditions existing on the athletic grounds. 
Problems, such as poor seed germination percentage which resulted in 
bare spots, soil composition, irrigation breakdown, unsatisfactory grades 
and incomplete baseball infields were major factors in the Department’s 
reluctance to accept responsibility of the grounds. 


The desperate need for the athletic fields by the School compelled 
the D.P.W. Commissioners to accept the grounds “as is”. Grounds im- 
mediately surrounding the School section were maintained during the 
past Spring and Summer by Park forces. 


A New Expense Category: A special School subtitle budgetary classi- 
fication, “School Grounds Improvement” has been added to this Divi- 
sion’s budget. The composition of this new budget item is drafted by the 
principals of the various schools and submitted to the School Business 
Manager who then turns it over to the D.P.W. for estimates and inclu- 
sion in its Park’s budget. The Finance Committee approved a total of 
$12,512 over and above the regular “Other Expense” budget for a total 
cost of $27,263. These figures do not include salaries and wages of the 
Tree Warden, Parks and School Grounds Maintenance Division. 


Parks: Although Parks and School Grounds maintenance work are 
closely related, each have peak periods which often coincide and result 
in unusually high work loads for the personnel. During the Spring and 
Fall, when school athletic programs accelerate and require special atten- 
tion Summer work increases because of “litter pollution” scheduling. 


Hot Summer months have increased our irrigation programs even 
more so now that we must maintain the large High School complex. A 
three man crew is necessary for this project alone. During the late, hot 
Summer months, tree and shrub irrigation must be regularly continued; 
otherwise cell destruction will occur. 


It is interesting to note that park expenses are quite stable and rarely 
reflect major construction. Expenses for 1975 were $16,500 for thirty-two 
parks. This includes, but is not limited to, fertilizer, weed killers, equip- 
ment repair, and mobile unit operation. This indicates a good return 
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for our dollar investment and should be of satisfaction to environmental 
conscience taxpayers. 


To summarize, the following additional projects were completed 
by Park forces. 


Goodwill Park: Construction of a retainer wall to redirect water flow 
to stop beach erosion which was being caused by the steep slope of the 
emergency roadway to the beach. 


Two cable fences near the beach were constructed and relocated to 
correct a problematical summer parking and loitering condition. 


Baseball Infields: Sod was purchased to build two baseball infields, 
one at the Teaticket Elementary School and the other at Falmouth High 
School which will be ready for Spring use. 


Playground Equipment: Metal playground furniture was erected and 
embedded in cement at Morse Pond, Mullen, Woods Hole and Teaticket 
Elementary Schools. Special care must be given to the preparation of 
areas for this work in order to insure maximum safety for school chil- 
dren. Several bicycle racks were also installed. 


Mullen School: Several small cement and asphalt curbing areas 
were constructed at the east side of Mullen School to redirect water from 
window wells. Lower floor flooding areas were completed in 1975. This 
project is mentioned in this report because in the past all repairs of this 
type were contracted of necessity. To our advantage, one of the Division’s 
leadmen is experienced in this type of work, and these projects are now 
undertaken at considerable saving to the Town. 


Despite nationwide focus and emphasis on environmental pollution, 
summer litter problems regretably remain unchanged, with parks, school 
grounds and ballgame areas continuing to require special attention. 
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REPORT OF DATA PROCESSING COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth 


The Computer Study Committee, the predecessor to this Committee, 
made recommendations regarding data processing to the Annual Town 
Meeting in April, 1975. 


The major points were: 
1. The establishment of a Data Processing Center for the Town of 
Falmouth; and 
2. The appointment of a Data Processing Committee that will: 
a. Oversee the interim data processing operations until the 
Data Processing Center is organized; 
b. Make recommendations for organizing the Data Processing 
Center; and 
c. Act as an advisory Board to the Data Processing Center after 
it is organized. 


These recommendations were approved by the Town Meeting. 


Accordingly, this Committee was appointed and has been meeting 
regularly. It has set priorities in the development and implementation 
of automated applications in the Town Hall, and has studied the com- 
puter requirements needed to fulfill the current needs of the school and 
town. It was decided that larger mass storage devices will be needed. ‘These 
are to be installed in January, 1976. 


A subcommittee was appointed to interview applicants for a con- 
tractual programmer’s position. The Committee approved the hiring of 
Mr. Daniel Wefers to fill this positon. It also approved the hiring of two 
part-time key punch operators on a contractual basis. 


A subcommittee was appointed to study the organizational require- 
ments of the Data Processing Center. This subcommittee met frequently 
to determine the best method of structuring the Center. The subcommit- 
tee’s recommendations were adopted by this Committee. A detailed report 
has been written outlining the steps required to implement the Data 
Processing Center. 


This separate report itemizes the duties and responsibilities of each 
position at the Data Processing Center, as well as spelling out the roles 
of the Data Processing Advisory Committee and the user departments. 
The Center will have an organizational chain of command reporting to 
a Data Processing Manager. The manager will report to the Data Pro- 
cessing Advisory Committee. 


Funded positions are spelled out for the fiscal year 1977. A compari- 
son is also shown for fiscal years 1976, 1977, 1978 and 1985. (Recom- 
mended 10 year plan) 


During the past six months a billing and collection system has been 
designed and installed for the Water Department in the Town Hall. 
This system was implemented in November 1975 and groups of accounts 
were processed in November and December on a controlled basis for 
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checking purposes. The complete system will be implemented in January, 
1976. 


The Committee wishes to thank the personnel in the Water De- 
partment for their cooperation and dedication during this period. It re- 
quired a great deal of extra effort to complete the conversion and, in ef- 
fect, operate two systems during the transition period. 


The Committee also wishes to thank the members of the Data Pro- 
cessing Department at the School Department for their cooperation in 
the development and implementation of this system. 


Existing town personnel are being trained in data preparation, data. 
input, and computer output functions. Present personnel will be used: 
in all applications that become automated. 


The next major effort will be the installation of a computer sys- 
tem that will aid the Tax Collector’s office in the collection and control 
of tax receipts. Work has now been started on this project. 


Future plans include the design and implementation of a Real Es- 
tate and Personal Property Data file. This will be installed in the As- 
sessor’s office and will be used for tax billing, inquiry purposes, and as-" 
sociated reports. |

REPORT OF THE 
FLOOD CONTROL STUDY COMMITTEE 


This committee has had serious misgivings about the interpretations 
of the National Flood Insurance Program in relation to coastal com- 
mities and its effects upon community well-being. A broad delimitation 
of flood-prone zones for the Town of Falmouth, defined by the issuance 
of maps with streets dividing the hazardous areas from those without 
hazard, was unrealistic and arbitrary. Furthermore, the definition of 
a flood level for Famouth as 11 feet above mean sea level was too sim- 
plistic where Falmouth has two different coasts with two different tidal 
regimes. 


Citizens of the town whose property would be affected by the pro- 
posed zonation wrote to the Selectmen, who, in turn, appealed to the 
Housing and Urban Development Administration for a review of Fal- 
mouth’s flood-prone areas and a re-designation on the basis of scientific 
evidence. In the meantime, the benefits pertaining to the Flood In- 
surance Program remain in effect and Falmouth is entirely within the 
program. 


In August the town received new revised flood-zone maps with rec- 
ognition that the previous ones were in error. Along with these maps the 
town was also given 90 days in which to appeal from these new deter- 
minations if there were sufficient evidences to warrant such an appeal. 
The revised flood-zone maps were redrawn according to topographic 
features of the town but the 11-foot level was retained for most of the 
southern coastal shore of Falmouth and the western (Buzzards Bay) 
shore was increased from the original 11 feet to as much as 14 feet above 
mean sea level. 


It is this committee’s view that the statistical evidence does not 
warrant such an increase and that there is no basis in the assumption 
that these newly-designated levels as defined by the Federal Insurance 
Program regulations. The people of the town likely to be affected by 
these designations were given their chance to express their disapproval 
and, with over 250 signatures to that effect together with scientific 
evidence has been sent to the Federal Insurance Administrator. This 
appeal is pending and the committee hopes that a reasonable solution 
to the flood-level problem can be arrived at with the Federal authorities 
to the best interests of the town.

Project 705-1 
Acquisition of Dwelling Units 


The nine units acquired in 1974 under this program have been 
closed into management status from development status. All nine units 
are now occupied by low-income families. 


Project 705-2 


Seven dwelling units have been acquired under the 705-2 acquisition 
program. These seven units are all occupied, and in an initial operating 
period while in the development stage. Balance sheets related to Projects 
705-1 and 705-2 are attached. 


Leased Housing 
January 16, 1976 


The Housing Authority administers a leased housing program under 
Chapter 707 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth. Funds for this 
program are made available through the Department of Community 
Affairs. At the close of 1975, 102 dwelling units were occupied by low- 
income families of the Town. The Annual Contribution received as rent 
subsidies during 1975 under Chapter 707 amounted to $199,737.50. 


The Authority also administers a leasing program through the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development under Section 23 of the 
United States Housing Act of 1937. Seventy dwelling units were occupied 
under this program at the end of 1975. The Annual Contributions Con- 
tract for Section 23 was $155,763.00. 


Therefore, at the beginning of 1976, 172 dwelling units were occupied 
by low-income families of the Town. Under these programs, families 
are expected to pay no more than 25% of their income toward rent. 
These families would be responsible to pay their own utilities. 


On October 20, 1975, the Housng Authority was notified that ap- 
proval had been granted by the Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment for 130 units of subsidized housing under Section 8 Housing 
Assistance Payments Program of the United States Housing Act of 
1974. Under this program, families whose incomes do not exceed 80 per- 
cent of the Median Income for Barnstable County would be eligible for 
housing assistance. During the initial application period, 165 applications 
were received for the 130 units allowed. Certificates of family participation 
were issued to the most needy of the applicants and the balance were 
placed on a waiting list by priority to be called when units become 
available in the future. Under this program, the tenants are responsible 
for locating their own housing units and negotiating their own leases. 
Their contribution will be 25% of their income for rent and utilities. 
At the close of 1975, the application stage of the program was completed. 
Therefore no units were under management at that time. All units are 
expected to be under management by the spring of 1976. The Annual 
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Contributions Contract signed by the Housing Authority and H.U.D. was 
in the amount of $393,720 per year.

WILLIAM WHEATON PETERS 


Much of the town business of Falmouth is conducted by unpaid com- 
mittees, and the late William W. Peters exemplifies the many citizens 
who give their time and talents for the betterment of their community. 


A busy and successful businessman, with wide interests in banking, 
insurance and real estate, Mr. Peters was long a town meeting member, 
served on the finance committee, and then for ten years on the planning 
board, of which he was also secretary and chairman. 


Outside the municipal sphere, Mr. Peters was also president of the 
Falmouth Board of Trade and twice president of the Cape Cod Chamber 
of Commerce. 


Mr. Peters, and scores of others on unpaid committees and board, 
have made tremendous contributions to the well-being and progress of 
Falmouth. 
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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


In 1975, the Board held twenty-two regular and seven special meet- 
ings. There were seventeen hearings on subdivision plans and two sessions 
of hearings on zoning articles to come before Town Meeting. Seventy- 
one other plans were endorsed “Approval Not Required” and twelve pre- 
liminary plans were considered. The number of new lots created by the 
subdivisions and other plans was approximately three hundred and 
thirty-eight; the number last year was just above four hundred and 
fifty. 


After much effort and several changes in manner of approach, spe- 
cial legislation — Chapter 654 of the Acts of 1975 — was finally enacted, 
and signed by the Governor on 20 October, 1975, on which date it be- 
came effective. The provisions of this Act are essentially identical to the 
provisions of earlier attempts to accomplish the same purposes within 
the framework of the Zoning By-law, under provisions of Chap. 40-A, 
G.L. The signing of this Act marked the successful end to a long un- 
dertaking by the Planning Board, with assistance from other groups, to 
expand historical district control to a number of rather extensive areas 
along the Town’s roadsides in various of its villages, and to create 
an Historical District Commission to administer such areas. . 


The attempt to discourage future residential construction in areas 
zoned for business or light industry, by proposing an amendment to the 
Zoning By-law requiring special permits for such construction, was not 
received favorably by the 1975 Annual Town Meeting. 


The Flood Plain zoning matter has been referred again and again 
by Town Meetings, almost automatically, as aspects of the plan are still 
in controversy with the U.S. Government. No definite action is forseen 
in the near future. 


The Board was successful in obtaining funds, additional to those pro- 
vided under Article 55 of the 1974 Annual Town Meeting, to enter into a 
contract with James W. Sewall Co. of Old Town, Maine, to do an aerial, 
photogrammetric survey of the town and provide maps for an initial 
18.7 square miles. The 1976 Annual Town Meeting will be asked to pro- 
vide additional funds to complete the mapping in 1976-77. This job will 
give the Town its first, complete topographic survey and first truly ac- 
curate maps, showing all buildings and physical features, and will be of 
value for many purposes. They may be converted to property maps for 
assessors’ use. 


The Board has been unsuccessful in finding a Planning Director, 
but did engage a planning consultant to compile land use maps and inake 
recommendations regarding changes in the Zoning Map and By-law, as 
well as revisions to the Subdivision Regulations. This program is in 
process. The Board has engaged an Administrator, who has training in 
planning, who will work approximately half time, to perform a large as- 
sortment of tasks, many of which had been previously performed by the 
present Chairman, who is retiring. The Administrator will start in Jan- 
uary, 1976. 
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Various legal matters involving the Board are still pending before 
the Courts. 


The Board wishes to express its appreciation to its technical and 
secretarial assistants for their dedicated work and to the various other 
Town Boards, Committees and officials who have assisted it.

During the year, Veterans Dependents, Dependent Parents, Widows 
of World War One and Two, the Korean Conflict and Viet-Nam were 
aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the General Laws of the Veter- 
ans’ Administration. 


Nine World War I, Twelve World War Two, One Korean and One Viet 
Nam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. The Widows and de- 
pendent parents were assisted in preparing the necessary forms for pen- 
sions, burial allowance, Social Security Claims and Grave Markers. 


Sixteen grave markers have been applied for. All have been received 
and implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in 
local cemeteries have been taken care of during the year. 


Thirty-five Veterans and widows have been aided in making out 
their Income Statements. 


This office has processed Fourteen Viet-Nam applicants for the 
Massachusetts Viet-Nam Bonus, and has also aided Two hundred and 
thirty-three Veterans and Dependents in filing for education, on the 
job training, pensions, home loans and many other benefits during the 
year. 

Reimbursement by the State Department to the E. & D. fund is 
made for fifty per cent of all approved expenditures except Administra- 
tion. 

A summary of money expended for Veterans’ Services is listed and 
compiled by the Town Accountant and can be found in his report; there- 
fore it will not be repeated here. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and all Town 
Officials who have co-operated with this Department during the year.

Veterans Council Committee 
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FALMOUTH COUNCIL ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


During the year 1975 the Council on Aging has experienced increased 
activity in all areas of its operation. As the Town of Falmouth continues 
to be a popular retirement area, the elder segment of our population is 
expanding at a faster rate than anticipated. Meeting the needs and pro- 
viding services for this expanding group is the primary concern of the 
Council on Aging. The enrollment of 463 persons at the Senior Center 
in 1975, brought the total number of enrolled seniors to 2,020. 


Council members elected for the coming year were: Eileene Finnell, 
Chairman, Vincent Inness, Vice-Chairman, Mrs. Tony Andrews, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, Rev. Richard Crowell, Legislative Chairman, Mrs. Bea- 
trice Scannell, Historian, Mrs. Thomas Dolan, and Rev. John Magnani. 
The Senior Center staff has remained unchanged except for the senior 
aide position which was vacated by Mrs. Margaret Burke in February. 
Lt. Col. Earle V. Flagg has continued as executive director, Mrs. Erma 
Whybrew, administrative assistant, Mrs. Lorena Dufresne in charge of 
table sales, and Mrs. Robert F. Leonard as volunteer hostess. 


The Council maintains close contact with the Department of Elder 
Affairs in order to remain well informed on matters at the State and 
National levels. The Chairman serves as clerk on the Board of Directors 
of the Advisory Council to this body from the Cape area. Col. Flagg 
is on the professional advisory committee of the Cape and Islands Home 
Care Corporation, the executive board of the Massachusetts Association 
of Senior Center Directors, and is a member of the Cape Agencies re- 
lating to the Aging. 


The Advisory Committee organized last year by the Chairman of 
the Council on Aging to keep all agencies informed of their activities 
regarding the elderly has continued to meet monthly. 


The Council on Aging mini bus completed another year of outstand- 
ing service to the elderly of the town. The mini bus carried 17,429 people, 
traveled 22,158 miles, and received donations of 1,947 gallons of gasoline 
from 14 service stations, in 1975. The Council wishes to express its ap- 
preciation to these generous business men, and to all of the persons who 
have donated to this most worthy program. 


The activities, programs and instruction offered by the Senior Cen- 
ter are well attended. Classes are conducted weekly in pottery, handi- 
work, oil painting, woodcarving, sewing and quilt making, Medicare 
counseling is offered monthly, and the blood pressure and geriatric 
health information clinics conducted by the Falmouth Nursing Associa- 
tion have attracted such large numbers that the clinic must be offered 
on 3 days instead of one. Activities include birthday parties, travelogues, 
card parties, golf at Otis Air Force Base and Grasmere, curling, bowling 
and programs of special interest to seniors. Trips organized and planned 
by the Center include those to Pennsylvania Amish country, Mt. Snow, 
Vt., Lake Winnepisauki, Edaville Railroad, and 8 Boston day trips, which 
were enjoyed by nearly 800 people. 232 persons attended the 4th annual 
Senior Center picnic. Center attendance continued at a rate of 800 per- 
sons per month, who either took part in activities or used the facilities. 
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At the request of the Council on Aging the Board of Selectmen have 
submitted an application to the Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment for a grant with which to construct a larger senior center. 
The increase in the number of persons who utilize the center has 
created a serious overcrowded condition, which makes it necessary to 
seek a larger structure. A Building Study Committee has been appointed 
to make recommendations on building design, site selection and cost es- 
timates. Mrs. Finnell, Mrs. Andrews and Selectman John DeMello have 
appeared before the School Committee and the Planning Board to pre- 
sent the Council on Aging plan to them. Both groups endorsed the con- 
cept, and the School Committee released a 1.6 acre parcel of land off 
Dillingham Avenue for use as the proposed building site. A decision as 
to the grant from the Department of Housing and Urban Development 
is expected by mid spring. 


Plans for a hot lunch program for senior citizens in the three out- 
lying school cafeterias have been discussed with the Superintendent of 
Schools. Under this plan senior citizens could purchase a hot meal at a 
school in his neighborhood. The program will be put into effect at the 
North Falmouth, East Falmouth and Teaticket Schools, and has been 
approved by the Falmouth School Department. It will be implemented 
when the preliminary planning is completed. 


The Council on Aging is grateful to all the organizations and indi- 
viduals who have given their support to the objectives of the Council. 
We wish to thank the Selectmen for their continued support, and the 
Finance Committee for their understanding of the needs of this pro- 
gram for the elderly.

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REPORT OF THE 
~SCHOOL BUILDING NEEDS COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


During 1975 your committee has held twelve meetings in an effort 
to complete the Falmouth High School project. In addition, subcommit- 
tees on grounds and landscaping and field house roof repairs met sever- 
al times during the year with the architect, contractor, subcontractors 
and school and town personnel in an effort to resolve the several prob- 
lems related to completion of this project. 


Fieid House Repairs 


The previously-reported leaking roof continues | to leak. 

Several repair processes have been attempted during the past year 
to correct the leaks in the field house roof. As of this date, a satisfactory 
solution has not been found. Your committee has authorized .Town.Coun- 
sel to file for arbitration requesting an amount sufficient to provide a 
complete new roof if a satisfactory solution has not been provided in the 
immediate future. 


Field House Floor Repairs 


The flooring material in the field house continues to crack and de- 
teriorate. Your committee authorized Town Counsel to file in September 
an arbitration claim in the amount of $100,000 to rectify this problem af- 
ter it became apparent that the contractors would not make an effort to 
correct the flooring deficiencies. 


At the time of writing this report, a complete arbitration panel had 
not been selected. The committee hopes. a hearing date will be set in the 
near future. 


Landscaping 


During the year and after several meetings and compromises, land- 
scaping work was completed by the general contractor through a local 
subcontractor, Francisco Tavares, Inc. 


The grounds were accepted by your committee and the Department 
of Public Works assumed maintenance functions. Since the assumption 
of maintenance responsibilities by the D.P.W., the grounds conditions have 
steadily improved. Included in the improvements are softball infield in- 
stallation, corrections to irrigation system valves and curbing along south 
drive. 


Industrial Arts Ventilation Project 


Completed this summer (August, 1975) was a project which brought 
the industrial arts areas into compliance with State public safety codes 
for those areas. Thus, welding, printing and proper storage facilities can 
be operated in accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth. 


Other Items 


Furnishings replacement and repairs as required under the construc- 
tion contract were accomplished. Mechanical modifications necessary for 
better operation of the facility were accomplished by School Department 
personnel or contractors as needed. 
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A school sign was erected on the corner of Gifford Street Exten- 
sion and Brick Kiln Road through the efforts of the Class of 1974 and 
staff of the school and donated materials by the general contractor. 
Traffic signals at the intersection are being installed. 


Committee Composition 


By vote of Annual Town Meeting, your committee size and composi- 
tion was modified to include: 1 member of the Finance Committee, 1 
member of the Department of Public Works, 1 member from the Plan- 
ning Board, 5 School Committee members, 5 Members at Large and the 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Legal Contingency Fund 


Your committee has set aside from the contingency fund the sum 
of $10,000 in order to pursue to satisfactory solutions for the Town the 
problems related to the field house flooring and roof and any other 
matters which may arise regarding this construction contract. These 
funds would be used for arbitration fees, expert witnesses and court 
and legal fees as required. 


Financial Condition 


The following Financial Statement reflects the condition of the New 
High School Construction Account as of December 31, 1975.

CHRISTMAS LIGHTING COMMITTEE 
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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


In this year of inflation and recession, we have directed most of 
our efforts to reducing expenditures and recommending only the most 
necessary requests for Town financing. There were three special town 
meetings this year, one within the Annual Town Meeting in April, a 
second one in June to ratify and finance a salary contract, and a third 
one in December to vote funds for yet another sewer study to comply 
with State requirements. The December meeting was probably the 
shortest on record. 


At the Annual Town Meeting, members voted to acquire Washburn’s 
Island, two Penn Central railroad stations, and more land for conserva- 
tion and watershed protection. Voters subsequently defeated the pur- 
chase of Washburn’s Island in a referendum; some of the other parcels 
are under litigation. At the Annual Town Meeting, $14,211,217.00 was 
appropriated from taxation. In addition, $250,000.00 was transferred 
from available funds and $19,542.00 was transferred from other accounts 
for various articles in the Warrant. The sum of $400,000.00 was trans- 
ferred from the Federal Revenue Sharing Funds Invested Account for 
Fire Department Salaries and Wages in order to offset the tax rate. 
The balance in that account on December 31, 1975 was $419,751.00. This 
fund may end in July, 1976, putting the burden back on the local 
property tax rate, but while it remains in force it does enable us to 
slow our tax rate increase. No new funds were voted into the Stabiliza- 
tion Fund. The balance in the Excess and Deficiency Account on De- 
cember 31, 1975 was $418,664.00. The balance in the Reserve Fund on 
December 31, 1975 was $58,921.79. The tax rate was set at $96.50. 


At the April Special Town Meeting, $12,000.00 was transferred from 
the Federal Revenue Sharing Funds Invested Account for working plans, 
specifications and bid documents for the construction of a new fire 
station on land owned by the Town on Woods Hole Road. The Decem- 
ber Special Town Meeting transferred $37,000.00 required by the State 
for a waste water treatment study from various articles passed by 
previous town meetings which still had unexpended funds. During the 
calendar year, transfers from the Reserve Fund to the various Town 
Departments and Committees totalled $85,844.30. This includes a transfer 
of $5,500.00 to the Fire Department budget for reroofing the North Fal- 
mouth Fire Station. Also included is $2,500.00 transferred to the Library 
budget for replacement of a combination heating /air pont don as unit. 
at the North Falmouth Library. tm . 


In addition to serving on their own subcommittees, the- members 
of the Finance Committee have represented the committee on other 
Town committees. One of these is the School Lunch Program Study 
Committee which was formed at Finance Committee instigation in 1974 
and which made its report at the Annual Town Meeting this year. Its 
recommendations have been largely incorporated in the current opera- 
tion of the School Lunch Program. That program has been put on a 
much sounder fiscal basis as a result of the study. Other committees 
on which the Finance Committee has been represented are: 
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School Building Needs Committee 

Old Police Station Study Committee 
Sewer Study Advisory Committee 
Disposal Area Committee 

Revaluation Advisory Committee 
Cabletelevision Study Committee 

Data Processing Committee 

Woods Hole Fire Station Study Committee 
Municipal Garage Facility Committee. 


The Falmouth Finance Committee joined the Barnstable County Finance 
Committee Association chaired by Mr. Sheldon J. Thayer, Jr. Through 
this association we hope to unify and strengthen the policies of finance 
committees all over the Cape as they face similar financial pressures. 


Before next year’s budgets were prepared, the Finance Committee 
took a strong initiative in an attempt to hold down what threatens to 
be a drastic rise in the tax rate. On November 3, 1975, we held a joint 
meeting with the Board of Selectmen, School Committee, Department of 
Public Works Board of Commissioners, and the Personnel Board. During 
the meeting we discussed the implications of the 1976-77 projected tax 
rate. We estimated the rate would be between $104 and $108 per thou- 
sand because of built-in cost increases. At the meeting, the dangers of 
a high tax rate were compared with the difficulties of keeping the rate 
down in the face of rising costs for labor, materials, utilities and Town 
borrowing. The Finance Committee urged that wherever money can be 
saved and purchases delayed or done without, that should be done, 
starting immediately. A letter was sent to all Town Departments and 
Committees requesting their cooperation in this economizing effort. 


It is a pleasure to report that all Finance Committee members re- 
main the same this year in spite of the many meetings and long hours 
required to complete our business.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Tewn of Falmouth: 


Each year the School Committee (like all other Town Committees) 
renders an account of the operation of the schools through the medium 
of the Annual Report. This year is no exception and the material which 
follows provides that accounting. The Committee is not limited to this 
one-time presentation though. Bi-weekly and during certain periods of the 
year more often the Committee is on stage in full view of its publics. Its 
actions are recorded in the minutes which, when approved by the Com- 
mittee, are placed on file at the School Administration Building, in the 
Town Library and in Town Hall. Its agenda are published in advance 
of each meeting to alert all concerned with matters to come before it. 
It provides time during each meeting for members of the audience to 
speak. Oftentimes the issues which it discusses are amply reviewed in 
the news media. It truly believes that the schools belong to the people 
and it acts in accordance with that belief. It knows full well that it 
can never respond to the complete satisfaction of everyone who questions 
its decisions. It does consider each problem on its individual merits 
and tries to resolve the issue on the basis of evidence and in the best 
interests of its student population. 


This year the Committee has managed the relationships between 
its members, who may philosophically differ in their positions about 
education, in a more positive way. Because of this the Committee has 
been able to achieve a goal of estabishing policies for its own operation 
as a Committee and for the school system. Elsewhere in the school re- 
port there are more details about the kinds of policies developed and 
approved by the Committee. 


Furthermore, it has been possible for the Committee to react more 
positively to a number of critical issues which have come before it. Thus 
the Committee accepted the findings of the State Auditors in regard to 
the deficit in the Food Services program and agreed to the objectives 
developed by the Director of Food Services after review of the many ex- 
cellent recommendations of the Town Food Services Deficit Study Com- 
mittee 


It received two reports from Engelhardt and Engelhardt, Inc. and 
took action on both. 


The first, “Restudy of School Building Needs”, resulted in the re- 
districting solution for the elementary schools and led, ultimately, to the 
demise of the regionalization plan with the Town of Mashpee and to the 
adoption of the intent to stop enrolling high school students (freshmen) 
from Mashpee on a tuition basis at the beginning of the 1977-78 school 
year. 


The second, “Organization for School Administration,” brought 
about the creation of two administrative positions in the manning chart 
for the Central Office. It fought hard on Town Meeting floor to keep 
money in its budget to fund the positions. As a result the positions of 
Administrative Assistant to the Superintendent and Director of Pupil 
Personnel Services became realities when school opened in September. 
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The Committee responded promptly to the requests from the Finance 
Committee and the Personnel Board for discussions and better coordi- 
nation among Town agencies. It works closely with other Town groups 
such as the Department of Public Works, the Council on Aging, the Rec- 
reation Committee, the Town Insurance Committee, the Town Computer 
Study Committee. the Town Human Services Committee, the Town Fi- 
nance Committee and the School Building Needs Committee to bring 
about better programs and services for Town residents. Although the 
Committee is maligned at times because it has “fiscal autonomy”, it 
tries hard to keep all informed of its actions and to maintain open lines 
of communication with all Town departments. It places its members on 
such Committees if requested and encourages its salaried employees to 
work closely with members of the several committees. 


It has received new legislation with an openness of mind that gives 
everyone on the Committee a chance to express concerns or state posi- 
tions. The Committee has been preparing for the new Open Meeting Law 
and welcomes the chance to abide by its regulations It accepts the in- 
tent of Chapter 622, the Equal Education Opportunity Law, and questions 
both new and old programs in terms of fit with the new regulations. 


One of its more exciting adventures in communication is the series 
of bi-monthly meetings held with the Student Advisory Council of the 
high school. Each year students become more able to state their issues 
and concerns. Thestudents are able to defend their school when ques- 
tioned about it, and to confront the Committee with questions about 
School Committee policies that may need review. 


The Committee has also completed a year filled with formal nego- 
tiations that resulted in a number of bargaining agreements. The Com- 
mittee is pleased with the settlements and is appreciative of the way 
in which the concerned parties negotiated. At a time when many com- 
munities were beset with contract problems, the Committee was able to 
complete negotiations with only minor differences to be worked out. 


In spite of its heavy work load, the Committee stands ready to re- 
spond to individuals or groups who have concerns about the schools. 
It encourages citizens to consider running for membership on the Com- 
mittee at election time. Each member feels there is no higher honor 
bestowed upon a citizen than to be elected to the School Committtee. 
Each member approaches his term of office with the desire to live up to 
that honor and each one behaves in the manner that that person be- 
lieves will bring about a better educational system for the Town.

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WORDS OF REMORSE TO THE TOWN OF MASHPEE 


Words of Remorse to the Town of Mashpee (Copy of a letter sent to the 
Selectmen, School Committee, Citizens and Students of the Town of 
Mashpee.) 


To the School Committee, Selectmen, Citizens 
and Students of Mashpee: 


One of the saddest moments in my career as an educator resulted 
from the action taken by the Falmouth School Committee on the even- 
ing of November 24, 1975. As a result of a joint meeting between the 
School Committees of both towns the Falmouth group voted to go on 
record as not wanting to house more than 1,800 students in the high 
school and saw the necessity of not accepting freshmen students from 
Mashpee on a tuition basis in the school year 1977-78 and continuing on 
through due to enrollment projections. Thus it appeared that the end to 
the long educational relationship of four decades between the Towns was 
imminent, although the vote did not close the door entirely. 


The seeds for this action were planted over the past several years. 
Both communities were becoming anxious about the increases in stu- 
dent populations and the inevitable resulting pressures for adding class- 
room spaces. One of the first efforts to resolve the problem was to consider 
regionalization on a kindergarten through grade twelve level. Although 
the Study Committee favored the plan to regionalize, it was never brought 
before the Towns for a vote. 


During the past several years both communities used outside con- 
sultants to help them with their school space problems. The recom- 
mendations in the Falmouth study pointed to several solutions. One 
involved regionalization with Mashpee. The other suggested that Fal- 
mouth go it alone. Mashpee was already proceeding with a plan for a 
middle school. The Falmouth School Committee voted to go it alone 
rather than reconsidering regionalization. Projected enrollment figures 
for each Town presented the real possibility of overcrowding at Fal- 
mouth High School. Thus the Committee took its action in November. 


Once the action was taken the real tragedy of the circumstances 
became clearer. The relationships and ties that were dearly cherished 
by so many for so many years seemed ended in a few short minutes. I 
firmly believe neither Committee was happy with the decision. 


I can speak for Falmouth since the Committee asked me to write 
this letter. I needed no prodding, just time to let the emotions subside. 
The Committee expresses its regrets, collectively and individually. It 
wants the people of Mashpee to know how proud it has been of the 
accomplishments of its students, both in their school and in their post- 
high school careers. The students have brought credit to their families 
and to the Town and deep satisfactions to us in Falmouth who have 
worked with them and have known them as friends. Our community is 
the richer for having lived closely with you and sharing with you the 
joys and tribulations of raising and educating our children together. Our 
students in the future can only be the poorer for not sharing those close 
ties. 
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My own personal hope is that the two communities will remain in 
touch with each other, so that, in the case that future events or con- 
ditions offer the chance to rebuild the partnership or to stop the drift 
apart, both groups will move quickly to tie once again the cord that 
bound us together so nicely over the years. 


In closing, may I add that, given the circumstances, the Falmouth 
Committee had no choice but to act objectively and intellectually in 
making its decision, but in so doing their hearts were not in it.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and to the 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


Each year for the past twenty-two I have grown more fond of this 
community and stand in admiration of its people, adults and students. 
The event this school year that impressed me more than any other was 
the calm way in which the parents of elementary school children lis- 
tened to the need for redrawing district lines, accepted the proposal in 
concept, and made the moves with a minimum of dissent. We worked 
hard to schedule meetings so that all parents would be informed about 
the problems of overcrowding, but there are times or conditions when 
even the best of plans fail. I attribute the successful move to the willing- 
ness of the Town to listen to the reasons and then act in the best in- 
terests of the children. 


Redistricting is but one of the problems that the school system faced 
during 1975. In the material which follows I sample some others plus 
giving readers the opportunity to review the major and minor happen- 
ings that relate to the Falmouth schools. Some events occur because of 
planning in advance. Some occur because there was inadequate planning 
beforehand. Others just came about because of the times and conditions. 
The issues are usually resolved, although time, money, and energies are 
often the exchanges that are needed to bring about solutions. 


I am a firm believer in history and in the value of recording it. All 
of us could spend some time studying the past in order to cope with the 
present and future more effectively. By documenting the events in the 
Town Report, I feel there is left for others in the years ahead a record of 
the past to study and to use. It can never capture the emotions of the 
moment and thus it may appear sterile in the reading. I apologize for 
my inability to express the drama of the moments. 


Part I — A Compilation of School Committee Actions 


Your School Committee has had a busy year. It has met 53 times 
over the twelve month period of January through December, 1975. Its 
heaviest schedule of meetings occurred during the months of February 
and March when it was intensely involved in budget hearings and de- 
cision-making sessions. When one considers the complexity of the school 
operation which includes buildings, staff, students and programs and 
when one considers the size of the population that is affected in some 
way by the operation, one can begin to understand the large responsi- 
bility that the School Committee carries in Town affairs. Each member 
of the Committee has accepted that responsibility and has demonstrated 
that fact quite vividly to the Town through attendance at meetings, 
through expression of considered points of view on issues and through 
declaration of positions by voice vote. If one remembers the School Com- 
mittee can act only as a body, membership on the Committee requires 
that high level trait that permits acceptance of a majority vote and 
willingness to support the Committee’s action once the vote is taken. 


The Committee actions which follow were not all made unanimously. 
There were differences of opinion which were expressed openly in dis- 
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cussions. The actions were not achieved without cost to the decision- 
makers. The ones listed here are but a sample of all the actions taken by 
the Committee in a year of meetings. Omitted are all the actions taken 
in reference to personnel matters, all the actions taken in reference to 
bid awards, and all the actions taken to formulate a final budget for 
presentation to the Finance Committee and to Town Meeting. Elsewhere 
in the School Report the reader may find reference to some of these 
transactions.

PART II — REFLECTIONS AND HOPES OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


In this part of the report, I’d like to tie the past with the future. Of 
course, the present is ever with us and what we do now has an impact on 
the future. I trust that the actions of the School Committee and all its 
employees during this past school year have kept the system in balance 
and continue to head it in the direction of improvement. If not, I hope 
the future holds the promise of alerting us quickly to our misdirec- 
tion and provides us with solutions for recharting the course. 


School Committee Membership 

Since this is the body of citizens with whom I work most closely, 
it is only natural they hold a high position in my order of priorities. 
I am personally elated to see citizens elected to membership because of 
the experiences they will have, but I am equally dismayed when a Com- 
mittee member chooses not to run for another term, resigns before the 
term of office expires, or is defeated for reelection. I have not personally 
had to live with discomfort caused by the last reason but have exper- 
ienced the other two. The training period of school committee members 
is a long one. There are just too many aspects of the total school opera- 
tion to permit easy and quick assimilation of all of them. A new school 
committee member becomes a better one over time. When Winfield 
Schley, a member of the Committee for four years, decided to resign after 
one year of his second three-year term, the Committee lost a good mem- 
ber, faithful in attendance and responsive to the educational needs of 
the students. The knowledge level of the Committee as judged by years 
of service of its members was diminished by four. That experience can 
only be replaced by someone else serving an equal amount of time. The 
Town voters made a good selection when they elected James Vidal to fill 
the vacancy. His background of experience will make him a valuable 
member to the Committee. In fact, the diversity of backgrounds of its 
members contributes to the overall strength of the Committee. Incum- 
bent Jean Brockhurst was returned for a fifth term on the Committee, 
Mary Wright for a second term, and Charles Murray for his first three- 
year term after completing one year in office during the transitional 
period from a six member to a nine member committee. 


As I write this report in February, 1976 in the offing is another 
resignation from the Committee and two of the incumbents have chosen 
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not to run again. The changes in the Committee continue and I find it 
remarkable that it maintains any semblance of stability. At best there 
will be only three members who have served more than one term. Six 
and possibly seven members could have but one or two years of exper- 
ience on the School Committee. This fact alone places a heavier burden 
on the Superintendent and all staff members during that time period 
when new members are learning the “ropes”. 


Staff 


One pressing need in the school system is to refine the procedures 
for handling personnel and personnel matters. Because of the creation 
of additional positions in the Central Office, the time is not too far 
away when we will concentrate time and energies to develop the com- 
plete system of procedures for recruiting, hiring and evaluating all per- 
sonnel with a personnel record system to support the program. 


With more and more attention given to collective bargaining much 
administrative time is given to negotiating contracts and administering 
the agreements. There are grievances to be heard when staff members 
or bargaining groups allege contract violations. Caution is exercised 
to see that such incidents do not occur or are kept to a minimum. 


In this report, the reader will find two charts showing the assign- 
ments of both professional and non-teaching staff members. During tne 
school year 1975-76, the School Committee showed 332.7 professional 
positions in their manning charts and 194.6 non-teaching positions. The 
total of these two is 527.3. There are actually more people than the num- 
ber of positions because we employ some personnel on less than full time 
status. The total number of different people is nearer to 1700. 


There are the usual changes in employment as a result of geographi- 
cal moves, illness, pregnancies, retirements, better employment oppor- 
tunities. There was only one possible retirement and it was delayed for 
a year by approval of the State Retirement Board. 


In the matter of staffing the schools, the Committee approves all 
appointments upon recommendation of the Superintendent. To help the 
Committee make its decisions, the Administration provides data sheets 
on candidates who are recommended to fill positions. 


Schools 


It is impossible to single out all the good things that take place in 
your schools. Members of the public who attend School Committee bud- 
get meetings in each of the schools hear principals and staff speak with 
feeling about their programs and deep concerns for your children. I al-. 
ways come away with much deeper respect for those entrusted with their 
education. They are a committed group. 


It is my impression that with each succeeding year the high school 
operates more smoothly. This condition results from the dedication of all 
who work at the school, from the realization by students that there is 
a host of learning activities from which they can choose and from the 
concerns of School Committee members and you the citizens of Falmouth 
about the conditions at the school. The program opportunities are many 
and varied. The efforts of the staff to provide a variety of alternatives 
to the traditional models for learning are a tribute to their commitment 
to youth. 
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There are problems that remain to be solved. There are students 
who cut classes, attend irregularly, violate acceptable standards for 
individual and group behavior, and succumb to the deviant cultural 
pressures that push them towards the use and abuse of drugs including 
alcohol. The school continues to search for effective ways to meet these 
challenges and to confront students and parents alike as soon as the 
school identifies the behavior. In a school with an enrollment of over 
1,700 students, some slip by unnoticed or are not confronted. I see the 
school addressing the issue in the years ahead as to what it is doing or 
not doing to promote or provoke the behaviors it sees. A school must 
change to meet changing conditions and must have the capacity to pro- 
duce programs quickly that come closer to meeting identified needs of 
students. For a school to be successful in its efforts to help its students, 
it must have the full cooperation and support of the Committee and the 
Community. 


At the Lawrence School, one issue that provoked considerable dis- 
cussion was the effort to respond to the regulations for Chapter 622 as 
they apply to the programs of physical education, industrial arts and 
home economics. Most activities in the physical education area are now 
conducted on a coeducational basis. Many after school, intra-mural activi- 
ties are conducted similarly. The problem in the other two areas was a 
little more difficult to resolve. Since both industrial arts and home eco- 
nomics are required courses, they now must be open to both sexes. For the 
first quarter, the initial effort was to ask both sexes if they wanted to 
elect the other course. More girls than boys opted to change thus creat- 
ing scheduling problems. Prior to the beginning of the second quarter it 
was decided to make both subjects a requirement for girls and boys. 
Now both sexes have time in the shops and laboratories, but the amounts 
of time are reduced to four weeks in each one. The Committee will have 
to make some decisions about the school year 1976-77 in terms of 
whether the courses will be required or elective. The final decision will 
have bearing on the staffing patterns for the school. 


The Morse Pond School has experienced a quiet year, the first since 
it became a middle school. With the appointment of Howard Campbell, 
former task leader, to the position vacancy of principal, the school las 
settled down. During the observation of American Education Week many 
parents visited the school, either during the day or at special meetings 
in the evening. The teaching staff has remained the same in the three 
years of its operation as a middle school. The school-now has begun 
searching for its own identity as a middle school and its roles in rela- 
tion to the Lawrence School and to the lower elementary schools. The 
appointment of Paul Morway, one of the teachers at the school, to fill 
the task leader vacancy contributed to the stability of the school since 
he was known by many on the faculty. 


All the elementary schools have benefited through the redistricting 
plan. Space was made available at the schools in East Falmouth, North 
Falmouth and Teaticket. Better use of facilities in Woods Hole and 
Mullen-Hall Schools was made by transferring more children to them. 
No longer does the threat of school closure hang over the Woods Hole 
School. Expansion of the High Intensity Centers at East Falmouth and 
Teaticket Schools from one room to two was made possible by redistrict- 
ing. The reassignment of teaching personnel and non-teaching personnel 
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was made through the cooperation of staff members who volunteered 
for new assignments. I am deeply appreciative of their willingness to 
take the actions they did. 


The statements of George Pinto, Selectmen, at a recent town meet- 
ing, when he commended the school maintenance staff for the excell- 
ent refurbishing job done at the Lawrence School Auditorium were timely 
and express our feelings for their work. I have come to know their work 
first hand as I have watched them renovate the Administration Build- 
ing. They approach their assignments as though the buildings belong to 
them and I guess they do in a sense. 


It makes no difference whether it be custodian, teacher, secretary, 
teacher aid, principal, cafeteria worker or bus driver, each one takes a 
real personal interest in the work assigned. 


Probably this year the cafeteria workers need to be singled out for 
special plaudits. Along with the rest of us a year ago they were under 
fire for the deficit in the program. They have accepted the goals for 
the Food Services Program and have worked hard to reach them. I want 
to publicly commend them for their efforts. 


The School Department employs a large working force. It is no dif- 
ferent from any other large group. Its members become ill, want more 
money, like vacations, take it easy at times, make mistakes, want time 
off, enjoy a holiday, are happy or sad, have their good and bad days, but 
throughout the year’s work give much of themselves for the greater 
good of the Town. 


Relationships with the Falmouth Educators’ Association 


The year 1975 was a large one if I were to judge by the number of 
negotiated agreements that were ratified. There were three units under 
the umbrella of the Falmouth Educators’ Association. The settlement for 
Unit A, Teachers, was the most significant since it resulted in a two- 
year contract with some contract language changes and salary increases 
determined for the two-year period. The salary increase for the first 
year, 1975-76, was seven percent. I was pleased that the Business Office 
was able to respond quickly, after the settlement in late September, so 
that teachers and others were placed on the new salary schedules with 
a minimum of delay. 


Some examples of contract language changes are listed below. 


1. The Association will receive copies of adopted written policies by 
the Committee and the policy handbook, if developed. 


2. Teachers are not required to substitute for other teachers during 
their preparation periods except in emergencies. 


3. Transfer of teachers who have a request on file may be made 
without the necessity of posting the position vacancy. 


4. A procedure has been worked out to reduce the number of staff 
if that need develops with the determination of relative merit 
and ability left to the Superintendent and School Committee. 

5. Elementary teachers with tenure need not remain with their 
students during library, art, music or physical education periods 


unless the specialist is introducing a new or substantially changed 
program. 
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6. Membership dues will be deducted once per month in equal in- 
stallments beginning with second pay check in October and end- 
ing in June. 

7. A master’s degree plus 15 hours of credit schedule was added to 
the salary plan. 


8. There is a way to discontinue or change the modular scheduling 
system at the high school or to change the number of daily per- 
iods in a school. 


9. Such joint committees for Teacher Evaluation, Teacher Aids, and 
Goals were removed from the contract as was the Educational 
Research Council. 


In the second year of the contract, the percent of salary increase 
can be no more than eight and no less than six. It is tied on a sliding 
scale basis to the Consumer Price Index for the period between January, 
1975 and January, 1976. A two-year contract agreement makes budgeting 
for salaries much easier. Problems are created when negotiations are 
not completed before Town Meeting. 


The settlement for Unit B, “Administrators”, was completed in a 
shorter time period than for Unit A. Ratification of this contract was 
delayed until negotiations with the teachers were finished. Since Ad- 
ministrative salaries are tied to the salary plan for teachers it was ne- 
cessary to await the ratification of the Unit A contract. This is the 
first year that there is a clear statement in the recognition articles of 
both contracts as to who belongs in each unit. There have been disagree- 
ments in the past resulting in some controversy. There were some con- 
tract language changes from the previous agreement, but the ratio scales 
for most administrators remained the same. They did receive salary 
increases because of the ratios that were applied to teachers’ base salary 
plan. Whenever there is a change in it, there are changes in any plan 
that is tied to it. 


The settlement for Unit C, Paraprofessionals, was also agreed upon. 
The main change in this contract was the change from a single step 
Schedule to a four step one. The new hourly rates are shown in the 
chart below.

An agreement was reached with the Food Service Workers’ Asso- 
ciation. This unit was formed for the first time this year and is the 
recognized bargaining unit for the cafeteria workers. 


The Association has announced its intention to reopen negotiations 
for the 1976-77 school year. 


The School Committee entered into an agreement with the Team- 
sters, Chauffeurs, Warehousemen and Helpers, Local Union No. 59, on 
January 1, 1975 for its custodians. The agreement terminates on June 30, 
1977. As of July 1, 1976 all employees covered by this contract will receive 
an increase of 35¢ per hour. 
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The Falmouth Secretaries Association is the group that meets with 
the Administrators to determine recommendations to the School Com- 
mittee for changes in the salary plan for secretarial and clerical workers. 
Oftentimes their increases relate to increases granted to other Town em- 
ployees with similar responsibilities. In recent months there has been 
concern by both the Personnel Board and the School Committee that 
closer working relationships between the two Town Committees could re- 
duce some friction among employees that grows out of differential treat- 
ment of persons with similar job tasks. 


Maintenance men, bus or jitney drivers employed by the School 
Department and other special positions such as Plant Manager at the 
high school, Director of Food Services, Director of Transportation, Di- 
rector of Data Processing are not covered by collective bargaining agree- 
ments. Excluded from all bargaining units are the five professionals at 
the Central Office level. 


For use by the public the School Committee will place copies of all 
contracts on file at Town Hall, at the Town Library and at the Admin- 
istration Building. 


Curriculum 


More effort has been made at the elementary school level to con- 
solidate the program offerings in all of the schools. This year has seen 
the adoption of the new social studies in a full scale with all grades and 
classes equipped with the necessary texts and supplementary materials. 
A new map and globes skills program has been introduced. In a short 
time teachers, students and parents should notice the effects of a co- 
ordinated approach to the teaching of social studies. 


The fruits of several other curriculum study groups are being har- 
vested. The School Committee approved the programs as presented for 
improving health education throughout the system and mathematics 
instruction in kindergarten through grade six. The principals are re- 
questing money in their budgets to launch both programs in September, 
1976. 


In the preliminary stages is a study of the language arts curriculum. 
It may be a year away before the real benefits of this review are felt in 
the system. Also on the verge of a study is the kindergarten program 
in the elementary schools. Needed is a relook at the purposes of the 
program particularly in view of the fact that the entrance age to kinder- 
garten was lowered several years ago. It is my hope that we can provide 
the services of a consultant to the ‘kindergarten teachers to help with 
their program assessment. 


The elementary school Report: Card Committee has produced a card 
to be used in grades one through six. Although the Committee hoped 
to introduce the new reporting system at the first marking period in 
November, I delayed the move until there could be further discussions 
with teachers and parents about the card and the marking system for 
it. My intent is to have the card ready for use in March, 1976. 


Even though it may appear that attention is concentrated upon the 
elementary schools, principals and staff at the Lawrence School and 
Falmouth High School are in constant interaction about program con- 
tent and the best methods for teaching it. A strong need remains to tie 
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programs together vertically from kindergarten through grade twelve. 
I have placed that need in my priority list for the near future. 


When I wrote earlier in this report that there were no retirements 
during the year, the statement was true for our professional staff. 
Through retirement we did lose two valuable members of our non- 
teaching staff. At the North Falmouth School, Phyllis Calnan retired 
at the close of school June, 1975 after serving the Town as secretary for 
ten and one half years. At the Teaticket School, Joseph Newton, cus- 
todian, retired in late November, 1975 after ten years of service. 


Sometimes we talk and act as though only teachers make the 
difference in educating our children. Persons like Mrs. Calnan and 
Mr. Newton also make the difference. Their contributions were large 
and our loss is great because of their departures. 


In closing, I would like to extend an invitation to the Town to join us 
at School Committee meetings, to come to our open houses, athletic 
events, musical and dramatic productions, art festivals, intra-mural ac- 
tivities, special meetings for parents and especially to visit in your child’s 
Classroom. All we ask of anyone that comes in during the day to 
visit schools is to stop at the principal’s office to make your presence 
and purpose known for being in the building. We ask that you schedule a 
conference for after school if you wish to talk with the teacher. We ex- 
pect teachers to devote their full time to the children during the six 
hours or so when they are in attendance.

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TWO STUDIES BY ENGELHARDT AND ENGELHARDT, INC. 


Two major studies by the Educational Consultants, Engelhardt and 
Engelhardt, Inc. were authorized by the Committee. The “Restudy of 
School Building Needs” was received in March, 1975. The “Organization 
for School Administration” was in the hands of the Committee in April, 
1975. 


The first report on School Building Needs contained the following 
recommendations: 


1. that Falmouth terminate its agreement with Mashpee to ac- 
cept its high school students on tuition. 


2. that Falmouth and Mashpee form a single district by re- 
gionalization as an alternative to (1) above. 


If Falmouth were to go it alone, (1) it is recommended that an ad- 
dition be constructed to provide capacity for 200 more students and that 
grades nine through twelve be continued in the building. (2) It is recom- 
mended that both Lawrence and Morse Pond School be used for grades 
six through eight. (3) It is recommended that the elementary schools 
house grades kindergarten through five. (4) It is recommended that the 
Woods Hole School be closed and pupils transported to the Mullen-Hall 
School. (5) It is recommended that additions be built to the East Fal- 
mouth, North Falmouth and Teaticket Schools rather than build a new 
elementary school in Hatchville. 


Since the Committee has rejected regionalization, the options under 
this plan as recommended by Engelhardt are considered obsolete. Fur- 
thermore, the Committee has voted to stop taking ninth grade students 
from Mashpee in September, 1977. 


Armed with the report the Administration recommended a redistrict- 
ing plan for the elementary schools thereby relieving overcrowding in 
three schools and adding students to under-enrolled schools. To date the 
program accomplished the purposes expressed by the Administration in 
its meetings with the public. 


The second report on “Organization for School Administration” sug- 
gested recommended positions and organization for system administra- 
tion in Falmouth. The positions included job descriptions for each. Al- 
though the report included two assistant superintendent positions, an 
administrative assistant to the superintendent and seven directors of 
various types of services, the Administration recommended but two 
new ones to the Committee and they were approved. Seen as essential 
positions were the administrative assistant to the superintendent and the 
director of pupil personnel services. By filling the latter position, time 
of the assistant superintendent was cleared to study the administrative 
organization for providing curricular and instructional supervision. Other 
services such as research and development, in-service education and per- 
sonnel would be provided through the five central office positions. As the 
year progresses we have tried to refine the organizational table in such 
a way to provide all the essential services without increasing the num- 
bers of staff. Two large areas remain to be analyzed more completely; 
namely curriculum development and staff personnel services. 


Both reports have been helpful in decision-making. Not every rec- 


ommendation was accepted, but in their totality they offered a sound 
base from which to explore possible alternatives. 
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CHAPTER 622 — AN ACT TO PROHIBIT 
DISCRIMINATION IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Chapter 622 became law in August, 1971. The law reads as follows: 
“NO person shall be excluded from or discriminated against in admis- 
sion to a public school of any town, or in obtaining the advantages, 
privileges and courses of study of such public school on account of race, 
color, sex, religion or national origin.” 


The regulations pertaining to access to equal educational opportunity 
were adopted by the Massachusetts Board of Education on June 24, 1975 
and became effective on September 1, 1975. In order to comply with the 
regulations, Superintendents of Schools became responsible for sending 
to the parents of all school age children, in their primary language, a 
notice of the existence of Chapter 622 and its implications. 


The regulations refer to ten broad categories to include Purpose and 
Construction of These Regulations, School Admissions, Admission to 
Courses of Study, Guidance, Curricula, Extra-Curricular Activities, Fa- 
cilities, Active Efforts to Implement the Regulations, Complaint Proce- 
dure and Private Right of Enforcement. A copy of the Complete Regu- 
lations is on file for public use at the Administration Building and in the 
Town Library. 


Falmouth has taken some steps to begin the implementation pro- 
cess. A staff team at the secondary level attended a series of workshops 
to heighten their awareness level to the problems associated with pro- 
viding equal educational opportunities and to train them to offer in-ser- 
vice programs to the other staff members. We have been able to include 
an elementary team as well. Both projects were at no additional ex- 
pense to the Town. 


We are submitting a proposal for funding for “Awareness Training 
for Staff and Parents” of children in the elementary grades. If the 
proposal is approved and funded, we will participate in a project that 
reaches children very early in the education process and may be able 
to keep horizons broad and open rather than allowing closure to take 
place too early in school careers. 


One of the happy spin-offs of the proposal writing has been the 
high level of participation of some members of the adult community. 


POLICY WRITING AND POLICY HANDBOOK DEVELOPMENT 
FOR THE COMMITTEE 


During the time period since I became Superintendent, the School 
Committee has stressed the importance of developing a Handbook that 
would be an organized presentation of their policies. Until the employ- 
ment of the Administratve Assistant to the Superintendent, progress 
with the project was extremely slow. Dr. Carol MacKnight has increased 
the pace and now policies are written and approved by the Committee 
without much delay. The study entitled “Organization for School Man- 
agement” stressed the fact that a policy book is of fundamental impor- 
tance in the proper management of the school system. Dr. Engelhardt 
emphasized the need to keep it accurate, up to date and available for 
easy reference by School Committee members and by all administrators. 
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The following list records some of the areas for which policies have 
been written and received Committee approval: 


1. Student Rights and Responsibilities and Discipline Regula- 
tions to accompany them. 

2. Leave of Absence for Maternity or Related Reasons. 

School Committee Operations. 

4. Salary Increments and Certification Requirements for Pro- 
fessional Staff Hired wth Federal or State Grant Money. 

5. Salary Increments for the Superintendent of Schools and 

Other Central Office Administrators. 

Recording Minutes of School Committee Meetings. 

High School Schedule. 

Use of School Parking Areas. 

Instructional Educational Programs. 

Travel Expense Procedures.

The search for policies now in effect will continue and they will be 
made part of the Handbook. Copies of all policies written and the Hand- 
book as developed will be on file in the Administration Building, in each 
school, in the Town Library, and at Town Hall. By contract agreement all 
written policies and the Handbook will be given to the Falmouth Educa- 
tors’ Association. 


The Committee believes that wide circulation of its policies keeps the 
interested publics informed as to the operation of the school. 


ARBITRATIONS AND CONTRACT ADMINISTRATION 


No one likes to think he is wrong. This statement is particularly 
true as applied to contract administration. One of the responsibilities of 
administration is to operate the schools in accordance with contract pro- 
visions. One of the responsibilities of the Teachers’ Association is to watch 
for violations of the contract. When in the eyes of an employee (teacher) 
there is a violation, the teacher follows the grievance process outlined 
in the contract to obtain a ruling or solution. Usually the grievance 
begins at the building level and is heard by the principal. If no satis- 
factory solution results, the grievance is presented to the Superintendent 
of Schools in written form. The written statement will become the basis 
for discussions at each higher level. If the grievance is not resolved at 
Level 2, the Superintendent’s level, it moves to the School Committee 
level, if the person or the Association so decide. If the grievance is still 
unresolved at Level 3 the Association may, by giving written notice to 
the Committee and to the American Arbitration Association, present 
the grievance for arbitration. The award at Level 4 shall be final and bind- 
ing upon all parties. 


Differences arise because of interpretations of contract language. The 
Association reads and interprets it one way. Administration reacts 
to the same words in another way. Neither party thinks he is wrong and 
so the long, time-consuming process begins. The end result whether at 
Level 1 or Level 4 is an agreed upon interpretation of the language. At 
the arbitration level, a third party, the Arbitrator, renders a decision 
that settles the issue around the meaning of words.

The year 1975 saw several grievances go to arbitration for settle- 
ment. Efforts were made to settle them before reaching the last stage 
but they were to no avail. Neither party could admit error or arrive at 
some mutually agreeable compromise. 


Vacancy Posting for Director of Physical Education 


The first rendering of a decision in an arbitration hearing was made 
on January 20, 1975 by Arnold Zack, Arbitrator. He denied the grievance 
of the Association about the issue, “Did the Falmouth School Committee 
violate the parties’ agreement in failing to post the vacancy in the posi- 
tion of Director of Physical Education? What shall be the remedy, if 
any?” 


The case developed from a recommendation of the Superintendent 
to create a separate position of Director of Athletics, responsibilities 
for which the Director of Physical Education and Athletics held for 
many years in the system. The School Committee approved the new 
position and authorized the vacancy posting. The Committee took the 
stand that the position of Director of Physical Education was already 
filled and therefore there was no vacancy to be posted. 


Arnold Zack’s concluding statement read, “Thus, since Mr. Mills 
had occupied both positions prior to 1974 and since he divested himself 
of one of those positions at that time, it follows that his retention in the 
other position precludes the creation of a vacancy, and obviates the need 
for a posting. Accordingly the grievance is denied.” 


This arbitration cost the Town $390.27. The Association paid an 
equal amount. 


Vacancy Posting for Kindergarten Positions 


The second decision in an arbitration hearing was made on January 
31, 1975 by Harry Purcell, Arbitrator. He found the Committee did violate 
the collective bargaining agreement in the manner in which the Com- 
mittee filled the positions of Kindergarten Class Teacher at the Teaticket 
School. He further ruled, in terms of the remedy, that the School Com- 
mittee with all reasonable promptness shall post a vacancy notice as if 
the assignments of teachers had not been made. In closing he stated, “So 
that there will not be any interruption of the quality of education of the 
children involved, the teachers Marks and Zuck shall continue to perform 
in their present respective capacities until the School Committee disposes 
of the applications it receives, if any, as a result of the posting of the 
vacancy. Such applications, if any, shall be processed by the School 
Committee and in accordance with Article XIII-B and established 
School Committee practice.” 


This case developed from the placement of two teachers returning 
from leaves of absence into half-time kindergarten positions without 
posting the vacancies in the positions. The Administration contended 
it had the obligation to place teachers on leaves of absence in position 
vacancies before advertising the vacancies. The Arbitrator ruled other- 
wise at a cost of $218.45 to the School Committee with an equal share 
paid by the Association. 


Working Conditions 


The third decision reached Falmouth on May 12, 1975 after Arnold 
Zack rendered his award in the grievance pertaining to Working Condi- 
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tions at the Lawrence School. Mr. Zack said, “The School Committee 
did violate the parties’ collective bargaining agreement in assigning cer- 
tain classroom teachers at the Lawrence School more than six super- 
visory periods on some days during the school year 1974-75. Teachers so 
assigned shall be compensated at the rate of $4.00 for every pupil super- 
visory period beyond six that they worked during the 1974-75 school 
year. 


This case developed from a change of schedule at the Lawrence 
School from seven periods a day to eight. In the new schedule certain 
teachers were responsible for more than six supervisory periods on some 
days. Nearly $10,000 was paid to teachers to compensate them for the 
added supervisory periods during the school year. 


The arbitration itself cost the Town and the Association $437.00 each. 


Agency Service Fee 


The fourth decision was rendered on October 8, 1975 by Clyde W. 
Summers. He ruled that the School Committee violated Article XXVIII, 
Agency Service Fee, of the Agreement when it refused to dismiss individ- 
ual teachers who refused to pay the agency service fee as determined 
by the Association when teachers had objected to the legality of the 
agency service fees and proceedings contesting those fees were pending 
before the Massachusetts Labor Relations Commission. He further pro- 
vided for an escrow arrangement established by the Association and Com- 
mittee into which teachers who object to the legality of the agency 
service fee can pay their service fee pending final determination of the 
legality of the service fee. 


This case developed from the challenge by certain teachers to the 
amount of the agency service fee as set by the Association in accordance 
with the Contract Agreement. 


At this writing the case is still unresolved since the escrow arrange- 
ment has not been completed. 


The cost for this arbitration to the Town was not known at this 
writing. 

No new grievances have been filed since the new contract was signed. 
There are no new cases awaiting arbitration. The possibility always 
exists for different interpretations of contract language. Even though 
the four just reviewed went to arbitration, others are resolved at lower 
levels. Both sides have a stake in the process of administering the con- 
tract. Both parties need to approach their differences in reasonable 
and conciliatory fashion, but when all is said and done and even after 
the fairest arbitrators make their awards, there are those who believe 
the words mean something else. 


PROGRAM PROFILES — Another Look 


A year ago in the Annual Report we included several examples of 
program profiles, narratives written by principals and other administra- 
tors about schools, programs and services. The material is written under 
four major headings; CURRENT ACTIVITIES, MAJOR PURPOSES, 
NOTEWORTHY ACCOMPLISHMENTS, RECOMMENDED CHANGES. 
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The reports support requests for dollar amounts to include in the bud- 
get. In the presentations at School Committee meetings this year both 
narrative and the expenditures required are described. For this report 
only the narratives are included. Except for the high school one, all other 
examples are different from those included a year ago. All program pro- 
files are available for public review at the Administration Building. The 
high school profile appears for the second year in a row to enable the 
Town to note its growth as an institution that tries to provide the widest 
possible spectrum of programs and services which its highly diversified 
student body needs. 


FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL 


MAJOR PURPOSES: 


The basic goals and major role of the Falmouth High School remain 
essentially the same as in the past and as broadly explained in the follow- 
ing paragraphs. As an institution, however, we have felt special stress 
from state decisions regarding Chapter 766 and the policies of the De- 
partment of Youth Services, which have left the high school with greater 
responsibilities to deal with all the adolescent youth and young adults 
of the community. Laws reducing the majority age and relating to stu- 
dent records have an impact which is difficult to measure, but do re- 
quire adjustments by the schools, especially high schools. 


Falmouth High School is a “comprehensive” high school, which 
means that it attempts to offer a wide range of subjects to prepare stu- 
dents for college and for work. Courses range from vocational training 
in graphics and child care aide work and office practice to broader ex- 
ploratory courses in metal shop and home economics to academic cours- 
es in the math-science and humanities areas and must fill the needs 
of both highly aggressive students and reluctant students. Beyond that 
the comprehensive high school attempts to offer courses in art, photo- 
graphy, music, health and physical education to provide the opportunity 
for a background and enrichment in these areas. 


Falmouth High School, as with the whole Falmouth school district, 
subscribes to the ten basic goals for education that were developed by 
the State of Massachusetts. These include not only the academic learn- 
ing processes but the broad efforts to establish the appropriate tone in 
the high school for developing responsibility, a desire for life-long learn- 
ing, an appreciation for the arts and an understanding of the society 
to which the graduates proceed. 


CURRENT ACTIVITIES: 


The major areas of activity are generally as follows: 

1, Formal Learning Programs: Developing, implementing and moni- 
toring learning activities that fit the broad range of student 
abilities and goals; this includes the maintenance of a broad pro- 
gram of course offerings and the development of different learn- 
ing conditions for a percentage of our student population. 

2. Student Guidance: Deciding on present courses and future plans, 
aiding in accomplishing these, dealing with personal issues. 

3. Student Management: Scheduling, monitoring attendance at 
school in classes and in other behaviors in school, following up on 
improper behavior. 
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4. Staff Management: Creating postings, screening, recommending 
candidates for hiring, monitoring and evaluating performance, 
and developing staff-growth opportunities — this includes certi- 
tied, and paraprofessional, and, cooperatively, clerical and cus- 
todial staff. 

5. Student Activities Programs: Developing, implementing and mon- 
itoring athletic, extra-curricular, and student government ac- 
tivities; this includes hiring staff, overseeing programs, developing 
budgets and evaluating staff and programs. 

6. Budget Management: Developing the budget proposal in coordi- 
nation with program and staff needs, including contracted ser- 
vices, supplies, texts, travel and capital outlay; monitoring ex- 
penditures under the approved budget. 

7. Facilities and Materials Management: Proposing alterations in 
facilities to fit changing uses, ordering and distributing texts, 
supplies, and materials as needed. 


The student body for the 1975-76 school year exceeded 1,700 students, 
with the official count as of October 1, 1975 at 1,738 students in all facets 
of the school program. This number includes students residing in Fal- 
mouth and Mashpee. These students represent an incredible mixture 
of ability and motivation levels, aspirations, socio-economic backgrounds, 
national and ethnic origins and home environments. 


To carry out the basic activities listed above with this student 
population there are the following positions (note that the existence of 
part-time staff and staff with split responsibilities means there are more 
people than the full-time equivalent budgeted positions shown):

NOTEWORTHY ACCOMPLISHMENTS: 


The most noteworthy accomplishment is the significantly smoother 
opening of Falmouth High School in its third year. This in some ways 
was predictable as a process of adjustment but was achieved also by 
some of the steps noted below. Candor demands that there be recogni- 
tion of slippage as the year has progressed, in class cutting and in aspects 
of student-staff relations. This has been apparent also in past years, but 
is somewhat more disappointing because of the very clean start of the 
year.

INSTRUCTIONAL MEDIA 
CURRENT ACTIVITIES: 


The media program includes library, audiovisual, and television ser- 
vices integrated with the total educational program of the Falmouth 
Public Schools. Supplies, materials, equipment, and custom production 
services are provided along with advisory and consultation inputs. Cur- 
riculum study and techniques for enhancing the teaching and learning 
processes are strongly pursued and encouraged via the media message. 


MAJOR PURPOSES: 


A. To encourage, motivate, reinforce, and clarify learning concepts 
that will enable students to learn more effectively. 


B. To provide equipment, materials and supplies for teachers and 
students that will affect greater understanding in the educational pro- 
cess. 
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NOTEWORTHY ACCOMPLISHMENTS: 


1. Dramatic presentations in coordination with the Art Depart- 
ment. (East Falmouth School) 


2. Conversion of all software to Dewey system enabling students 
to better find materials. (Teaticket) 


3. Provision of tape recorders to help many learning situations es- 
pecially for children with special needs. (North Falmouth) 


4. Preparation of special presentations for school and community 
groups. (Woods Hole) 

. Development of a volunteer program to help teachers and stu-

6. Improvement of skills in use of library reference material by 
students.

SPECIAL NEEDS 


CURRENT ACTIVITIES: 


The Special Needs Staff, in implementing the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, Department of Education’s Chapter 1766, Bartley-Daly 
Act, provides services to 400 special needs children in programs for the 
Learning Disabled, Behaviorally Disordered (Emotionally Disturbed), 
Developmentally Disabled (Mentally Retarded), Hearing Impaired, Vis- 
ually Handicapped, Speech Disordered, Physically and Multipli-Handi- 
capped. These services include (1) screening of children ages 3-21 for 
possible learning problems; (2) initiating the Core Evaluation Process 
that assembles the appropriate specialists, i.e. psychometrist, psycholo- 
gist, physical therapist, occupational therapist, pediatrician, school ad- 
justment counselor, neurologist, etc., teacher (both regular classroom 
teacher and special education teacher), administrator, human services 
agency (i.e. Offices for Children, Welfare, etc.) and parents (or students 
if she/he is 18 or over) to meet with their assessment of the child to 
prepare an appropriate educational plan for the particular student: 
(3) developing an appropriate program for the child (ie. physical thera- 
py, collaborating program for Cerebral Palsy children or the multi-handi- 
capped, day or residential programs, a resource room, self-contained 
classroom) as listed in Chapter. 766’s nine program prototypes from reg- 
ular classroom placement (502.1) to a Diagnostic program (502.9) 


MAJOR PURPOSES 

- Services rendered by the Coordinator of Special Needs, Psychological 
Services, School Adjustment Counselor and programs of the special needs 
teachers attempt to meet the needs of the special needs students ‘by 
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screening and testing to assess the specific needs of children; isolating 
and defining dynamics of classroom, home, community and everyday in- 
terpersonal relationships; meeting with “meaningful others” in the life 
of the special needs student; and designing an appropriate program 
to prevent denials of equal educational opportunity on the basis 
of national origin, sex, economic status, race, religion and physical 
or mental handicap in the provision of differential educational 
services. Our purposes are to provide for a flexible and uniform system 
of special education program opportunities for all children requiring 
special education, to provide a flexible and non-discriminatory system for 
identifying and evaluating the individual needs cf children requiring 
special education, and requiring evaluation of the needs of the child and 
adequacy of the special education program before placement and periodic 
evaluation of the benefit of the program to the child and the nature of 
the child’s needs thereafter. 


NOTEWORTHY ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


The Special Needs Staff of 3% teachers (full time equivalency) in 
4 L.D. programs, 1 teacher of the Emotionally Disturbed in 1 E.D. pro- 
gram, 5 teachers of the Mentally Retarded in 5 M.R. programs, 3% (full 
time equivalency) speech therapists in 8 speech programs, 5% E.D./L.D. 
programs, meet the needs of the handicapped youngsters in various’ tu- 
torial, resource room, and self-contained situations. The Coordinator, 
psychologist, psychometrist and school adustment counselors have 
screened 320 kindergarten children, tested over 300 children, held 600 
Core Evaluations, of which 550 are completed. A Cape Cod collaborative 
to serve “low incidence” special needs is now formed. A collaborative, 
Cape Cod Learning Center, is operative for our Cerebral Palsied and 
multi-handicapped. The census required by Chapter 766 is near comple- 
— 


RECOMMENDED CHANGES 


The Special Needs Staff looks to expand alternatives for handicapped 
children to truly and more efficiently meet their special needs. The in- 
crease in staffing for the 1976-77 school year looks to additional staffing 
and programs (Special Resource Room project) to meet this goal so that 
the Falmouth Public Schools can offer equal educational opportunity to 
its children, including the physically and mentally handicapped. The 
special needs teachers in the schools are looking to more sophisticated 
pre-and post-test measurements, diagnostic-prescriptive Lechniiues “ane 
aspects of task analysis as they apply to remediation. 


SOCIAL STUDIES (KINDERGARTEN-GRADE - 8): 
CURRENT ACTIVITIES 


The Concepts and Inquiry Social Science Program published by 
Allyn and Bacon, Inc. has been installed in all the schools, kindergarten 
through grade eight. The reception by students, teachers, parents and 
administrators has been most encouraging. One indication of this is 
the way teachers are requesting additional units (booklets). AH of the 
classes K-8 will be exposed to the program during: the current school 
year. 
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The Where and Why Map and Globe Study Skills Program has been 
changed from a sixth grade program to the 4th and 6th Grade. The 
Where and Why is a structured, developmental program. The learning 
experiences provided by the cassette lessons are arranged from simple to 
complex. Skills that are introduced early in the series lay the founda- 
tion for skills that are developed later. In some of the schools the ma- 
terials and globes are distributed to the K-3 rooms when not in use for 
the Where and Why Program. The system has received consultant ser- 
vices from Allyn and Bacon, Inc. and will continue to do so throughout 
the school year. Small grade level meetings have begun in some of the 
buildings and they are proving to be beneficial to the coordinator and 
teacher to deal with individual needs. 


MAJOR PURPOSES 


The objective of the Concepts and Injury Pregram is to expose 
young people to that body of knowledge which helps them to make in- 
formal decisions as adults in matters affecting themselves in their social 
relations and political and economic affairs of their community, country 
and world. The process of exposure is planned and cumulative; it takes 
place over the school career from pre-primary to grade eight. It is com- 
plicated and subtle, since the operation of a free pluralistic society, such 
as the American people, calls for sensitive insights, delicate skills and 
the ability to handle complex data and conflicting considerations. The 
Concepts and Inquiry Program will provide a planned, sequential and 
cumulative approach to social science for all the children in the Falmouth 
Schools K-8. However, since abilities and speeds of learning vary the 
pupil materials are not necessarily labeled according to grades; they can 
be used in non-graded shcools or can be individually paced. Furthermore, 
at every level some parts of the pupil material are “optional”; these parts 
may be omitted, used for enrichment, given to more advanced students 
while the teacher concentrates attention on the less advanced, or employ- 
ed to diversity class interests. 


NOTEWORTHY ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


1. Most of the teachers appear relieved that there is a sense of di- 
rection and focus in the Social Science Curriculum. They know 
now what they are responsible for in the content areas. 

2. The Family of Man program supplements the Concepts and In- 
quiry Program very well. 

3. It appears the adopted curriculum allows for a variety of teach- 
ing styles. 

4. Teachers welcome the notion that they can make some valid as- 
sumptions about the content their students have been exposed 
to prior to arrival in their classrooms. 

5. The Falmouth, Harwich, Yarmouth NEED Collaborative is in its 
third year of operation. The Massachusetts Department of Edu- 
cation assessment indicates Falmouth is unique in its concern for 
environmental quality. It is hoped that the seven years of out- 
door education programs offered by the school system has, in 
some small way, promoted this concern, 
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RECOMMENDED CHANGES 


Grade level meetings with each building be held regularly. Again, 
the building principal is central to this endeavor. 

Certain basic equipment should be found in all classrooms i.e. a 
wall map for the appropriate grade/content and age of the stu- 
dent. 


A strong effort should be made to support the lower elementary 
or primary grades. 

The Central Administration must strongly recommend number 
of periods or minutes per week to be devoted to Social Science. 
A much stronger relationship ought to be devoloped between 
music, art and media services. 

During the coming year the focus ought to be on the K-4 schools, 
especially on the readiness programs in K, 1, and 2.

September third marked the beginning of our seventh year at the 
Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical School with an enroll- 
ment of 603. Since this school was not built to handle this number of 
students, we have been able to provide extra teaching stations by having 
the various shops remodel the interior of some areas of the school which 
has allowed us to open new programs. 


The students continue to expand their services to the communities 
and residents of the five-sending towns. The remodeling of various 
areas of the Barnstable County Hospital and the completion in June of 
a new parsonage for the First Baptist Church in Pocasset are two large 
projects that were accomplished. Presently, the students are building 
an extensive recreation complex at Wakeby Pond for the Sandwich Con- 
servation Committee. ; 


As for future projects, a new parsonage and activity building for 
the Swift Memorial Church in Sagamore are being planned. We contin- 
ue to welcome projects like these because of the excellent learning ex- 
perience. 


Of the many projects going on in the school, two major ones stand 
out. One is the construction of a classroom which is being used for our 
new Health Careers Program and the other is the construction of an 
80x16 brick storage area to be used to house gym and masonry equip- 
ment. The construction of additional facilities here at the school not 
only provides excellent opportunities for on-the-job training but the 
material used in the teaching process becomes part of the permanent 
school property. 
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In March 1975, a team from the New England Association of Secon- 
dary Schools and Colleges conducted a three-day evaluation of our school 
in order to determine whether or not we met the criteria set down by 
the Association to become a member. In September of 1975, we received 
word that we had not only met their standards for full accreditation 
but that we were awarded a certificate for ten years until 1985. This ac- 
complishment can only be achieved when there is a total effort and dedi- 
cation by all of the employees of the school and by the direct support 
and foresight on the part of the School Committee and the taxpayers of 
the five towns. 


The Regional School District, in the way of financial assistance in 
1975, received $426,797.00 representing the 50 percent reimbursement of 
net operating expense for 1973-1974 and $45,139.00 which was the remaind- 
er of 1972-1973 operating reimbursement. Also received was $81,606.00 
for transportation reimbursement for 1973-1974; $6,977.16, the remainder 
for 1972-1973 transportation; a library grant of $607.84; and $11,273.00 un- 
der PL 81-874 for federally connected pupils. 


Due to a change in regional school aid payments under Chapter 171, 
Section 16D, additional aid for belonging to a regional school district is 
now based on the amount each town contributes to the district and is 
to be paid directly to the district. Formerly the towns received 15 percent 
of their own school aid entitlement under Chapter 70, which last year 
amounted to approximately $267,336. This year, using the new formula, 
the regional school district is to receive $69,407 which is considerably less 
than the towns received under their own formulas. At the present time 
it is expected that this aid will be distributed at a proration of 95.8 percent. 


I wish to once again thank all the town officials and school person- 
nel in our district for their excellent cooperation. Thanks and sincere 
appreciation should be extended to all personnel who are employed by 
the school district and to my fellow school committee and advisory board 
members for their interest, concern, and support. The success of our 
school is due to the help and cooperation of all of these people.

The Board of Selectmen herewith submits its report. 


Appointments, under the Board’s jurisdiction, were made, and com- 
missions were filled. In carrying out its duties the Board met in regular 
and special sessions, held many public hearings each week, and attended 
numerous other meetings. Most of our hearings are well attended, and 
we are happy that the citizens of the Town participate as well as they 
do. 


During 1976 there were a total of four Special Town Meetings, and 
the Annual Town Meeting. They were as follows: April 6, 1976 with 12 
articles (held within the Annual Town Meeting), June 28, 1976, with 
twenty four articles; on August 25, 1976 with thirteen articles; and on 
November 22, 1976 with eleven articles. When applicable the Selectmen 
have carried out the directions of these Town Meetings. 


All road layouts accepted by the Town including layouts accepted 
by the Town under the Betterment Act may be found under Articles 
67 and 68 of the Annual Town Meeting in this report. 


In addition to our own local committees, we have had to make num- 
erous appointments to State, County, and Regional Committees. All have 
been made. 


The dispositions of Claims and Suits can be found under Claims and 
Suits. 


The fact that budgets must be prepared 18 months before the end 
of each fiscal year has caused monetary problems, especially with the 
increases in light and fuel. For this reason Special Town Meetings have 
increased. This problem probably will continue. 


The Board of Selectmen wants to express its thanks to all Boards, 
Departments, and individuals who give endless hours of their time to 
the Town.

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ASSESSORS’ REPORT 


The revaluation program that was to have been completed by the 
Spring of 1977 has been delayed until the Spring of 1978 due to the firm 
of Whipple-Magane-Darcy Inc. going intc bankruptcy. The unpaid bal- 
ance in account at this time was $76,807.00 


After many months of negotiating with the bonding company, the 
Board of Assessors settled for the sum of $51,000.00 and all the records of 
the work that had been completed to date. 


The Board of Assessors and the Revaluation Advisory Committee met 
several times to discuss the necessary steps that must be taken to get the 
revaluation program back on track. After entertaining several proposals 
of new revaluation companies it was decided to accept the proposal of 
McGee & Magane but that a contract could not be signed until additional 
funds in the amount of $11,193.00 had to be secured. At a special town 
meeting on August 25, 1976 these funds were voted and in September a 
contract was signed to complete the revaluation.

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CLEMENT MEDEIROS LINO 
1899 - 1976 


Many in Falmouth lost a friend and the town lost a link to its past 
when Clement M. Lino of East Falmouth died at year’s end. It was 1919 
when Mr. Lino, born in St. Michael’s island in the Azores, came to Fal- 
mouth, when he joined the police department he was one of seven men 
on the force. He was a policeman more than 30 years. 


Whether controlling summer traffic at the ferry terminal in crowded 
Woods Hole, or in his second career driving a Cadillac taxi, Mr. Lino was 
cheerfully effective and never at a loss for words. He made friends for 
the town, and for himself. 


And he enjoyed life. “I have no regrets,” Mr. Lino said when he 
retired for the second time. “If I had my life to live over again, I would 
do the same thing.” 
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THE FALMOUTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Submitted herewith is the Annual Report of the Falmouth Police 
Department for the year 1976. 


The Police Department had again a very busy year with an 18% 
increase in the complaint calls received from the citizens from 11,478 to 
13,993. Service calls increased from 4,179 to 4,874, giving an increase of 
16%. Noise complaints rose 18% to 937 versus 746 for the previous year. 


Warrants, summonses, plus our other court work totaled 1,718 mat- 
ters handled by the Police Department. 


Motor Vehicle accidents investigated this year numbered 1,188. Re- 
ported accidents, but not investigated, totaled 185 resulting in a 5% 
Overall increase for the year. I am happy to report the fatal accidents 
were reduced from 5 to 3 this year. 


We had a reduction in the number of arrests in all categories by 
724, bringing the total for the year to 3,359. Unfortunately, we still had 
over 200 cases of Operating Under the Influence. In this area we. need 
the cooperation of the driving public for their own protection. 


The Detective Division reports indicate an increase in the areas of 
serious crimes. Four armed robberies resulting in six arrests, one murder 
with one arrest resulting, twenty rape cases were reported. There were 
554 Breaking and Entering offenses reported. 352 cases of Larceny over 
$100.00 (Felony), with an increase of 46. 242 Larceny less than $100.00 
(Misdemeanor), with a decrease of 26 cases. 61 Narcotic arrests were 
made, 44 adults and 17 juveniles. 


Again major crimes have increased which is of major vital concern 
to all of us. I find that the Department is receiving fine cooperation 
from the citizens of the community. Citizens are calling on suspicious 
activities transpiring within their areas. May I stress that all citizens 
continue to do so in the best interest of all of us. 


There were 12 cases of Assault and Battery on Police Officers last 
year. Several of the cases involved the use of a weapon on the Officers. 
I have made some budgetary requests for personal equipment for the 
members of this agency to reduce the risk of permanent physical harm 
to them. 


In June of 1976 the Police Department received as a grant a 1976 
Dodge sedan from the Governors Commission on Law Enforcement. The 
grant was filed on a cooperative act by the Board of Selectmen and 
myself for the purpose of Highway Safety and the sedan has been 
assigned to that task. 


On October 25, 1976, Officer Andras J. Nyari became the fulltime 
Safety Officer and I would like to report some of his activities thus far. 


Safety Education: 

605 Children (kindergarten and first grade) instructed in general 
safety procedures at individual classroom levels. A total of 3,615 stu- 
dents (includes Lawrence School) instructed in bus safety with audio- 
visual aid. 
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Safety Projects: 

9 school crossing (adult) guards. 8 student guards at key locations. 
Student members equipment updated and in addition, guide booklets 
were issued and members were tested and instructed on correct patrol 
procedures. 


Green Pennant Safety Flag: 

At each school it continues to be a success. No accidents occurred 
on school grounds or at school crossings since the beginning of school 
year. 

Daily School Bus Stop Check: 
7 Complaints. 7 Investigated. 


Community Safety Projects: 

Operation Identification: Project Theft Guard: 50 persons as of 
12-31-76. Total 305 since the inception of the program. 
Operation Hot Car: 

In cooperation with ALA, applications are available at Police station. 


Radar Patrol: 
Since November 15, 1976 a total of 145 citations were issued. 


Bicycle Registration: 
136 as of 12-31-76. 


Safety Hazards Corrected: 
3*— 3 complaints.* 


Stop Signs: 

199 stop signs were inspected in cooperation with State DPW engi- 
neer for State approval. 
Tour of Police Station: 

Conducted to students and other civic groups upon request. 


Boy Scouts: 
Members of Troop 40 being counseled toward Safety Merit Badges. 


Safety Meetings: 
8 meetings attended at State level. 


Bicycle Theft: 


A total of 77 bicycles were reported stolen or missing 1-1-76 to 
12-31-76. 


Bicycles Recovered or Found: 

50 returned to owner. 25 naw in possession of Police Dept. for safe 
keeping. 25 other items recovered and now in possession of Police 
Department: 1 Go-cart and 1 Motor scooter. 


The Juvenile Division, under the supervision of Paul D. Carreiro, 
Community Service Officer, has also had a very busy year, showing a 
sharp increase in activity with crimes against property topping the list. 
Included in this list are Breaking and Entering 53, Larceny 32, Vandalism 
‘24, Assaults 4, Bomb Scares 3, Armed Robbery 2, Disorderly 10. You will 
note the crimes against citizens have increased. 


Family problems are up by a.great extent. Most all family problems 
that occur affect society one way or another with the child acting out 
by breaking-in or committing some crime to be noticed or to bring about

reconciliation with their family which consists of the following: Run- 
aways 20, Drug Offenses 17, Child in Need of Services 16. 


Another important part in family problems is the care that is given 
to the child in its early stages of life. This year five cases had been 
taken to court in the form of a Care and Protection Petition resulting 
in a total of 13 boys and 9 girls being placed into the hands of the 
Welfare Department. 


Again, in cooperation with the Board of Selectmen, a 30 man Auxili- 
ary Police Force, as of November 1, 1976, has been initiated with a 
training cadre of qualified instructors who have made tremendous 
progress with this unit. I should like to commend them for their dedi- 
cation. They are Sergeant D. Price and Officers R. Mangum and C. 
Clarkson. The unit participated in controlling traffic for the large 
Christmas parade and did a fine job. The training consists of two meet- 
ings a month with guest lecturers. 


We shall continue to pursue all areas of our responsibility to the 
utmost for the protection and welfare of the citizens of our community. 
We ask for your assistance and cooperation. 


We wish to thank the citizens, the Board of Selectmen, all Town 
Agencies, the supervisors and officers of this department who are’ dedi- 
cated to the pursuance of a better and safer community for all citizens.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE AGENCY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Inasmuch as I served little more than the final quarter of 1976 as 
your Civil Defense Director, this report must be, at best, partial. Much 
of that time was spent in learning the scope and responsibilities of the 
position. Most helpful in this regard was a seminar in May, sponsored 
by Area II, Massachusetts Defense Civil Preparedness Agency, at which 
I had the privilege of being accompanied by the Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen. The deeper understanding of the responsibilities of the 
Civil Defense Agency will, we feel, profit both the Agency and the 
Board in the years to come. 


One of the things that I have learned is that Falmouth has an 
exceptionally high level of preparedness for most types of disaster, both 
in terms of the physical facilities and equipment (the Emergency 
Operating Center at Town Hall and the Civil Defense Van), and in 
terms of a core group of volunteer workers ready to respond to any 
emergency. This the town owes to the long years of hard work done 
by my predecessor, Herve C. Houde. It was my privilege to be present 
in March at the Governor’s office when Mr. Houde was presented a 
citation for those years of service by His Excellency, Governor Michael 
Dukakis. 
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Members of the Civil Defense Agency have continued through the 
year to render service to the town through the use of the Civil Defense 
Van with its communications facilities, lighting plant, First Aid Station 
and canteen. Some records were lost in the transition between Directors, 
but in the last half of the year, the truck made 28 runs; 6 of these 
were emergency calls and the remainder routine. This effort represents 
over 225 hours of volunteer service. The Town owes a debt of gratitude 
to these loyal workers, and to the Salvation Army for continuing to 
provide food for the canteen use at fires and other emergencies. 


An innovation in our Agency organization came about in May with 
the appointment, for the first time, of two Deputy Directors of Civil 
Defense. Sharing the responsibility and authority for the Agency with 
me are John Justason and James Stelk. 


The Surplus Property program continues to be a disappointment. 
Federal Surplus Property is channeled to local Civil Defense Agencies 
in Massachusetts through a state agency whose expenses must be met 
through the program. -This means that while property provided us is 
technically “free,” we must pay a portion of the expenses of the distribu- 
tion agency for each item of surplus property. In recent years, the quality 
of material declared surplus by the federal government has deteriorated 
and the costs of the state agency increased to the point that the cost of 
most items to the Town is more than their real value. As a result, Fal- 
mouth has not participated actively in the Surplus Property program of 
late and it became necessary, after an application for a surplus vehicle 
had been pending for nearly a year, for us to purchase an automobile 
for use by the Civil Defense Director from a local dealer. 


Looking to the future, two major goals seem to have priority. One 
is the improvement of the organization itself through the search for new 
members and improving the organizational readiness; the other is the 
improvement and, in some cases, replacement of equipment which has 
deteriorated with years of use.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Honorable Board of Selectmen

The following is my report of the Fire Department for the year 
1976. 


A busy year was experienced — and fortunately with no loss of life. 


There were two major fires which caused extremely large losses. 
On July 4, 1976 at 7:20 P.M., a general alram fire at the Falmouth 
Lumber Company did cause a very large loss to buildings and stock 
in a very congested, but orderly and neat, operation. The close proximity 
of the wooden storage sheds makes it very difficult to contain a fire of 
this magnitude, and I take this opportunity to commend the members 
of this department and the other departments who assisted on mutual 
aid, for containing this fire against great odds. Two of our vehicles did 
receive heat damage to the paint and other parts of the vehicles but 
they did not have to be taken out of service. 


Several members did receive minor burns from the heat through 
their protective equipment. 


On August 18 at 5:41 A.M. an explosion and fire caused very heavy 
damage to the Cafe Amaro on Main Street, Teaticket. This fire con- 
tinues under investigation by the Fire Marshal’s office, the Insurance 
company and the Falmouth Fire and Police departments. 


Several other fires remain under investigation where the cause is 
unknown or of a suspicious nature and incendiary. 


There appears to have been an increase in automobile fires, both 
local and out of town, which were found burned in isolated areas 
throughout the town. These cases were all total losses. 


The members (call and permanent) of the department obtained 
donations for a “Jaws of Life” rescue tool used to remove trapped vic- 
tims in cars and other situations. It is one of the latest emergency tools 
on the market and has saved many lives to date. The tool will be in- 
valuable in the future. I would like to thank the Hazelton brothers 
for their interest and support in allowing the members to practice on 
their property and their junk cars. It has been greatly appreciated and 
very beneficial. 


Several members, call and permanent, took fire related courses this 
year at Cape Cod Community College. 


Four new men were appointed in September upon the receipt of a 
certified list from Civil Service. These men had the highest marks of 
those from Falmouth who took the examination. They were Paul 
Brodeur, Alden Cook, William Peck and Robert Thompson. 


The above men were given a seven-week Recruit Training course 
by the Massachusetts Firefighting Academy which all successfully com- 
pleted and should be a credit to the department. 


Seven members took the eighty-one hour E.M.T. course which pro- 
vides the department with an ample number of men qualified at this 
time. Additional members will enroll as these courses become available. 


Several groups of students from the school’s FOOS program observed 
the operation of the department and were most welcome. 
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The Muster Team worked exceptionally hard this year and took 
first place in the competition with all other departments which was 
held in Hyannis during Fire Prevention Week. Congratulations for a 
job well done! 

All required fire drills and inspections in hospital, schools, nursing 
homes and rest homes were held as required. 

The Fire Prevention Bureau had a busy year and the cooperation 
has been generally excellent. The new building code has worked out 
well and will continue as several new procedures have been worked 
out to establish a smoother and more efficient operation for everyone. 

May I take this opportunity to thank all departments who have 
assisted us in any way this past year.

This past year was one of many changes in the Rescue service. The 
biggest changes were the introduction of Falmouth’s first two Para- 
medics with two others presently enrolled; direct radio contact from 
the ambulance to the Falmouth Hospital Emergency room physician; 
and two defibrillators, gifts of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Gillis and the 
Junior Outlook Club. New equipment included a Resusi baby doll, a 
gift of the Altrusa Club; and two Cardio-beepers, gifts of the Self- 
Starters Club and the Junior Outlook Club. 

The resignation of Ms. Norma Holt was accepted with regret, and 
Ms. Alice A. Andrews was appointed. 

The Cadillac Ambulance was repaired and serves as the back-up 
vehicle. 

The Rescue service has added the responsibility this year of trans- 
porting patients from the Falmouth Hospital Heliport to the Emergency 
room. 

Since the Rescue service comprises a significant portion of Fire 
Department activity, and as both rescue vehicles are frequently in 
operation, the Ambulance Committee is currently making plans to 
request a third ambulance for the Town of Falmouth.

Submitted herewith by the Building Inspector is the annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1976. 


During the year, a total of 774 permits for construction estimated to 
cost $8,765,833.00 were issued from this office. These permits include all 
new dwellings, commercial buildings, accessory buildings, town buildings, 
religious buildings, garages, alterations, sign permits, and smoke de- 
tector permits. 


In accordance with applications filed in this office, building con- 
struction in Falmouth for the past year is as follows:

There are 150 places of assembly such as restau- 
rants, lounges, and taverns, 18 churches, 69 guest houses, 4 recreation 
buildings, 9 schools, 11 day care centers, 35 motels, 7 theatres, 4 institu- 


tional and 18 private clubs. These total about 325, and there are more 
not yet listed. 


There is also another additional duty for the Building Department 
of issuing permits and inspecting buildings within the newly established 
Flood Plain Zone. There are new zoning regulations pertaining to these 
buildings in the Flood Plain.

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REPORT OF THE HOUSING AUTHORITY 


To: The Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


The Falmouth Housing Authority is a five-member board created in 
1947 by a vote of Town Meeting under the state law, Chapter 121, 
Section 3 as amended. Four members are elected by the voters in 
Falmouth for staggered five year terms; the fifth member is appointed 
by the Governor of the Commonwealth. The Authority operates under 
the supervision of the Department of Community Affairs and the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Development for the purpose of pro- 
viding “decent, safe and sanitary dwelling accommodations, and with 
no profit or revenue” for individuals and families who are unable to 
afford housing in the regular market. The Authority is not subject to 
the town’s zoning by-law and building regulations, but it operates under 
these requirements even though it functions under the General Laws 
of the Commonwealth. It is the only local government agency concerned 
with housing in the town and it operates entirely independent of any 
private interests. The Housing Authority is now located at 346 Gifford 
Street (Homeport), Falmouth. 


To oversee the housing needs and arrangements of Falmouth and 
to decide which programs should be initiated, the Authority employs 
an Executive Director, a Director of Leased Housing and several clerical 
assistants. The Authority obtains the cooperation of local real estate 
agents and builders to help in its planning and land dealings. At 
monthly, open public meetings, the Authority hears reports from its 
two Directors and sets policies. It periodically reports to federal and 
state agencies and yearly reports to the Town of Falmouth. Its books 
are audited yearly by state auditors for state operated programs and 
bi-annually, by independent auditors for federally funded programs. 


The law required that there be no discrimination in selecting tenants 
for leased programs, other than greatest need and date of application, 
nor can there be discrimination in unleased units.

PROJECT 705 
Homes Purchased for Low-Income Families 


To date 16 houses have actually been acquired by the Housing Authority 
for 16 low-income families. These 16 homes are all occupied. Under 
agreement with the Department of Community Affairs, no purchases of. 
additional dwellings are being made at this time. 

LEASED HOUSING 

The Housing Authority administers a leased housing program under 
Chapter 707 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth. Funds for this 
program are made available through the Department of Community 
Affairs. The Annual Contribution Contract for 1976 amounted to 
$198,440.00 covering 102 units for occupancy by low-income families of 
the Town. 

The Authority also administers two leased housing programs through 
the Department of Housing and Urban Development. One is under Sec- 
tion 23 of the United States Housing Act of 1937. Rent subsidies for 
70 units are provided for through this program. The Annual Contri- 
butions Contract for Section 23 is $155,763.00. The other Leased Housing 
Program under Section 8 Housing Assistance Payments Program of the 
United States Housing Act of 1974 provided $393,720.00 under the Annual 
Contributions Contract for 130 subsidized units. 

Under this program, families whose incomes do not exceed 80 per 
cent of the Median Income for Barnstable County would be eligible for 
housing assistance. The Tenants are responsible for locating their own 
housing units and negotiating their own leases. Their contribution is 25. 
per cent of their income for rent and utilities. 

There are in excess of 500 applications on file for rental assistance 
housing. 

OTHER HOUSING 

Because many summer people choose to buy homes on Cape Cod, 
rent them in the winter and move here in the summer, reasonable rent- 
als are exceedingly rare in Falmouth. This has led to a crisis for mod- 
erate as well as low-income people. One apartment development exists 
in Falmouth, and is run by the United Church Homes. This is for senior 
citizens of moderate income and there is a waiting list. Other apart- 
ments and houses can be secured through local real estate dealers, and 
newspaper ads. 

The Authority appreciates the cooperation it has received from the 
various Town Departments during the past year, and the efficient serv- 
ices rendered by the Town Information and Clerical Center. vith

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REPORT OF THE 
BARNSTABLE COUNTY HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


FOR SIX MONTHS ENDING 
JUNE 30, 1976 


The staff has been finding it difficult to carry on existing programs, 
and keep up wth the impact of health planning agencies, local human 
services committees, grant proposals from community interests relating 
to health, requests for consultation and for committee participation. 


Specialized instruction in the performance of additional tests in 
water chemistry, learning to use the new laboratory equipment, and 
sharing in conferences with the “208” waste water study have taken 
much time and effort. The positions of sanitary inspector funded by 
CETA. (Comprehensive Employment Training Act) was terminated in 
May. We were fortunate in hiring a registered sanitarian to succeed 
him immediately, and who could work through the summer period. 
Occasional workshops have been held with the town health agents and 
this department. Environmental health protection continues to be a 
major service. 


The Public Health Nurse Directors have provided supervision to 
seven Home Health Agencies, attending quarterly record reviews, serv- 
ing ex-officio on their professional advisory committees, attending the 
one day and two day surveys for re-certification under Medicare. They 
assisted in the selection and orientation of new community nurses in 
two towns and in one school. A continuing education course “The Com- 
munity Nurse is the Leader — Her Role and Responsibility in the Home 
Visit” was well attended, 33 nurses received credit for 1.4 Continuing 
Education Units from the Massachusetts Nurses Association. One nurse 
director has served on the Continuing Care Committee of Cape Cod 
Hospital, the Heart Association professional education committee, the 
Cape Cod Community College Medical Advisory Committee, and the 
College Geriatric Aide Course Advisory Committee. Lectures have been 
given on communicable diseases and personal care in the orientation 
course for the Cape Cod Homemaker-Home Health Aide Service. One 
director served on a town government study committee and completed 
a course at the Harvard School of Public Health in nurse leadership and 
management with particular reference to school health services. Re- 
sponsibility for the epidemiological aspects of the state tuberculosis 
clinic and for all communicable diseases is a continued one and to some 
extent, is jointly shared with the registered sanitarians. One public 
health nurse director continues to direct a five member staff and co- 
ordinate the management of the State Handicapped Children’s Clinic 
in this area, and coordinates the group day care center inspection 
activities. 


Medical Social Services are provided, directly to the Handicapped 
Children’s Clinic families on a continued basis, and also to any person 
or family on request. Consultation and conferences with other agencies 
in the county and elsewhere have led to the fulfillment of several re- 
quests, such as approval for admission to special schools and services, 
funds for homemakers and specialized care at home. Joint planning 
continues on a regular basis with day care operators, school special 
needs counsellors, the collaborative staff, school nurses and psychologists. 
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Dental Hygiene services are still focussed on the young child of 
pre-school and elementary age. As requested by individual schools and 
pre-schools, direct services of screening, topical fluoride application, 
and education are provided. An affiliation experience for the dental 
hygiene students at Cape Cod Community College is now available here, 
with instruction and supervision provided on a weekly basis, however 
this is dependent on the approval of each school system involved. 


The Handicapped Children’s Clinic is held twice each month, at 
Barnstable County Hospital in Pocasset, with a caseload of over 330 
children, ages from birth to 21 years. Because of the increase in the 
number of referrals, and the complexity and seriousness of most diag- 
noses, additional clinic sessions are being scheduled. The medical staff 
includes:

A public health physical therapist, medical social worker, and three 
secretaries complete the team. The position of occupational therapist, 
funded by CETA, was terminated in May. There has been no provision 
for a replacement. The team has access to other services and staff 
assistance, through the Division of Family Health Services of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health. 


The responsibility for recommending licensure for Group Day Care 
Centers continues to increase. The State Office for Children is re- 
writing Rules and Regulations for the operation of such centers and a 
final draft will soon be completed and interpreted to the day care 
center operators. In addition to stricter standards by the State Build- 
ing Code there is greater parent involvement and consumer interest. 
Because of our wide involvement in many children’s services, we feel 
that it is important for us to continue in this field. 


We also continue to provide “promotion of health” and “prevention 
of disease’ and the “public health viewpoint” through consultation 
services, board membership and committee participation, such as, with 
Flder Services of Cape & Islands, with the Area Hopsital Council, the 
Nurse Directors Committee, the Associated Boards of Health, Massa- 
chusetts Department of Mental Health and Mental Health Association, 
Family and Children’s Services, the local Office for Children and Child 
Development Program, Inc., the Cape Cod Community Council, the 
Cape Cod Community College, and the Comprehensive Health Planning 
Agency. We endeavor to support the medical community and to prepare 
for the most efficient, economical, compassionate provision and system 
for the delivery of health services.

The Falmouth Nursing Association, Inc. has been providing the 
residents of the Town of Falmouth Maternal and Child Health Services, 
Well Child. Conferences, Immunization Clinics and Communicable Di- 
sease Control through qualified public health staff under a contractual 
arrangement with the Board of Health. 


In the year 1976 the citizens have received the following services: 


Maternal & Child Health Services — 1968 Visits 
Post partum, new born and pre-school child visits. 
Referrals for service are routinely sent from the local hospitals. 
Expectant Parents Classes are held in cooperation with Falmouth 
Hospital staff. 
Mothers Groups are held at Otis re Base. 


Well Child Conference — Attendance 109 
Pediatricians from Falmouth are in attendance to assess the well 
child. The conferences are held monthly. 
Flu Clinics — Attendance 3049 
_ Five clinics were held with 3049 individuals receiving immunizations. 


Immunization Clinics — Attendance 1105 
The use of the triple vaccine, measles, mumps, rubella has decreased 
the need for some return visits. 
The importance of immunization for crippling diseases cannot be 
stressed enough. Clinics are open to everyone. 
Immunizations include: 
Diptheria, Pertussis, Tetanus 
D.P.T. Boosters 
Trivalent Polio 
Trivalent Polio Boosters 
Measles/Mumps/German Measles 
Tuberculin Tine Test 
Senior Citizen Counseling . 
There are two nurses at the Senior Center 4 times a month and one 
nurse at the Housing Units once a month to assess, counsel and teach 
all interested citizens. 
There were 506 individuals seen at the Center and 259 individuals 
seen at the Housing Units, forsa total of 165 senior citizens counselled. 
In addition to the contracted services the community received care 
‘of the sick visiting.

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REPORT OF THE 
TOWN HUMAN SERVICES COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Human Services Committee completed its first full year of 
operation in 1976. The purpose of the Committee is to oversee the 
operation of Town funded human services and to identify and to address 
the social service needs of the Community. During the course of the 
year a number of significant changes have been made in the delivery of 
human services to Falmouth residents. 


The Committee continues to employ a full time coordinator of Social 
Services, William Aliski, and a three quarter time social worker, Susan 
Beardsley. The office of Falmouth Social Services moved with the Fal- 
mouth Nursing Association in June to new headquarters on Ter Heun 
Drive. The new office space has been a tremendous advantage to the 
Committee staff, and the cooperative relationship with the Nursing 
Association continues to be mutually beneficial to both the Committee 
and the Falmouth Nursing Association. 


In Fiscal Year 1977, the Committee has assumed responsibility for 
other Town funded Human Services Programs including Cape Cod 
Mental Health Association, Nauset Workshop for the Retarded and the 
Child Development Program, Inc. The Committee has written contracts 
with each of these agencies identifying services to be provided, methods 
of accounting for Town funds and schedules for payment. One other 
program, Vocational Services of Cape Cod was appropriated funds by 
Town Meeting, but after investigation the Committee voted to suspend 
payment to the program, citing duplication of services and inadequate 
program and staff requirements as the reason for the decision. In the 
next Fiscal Year these human services programs will be included in 
the budget of the Committee and separate Warrant Articles for each 
agency will no longer be voted on individually by Town Meeting. 


The Committee also has responsibility for funds appropriated to 
Falmouth Hotline, Inc. In March a contract was established and ap- 
proved by the Committee and the Board of Trustees. A new Director, 
Karen Blinstrub was appointed at that time. In July the Committee 
extended its agreement with Hotline, Inc., for Fiscal Year 1977. 


Through the last half of the summer and early fall, a series of 
events occurred which forced the Committee to reassess its relationship 
with Hotline, Inc. Ms. Blinstrub resigned for personal reasons and the 
Committee felt that Hotline, Inc. was unable to maintain the services 
stipulated in the contract. In December the Committee voted to term- 
inate its contract with Falmouth Hotline, Inc., as of December 31, 1976, 
effectively closing down the operation in Falmouth. Early in January, 
1977, the Committee will decide what changes can be made to continue 
to provide short term counseling and crisis intervention services to 
adolescents in the Community. The Committee would like to express 
its gratitude to all of the people involved in Hotline, Inc., over the 
years and recognizes their unique contribution to the Community and 
its young people during a turbulent period. 


In April the Human Services received and accepted the Planning 
Report on Social Services in Falmouth prepared by the Coordinator. 
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Many of the recommendations have been accepted and implemented by 
the Committee while others will be incorporated into the Committee 
structure during the coming year. 


Direct casework and group work services to Falmouth residents 
has also expanded during this year. The number of new referrals in 
this calendar year was 79, while the number of reopened cases was 5. 
In addition to individual casework services, Ms. Beardsley has estab- 
lished three group programs, two for widowed adults and one for teen- 
age mothers. Additional groups will be developed as the need arises. 


The Committee would like to make a special note of appreciation 
to Ms. Marge Donovan of the Town Information and Clerical Center 
for her tireless efforts and cheerful cooperation over the past year. 
Without her help the Committee and the Coordinator would be unable 
to function effectively.

FALMOUTH COUNCIL ON AGING 


To: The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The announcement in August that HUD had awarded the Town of 
Falmouth a grant of $100,000 to construct a new senior center was the 
most noteworthy event of the year 1976. The Council on Aging wishes 
to express its appreciation to the Board of Selectmen, Mr. Paul Doane 
of the Cape Cod Planning and Economic Development Commission for 
their untiring efforts in securing the grant. The Building Study Commit- 
tee, chaired by Dr. Alfred Clements, appointed to make recommendations 
of site selection, cost estimates and building design completed their task 
and approved the new senior center building plan developed by Archi- 
tect Robert Wilson. It is estimated that the new center, to be located on 
Dillingham Avenue, will be ready for occupancy in early June, 1977. 


The Council on Aging and all of her many friends were saddened by 
the loss of Alice Dolan who passed away in December. Alice had served 
as the Council secretary since its beginning in 1971. Her dedication and 
devotion to the cause of the senior citizens of the town were most re- 
markable, and she will be sorely missed. 


The Council on Aging has noted steady growth and increased ac- 
tivity in all areas of its responsibility during the year. The Cape has 
continued to be a popular retirement area as evidenced by 452 new 
registrations at the Senior Center, bringing the total to 2472 at the end 
of the year. The Senior Center staff has remained unchanged: Lt. Col. 
Earle Flagg has continued as Executive Director, Mrs. Erma Whybrew 
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as Administrative Assistant, Mrs. Lorena Dufresne, Table Sales, and 
Mrs. Robert F. Leonard as Volunteer Hostess. 


Council members elected for the year were — Eileen Finnell, Chair- 
man, Vincent Inness, Vice Chairman, Mrs. Tony Andrews, Secretary, 
Rev. John Magnani, Treasurer, Rev. Richard Crowell, Legislative Chair- 
man, Beatrice Scannell, Historian. 


The Council on Aging has maintained close contact with the Depart- 
ment of Elder Affairs, Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands, and 
Area Agency on Aging, in order to keep well informed on all current 
long range matters of importance to the elderly. Col. Flagg is a mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors of the Elder Services, and serves on the 
Transportation Committee, the Cape Agencies relating to the Aging, 
and the Massachusetts Association of Senior Center Directors. 


The activities and programs offered at the Senior Center attracted 
an average of 842 per month. Pottery, Oil Painting, Handiwork, Wood 
Carving, Quilt making and Sewing Classes are offered weekly. Medex 
Counselling, Senior Citizen Job Placement, Senior Legal Advocacy, 
Health Counseling and Blood Pressure Clinics are conducted monthly. 
Over 900 seniors took part in trips organized at the Senior Center. They 
included trips to Williamsburg, Lake George, N.Y., Strawberry Banke, 
N.H., LaSalette, Bermuda, Tanglewood, and 9 Boston trips. 


The Council on Aging Mini Bus continued its essential service for 
the elderly of Falmouth. The bus’ carried 7493 persons, traveled over 
24,336 miles, and received a donation of 1804 gallons of gasoline from 14 
service stations. The Council wishes to express its appreciation to those 
generous business men and all of the persons who have donated to this 
worthwhile program. 


With the cooperation of the Falmouth School Department a hot 
lunch program for senior citizens has been started in three outlying 
schools. At the North Falmouth, East Falmouth and Teaticket Schools 
a senior citizen may purchase a hot lunch for the same price paid by 
the teachers. The Council appreciates and supports the program pro- 
vided by Elder Services of Cape Cod, which serves 65 hot meals each 
day, Monday through Friday for Fifty Cents or less at the John Wesley 
Methodist Church, under the supervision of Mrs. Deborah Donnelly. 


The Council on Aging wishes to express its appreciation to the 
organizations and individuals who have given support to the goals of 
the Council. We wish to thank the Selectmen for their continued sup- 
port, and the Finance Committee for their understanding of the needs 
of this program for the elderly.

The Committee is pleased to report a rise in tonnage and income for 
1976. Total tonnage processed was 293.5 tons: 169 T paper, 17.5 T metal 
and 107 T glass. Total earned income was $5548; total expenses were

During the year, Veterans Dependents, Dependent Parents, Widows 
of World War One and Two, the Korean Conflict and Viet-Nam were 
aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 


Four World War I, fifteen World War II, two Korean and one 
Viet-Nam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. The widows and 
dependent parents were assisted in preparing the necessary forms for 
pensions, burial allowance, Social Security claims and grave markers. 


Twenty grave markers have been applied for. All have been re- 
ceived and implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans 
interred in local cemeteries have been taken care of during the year, 


Forty Veterans and widows have been aided in making out their 
annual income statements. 


This office has processed six Viet-Nam applicants for the Massa- 
chusetts Viet-Nam Bonus, and has also aided three hundred and ninety- 
two Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the job 
training, pensions, home loans and many other benefits during the year. 

Reimbursement by the State Department of Veterans Services to 
the Excess and Deficiency Account is made for fifty per cent of all 
expenditures except Administration. 

A summary of money expended for Veterans’ Services is listed and 
compiled by the Town Accountant and can be found in his report; 
therefore, it will not be repeated here. 
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During the year 1976, Mrs. Donald B. Newhall resigned and has been 
replaced by Mrs. Alan J. Brousseau. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and all Town

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REPORT OF THE SHELLFISH OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending December 31, 
1976. 


A total of 14,740 miles were patrolled by me in both car and boat. 
I logged 48 first offense violators while examining permit holders and 
their catches. One man had his shellfish permit suspended for having 
seed quahaugs less than two inches in longest diameter in his possession. 
All violators returned their catches to the shellfish grounds under my 
supervision. 


Permits were examined and issued to the following: 
1,900 Family, resident 
170 Family, non-resident 
350 Family, resident over sixty-five years of age 
116 Commercial 


Project No. 1 Quahaug Transplant 


I wish to report that on March 19, 1974, I worked out a plan to 
utilize the quahaug resources that are in Falmouth Inner Harbor. As 
you know, for several years we could not utilize these quahaugs due to 
mercury found in concentrations above .5 PPM, the United States Public 
Health Service standard for mercury in shellfish. A cooperative study 
Was approved involving the Division of Environmental Health, the 
Division of Marine Fisheries and the Town of Falmouth. This plan not 
only allowed us to utilize these contaminated quahaugs for propagation 
but it enables us to study more closely the natural depuration process 
of the quahaugs along with serving as a guideline for similar future 
projects. 


During the Spring of 1974, 1,174 bushels of contaminated quahaugs 
were dug out of Falmouth Harbor and transplanted into Great Pond 
as a first pilot transplant under a special permit issued by the Division 
of Marine Fisheries. I wish to report to you at this writing that I 
received a letter in December 1976 from Allen E. Peterson, Jr., Director 
of Marine Fisheries, stating that these shellfish may now be harvested 
for human consumption. To me this was very good news because it 
showed that I and a few other people were right in setting up a pro- 
gram of this nature. Because of past tests that showed improvement 
in natural depuration, I was able to obtain another special permit for 
quahaug relaying. In doing so through coordinated efforts between 
Town, State and Federal agencies, our local commercial shellfishmen 
were able to dig 1,54344 bushels of contaminated quahaugs from Fal- 
mouth Inner Harbor from October 25, 1976 through December 7, 1976 
and relay them to a closed area section of Green Pond. It was very 
hard for these men to work out there because for awhile they had to 
work in designated areas as shown on a map in order to get these 
quahaugs out at key points and the weather was not cooperative. The 
men worked through cold, rainy and windy days with a race between 
winter setting in and the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, Navigation 
Branch, who wanted to get in to start the maintenance dredging of the 
channel of Falmouth Inner Harbor. If the quahaugs in some of these 
dredge sites were not removed by our shellfishmen they would have 
fallen as prey to the dredge and would have been destroyed. 
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On June 5, 1976, forty-five bushels of parent stock quahaugs were 
planted in great Pond. Beginning on May 18, 1976, 408,000 hatchery 
spawned seed quahaugs with a size from %” to 14” were planted onto 
eight culture rafts — seven placed in Quahaug Pond in West Falmouth 
and one in Bourne’s Pond in East Falmouth. The raft placed in Bourne’s 
Pond was studied by people working under a Sea Grant at W.H.O.I. 
This raft did very poorly while the other rafts did just fine. 


Project No. 2 Sheilfish Survey 


My shellfish survey for 1976 has been completed. The tallominna is 
a breakdown of the estimated bushels by known source:

Project No. 3 Oysters 


Last year I planted one hundred thousand culchless seed oysters 
into Wild Harbor but lost them due to the big storm in February 1975. 
I am working on a new oyster program with the state and so far it is 
looking good. We did get a natural set of oyster spat this year around 
our shores and at this writing they are doing fine. I am in hopes of 
opening up some areas this year. 


Project No. 4 Pollution 


I shall again request the Massachusetts Department of Environ- 
mental Health to consider the possibility of reopening Wild Harbor 
River and Wild Harbor Basin. 


Project No. 5 Pesticides 


At this time, I wish to report that due to good agricultural practices 
in the use of pesticide and insecticide treatment on the cranberry bogs, 
we did not get any fish kills during this year. 
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Project No. 6 Aid for Alewives 


Assistance and attention were given to our herring runs throughout 
the town. On November 17, 1976, a backhoe was used to clean and dig 
the old trench between Coonamessett Pond and Pickerel Pond at a cost 
of $250.00. I wish to thank our townspeople and all departments and 
their men for their good work in assuring safe passage of the alewives 
to and from their spawning grounds. 


Project No. 7 Dredge and Fill Projects 


An on the spot check of all applications for dredge and fill projects 
were reviewed by me and members of the Massachusetts Division of 
Marine Fisheries at the request of the Board of Selectmen. We feel 
that this works out well for both the town and the state. 


We had another poor scallop crop this year and it doesn’t look very 
bright for next year. There are some seed scallops in West Falmouth 
Harbor. Let us hope that they will make the winter. I have requested 
Marine Fisheries to bring in one hundred bushels of seed scallops from 
out of town and plant them into our waters. Perhaps these new scallops 
will help strengthen our old parent stock. 


Marine Fisheries gave the town materials to build two quahaug 
rafts and they also supplied some of the labor that went along in the 
building of these rafts. 


Our testing site at Perch Pond showed the presence of “red tide”. 
On May 14, 1976, shellfish areas of Great Pond, Perch Pond and Green 
Pond were closed to the taking of all shellfish because of contamination 
by “Gonyoulax Tamarensis” (P.S.P.). On July 1, 1976, the above areas 
were reopended for shellfish harvesting. 


The entrance to Bourne’s Pond was dug out again and I hope that 
some day soon the problems will be corrected to the town’s satisfaction. 


Last year I wrote to our good friend Dean Bumpus, Sea Grant Co- 
ordinator at Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution, asking him and his 
people to try to obtain funds from “Sea Grant” for a program that 
would be workable in the restoration and management of natural re- 
sources in Bourne’s Pond. As you know, to study the bionomics of this 
estuary it is only fair that the town and other government agencies 
assume their share of financial commitment to these studies. The Sea 
Grant Program has a matching funds requirement. If we want to put 
together a shellfish grower’s bible encyclopedia equal to the “Garden 
Encyclopedia”, then I find it only reasonable for us to support this 
program so vital to farming of the shellfisheries with a financial com- 
mitment to these studies. We have had a good start in this program, 


Let us all devote our work and wisdom to make our environment 
a lot more useful. Thank you for letting me serve you.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


I herewith submit my twenty-second (22) annual report for the year 
ending 31 December 1976. 


A total of 2,315 sporting, hunting, fishing and trapping licenses were 
examined by us. 1,814 shellfish permits were examined. It appears that 
hunting, fishing and shellfishing continues to increase due to the scarcity 
of work and rising food costs. 


The annual restocking of our reclaimed ponds, namely Mares, Grews, 
Deep and Ashumet, was completed as was the stocking of Coonamessett, 
Childs, and Moonakis (Quashnet) river. Species stocked, and numbers: 


Brook trout 700 Rainbow trout 9900 
Brown trout 1,000 


2,076 pheasants and 1,540 (Bob white) quail were stocked in the 
town of Falmouth, these were acquired by State Department of Natural 
Resources, and released on State and town owned land throughout the 
town. All wildlife population showed an increase with the exception of 
deer, which continue to just about hold their own. 


12 deer were killed by automobiles. 
5 deer were drowned — chased by house dogs. 
1 deer was shot illegally. 
7 deer were killed by hunters during the open season. 
9 raccoon were removed from homes. 
13 raccoon were destroyed because of distemper. 
11 skunks were removed from homes. 
28 skunks were destroyed because of distemper. 
6 woodchucks were destroyed. 
363 building sites were checked by us for wetlands and permits 
signed. 
24 riprap stone seawalls were inspected prior to and during con- 
struction, after permits were issued by proper authorities. 
208 wetlands investigations were completed with 6 violations. 
7 wildlife plantings were plowed, disced, seeded for a total of 
approximately 7 acres. 


Effective July 12, 1976 we were asked by the Selectmen to assist 
the Town Shellfish Constable (George Souza) in his duties. Assistant 
Conservation officers Robert Chausse and David Cusolito assisted 
George Souza at his request in scraping, painting, assembling and re- 
pairing all of his experimental rafts for shellfish. This included repair- 
ing netting, putting rafts in the water and shovelling large amounts of 
sand into the rafts. In addition we all enforced daily on our routine 
patrols, the shellfish laws, rules and regulations set forth by the select- 
men and Shellfish Constable. Checking of shellfish licenses in itself 
seven days a week is quite a job because as of December first there 
were 2,536 shellfish licenses issued in town. There are 48.80 square miles 
of tidal ponds and harbors in the town of Falmouth which have some 
form or other of shellfish species in them. Estimated production figures 
in values for 1975 according to Shellfish Constable George Souza — 
commercial $124,900, Family $127,812 with a combined value of $252,712 
is proof enough that this valuable resource must be protected. 
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Effective July 12 we were also asked to assist Mr. Edward Enos, 
town dog officer, in all of his duties, this meant keeping daily logs, 
writing citations for dogs impounded and released from the pound to 
owners. Receipts, payment from owners and also daily gas and oil 
consumption logs. These are kept individually and collectively. Through 
the Selectmen and CETA program we were able to pick up another 
assistant Conservation officer funded by the CETA program. Under my 
Supervision a program was set up for compliance of the selectmen’s 
request. There was one officer assigned to Mr. Enos on a. daily seven 
day a week basis, full time, from 6 a.m. to 12 midnight. This was made 
possible by using all conservation officers on a rotational basis. It be- 
came necessary to encompass a great deal of paper work into this 
program. Each officer is responsible on a report form, daily log, for 
dogs he picked up, dogs not licensed, being licensed, also tagged for 
rabies. Owners picking up dogs at the pound received a receipt for 
full amount paid to the town. Two vehicles were on the road daily, 
Mr. Enos’ car and the Conservation truck used for answering all police 
complaints on dogs, all dog pick ups. This included all calls received 
at the Selectmen’s office and the officers respective homes. There is 
always a man on call from 6 a.m. to midnight. The dog pound is washed 
and disinfected daily, and dogs are fed and watered twice daily. Dog 
pound pickup hours for owners, 8 a.m. to 9 a.m. and 4 to 5 p.m. daily, 
except on weekends. Emergency calls on weekends only due to the fact 
that dogs not licensed cannot be released until Monday when the Town 
Hall is open and owners can obtain a license. Owners pay a pickup fee 
of $10.00 plus $2.00 each day the dog is impounded up to 10 days, then 
the dogs are turned over to the Mass. SPCA. 

On all routine patrols the conservation officers in addition to their 
many and varied duties are required to pick up any dog found running 
at large. Each dog owner when they collect their dog at the pound 
receives a written citation for violation of the Restraining laws and a 
certified copy of the Restraining laws. First offense citation is a legal 
warning, second offense means another citation for court action, and 
they are so informed. This proves to be a fair, effective way and we 
have had minimal second offenders. 

During mid August we received in the Conservation department a 
military jeep through the Civil Defense director and another pickup 
truck that was to be auctioned off by the DPW. This provided an ade- 
quate number of vehicles to fill the prerequisites of the Conservation 
department. The maintenance and expenses for all repairs, paint, tires, 
etc. of these vehicles was funded by the dog officer and conservation 
officer’s limited funds. The gasoline and oil was supplied through the 
coperation of the Chief of Police at their pumps because of lack of 
funding, and being registered as Police Vehicles this was proper and 
legal. 


The acquisition of these vehicles provided the means for constant 
patrolling of the bicycle path, Beebe’s woods, and more importantly 
the town water shed. In addition to the routine patrols and answering 
complaints were the investigation of all properties prior to issuance of 
any building permits due to the fact that there is usually wetlands of 
one type or another involved. All conservation officers including Mr. 
Enos the Dog Officer checked all projects such as rip-rapping on ocean 
or pond front properties, jetty construction or re-construction, of all 
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projects pertinent to wetland protection which are approved by the 
Board of Selectmen and the Conservation Commission. 


One assistant conservation officer was assigned in addition to his 
regular duties, the weekly task of water sampling and temperature 
reading of all the ponds, harbors and beaches, for the town Board of 
Health Agent and the Beach Committee. Another assistant conservation 
officer was assigned the duty of checking and recording all forms of 
domestic animals for the State and Town survey, for the Board of 
Health Agent. Most domestic livestock are taxable. One assistant con- 
servation officer was assigned the duties of Court Officer for the depart- 
ment so as not to have more than one officer at the court house and to 
leave the others available for their other duties. 


In June we acquired through a college funded program a college 
student from Falmouth attending University of New Hampshire, study- 
ing biology and veterinary medicine, as a wildlife management tech- 
nician, and at the same time seven students were assigned through the 
CETA funded program, for a period of three months. An assistant con- 
servation officer was assigned on a rotational basis daily, five days a 
week to keep this group operational on the many and varied conserva- 
tion projects. Every Saturday, Sunday and Monday morning the Fal- 
mouth Heights beach and ball park area were policed from 5:30 a.m. 
to 10 am. Along with this, the Black Beach property also was policed 
after all weekends activities. We also policed Beebe’s Woods even 
though at the time the town did not own it. Two Conservation officers 
and two CETA personnel were assigned to Goodwill Park for policing 
and protection. The CETA boys worked under the supervision of Mr. 
Frank Hastay of the DPW Park Department. The two officers were 
assigned 9 a.m. to 1 a.m. on rotational basis the protection and enforce- 
ment of the rules and regulations at Goodwill Park. As this is a very 
heavily utilized area during the summer months this is an absolute 
necessity. This was set up at the request of Mr. Pete Ellis and the 
Commission who are responsible for the park. 


At all times while on routine patrol all members of the Conservation 
Department are to assist police officers at accidents, looking for stolen 
cars, etc. when and if needed i.e, 22 stolen vehicles were found by our 
personnel in the heavily wooded areas not readily accessible to police 
vehicles. We are also to help the fire department when needed, and 
this at Chief Peck’s request. 


The Conservation Department has the responsibility in addition to 


assisting the Shellfish Constable, Dog Officer and other related agencies, 
of patrolling and protecting the following list of properties.

I 
feel that what we have accomplished is very much in evidence through- 
out the whole town and all of the departments that assisted us, aided 
us, and yes advised us would agree that much progress has been made. 
Mistakes were made, but we have as &@ workable unit benefited by our 
mistakes. The Ad Hoc Committee consisting of Selectmen George Pinto, 
Conservation Commission member Armand Ortins and DPW head Pete 
Ellis meeting once a month with Mr. Enos and myself to work out 
problems, make decisions and generally set the guide lines for our new 
department have made great progress in so doing. 

A total of 47,315 miles were travelled by us in answering complaints, 
wild dog patrols, investigations, deer jacking and deer dogging patrols, 
pheasant, quail, fish, waterfowl stocking and surveys, wildlife feeding 
during inclement weather, guided tours, lecturing and inspection of 
building properties for wetlands, all other wetlands investigation and 
patrols, trips to Boston or other trips and the Court House. 
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Again I realize that this report is much longer than usual and could 
be even more so, however, we do feel that you, the people we work with 
and for, are entitled to all of the facts concerning your Natural Re- 
sources. With this report I have tried to do just that. I do wish to 
thank each and everyone of you who so readily have helped us to 
perform these many and varied duties, with all of the assistance that 
was given us and again with the assurance that your faith and en- 
couragement is now with all of us. I wish to give a great vote of thanks 
to the Selectmen, who are our bosses and Mr. Ellis, Armond Ortins and 
Chief of Police John Ferreira for their assistance, suggestions and 
backing. It is truly a pleasure to know that we are now in position 
to take care properly of the great wealth of Natural Resources that 
we have in our community. 

Last, but not least, a thank you for all of the youngsters in the 
community who keep us informed with their truly great interest in 
our environment — after all, this is what it is all about — their future.

REPORT OF THE DOG OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


I herewith submit my report as Dog Officer for the year ending 
December 31, 1976. This report will be given in two six month stages 
because this officer joined forces with another department for the last 
six months of the year. For the first six months I and my assistant, 
supplied by the C.E.T.A. Program, logged approximately 21,000 miles 
answering complaints and picking up loose dogs. The number of com- 
plaints have dropped off sharply from past years due to an innovation 
started at the beginning of the new license period. When the owner of 
a dog goes to the Town Clerk to obtain a license for their dog, he or 
she must first read a copy of the leash law — having read this they must 
then sign their name stating they have read and understand the leash 
law, and they are given a copy of the law. There are still those certain 
few who refuse to abide by the law. 


I believe we reached the peak in barking dog cases this Spring. 
After a few hearings before the Selectmen these cases have tapered off 
to practically none at the present time. 

In May of this year another Rabies Clinic was held — a total of 
570 dogs were vaccinated, a goodly number and very satisfying. Thanks 
to the Falmouth Animal Hospital and the fine staff of personnel. 

I have had 27 dog bites reported to me, none serious, there were 
22 dogs killed by automobiles, and I have buried numerous cats. We 
are still having problems with dogs running at night. There were five 
cases of livestock or fowl being killed by dogs and in each case the 
owners were reimbursed for their losses by the County. 

There were 147 dogs picked up, 53 were turned over to the M.S.P.C.A., 
for which the Town had to pay $5. per dog. Eleven dogs were paid for 
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by donations. Pound fees were collected for 93 dogs and turned over to 
the Town Treasurer. — 


The second 6 months began in July when this department joined 
forces with the Conservation Department headed by Matthew Souza 
and manned by Officers Robert Chausse, David Cusolito, James Cormier 
and myself. Each man took his turn picking up dogs and answering 
complaints. Another vehicle was added which gave us a total of four, 
better than 60,000 miles were logged in these operations. 


This system has worked well for the past few years by one of our 
neighboring Towns and I understand another large Cape town is going 
to institute the same system. An example as to how the manpower 
works — the Town is covered every night of the week until midnight, 
sometimes later. There were 336 dogs picked up, 83 went to the 
M.S.P.C.A. The Town was billed $415., 15 dogs were paid for by dona- 
tions. A total of $2,963. in Pound fees was turned over to the Town 
Treasurer. The number of dogs licensed to date is 1,976, a gain of 10% 
over last year. Other facts and figures will be included in Mr. Souza’s 
report. 

I want to thank the Board of Selectmen who were always ready 
and willing to help when needed. A very special thanks to Chief of 
Police John Ferreira, who has furnished us with the much needed 
equipment to keep this department operating at top efficiency. Also, 
Pete Ellis of the Department of Public Works, who was always ready 
to help when called upon.

REPORT OF THE HARBOR MASTER 
AND WATERWAYS COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


There were many accomplishments this year with some of them 
mentioned here. The new bulkhead was completed at the north end of 
the Marina which will provide additional berthing space. Upgrading of 
the Marina electrical system is in the planning stage. Plans for a new 
wharf to replace the one in Eel Pond, Woods Hole, are completed and 
plans for a new float system in Megansett Harbor are in the works. 
At this writing the State and Town are entering into the design and 
planning stage for an improved inlet into Bourne’s Pond. The new stor- 
age and workshop building has been completed, replacing an inadequate 
rented facility. Minor dredging was done in the Green Pond Channel. 
Negotiations are continuing with the State for future dredging of West 
Falmouth Harbor and with the Army Corps of Engineers for a study and 
possible assistance with the major problems at the Eel Pond Inlet, 
Menauhant. Many small maintenance projects were undertaken and 
completed such as tile renewal and interior painting in the Marina 
building as well as repairs to various wharfs throughout the Town. 

Unfortunately, vandalism to our buoys and navigational light aids 
is continuing resulting in additional cost to the Town as well as po- 
tential risk to the lives of the boating public. 
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Thanks to the fine cooperation of the Coast Guard at Woods Hole, 
upon the request of the Harbor Master, a flashing light has been placed 
on the Bell Buoy off Falmouth Inner Harbor and the intensity and 
scope of the jetty light has been increased. In addition, word has been 
received that Buoy No. 6 will be replaced at Megansett Harbor before 
the coming boating season. 


The Harbor Master is struggling with the immense job of registering, 
organizing, and enforcing what is probably the largest mooring system 
in the entire State. Hopefully, this will result in a well managed system 
which will be of benefit to the Town, but more than that to the thou- 
sands of boating people who presently have moorings and the hundreds 
requesting space in our already overcrowded harbors. 


The long range plans of the Waterways Committee and the Harbor 
Master are to improve the Bourne’s Pond and Eel Pond Inlets at 
Menauhant, the dredging of West Falmouth Harbor, the greater utiliza- 
tion of our existing harbors, and the improvement of small boat launch- 
ing facilities. Also the management of our vast mooring system and 
increased patrol of our harbors for the protection of life and property. 
We are proud of our record of self-sufficiency and hope to be as small 
a burden to the taxpayer as possible. 

The Waterways Committee and Harbor Master wish to thank the 
Townspeople, the Selectmen, the workers of Town Hall, and all of the 
Assistant Harbor Masters for their help throughout the year. 

The Waterways Committee lost a devoted member in the person of 
Dudley “Russ” Palmer. He was a man of unlimited experience in the 
boating field and a dedicated member of the committee.

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REPORT OF THE BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


To: The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town Hall, Falmouth, Mass. 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Bikeways Committee 
for the year ended December 31, 1976. 

Falmouth’s Bikeway Committee met once a month during the year 
of 1976. Its scope broadened from just planning bikeways to other areas 
relating to biking. 

Mr. Daniel Augusta, a representative of the Planning Board, volun- 
teered to be a consultant and the liaison person to the Committee. He 
reported that under Section 18, Paragraph A, of the Town subdivision 
regulations, bikepaths could be incorporated into developed plans for 
subdivisions. 


The Committee obtained a movie on safety for cyclists and arranged 
to have it shown at the Town library and the Woods Hole Oceano- 
graphic Institution. 


Signs were purchased for the Bikepath and parking lot areas. The 
sign at the entrance to the path designating it as the “Shining Sea Bike- 
way” was made by the Upper Cape Regional Technical Vocational 
School. Benches and bikeracks were purchased to be installed this 
Spring along the Bikepath. Fencing and protective bridging were in- 
stalled on the four bridges. Crosswalks were painted on Elm Road, 
Surf Drive and Locust Street. 


The “Shining Sea Bikeway” was used for a case study for the U.S. 
Transportation Department as an outstanding example of a community 
project on an abandoned railroad. It also was incorporated into the 
Cape Cod Planning and Economic Development Commission’s Regional 
Bikeway Plan. Members of the Committee attend the Bikeway Sub- 
Committee meetings of the Cape Cod Joint Transportation Committee 
regularly. Much time was devoted to research and seeking methods of 
funding for the additional paths that are planned. The Committee ap- 
preciates the support it has received from other Town agencies and 
officials, and the press coverage it has received from the Enterprise and 
Cape Cod Times. 


Bob Ament resigned from the Committee and his service to the 
Committee was invaluable and will be missed by all.

To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Watchman of the Warrant submits his review of actions by the 
elected Town Meeting representatives voting at one Annual (April 5, 6, 7) 
and four Special (April 6, June 28, Aug. 25, Nov. 22) Town Meetings held 
in 1976. 


This broad review of the Warrant Articles is conducted upon consul- 
tation with the various department heads charged by the Town Meeting 
With the responsibility to carry a specific action to completion. 


There were 198 representatives present to begin the Annual Town 
Meeting on April 5th. Fifty-two Articles were passed under the blanket 
vote which left 27 for further discussion. The usual Articles were tabled 
subject to recall including Article 8, the Budget. This year there were 
186 items in the Budget, all subject to discussion. Of the approximately 
$14.5 million necessary to operate Town government and services, $13.5 
million of this total is in the budget. As usual I will not attempt to re- 
view the individual items in the Budget since monthly statements are 
made available to the Finance Committee by the Town Accountant for 
the individual subcommittee review. 


It has been suggested that the follow-up action be printed under the 
Article in the various Warrants at the front of this Town Report. While 
the Watchman considers the idea an excellent one, there are production 
constraints which prohibit this since the Warrant is typeset so far in 
advance. I will, however, group the Articles by Department or office, 
follow with a brief description of the Article and subsequent action: 
Planning Board 


ATM - Article 24—Robichaud property. Chap. 280, Legislation authorized 
—installment purchase for conservation purposes. $20,000 has 
been paid as the 1976 portion. Deed has been received. 

ATM - Article 25—Flood Plain Zoning—postponed to June (Art. 7) and 
passed as Article 11, Sp. Aug. T.M.—Attorney General has not 
signed. 

ATM - Article 26—P & S property, Teaticket, Zoning changes refused by 
Atty General, passed as Art. 12, Sp. August, Atty General has 
not as yet approved. 

ATM - Article 28—Funds to complete aerial survey maps. Order has been 
placed as of April 13, 1976 and work is progressing. 


Selectmen 
ATM - Article 19—Repairs to Artists Guild building. No work as yet un- 


derway, awaiting warmer weather and the availability of 
CETA personnel. 


ATM - Article 20—Railroad bridge, Church Street, Woods Hole. Request 
has been made to the Mass. D.P.W. to take over maintenance 
of this bridge. 

ATM - Article 21—Construction of Senior Center. Progress is underway. 


ATM - Article 57—Lease arrangements with Woods Hole Community As- 
sociation to use the Old Fire Station are under discussion. 
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ATM - Article 58—Katharine Lee Bates House—postponed to Article 10 of 
August Special—subsequently purchased with the help of a 
private gift by the Historical Society. 


Special TM - April 

Article 11—Town Growth Policy Committee. Appropriation work car- 
ried out and report submitted. 

Special TM - June 

Article 1—Yard Sales—approved by Attorney General October 13, 
1976 and now in effect. 

Article 2—Beebe Woods property accepted by the Town. 

Article 6—Railroad property—postponed to August T.M. (Art. 9) and 
Special TM Nov. (Art. 2) again postponed to next Town 
Meeting. 

Special - August 

Article 1 and 2—Revaluation—contract has been signed and work is 
progressing.

REPORT OF THE 
WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD 
AND NANTUCKET STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


This is my 14th Annual Report as Falmouth Member of the Woods 
Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship Authority and, I am 
delighted to add, the 14th year in which no deficit assessment will be 
levied against the taxpayers of our town. 


While final calculations are not complete, it is clear that the Author- 
ity has again operated in the black, this despite enormous increases in 
all of the services and products the Authority purchases. Thus, the 
Steamship Authority’s record of being the only profitable ferry service 
in the United States that operates without public subsidy remains 
intact. 


Traffic for 1976 was slightly higher than the record 1975. In all, 
however, the expected increase in passengers and autos because of the 
Bicentennial, failed to materialize as many persons who otherwise 
might have visited the region chose to remain at home for local events 
celebrating our nation’s 200th birthday. 


Nonetheless, the Steamship Authority transported 1,321,740 passen- 
gers on its vessels throughout the year, an increase of 0.6 per cent. 
Automobiles carried were higher by 5.2 per cent. In 1976, the Authority 
hauled 218,201 cars to and from the islands. Only freight was lower 
for the year, as compared to 1975, being down by 1.1 per cent. 


As I have indicated in earlier reports, the town and the islands are 
fortunate in having a highly experienced, skilled management to operate 
the Authority on a day-to-day basis. The large numbers of vehicles 
and passengers were transported with a maximum of efficiency and 
courtesy and while fares and freight rates were kept constant during 
the year, the line was still able to avoid a deficit by careful and pru- 
dent management practices. 

The management also concluded the triennial round of contract 
negotiations with the two remaining unions whose agreements had not 
expired until 1976. Successful negotiations led to new three-year con- 
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tracts with the Marine Engineers Beneficial Association and the Masters, 
Mates and Pilots Union. 


Thus, we now have had 19 years of uninterrupted service as a result 
of good-faith collective bargaining by both management and the leader- 
ship and membership of the four unions who represent Authority em- 
ployees ashore and afloat. 


I believe that past actions of the management, the financial advisers 
and the other members and myself have eontributed importantly to the 
reduction in traffic congestion in our town during the past year. 


First, the small directional signs installed throughout the Cape in 
1975 have helped immeasurably in moving passengers away from the 
crowded downtown area and guided them onto less-traveled ways to- 
ward Woods Hole and the Authority docks. 


Second, in 1976, the Authority was able to purchase three parcels of 
land, one off Gifford Street and two on Palmer Avenue which will have 
even greater effects on reducing congestion during the peak travel 
months both in the town center and in Woods Hole. 


The two Palmer Avenue parcels, known as the Grossman and Le- 
Blane properties, will serve to lighten the serious traffic congestion 
around the Woods Hole terminal area by providing additional off-site 
parking spaces. 


At year’s end, the members took action to improve the Grossman 
land by advertising for bids to raze certain unneeded buildings and 
perform drainage and grading work. The members also approved my 
suggestion that all surface work — entrances, exits and beautification 
be delayed until I had an opportunity to review Authority plans with 
the Falmouth Board of Selectmen. I am confident, based on experience, 
that we work cooperatively with the Selectmen and other town officials 
to make certain the new site will be both functional and attractive. 


The Gifford Street property was purchased and is to be used 
eventually for all freight handling currently being done at Woods Hole. 
This will not only help end congestion at Woods Hole but will facilitate 
moving freight to Hyannis, during the months that terminal is in opera- 
tion. Finally, the Gifford Street property can be used to bring an end 
to the vexing problems of handling dolly freight at Woods Hole. 


I want also to again express my appreciation to the newspapers of 
the Cape and Islands for their continued excellent coverage of the affairs 
of the Authority. Because the Members, Financial Advisers and Manage- 
ment of the boatline are so sensitive to the needs and problems of the 
citizens and businesses we service, it is heartening to have our activities 
reported in a concise, professional manner. 

No report I could make to the officials of this town would be com- 
plete without my thanking my colleague and associate, Robert C. Neal, 
Falmouth’s Member of the Finance Advisory Board for his important 
contributions to the financial health and vigor of the boatline. 

And of course, I am deeply grateful to the members of the Falmouth 
Board of Selectmen for their expressed confidence in me as their repre- 
sentative and for their continuing cooperation and assistance to me in 
the performance of my duties.

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REPORT OF THE 1976 
ANNUAL TOWN MEETING AND ELECTION 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING HELD ON APRIL 5, 6 & 7, 1976 
ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD ON APRIL 13, 1976 


In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting 
Members of the Town of Falmouth met at the Memorial Auditorium, 
Lawrence School in Falmouth, Massachusetts, on April 5, 1976 at 7:00 
-o’clock P.M. to act on the articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Arthur T. Henderson John B. Quick Eugene C. Phillips 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 


Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the dura- 
tion of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:10 o'clock. P.M. by the Mod- 
erator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting members present were counted with 198 an- 
‘nounced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum being 127. 


. The invocation was offered by the Rt. Rev. Msgr. James E. Gleason, 
Pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, Falmouth. 


It was voted that the hour for the meetings on the succeeding nights 
will be 7:30 o’clock P.M. at the same place.

The 
proposed purchase providing alternative options which may include or 
exclude the said eight lots, or do or take any other action in this matter.

less) and that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$20,000.00 for the purpose of the initial payment of such purchase, and 
that the Town further vote to petition the General Court for special 
legislation to enable the Town to pay the balance of the agreed pur- 
chase price in equal installments of $19,000.00 in each of the succeeding 
four fiscal years, such payments to be secured by notes of the Town, 
without interest, payable one each on June first of the years 1978, 1979, 
1980 and 1981.

ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law, by adding and inserting, after Section 38 thereof, the following 
new séction: 


Section 39 Flood Area Districts 
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“A. In order to encourage only that development of floodprone 
areas which (1) is appropriate in the light of the probability of flood 
damage and the need to reduce flood losses. (2) represents an acceptable 
social and economic use of the land in relation to the hazards involved, 
and (3) does not increase the danger to human life; and to discourage 
all other development, permits for new construction or alterations for 
structures located within zones Al or VI, as designated on FIA Flood 
Hazard Boundary Maps Nos. 1 through 14, on file with the Town Clerk, 
the Planning Board and with the Building Inspector, shall be approved 
only subject to the following: 


1. New construction or substantial improvement (repair, construc- 
tion or alteration costing 50 per cent or more of the actual cash value 
of the structure before improvement or, if damaged, before damage 
occurred) or residential structures shall have the lowest floor (including 
basement) elevated to or above 11 feet (above mean sea level). Non- 
residential structures shall either be similarly elevated or, together 
with attendant utility and sanitary facilities, be floodproofed to or above 
11 feet (above mean sea level), as provided below. 

2. “Floodproofing” to a given level shall consist of: 

a. Elimination of exterior opening below that level or the use of 
watertight closures, such as bulkheads and flood-shields. 

b. Water heaters, furnaces, electrical distribution panels, and 
other critical mechanical or electrical installations, elevated above that 
level. Separate electrical circuits shall serve basements and shall be 
dropped from above. 

c. Air ducts, large pipes and storage tanks below that level shall 
be firmly anchored to prevent flotation. Tanks shall be vented above 
that level. 


3. No land within areas designated VI on the FIA Flood Hazard 
Boundary Maps shall be developed unless such development is (i) 
demonstrated by the applicant to be located landward of the reach of 
the mean high tide, (ii) is elevated on adequately anchored piles or 
columns to a lowest floor level at or above 11 feet (above mean sea 
level) and securely anchored to such piles or columns, and (iii) has no 
basement and has the space below the lowest floor free of obstructions 
so that the impact of abnormally high tides or wind-driven water is 
minimized. 

4. All applications for major repairs will be reviewed to determine 
that the proposed repair (i) uses construction materials and utility 
equipment that are resistant to flood damage, and ((ii) uses construc- 
tion methods and practices that will minimize flood damage. 


5. All applicants for new construction or substantial improvements 
(as earlier defined) will be reviewed to assure that the proposed con- 
struction (i) is protected against flood damage, (ii) is designed (or 
modified) and anchored to prevent flotation, collapse, or lateral move- 
ment of the structure, (iii) uses construction materials and utility 
equipment that are resistant to flood damage, and (iv) uses construction 
methods and practices that will minimize flood damage. 


6. The Board of Appeals may grant a variance from these require- 
ments in the cases of development on a lot of less than a half-acre, 
where surrounded by existing nonconforming structures, and where 
meeting these requirements would impose a hardship. 
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7. Where these Flood Area Provisions impose greater restrictions or. 
requirements than those of other applicable by-laws or regulations,. 
these provisions shall take precedence. 


B. Flood area districts are not “use” districts in the sense of per- 
mitted uses as set forth in Section 4-9B, inclusive, but are superimposed 
on the underlying “use” districts (RA, RB, RC, RAA, AGA, AGB, AGC, 
GR, BUS, LIA, LIB, MAR) as shown on the zoning map. By definition, 
the Flood Area Districts are all lands below the eleven (11) foot con- 
tour adjacent to the coastal areas or bays, or where more inland areas 
below 11 feet are accessible to ocean flood waters via intervening 
streams, marshes or other low lying terrain. 


C. Since the maps referred to in paragraph A of this section show 
areas generally below 11 feet which may contain land areas above 11 
feet, any applicant who can satisfy the Building Inspector that the site 
of his proposed building is 11 or more feet above mean sea level will not 
be affected by this section,” or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Planning Board.

In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the 
Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, 
Lawrence School on April 6, 1976 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the 
Articles contained therein.

The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. Harvey F. Glennon 
was sworn as the stenographer for the meeting on April 6, 1976. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:41 o’clock p.m. by the Moder- 
ator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 180 mem- 
bers announced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary num- 
ber to constitute a quorum being 127. 


The following resolution was offered by the Veterans’ Committee. 


RESOLUTION 


Whereas — The Town of Falmouth is selected as a Bicentennial Com- 
munity on our Nation’s 200th year.... 


Whereas — The symbol of our freedom and heritage lies in the Spirit 
of our national flag, the Stars and Stripes .... 


Whereas — We have a freedom of choice and a right to defend and 
acknowledge our national, state and town privileges... . 


Be It Resolved — that this town meeting recognize the unified spirit of 
Freedom by stating a “Pledge of Allegiance” to our own 
flag and country following the Invocation and at the begin- 
ning of all town meetings, general or special, commencing 
immediately for all time under God’s will.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD ON JUNE 28, 1976 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting pub- 
lished and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town 
of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence 
School on June 28, 1976 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles con- 
tained therein. 

The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 

Arthur T. Henderson Richard U. Palmer Eugene C. Phillips 

The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 


Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the meeting 
on June 28, 1976. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:50 o’clock p.m. by the Mod- 
erator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted, with 179 mem- 
bers announced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary num- 
ber to constitute a quorum being 127. 


The Town Meeting Members stood in place and offered a silent 
prayer before commencing the business at hand. 


A moment of silence was observed in memory of Dudley R. Palmer, 
a Town Meeting Member, Precinct 5, and a member of the Waterways 
Committee, who died during the month of May 1976. 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to establish the following 
as a By-Law of the Town of Falmouth regarding Yard, House, Garage 
and/or Barn sales as follows: 

Section 1. Such sales are defined as the sale, or offering for sale 
of ten (10) or more items of personal property at any one residential 
premises at any one time; excluding such sales as may be conducted by 
a bona fide charitable organization, religious or fraternal society or other 
tax exempt organization. 

Section 2. Unless specific written authorization is given by the 
Board of Selectmen, not more than two (2) such sales shall be held 
on any one residential premises in each calendar year nor more than 
one (1) such sale in any period of three (3) consecutive months and 
any such sale shall not continue for more than two (2) consecutive days. 

Section 3. As a condition precedent to any such sale, written per- 
mission for the holding of said sale must be secured from the Board of 
Selectmen at least three (3) days prior thereto, and a copy of the per- 
mit shall be posted on the premises at the time of said sale in a con- 
splcuous place. - 

Section 4. Any sign advertising such sale shall not exceed two (2) 
square feet and there shall be no off premises signs allowed. 

Section 5. Fees for permits for such sales shall be set up by the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Section 6. Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $50.00 for each offense. Each 
day that a violation hereof exists shall be deemed a separate offense, 
or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 1 as printed. 
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ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a gift, a 
certain parcel of land consisting of approximately four hundred acres, 
more or less, and known as Beebe Woods, now owned by Josiah K. 
Lilly, III, in trust, for park purposes and subject to certain restrictions, 
all as more particularly set forth in a proposed deed from Josiah K. 
Lilly, III to the Town of Falmouth, a copy of which is on file at the 
Office of the Board of Selectmen, Town Hall, Falmouth, Mass., or do 
or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 2 as printed, and that 
the Board of Selectmen write Mr. and Mrs. Josiah K. Lilly, ITI, thanking 
them for their most generous gift to the Town of Falmouth. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to hire three (3) persons to be used by them as assistants 
to the Shellfish Warden, the Conservation Officer and the Dog Officer, 
as needed; and further that a sum of money be raised and appropriated 
or appropriated from available funds for salaries and other expenses 
for this purpose. The provisions of this article shall be implemented 
only after all provisions of the Town Personnel Plan have been carried 
out, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED, that the Town does transfer the sum of $8,900.00 from the 
School Department Other Expense Account for the purpose of Article 3 
as printed, said sum to be expended under the jurisdiction of the Board 
of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to hire one (1) person as a clerk in the Assessors’ office; and 
further that a sum of money be raised and appropriated from available 
funds for this purpose. The provisions of this article shall be imple- 
mented only after all provisions of the Town Personnel Plan have been 
carried out, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED, that the Town does transfer $6,400.00 from the School De- 
partment Other Expenses Account for the purposes of Article 4 as 
printed, said sum to be expended under the jurisdiction of the Board 
of Assessors. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds a sum of money to be appropriately 
distributed by the Town Accountant to the accounts affected for the 
purpose of paying the salaries and wages of the various town employ- 
ees for the balance of the fiscal year 1976, or do or take any other action 
in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED, that the Town does transfer $22,675.62 from the School 
Department Capital Outlay Account and transfer $17,325.00 from the 
School Department Other Expenses Account for the purposes of Article 
5 as printed. 
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REFERRED ARTICLES 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to purchase or take by 
eminent domain, in its entirety or any part thereof, the existing railroad 
right of way of the Penn Central Company from its present terminus 
at or near the Grain Mill, off Depot Avenue northward to the Town 
Boundary at North Falmouth, as it becomes available through abandon- 
ment by the Penn Central Company, such land to be used for Trans- 
portation, Conservation, Recreation or Public Utilities Purposes under 
the supervision of the Board of Selectmen and to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds or notes or bonds a sum of money 
for this purpose, or do or take any action in this matter. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 6 to the next Town 
Meeting. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law, by adding and inserting, after Section 38 thereof, the following 
new section: 


Section 39 Flood Area Districts 


“A. In order to encourage only that development of floodprone 
areas which (1) is appropriate in the light of the probability of flood 
damage and the need to reduce flood losses. (2) represents an acceptable 
social and economic use of the land in relation to the hazards involved, 
and (3) does not increase the danger to human life; and to discourage 
all other development, permits for new construction or alterations for 
structures located within zones Al or VI, as designated on FIA Flood 
Hazard Boundary Maps Nos. 1 through 14, on file with the Town Clerk, 
the Planning Board and with the Building Inspector, shall be approved 
only subject to the following: 


1. New construction or substantial improvement (repair, construc- 
tion or alteration costing 50 per cent or more of the actual cash value 
of the structure before improvement or, if damaged, before damage 
occurred) of residential structures shall have the lowest floor (includ- 
ing basement) elevated to or above 11 feet (above Mean Sea level). 
Nonresidential structures shall either be similarly elevated or, together 
with attendant utility and sanitary facilities, be floodproofed to or 

above 11 feet (above mean sea level), as provided below. 


2. “Floodproofing” to a given level shall consist of: 

a. Elimination of exterior openings below that level or the use 
of watertight closures, such as bulkheads and floodshields. 

b. Water heaters, furnaces, electrical distribution panels, and 
other critical mechanical or electrical installations elevated above that 
level. Separate electrical circuits shall serve basements and shall be 
dropped from above. 

ec. Air ducts, large pipes and storage tanks below that level shall 
be firmly anchored to prevent floatation. Tanks shall be vented above 
that level. 


3. No land within areas designated VI on the FIA Flood Hazard 
Boundary Maps shall be developed unless such development is (i) 
demonstrated by the applicant to be located landward of the reach of 
the mean high tide, (ii) is elevated on adequately anchored piles or 
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columns to a lowest floor level at or above 11 feet (above mean sea 
level) and securely anchored to such piles or columns, and (iii) has 
no basement and has the space below the lowest floor free of obstruc- 
tions so that the impact of abnormally high tides or wind-driven water 
is minimized. 

4. All applications for major repairs will be reviewed to determine 
that the proposed repair (i) uses construction materials and utility 
equipment that are resistant to flood damage, and (ii) uses construction 
methods and practices that will minimize flood damage. 


5. All applications for new construction or substantial improve- 
ments (as earlier defined) will be reviewed to assure that the proposed 
construction (i) is protected against flood damage, (ii) is designed (or 
modified) and anchored to prevent flotation, collapse, or lateral move- 
ment of the structure, (iii) uses construction materials and utility 
equipment that are resistant to flood damage, and (iv) uses construction 
methods and practices that will minimize flood damage. 


6. The Board of Appeals may grant a variance from these require- 
ments in the cases of development on a lot of less than a half-acre, 
where surrounded by existing nonconforming structures, and where 
meeting these requirements would impose a hardship. 


7. Where these Flood Area Provisions impose greater restrictions 
or requirements than those of other applicable bylaws or regulations, 
these provisions shall take precedence. 


B. Flood area districts are not “use” districts in the sense of per- 
mitted uses as set forth in Section 4-9B, inclusive, but are superimposed 
on the underlying “use” districts (RA, RB, RC, RAA, AGA, AGB, AGC, 
GR, BUS, LIA, LIB, MAR) as shown on the zoning map. By definition, 
the Flood Area Districts are all lands below the eleven (11) foot con- 
tour adjacent to the coastal areas or bays, or where more inland areas 
below 11 feet are accessible to ocean flood waters via intervening 
streams, marshes or other low lying terrain. 


C. Since the maps referred to in paragraph A of this section show 
areas generally below 11 feet which may contain land areas above 11 
feet, any applicant who can satisfy the Building Inspector that the site 
of his proposed building is 11 or more feet above mean sea level will 
not be affected by this section,” or do or take any other action in this 
matter. 

On reqgest of the Falmouth Planning Board.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds a sum of money to acquire by 
purchase or by taking for Conservation and Recreational purposes that 
certain parcel of land in Falmouth bounded northwesterly by the 
Sippewissett Road, 120.03 feet; northeasterly by land of Marie R. Cohen, 
about 295 feet; northwesterly by land of said Cohen, 160 feet; northerly 
by land of said Cohen, 120 feet; easterly by land of Josiah K. Lilly III, 
108 feet more or less; southerly by Miles Pond and land now or formerly 
of Samuel T. Cahoon; containing about 1.3 acres, or do or take any 
other action in this matter. 

On request of the Conservation Commission. 


VOTED, that the Town does indefinitely postpone Article 8. 
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ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds a sum of money to be used to 
construct a building at the Town Marina to be used for storage and 
workshop by the Harbormaster Department and the Waterways Com- 
mittee, or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Waterways Committee. 


VOTED, that the Town does transfer $7,560.00 from the School 
Department Other Expenses Account for the purpose of Article 9 as 
printed, said sum to be expended under the jurisdiction of the Board 
of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
from available funds a sum of money to purchase the house and prop- 
erty at 16 Main Street, widely known as the birthplace of Katharine 
Lee Bates, the author of the poem, “America the Beautiful’, which, set 
to music, has become internationally famous as a patriotic hymn, or do 
or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Bicentennial Committee. 


VOTED, that the Town does postpone Article 10 to the next Town 
Meeting. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
or appropriate from available funds a sum of money to acquire by 
purchase or taking for Conservation and Recreational purposes that 
certain parcel of land in East Falmouth bounded easterly by the Mill 
Pond and land of Wiljoles Land, 1160 feet; southerly by the State 
Highway, 100 feet; westerly by lands now or formerly of Paul A. & 
Virginia Champagne, Arthur P. Vidal, Jr. & Nancy C. Vidal, John J. 
Frazier, Cilcelina Esposito, Austin C. & Glenna L. Forster, Joseph A. 
& Gale G. DiCicco and John DeMello, Jr., 1158 feet; northerly by land 
of Wiljoles lands, 42 feet; containing about 4.24 acres, or do or take any 
other action in this matter. 

On request of Donna K. Hice and others.

In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting pub- 
lished and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town 
of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence 
School on August 25, 1976 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles con- 
tained therein.

Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the duration 
of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:49 o’clock p.m. by the Mod- 
erator, George L. Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 170 mem- 
bers announced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number 
to constitute a quorum being 127.

ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-laws by adding and inserting after Section 38 thereof, the following 
new section: 
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Section 39: Flood Plain Zoning Regulations 


A. Purpose 

The Town of Falmouth, recognizing the dangers inherent upon 
coastal flooding at times of hurricanes or severe storms, and as a means 
of protecting its citizens and their property, hereby establishes a series 
of flood plain zoning districts and zoning regulations for structures 
within the districts. 


B. Definitions 
1. Base Flood Elevation Level 
Under the effect of the wind, tide, and hurricane surge the level of 
coastal waters wiil rise and may vary from one area to another. Base 
flood elevation levels are established on the basis of an one hundred 
year (or one per cent per year) chance of occurrence and are measured 
in feet above Mean Sea Level (MSL: The several areas of the Town 
have different levels as listed in Subsection F.). 


2. Flood Plain 
As the waters rise certain areas will become flooded to the land 
level of the height of the base flood elevation levels. The land area 
encompassed by this flooding is called the Flood Plain. 


3. Flood Plain District 
The area covered by a Flood Plain is therefore established as a 
Flood Plain District, subject to certain restrictions Districts will vary 
from place to place as the Base Flood Elevation Levels vary. 


4. Velocity Zone 
Velocity Zones are those direct coastal areas within a Flood Plain 
District which may be subject to extreme damage from the velocity of 
wave action or storm surge. 


5. Flood-proofing 
A flood-proof structure is one in which the design and construction 
is such that it will prevent (or can be made to prevent) flood waters 
up to the Base Flood Elevation Level from entering the structure. 
Furthermore the structure and its foundation shall be such as to resist 
the effects of wave action and storm surge. Evidence of proper flood- 
proofing must be submitted by a registered engineer or architect. 


C. Permits 
Permits for construction within Flood Plain districts (as enumer- 
ated in Subsection F. 1.) shall be required for the following: 


1. New construction of residential or commercial structures. 


2. Substantial improvement of any existing structure. “Substantial 
improvement” means any repair, reconstruction, or improvement of the 
structure, the cost of which equals or exceeds 50 per cent of the market 
value of the structure under either of the following conditions: 

a. Befcre the improvement is started. 

b. Before the damage occurred (if the structure has been damaged 
and is being restored.) 

Substantial improvement is started when the first alteration of any 
wall, ceiling, floor, or other structural part of the building commences. 


3. The addition to existing structures of increased water, electric or 
gas service, toilet facilities or sewerage systems. 

4. Non-residential structures such as boat houses, boat yards, or 
structures designed for education or research, the nature of which 
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requires their location within the Flood Plain District and which are 
not used continuously for human occupancy may be exempted from 
these requirements subject to a special permit under the provisions of 
Section 21 of the Zoning By-Laws: Special Permits. 


D. Requirements 

All such permits granted under C. above shall be subject to the 
following provisions: 

1. The lowest living floor, including basement, of new residential 
structures shall be elevated above the Base Flood Elevation Level. 

2. New non-residential structures, including basement, shall be ele- 
vated above the Base Flood Elevation Level or be flood-proofed to this 
level. 

3. All new utility and new sanitary facilities shall be flood-proofed 
to the Base Flood Elevation Level in accordance with good engineering 
practices. 

4. Any new construction or substantial improvement to be under- 
taken within the Flood Plain Districts shall be in accordance with the 
following: 

Structural Requirements for Flood Plains: Where a structure is 
located in an area designated as a Flood Plain, such a structure shall be 
designed to retain its structural integrity and stability for the anti- 
cipated flood conditions. Any such structure, including one and two 
family dwellings, shall have plans submitted by a qualified registered 
professional engineer or architect showing only those provisions neces- 
Sary in the construction of the structure to meet t::e following perform- 
ance requirements: 

a. Ejiher elevate structures and/or design same to assure protection 
from hydrostatic or hydrodynamic loadings from anticipated ilood levels; 

b. Design all structures to be safeguarded from collapse or flotation. 


5. No land within areas designated as V (for velocity) Zones as 
shown on the Town Topographical Survey Maps shall be developed sea- 
ward of the reach of mean high tide. Furthermore no structure shall 
be built in the V Zones unless the first living floor is above the Base 
Flood Elevation Level established by Subsection F.1. for that Zone. 
The Zoning Board of Appeals may not grant variances contra to these 


V Zone provisions. 

6. No alteration of the land form shall be permitted, except for minor 
adjustments to properly site a structure, where there may be the 
liability of altering the drainage or run-off to the detriment of other 
landholders or the town. This is meant to include either the lowering 
or raising of land levels by any means (cuts or fills). In addition to 
the special building permits required for the Flood Plain Zones, ap- 
proval for any major displacement of the land form shall be obtained 
from the Town Engineer after the problem has been cleared with the 
Conservation Commission and the Planning Board. 


E. Appeals 
The Zoning Board of Appeals may grant a variance from the pre- 
ceeding requirements in the case of: 
1. New structures to be located on an approved lot contiguous to lots 
where existing structures have been previously constructed below the 
Base Flood Elevation Levels. 
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2. Improvements to existing structures or repairs to damaged struc- 
tures where the contiguity provisions of E.1. above will apply. 


3. Substantial improvement of structures existing before the estab- 
lishment of the Flood Plain Zone. 


4. Restoration or reconstruction of structures listed in the National 
Register of Historic Places or the official state inventory of historic 
places. 


Before approval of such variance the applicant must show that all 
the following requirements are met; and the Board of Appeals shall 
determine: 


5. Good and sufficient cause, and 


6. That failure to grant the variance would result in exceptional 
hardship to the applicant, and 


7. That the variance will not result in increased flood hazards, addi- 
tional threats to public safety, extraordinary public expense, or any 
conflict with the requirements of Chapter 40A of the Massachusetts 
General Laws. 


After granting such variance, the Zoning Board of Appeals shall 
require that: 


8. A notice be recorded with the Registry of Deeds, by the applicant, 
conflict with the requirements of Chapter 40A of he Massachusetts 
located within a Flood Plain District, and 


9. The said notice to contain a statement of the number of feet below 
the Base Flood Elevation Level that the lowest non-flood-proofed floor 
will be, and 


10. The said notice to contain a statement that the actuarial flood 
insurance rates will increase as the first floor elevation is lowered 
below the Base Flood Elevation Level. 


F. Flood Prone Areas 
1. Flood Plain Elevations 


The coastal areas of the Town shall have Base Flood Elevation 
Levels established as follows: 


Penzance Point to Waquoit Bay: 9 ft. MSL (Mean Sea Level) 
Oyster Pond: 6 ft. MSL 

Bournes Pond: 8 ft. MSL 

Penzance Point to the Knob: 11 ft. MSL 

The Knob to Megansett Harbor: 12 ft. MSL 

West Falmouth Harbor: 11 ft. MSL 


2. Flood Plain Districts 
The Flood Plain Districts are those areas subject to innundation at 
the respective levels above. The Flood Plain Districts are shown on the 
own Topographical Survey Maps on file in Town Hall. 
3. Velocity Zones 
Within several of the Flood Plain Districts are Velocity Zones along 
the coast which may be subject to severe damage from waves or the 
wash of flood waters. These Velocity Zones are also shown on the 
Town Topographic Survey Maps on file in Town Hall. 


G. Where the Provisions of these Flood Plain Zoning Regulations 
impose greater or lesser restrictions or requirements than those of other 
by-laws or regulations, the more restrictive shall apply. 


moan op 
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H. The invalidity of any section or provisions of this by-law shall not 
invalidate any other section or provision hereof, or do or take any 
other action in this matter. 

On request of the Falmouth Planning Board. 

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by those assembled. 
The recommendation was for the adoption of Article 11 for the follow- 
ing reason: 

The Planning Board recommends the Flood Plain Regulations in 
the form presented to Town Meeting by the Flood Plain Study Com- 
mittee. The Flood Plain Zoning Regulations have been developed to 
protect existing and future residents from property damage and personal 
danger caused by tidal flooding. 


The Town must adopt Flood Plain Zoning Regulations to enable 
homeowners to purchase flooding insurance provided by the Federal 
Insurance Administration. Moreover, the Department of Housing and 
Urban Affairs have indicated that failure by the Town of Falmouth to 
adopt Flood Plain Regulations will result in a freeze on Federally in- 
sured mortgage monies in Town and the likelihood that disaster relief 
funds, when needed, will be withheld.

Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the meeting 
on November 22, 1976.

A moment of silence was observed in memory of Paul E. White, a 
Town Meeting Member, Precinct 5, who died during the month of Oc- 
tober 1976.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Under the Chairmanship of Charles S. Innis, Jr., during 1976 the 
Board met 23 times and heard 98 petitions. This is an increase from 64 
petitions in 1975. To handle this number of hearings the Board has 
been fortunate in having the able assistance of its alternate members. 


There were 40 requests for variances granted and three denied. 


There were 33 appeals for exceptions heard, 30 were granted and 3 
denied. Most of these were concerned with undersize lots. While it 
may seem that the granting of 40 requests for variances is high, the 
Board wishes to point out that all of these have to do with setbacks 
and sidelines where the relief is minimal. No variances concerning the 
use of land have been granted this year. 


The Board is very conscientious of its charge by State law that 
three criteria for a variance must be met and that there must be unique 
physical characteristics having to do with the land. 

There were 5 Special Permit Applications, 4 appeals from the deci- 
sion of the Building Inspector — one was granted and 3 were denied. 
There were 9 applications withdrawn by the applicants. There were also 
4 applications heard that are under advisement. 


In its deliberations, the Board has used every effort to protect the 
public welfare while recognizing irfdividutal rights and interests. 

The Board would like to thank Beverly Nielsen and Patricia Warner 
of the Building Department for thei competent preparation of applica- 
tions and typing completed decisions. Much paper work is involved in 
each single appeal and the actions of the Board must be carefully 
documented each step along the way to protect the Board and the 
Town. This responsibility lies within the Building Department. 


The Board would like to thank Mr. Albert Jennings, former Build- 
ing Inspector, for his faithful attendance at our meetings and offering 
help when needed. Also, we want to thank Mr. Robert Johnson, the 
present Building Inspector, for attending our meetings and the excellent 
way he is adapting himself to this very important position. The Board 
looks forward to further improving communications with this Depart- 
ment and the Planning Board to enable the Appeals Board to make 
sound decisions when granting relief to the Zoning By-Laws.

RICHARD EISMAN 
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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


To the Citizens of Falmouth: 


The Planning Board held 24 regular and 17 special meetings during 
the calendar year. Within these meetings, 80 plans were endorsed 
“Approval Not Required’, 10 Preliminary Plans were reviewed and 8 
Definitive Plans approved, creating approximately 210 building lots. 
This compares to the formation of 399 lots in 1975. 


During the year the Board endorsed the Flood Plain Study Com- 
mittee’s recommendations, and on August 25, 1976, the Town unanimous- 
ly adopted a Flood Plain Zoning By-law; but with levels 2’ below those 
specified by the Corps of Engineers. Due to the difference in levels, 
the Town’s participation in the Federal Flood Insurance program was 
subsequently terminated, and the Town is contesting this decision. 


The aerial photogrammetric survey of the Town and mapping of 
the Town’s coastline was completed, and mapping of the remainder of 
the Town is in progress. These maps are proving invaluable to the 
Planning Board and to other Town Boards and Committees. 


The Board has listened to the public’s planning concerns in its 
meetings and informal hearings and, as a result, has directed its atten- 
tion to solving problems in older subdivisions and is working more 
closely with other Town Boards to reduce problems to all petitioners. 
The Board, with the cooperation of the D.P.W., Building and Health 
Inspectors, and the input from a public hearing, revised the Subdivision 
Regulations and approved them on January 25, 1977. 


Other than the Flood Plain Zoning, zoning changes were minimal. 
The Board must revise the Zoning By-laws to conform to Chapter 808 
by June 1978, in the coming year. The Board was instrumental in 
negotiating the acquisition of 26.4 acres of land adjacent to the High 
School for conservation purposes and protection of its watershed, thus 
settling a pending court case. Other various legal matters involving 
the Board are still pending before the courts. 


The Board and its staff underwent a number of changes. It reorgan- 
ized after the 1976 Annual Town Meeting when Mr. Geoffrey G. Whitney, 
Jr. retired as its long time Chairman, regretfully accepted Mr. John F. 
DeMello’s resignation in August and welcomed Mr. Stephen M. Rappa- 
port as his replacement in September, accepted the resignation of its 
Administrator, Mr. Mark Bethel, in October, and engaged Dorothy Sven- 
ning as Administrator. 


This report bridges the difference necessitated by the Town’s 
change from a calendar. to a fiscal year. Next year’s report will be 
entirely on a fiscal basis; i.e., July 1976 to July 1977. 


The Board thanks its staff and those interested citizens who have 
participated in the planning process.

280,086, and increase of 8,000 over last year. Of the total circulation, 
over 20,000 nonbook items were checked out (cassettes, films, records, etc.) 

2,305 new borrowers were registered. In the last five years alone 
there have been 14,132 new registrations reflecting the growth of the 
town in general and the town’s appeal for retirement. 

The Interlibrary Loan department which handles requests for books 
and subject information from the 39 Cape and Islands public libraries 
received over 8,000 requests. Of tliese, 5,500 were filled from material in 
this library and the remainder forwarded to other designated libraries. 

Service to shut-ins provided 4,455 books to individuals and residents of 
nursing and retirement homes, 
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Additional hours were added to the North branch to provide service 
on Tuesday mornings. 


Programs 

Programs for 1976 included an Alternative Energy Series featuring 
local experiments in solar and wind energy. The Bicentennial was 
recognized with Alistair Cooke’s film series, and “Cape Cod 1776”, a 
creation of the Barnstable Bicentennial Commission, featuring local 
citizens. 

1976 was the year of polling library users concerning services and 
programs. Most frequently mentioned was the desire for expanded hours. 
One outgrowth of the poll was the library’s first Great Books discussion 
group, a dedicated group of adults who meet weekly. 

Film programs continued on Wednesday and Friday evenings, on 
Saturdays and during school vacations for children and frequently at 
nursing and retirement homes. 


Grants 

The library was awarded a Library Services and Construction Act 
grant of $6,980.00 for service to the homebound. Purchase of equipment 
and materials from this grant greatly augmented our existing homebound 
program and provided badly needed films and duplicating equipment. 

Secondly we received a $1,500.00 LSCA grant specifically for the pur- 
chase of large print books. 

Also, we microfilmed the town reports from 1865 to 1960 with a $200.00 
grant from the Massachusetts Bicentennial Commission and a matching 
$200.00 from the Falmouth Rotary. 


Space 

The Main library would be completely overwhelmed were it not for 
the record high circulation. Roughly 12,000 books are out in home use at 
any given time. 800-1,200 items are checked out and about the same 
amount returned each day depending on the season. 

The library now has 85,000 volumes. In order to store these we have 
added scattered shelving and in doing so have decreased seating space 
for in-library use. 

Use of the library (circulation and informational requests) has 
doubled since the 1967 renovation. The addition of audio-visual materials 
(primarily records and microfilm) has served to satisfy users’ needs but 
also has brought about storage and security problems which must be 
alleviated. 

Public seating is now completely filled at peak hours and this is 
occuring more frequently. Seating is too congested for user comfort and 
in some areas has been eliminated completely. 


The increase of over 2,000 new borrowers each year plus the rapid risa 
in circulation makes office and staff space a priority need. 


An organized plan of withdrawal of unnecessary material is con- 
tinuously in progress, but changing library needs has necessitated a 
broad core collection. Specifically, non-fiction use accounts for a 3 to 1 
ratio to fiction. This fact requires a larger collection, precise cataloging, 
expert reference and readers’ advisory services. Library use has become 
a sophisticated and demanding art requiring more professional attention 
and skills. 
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The proposed 15,000 sq. ft. addition to the library will provide space 
for current library use, for departmental functions and for future projec- 
tions of growth and use patterns. 

We wish to thank our volunteers and town departments and commit- 
tees for their cooperation and interest this past year.

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REPORT OF THE WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The year 1976 was again a successful year for the West Falmouth 
Library. The purchase of new book stacks has increased our available 
space for future additions to our ever growing collection of books. The 
circulation stands at 10,746. Our collection of 9,434 titles reflects an 
addition of 426 titles and withdrawals of 129. Our registration of 753 
families indicates that more people than ever have been using the library. 
Adelaide Tourtellot, our librarian and Shirley Harrison, library assistant 
are always ready to offer assistance when needed and their friendly and 
cooperative natures contribute significantly to the inviting atmosphere 
enjoyed at our library. 


Gilbert Martin, Jr., who is attending Worcester Polytechnic Institute 
studying electrical engineering, was the recipient of the Arthur Hennes- 
sey, Jr. Memorial Scholarship Award which is administered by the 
library. 

As always, the Friends of the Library prove themselves to be the 
“friends” of the entire community. They are in charge of the adult 
programming for the library and succeed in presenting a variety of 
interesting activities. In addition to their four by-monthly meetings, the 
Friends also sponsor a Buok Discussion Group, Bridge Clinic and Needle- 
work Guild. The Bridge Clinic offers assistance to beginners as does the 
Needlework Guild, which is again sponsoring several FOOS (Falmouth 
Out of School) students this year. Members of the Guild last year com- 
pleted a Falmouth Bi-Centennial rug which was raffled off on Katharine 
Lee Bates’ birthday. It was the proceeds from this tremendously success- 
ful venture that enabled the library to purchase the much-needed book 
stacks. 


The popular Village Fair enabled the Friends to make a further do- 
nation to the library. These funds are earmarked for some over-due 
renovations to the Arts and Crafts room. Under the direction of our 
Children’s Program, arts, crafts and a summer science class have all 
been held in this room. As part of a community service, the Girl Scouts 
also had use of this facility. The library presented eight children’s movies 
during the summer, all of which were well attended. During the fall, a 
weekly craft and story hour was held for pre-schoolers. Our Halloween 
parade this year attracted a record number of adults as well as children. 
After the costumes were judged and a puppet show presented, donuts 
and cider were served to all. The library Christmas tree was the focus 
of attention of the Christmas party this year. The children made all the 
decorations and trimmed the tree. It was an enjoyable occasion for all. 

The Board of Directors realizes that the backbone of our library con- 
tinues to be the valuable support we receive from the many people in the 
community who so willingly serve. We hope that their willingness to 
serve us is an indication that we, too, are serving their needs by pro- 
viding an up-to-date library and a functioning community center.

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REPORT OF THE WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


Increased space, increased use and increased interest made 1976 one 
of the most exciting in recent years in the life of the Woods Hole Li- 
bray. It opened with a most successful fund-raising concert in January 
when the Friends of Dr. Burney played the music of 1776 to a capacity 
crowd at St. Barnabas Hall. It was the first in a series of outstanding 
public events. 


In April so many people came to see slides and hear Captain Jon- 
athan Lucas of Sea Education Association talk about Tall Ships that a 
second performance had to be scheduled the following evening. It was 
an auspicious opening for the newly remodeled and redecorated meeting 
room on the library’s lower floor—a handsome place made far more at- 
tractive by repainting and relighting which was paid for by the Town of 
Falmouth. Extensive remodeling in the same area, financed out of the 
library’s capital funds, not only have made it possible for public gather- 
ings to be held in the space but have provided a work space for the 
Woods Hole Historical Collection, a sub-group of the library which re- 
stored and established a museum in Bradley House next door. 

It opened with great festivity just before the Fourth of July. Col. 
Oliver Brown spoke and scores of townspeople gathered June 30 to ad- 
mire the building, the artifacts on display and the handsomely designed 
garden which was established as a part of the restoration plan. On July 
4, the village bell, now hanging in the back yard, tolled with bells across 
the country and the goal of the Historical Collection Committee—to cele- 
brate the Bicentennial with a museum open and operating—was achieved. 


Meanwhile, the new meeting room in the library proper was already 
being used. The annual meeting was held there on July 13. Mary Lou 
Montgomery was elected to succeed Allan Gordon as president of the 
library’s Board of Trustees and Sally Ryder Brady spoke. 


Later in the summer, the library sponsored a second concert, this 
one by the Yankee Tunesmiths, as a fund-raising event and the Histor- 
ical Collection Committee sponsored a lecture by Dr. Harold Edgerton 
of MIT who talked about the Loch Ness Monster. Needless to say, he 
drew a very big crowd. 


The year wound down with a village Christmas party on December 
4 at Bradley House where a special exhibit was staged and with a story 
hour and Christmas party at the library on December 20. This was, for 
the first time, divided into two parts. Nancy Simmons, the librarian, had 
stories for the older group upstairs while Carol Knebel, a volunteer, held 
another story-telling for the younger children in the new room on the 
lower floor. 


On a more mundane but equally important level, the gutters were 
replaced on the library building and the roof was repaired. This work 
was possible because the Town generously funded one part of the work. 

Nevertheless, fund-raising projects of various kinds were required. In 
addition to the concerts and lectures, the annual drive provided over 
$4,000 in gifts and memberships while funds were also raised through 
book sales, a plant sale in May, the sale of postcards and maps and, for 
the Historical Collection, the sale of the cookbook, Woods Hole Cooks 
Something Up. 

The circulation remained steady at 14,422, but there was some change 
in the pattern. Elegant summer weather reduced circulation during the 
tourist season but winter use went up. A total of 493 adult books and 156 
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children’s books were bought for the collection and this was augmented 
by loans from the Eastern Mass. Regional Library System Depository. 
The cost of supplies was reduced by co-operative buying but higher 
standards made the purchase of new fire extinguishers mandatory. 


Gifts were received in memory of Mrs. Isabella M. Jessup, a former 
librarian who died in the fall. In addition, the periodical collection was 
upgraded and inventory and cataloguing went on. Two special types of 
books, Paperback Power for teens and Large Type books for those with 
vision deficiency, proved particularly popular. 


Staff members are Nancy Simmons, librarian, and Elaine Tripp, 
Susan Friedman and Susan Wigley, staff. Margaret Ewing, Kenny Jones 
and Lore Lucas are volunteers.

REPORT OF THE BEACH COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Falmouth Beach 
Committee for the year ending December 31, 1976. 


The Committee is pleased to announce that, despite the recent receés- 
sion in our economy, beach receipts for 1976 have remained the same as 
the previous year. 


A severe tidal storm in February of 1976 devastated the shore of the 
beaches in the Buzzards Bay side of Falmouth; the worst being Wood 
Neck Beach in Sippewissett, which completely covered the parking area 
with approximately three to four feet of beach. Silver Beach was also 
littered with debris, as was Chapaquoit Beach. 


The Committee was able to hire heavy equipment at a reasonable 
price and no additional funds were needed for this major work. How- 
ever, the Committee feels that it will take years of natural build-up 
for the beaches to return to its state before this storm, 


The Committee was able, through the C.E.T.A. program, to com- 
pletely refurbish the buildings at Surf Drive and Silver Beach, supplying 
only material. This project was very necessary especially at Surf Drive, 
where vandalism in the past years created an unsightly municipal 
building. However, this project was all in vain, since the vandalism of 
this past fall season far surpassed the nine previous years that this 
Committee has been together. Because of the severe cold weather,;we 
were unable to clean up a disgusting situation created by our own 
future taxpayers and residents of Falmouth. We urge all the citizens 
of Falmouth to report to the police any acts of vandalism committed 
against this Department or any other in the Town of Falmouth. 


The swimming program this year was better than ever, with an 
enrollment of some 2,500 students. The swim meet was held once more 
at the Mass. Martitime Adademy swimming pool. 

The winners this year came from Menauhant Beach, under the fine 
direction of Ray Dewall, a veteran guard. 
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This program is open to children of all ages, including any adults 
who would like to learn. 


A continued 40-hour work week for beach personnel has been to 
the best interest of all concerned, creating new jobs. 


The concession at Menauhant Beach continues to work well. This 
year, a telephone was added to the concession, which gave this remote 
beach a very necessary and vital link for any and all emergency needs. 


The growth of this fine beach continues, and it is hopeful that 
within the next few years the road relocation project will begin and 
the planned improvement for this beach can be realized. The existing 
road situation continues to be hazardous, although the elimination of 
roadside vendors has proven a great help toward safety and traffic 
control. 


All beaches were graded this year, and again screened twice. It is 
hopeful that sometime in the near future, we may increase the screen- 
ings to three or four times per season. 


In closing our report, this Committee intends to begin a program of 
capital improvement over the next few years, beginning with a very 
necessary project at Silver Beach. An article will be inserted in this 
annual Town Meeting for the beginning of these requests. 


We wish to thank the staff for doing an excellent job, and a special 


note of thanks for the fine cooperation and help extended this depart- 
ment by the D.P.W. and the Police Department. 


We would also like to thank at this time the Board of Selectmen, 
Town Clerk, Town Accountant, and various committees that have 
helped us to run a successful beach program.

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REPORT OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Enclosed herewith is the sixteenth Annual Report of the Falmouth 
Department of Public Works. This report covers the operations of the 
Department for the calendar year 1976, except that certain financial and 
statistical information of the various divisions coincides with the budget 
year beginning July 1, 1975 and ending June 30, 1976. 


It is becoming increasingly difficult to write an annual report on a 
calendar year when all our budget and other items are based on a fiscal 
year, beginning on July ist and ending on June 30th. This report in- 
cludes the individual reports of the Director; Water and Sewer Division; 
Highway Division; Tree Warden, Park and School Grounds Division; and 
Engineering Section. 


During 1976 Mr. Richard Fish, who has served the Town as a Com- 
missioner of the Department of Public Works from its beginning, was re- 
elected to serve an additional three years. During his time in office, Mr. 
Fish has helped guide the Public Works Department from its original 
group of small agencies to the Department as it is today. Mr. Fish was 
a guiding force in the Town’s building of a Public Works Garage which 
now exists on Gifford Street as well as being instrumental in the blend- 
ing and combining of new departments with existing agencies to form 
multifunctioning units. During Mr. Fish’s tenure the Department has 
absorbed the Town Engineers Department, the Disposal Area operation, 
many new school ground additions, new library and police grounds, a 
bicycle path, certain Town cemeteries and the responsibility for the 
Town’s continuing sewer studies. 


Mr. Manuel Rapoza was again appointed by the Board of Public 
Works as the Board’s official advisor in matters that are pertinent to the 
Water and Sewer issues. Mr. Rapoza’s vast experience on Town issues, 
most particularly the continuing sewer studies, has been and continues 
to be an invaluable aid to the Board of Public Works and is greatly ap- 
preciated by all members of the Board. 


Mrs. Gaye Clough was again reappointed by the Board of Public 
Works in 1976 to serve as the Board’s official representative to the Town’s 
Recycling Committee. The Board is grateful to Mrs. Clough for her help 
over the past years in the increasingly important recycling area. 


During 1976 the Department continued its efforts to conform to State 
regulations in the health field at the Disposal Area and also in the con- 
tinuing Sewer Study. A great amount of the Board’s attention was 
devoted in these two areas. Further information on these two items will 
be devoted to in the Director’s report. 


The success that the Board has achieved in installing water mains 
under the Betterment Act, so called, as described in the 1975 report con- 
tinues to be extremely successful. This method has been successful, pri- 
marily because the manner of assessment against the abutting home- 
owners has been proved to be fair and therefore more popular than the 
older so called guarantee system, in which the person requesting the 
water main had to carry a disportionate share of the costs. 
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At the end of 1976 there are a number of water mains being asked 
for in the upcoming Town Meeting Warrant, petitioned for by taxpayers, 
to be installed under the Betterment Act. For the first time in a great 
number of years there are no requests for water mains to be installed 
under the guarantee system. 


The Board of the Department of Public Works wishes to take this 
opportunity to thank the various Town departments and committees, our 
own Public Works personnel, the Board of Selectmen and the people of 
Falmouth for their cooperation and assistance during 1976.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
by NATHAN S. ELLIS, P.E. 


To the Board of Commissioners 
Town of Falmouth 
Department of Public Works 


The Annual Report of the operation of the Department of Public 
Works for the year 1976 and on the general condition of the Works is 
respectfully submitted. 


This Annual Report covers the calendar year 1976 and does not co- 
incide with the budget year, with certain exceptions, including some of 
the statistical information and all of the financial report of the Water 
and Sewer Division which is based on the budget year beginning July 
1, 1975 and ending June 30, 1976. 


According to the By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth the annual re- 
port of the various departments must cover the calendar year. Since the 
budget has been changed over the last few years to a July 1st to June 
30th period, it is difficult to relate work done with money spent. The 
Town By-Laws should be changed to cause the annual reports and the 
budget years to coincide. The taxpayers could then review an annual 
report and be able to interpret it based on finances used during an iden- 
tical period of time. 


BRIDGES 

Eel Pond Drawbridge—Over the past few years the Town of Falmouth 
has rebuilt 90% of the Eel Pond Drawbridge. Many of the steel members 
have been replaced, the mechanical mechanism has been replaced with 
an all hydraulic system including an electric push button control. This 
work has made the bridge much less vulnerable to damage from extreme 
high tides and much simpler to operate. As mentioned in my report 
of 1975, some minor work in the counter balance and gear drive area re- 
mains to be completed. This needed work involves sandblasting and 
painting of some steel and the replacement of minor steel members in 
the upper part of the counter balance area. The contract for the re- 
maining work in the counter balance area has been drawn up by the 
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firm of Chapin Associates of Norwood who were retained by the Board of 
Public Works for the purpose. This proposed contract is now ready for 
advertising and the work should be completed early in 1977. 


Great Pond Bridge—the firm of Chapin Associates of Norwood 
was also retained in 1975 to prepare plans and specifications to repair 
the Great Pond Bridge. The steel carrying beams of this bridge are 
badly deteriorated, while the reinforced concrete deck and upper struc- 
ture above these beams is in repairable condition. The project is then 
to repair or replace the badly deteriorated steel carrying beams without 
at the same time destroying the structure above the beams. To replace 
the entire bridge would require a great deal more money than that avail- 
able to the Department at this time. 


The design completed by Chapin Associates involved encasing the 
steel beams in reinforced concrete. This procedure would involve lower- 
ing the bridge clearance (for boats) by two inches in the center span 
and six inches on each of the side spans. 


After design and general review by the U.S. Coast Guard the plan 
was submitted to various other public agencies for their approval. After 
receiving favorable responses from twelve agencies (two after public 
hearings) the Coast Guard refused to approve the project, even though 
they gave the Town tentative approval during the early design stages. 


The Department is presently attempting to determine how to proceed 
with this badly needed repair in the face of endless bureaucratic red tape. 


Church Street Bridge—This bridge was originally built in 1879 by the 
Old Colony Railroad in cooperation with the Town of Falmouth. Due to 
heavy vehicle traffic over the bridge, the timber beams began to show 
signs of failure and in November of 1973 the Town Department of 
Public Works on an emergency basis, reinforced the structure with a 
new timber bent as a center support. 


Since the Town of Falmouth took over the old railroad right of way 
from Dr. Henry T. Ballantine there has been some confusion as to the 
ownership of this structure. Under Article 20 of the 1976 Annual Town 
Meeting the Town through the Selectmen in accordance with proper 
State law turned over the Town’s interest in this bridge, if any, to the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works, Bridge designation Mass. 
D.P.W. No. F-3-14, Railroad designation No. 17.08. 


As of this writing, repeated attempts by the Selectmen’s Office and 
this Office have not been able to determine if the State has assumed 
or refused the responsibility for this structure. Since the deck of this 
structure is badly in need of replacement, it becomes vital that some 
public agency be made responsible for its upkeep. Here again bureau- 
cratic confusion is delaying much needed bridge repairs. 


Chapoquoit Island Bridge—During 1976 the Highway Division re- 
paired, sandblasted and repainted the railings on this bridge which spans 
a part of the waters of West Falmouth Harbor. This basically sound 
structure should be sandblasted and painted within the next few years. 


FALMOUTH SEWER STUDY 


Please refer to my annual report of 1975 as this sewer report is a 
continuation. 


February 6, 1976- Richard Witt, Falmouth’s Utilities Manager, in- 
forms Thomas C. McMahon, Director of Division of Water Pollution Con- 
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trol, that due to delays in processing of the application pursuant to pre- 
paring of a 201 Facilities Plan, the Town had not yet signed a contract 
with “Camp, Dresser & McKee Inc.”. In the letter it was requested that 
the May 31, 1976 date for completion of the report be extended. 


April 28, 1976 - Division of Water Pollution Control via the Massa- 
chusetts State’s Attorney General “summons” the Town of Falmouth in 
a Superior Court civil action charging the Town with failing to comply 
with the terms of N.P.D.E.S. Permit MA.0101729, Mass. permit 175. 


May 19, 1976 - Town of Falmouth answers “summons” denying allega- 
tions of plaintiff’s complaint and states further that E.P.A. and the 
plaintiff are delaying the Engineers’ work by not approving the Engi- 
neers’ “Scope of Work” which is a prerequisite to contract signing. 


July 21, 1976- State, Town and E.P.A. officials meet and agree that 
N.P.DES. permits will have te be adjusted. Costs relative to and items 
included in the revised Scope of Work (Engineers)were also discussed 
and final revision determined. 


July 27, 1976 - U.S. Environmental Protection Agency completed Grant 
agreement based on a total eligibility of $114,000 (reduced from original 
$150,400). 


July 30, 1976-U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (Region 1) in- 
forms the Falmouth Director of Public Works that review of the Step I 
grant application has been completed and the E.P.A. and Massachusetts 
Division of Water Pollution Control have decided to limit grant partici- 
pation at this time to new work. After the facilities plan by Camp, 
Dresser & McKee is completed, both offices will reconsider eligibility for 
the costs of prior reports. The E.P.A. further outlines how other direct 
and indirect costs shall be considered. 


August 11, 1976 Massachusetts Water Resources Commission submits 
to Town copy of grant approval from Environmental Protection Agency 
(grant approval date, August 4th). 


August 13, 1976- Town returns to Massachusetts Division of Water 
Pollution Control all required completed forms and agreements. 


August 25, 1976- Engineering contract including revised “Scope of 
Work” is signed by Board of Public Works and Camp, Dresser & McKee, 
Inc. Contract is based on total amount of $114,000. 


September 10, 1976 - Keifer and Associates, Inc. (formerly Bauer En- 
gineering Inc.) refuse permission for Camp, Dresser & McKee Engineers 
to review their files on the Falmouth project done by Bauer Engineering 
Inc., unless the Town pays the final payment of $6,500 on the “Bauer 
report”. 


September 22, 1976-Director Ellis informs “Keifer and Associates” 
that the Town has paid $58,500 to the Bauer Engineering Inc. for work 
that has been completed and will pay the final payment of $6,500 when 
the remaining conditions of the Town’s contract with Bauer Engineering 
Inc. (now Keifer and Associates, Inc.) are met. 


Director Ellis requests that on the basis of money already paid, that 
Camp, Dresser & McKee Engineers be allowed to review the Bauer files. 


September 30, 1976 - Massachusetts Water Resources Commission re- 
quests the Attorney General contact Falmouth’s Town Counsel to at- 
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tempt to work out a consent judgment to replace the dates contained 
in the N.P.D.E.S. permit. 


October 15, 1976- Keifer and Associates, Inc. submit a partially re- 
vised “Bauer Report” requesting a $4,000 payment. 


October 20, 1976 - Public hearing is held on sewerage facilities plan 
now in preparation by the engineering firm of Camp, Dresser & McKee. 
The hearing is held in the Town Hall, Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


October 26, 1976-The revised “Bauer Report” is referred to the 
proper State agencies for review. No payment is made subject to their 
review. 


November 1, 1976- Camp, Dresser & McKee submit progress report 
to Town on progress of facilities plan. In this letter the Engineers men- 
tion an increase in their costs due to Keifer & Associates, Inc. refusal to 
allow them access to the “Bauer records”, as well as other areas that 
may cause cost overruns. 


November 24, 1976 - Camp, Dresser & McKee submit report on Octo- 
ber 20th hearing indicating topics suggested at hearing that are outside 
the scope of their work, suggesting a revision in the scope of work to 
include these items. 


December 3, 1976 - Director Ellis informs the Engineers to hold to the 
“Scope of Work” as previously outlined, but recognizing the difficulty 
caused by Keifer and Associates, Inc. lack of cooperation and a greater 
than anticipated study effort required on the septage handling and 
waste water flow projections, an area for future negotiations was held 
open. 


December 13, 1976 -State and Federal agencies are advised of pos- 
sibility of cost overruns on sewerage study. 


End of Sewerage study activity for 1976. 


TOWN DISPOSAL AREA 

Included in the 1975-76 budget for the Disposal Area was an Equip- 
ment Shelter at $29,000 and Sanitary Facilities at $3,000. Since the con- 
tractor at the Disposal Area “Fernandes Crane Service” was required 
to provide sanitary facilities for his men and because no immediate 
need for the Equipment Shelter was apparent, the Board of Public Works, 
in the interest of economy, returned to the Town Treasury $32,000. 


During 1976 the Town had constructed by the Upper Cape Regional 
Vocational School a gate tender’s house and for the first time Town 
employee gate tenders were used to control the Disposal Area entrance 
of Thomas B. Landers Road. 


A fee schedule was begun for use of the area by other than Town 
residents and taxpayers and a new sticker system begun. During 1976 
Town residents and taxpayers were allowed to use the area at no cost. 
Out of Town users were charged on a per load basis or per day basis 
ranging from $5 to $15. Although the new fee schedule did not begin: 
until May 1, 1976, $7,659 was collected from other than Town residents 
during 1976. This money was deposited in the Town Treasury and is a 
credit against the cost of the Disposal Area operation which for the 1975- 
16 budget year was $110,028. 
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May 1, 1976- New fee schedule for Disposal Area-charges against 
non-resident, non-taxpayer owned trucks. 


June 11, 1976- Certain violations cited by Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health against Falmouth Disposal Area. 


June 26, 1976 - Department replies to violations objecting to certain 
violations cited and requesting an on-site review. 


August 11, 1976- Director Ellis met with a Mr. Russ and Mr. Dus-. 


sault at Disposal Area. State Engineers were happy with contractor’s 
operation, unhappy with septic disposal and requested Town design new 
temporary disposal system. 


September 22, 1976-'Town submits plan for proposed septic disposal 
system for State’s approval. 


_ September 27, 1976 - State Regional Sanitary Engineer at the South- 
eastern Health Region in Lakeville acknowledges receipt of the Town’s 
request for review of proposed septic disposal system. 


At years end the Town had not received approval or disapproval of 
the proposed septic tank disposal system from the State Health Office. 


During 1977 the Contract for the operation of the Disposal Area 
will be again put out to bid. As soil cover material for this work gets 
further from the working face of the Disposal Area the operational cost 
as reflected by the contract prices bid is expected to rise dramatically. At 
this writing I estimate the cost increase to be quite noticeable by 1980 at 
which time the easily obtainable cover material on the site will be used up. 


CEMETERIES 

Extensive rehabilitation work was continued at the Old Town Cem- 
etery during 1976. The Free Burying Ground (a more recent burial 
ground) in Hatchville is in fine repair and very little further rehabil- 
itation is necessary. 


The Old Town Cemetery is the first of the burial grounds used by 
the early Falmouth residents receiving all of the burials until about 
1788. Many of the earlier stones have been lost from the earlier years, 
along with all of the earliest records. In spite of this the cemetery re- 
mains a magnificent example of one of the countries earlier burying 
grounds. 


The earliest settlement in Falmouth, then known as “Suckanesset” 
began by a group of fourteen from Barnstable, including Isaac Robinson 
and Jonathan Hatch was located between Salt and Fresh (now Sider’s) 
Ponds. Jonathan Hatch’s farm was located on the south side of the “Old 
Burial Ground” entrance and it is believed that the first meeting house 
was built on the westerly end of the burying ground lot. 


Most of the original settlers of Falmouth are buried in the Old Bury- 
ing Ground, although no trace of their location now exists. The first born 
son of the settlers “Moses Hatch”, who was also the first Deacon of the 
Church of Falmouth lived to a ripe age of 84. Moses died in 1747 and his 
stone is clearly in evidence in the older section of the cemetery, as are 
the stones of many of the Town’s earlier citizens, who died before the 
Declaration of Independence in 1776. 


The Falmouth Department of Public Works is making an effort to 
gather historical data on the Old Town Cemetery, but a great deal of 
research is needed.

Another important need in the “Old Burying Ground” is a program 
to restore or replace some of the earlier slate stones that have deterior- 
ated badly due to the weather over the many years. 


It would also be of local historical significance if an archeological 
group would take on the task of locating the foundation of the first 
meeting house which should be near the (now) tool shed Which was once 
used by the Town Hearse around 1876. 


Both of the cemeteries discussed here are of historical importance 
to the Town of Falmouth and I feel honored to be intrusted with their 
care.

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HIGHWAY DIVISION 
by Grover B. Cole, General Foreman 


The Highway Division during 1976 continued work on drainage con- 
struction, curbing, sidewalk maintenance and resurfacing, sealcoating, 
resurfacing of existing streets. All construction of streets accepted by 
Town Meeting has been completed. 


Road grading, guard rail repairs and painting, street patching, road- 
side litter and brushing was carried on throughout the year. Mowing of 
roadsides was accomplished in a more efficient manner this year due to 
the new machine purchased last year. It is hopeful as roadside mainte- 
nance continues, the shoulders will become void of rock and stumps which 
impede the speed of the mowing operation on some of the roads at the 
present time. 


Nathan S. Ellis Highway (Route 151) was completely resurfaced, 
removing all the sags and bumps that existed before this work was done. 
This road is now smooth and a pleasure to drive on. The shoulders were 
filled and seeded with Rye Grass mixture to help prevent erosion. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 

This year the Highway Division purchased two 25,000 GVW Trucks, 
one V-plow for sidewalk machine, one 4 in 1 bucket for the John Deere 
Loader, one % Ton Pickup and one tow broom. 


BICYCLE PATH 

The Bicycle Path this year was swept and brush along the sides cut 
back. Signs were replaced as needed and the bridge over Trunk River re- 
paired after being vandalized. Inspections of this path, show it is in good 
condition and being used quite extensively.. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 

New construction this year were roads accepted under the Betterment 
Act. Construction of these roads have been completed with two courses 
of bituminous concrete applied, loam and seed on the shoulders and drain- 
age installed where needed. Some work on the shoulders may be neces- 
sary after a spring inspection to finalize their completion.

TREE WARDEN, PARK and SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 
by Joseph Figuerido, Tree Warden 


PARKS 


We salute and herald this Bicentennial Year and joined with all in 
participating in a small way in a series of Town projects to celebrate our 
Country’s birthday, hopefully rejuvenating patriotism and appreciating 
our wonderful historic background. In Falmouth, under the leadership 
of our Bicentennial Committee, the Park section of the Division con- 
tributed to and participated in several projects. 


Several “Liberty Trees”, donated by the Arnold Arboretum and the 
Nursery Associates (Rebello’s and Tavares’ Nurseries), were planted 
throughout the Town. These included flowering cherries, tulip and Lon- 
don Plane trees. 


As one of its Bicentennial projects, the Falmouth Garden Club 
presented a Zelcova serrata Village Green tree to the Town, introducing 
it as a possible substitution for Falmouth’s elms. This tree was planted 
on Town property at the Falmouth Library. 


Town Hall Square and the parking area front on Main Street were 
beautified with the planting of the lovely variety of red tulip known as the 
“Falmouth”. 


The Library flower beds were planted with a variety of flowers in 
the patriotic colors of red, white and blue, depicting the Massachusetts 
seal, and the Veterans’ Memorials were also planted with patriotic colors. 


Bicentennial flags, supplied by the Falmouth Bicentennial Committee, 
were flown on all Park flag poles. 


Park personnel assisted in the burying of two large time capsules filled 
with nineteenth century memorabilia to be opened a century hence. One 
was placed in Nye’s Park, North Falmouth, and the other in the Village 
Green. 


The Division was proud to be a part of the celebration of this com- 
memorative year. 


Litter Pollution: A perennial problem within our park and school grounds 
is the constant presence of strewn solid waste debris and litter material 
that must be dealt with wherever crowds or public traffic congregate. This 
problem is compounded whenever there is a special event when food 
concessionaires are present. 
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Unfortunately, the unsightly conditions caused by litter are not the 
only problem; it is the damage that frequently occurs to the Town’s ex- 
pensive mowing equipment. Summer maintenance crews spend up to one- 
third of their time clearing lawns of stones, glass, beer cans and other 
debris before a powered moving machine can be utilized with safety. 


Public use of the Town’s rubbish containers for the disposal of per- 
sonal household trash has become a common occurrence, especially during 
the summer months. Athletic contests and events also create a litter 
problem because of spectator carelessness. 


Coping with these problems is costly and of great nuisance value, but 
has become accepted as routine park work. 


Tennis Courts: A survey of the Town’s courts has been recently com- 
pleted by a professional sealcoating firm and the recommendation and 
estimate for upgrading the courts with filler and surface acrylic paint is 
on file for near future consideration. 


The survey revealed that work is urgently necessary on the Woods 
Hole Court which was built in 1965. This work is estimated at $4,400., and 
includes two filler coats of lay texite filler and three coats of sealer 
surface, paint, lines and labor. This item has been submitted for the Fi- 
nance Committee’s consideration within the Park budget for the current 
year. 


The Park’s tennis courts long range maintenance has always been 
reflected in past budgets. T'wo courts, size 110’ x 120’ have been resurfaced 
with paint for the last three years, utilizing Park labor. Two hundred 
twenty gallons of paint was necessary for this work. 


Material for the maintenance of tennis courts has become costly and 
must now be considered a major expense to be dealt with in the future, 
especially since the tennis program in the Town has expanded because 
of the extreme popularity of the game. 


Goodwill Park: Ten new tables were constructed and painted and play- 
ground furniture and the comfort station were also painted. The new 
beach area was fenced in and the gates repaired. Grills were repaired 
and signs re-painted. Trees were given a general feeding and an applica- 
tion made of dormant spray for aphis on the pine trees. 


Franklin Hastay, a long time Town employee who served as custodian 
every summer since 1962, passed away in the fall. He is greatly missed 
by his D.P.W. colleagues and visitors to Goodwill Park. A plaque will be 
placed in a suitable place in the Park in his memory. 


C.E.T.A. Program: Four men under the Comprehensive Training Act 
were assigned to the Division in April of 1976. It proved, however, to be 
questionable labor since not only did they require a crew leader, additional 
trucking and tools, but were young, carefree and because they were on a 
Federal training program, lacked incentive and responsibility and in many 
instances, curtailed the normal progress and morale of our regular person- 


nel. 
SCHOOL GROUNDS MAINTENANCE 


Administration Building: The playground chain link fence was moved 
800 lineal feet to the Falmouth School Athletic complex. A ten thousand 
square foot area was paved and the surrounding area gravelled for oil 
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coating to match last year’s work. Three hundred lineal feet of parking 
lines were painted. 


Morse Pond School: Bicycle racks, three May pole and one basketball 
backboard were installed in the play area. Other work accomplished at 
this school included painting fire lines, bus stop and parking lines, up- 
grading both Little League and Babe Ruth League diamonds with sod to 
worn out areas, and the lower athletic field at the rear of the school was 
reseeded, irrigated and upgraded. This field served as a very useful 
practice field for the Junior Varsity football team. 


Teaticket School: Work during the year at this school included parking 
lot patching, sodding banks and seeding and loaming around the new 
reading room, constructing an asphalt walk leading to it, repairing 
damaged curbing and expansion felt; painting dugouts; and continuous 
claying and trimming of the softball field during the summer. 


North Falmouth School: Eight hundred feet of parking, bus and fire 
lanes were painted. Although the lower playground area was leveled and 
stone dust applied, more work is necessary in this area before sodding can 
be completed. 


Mullen Hall School: Maintenance work at this school included repairing 
the fence and gate and painting the chain link fence with aluminum and 
installing a manhold to replace collapsed and plugged up drainage. 


TREES 


Dutch Elm: It is discouraging to report each year the same elm prob- 
lems and elm disease trends, and to report increased elm mortality; how- 
ever, preventive work, pruning and sanitation programs and spraying is 
carried on continuously and industriously by the Tree section of the Di- 
vision. The only deviation to report is that the elm population is reduced 
each year. 


At the present time, no significant remedy or cure has surfaced as 
the result of many experimental laboratories here in the United States 
and abroad. We will continue to examine all available programs and 
apply them to Falmouth’s elms with the hope that some break through 
will come in the near future. 


1976 Elm Record: Out of one hundred forty-nine cultures sent to the 
shade tree laboratory, one hundred thirty-one were returned confirmed 
cases of Dutch elm disease. 


The breakdown shows sixteen cases were on public streets or property, 
while one hundred fifteen were on private property. Two properties with 
dense elm growth inflated our Dutch elm disease case total. One area 
was a rather marshy tract of land in West Falmouth with forty-nine cases 
recorded. The other area, containing twenty-eight cases, mostly weed 
elm, was located on a wind-swept road in Sippewissett. If the figures from 
these two properties were eliminated from the total count, the resulting 
number of diseased elms would be reduced to thirty-eight cases which 
would be a normal loss and a respectable percentage compared to Towns 
of comparable size. 
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A five-year record of Falmouth’s Dutch elm diseased trees follows:

New Federal Pesticide Licenses: In 1972 a Federal law, under the au- 
thority of the Environmental Protection Agency, was passed in Congress. 
This bill called for the registration of all pesticides in the United States 
and to categorize them into either “restricted” or “general” use. 


General use pesticides are available to everyone; however, all pesti- 
cides listed as restricted require a certificate, or license, for application. 
Presently, Falmouth’s tree personnel are scheduled to take the necessary 
examination in February. Failure to be certified will limit the effective- 
ness of Falmouth’s spray program since the most effective pesticides are 
logged in the restricted group. 


Spray Program: Spring and summer spray programs were normal and 
without any serious flare-ups, indicating an ecological balance. Sprays 
were geared and timed to coincide with pest peak cycles and the controls 
proved to be excellent. The four usual and important sprays used were: 


1) Dormant spray for elm bark beetle — April and May 

2) Fruit tree spray for tent caterpillars, also holly minor — April 
and May 

3) Elm leaf spray for first and second generation, including some 
foliage feeding materials — June and July 

4) Spot sprays for Japanese beetle, oak canker, oak skeletonizer and 
fall webb worm, poison ivy and wood tick — June through August. 


Tree Planting: The tree planting program in Falmouth encompasses two 
separate budgets. A five hundred dollar Tree Warden’s appropriation 
under the D.P.W. and a second, the Tree Planting Committee’s two 
thousand dollar program. Funds from the latter budget are used to run 
a nursery, purchase young stock and beautification as voted by members 
of the Committee. 


By agreement of long standing, much of the task of implementing the 
program has been integrated with the D.P.W. Tree Division in an effort 
to utilize available funds to the best advantage. Thus, the problems of 
selecting sites, trucking, labor and staking are resolved, and when the 
fall programs are integrated, a more industrious program is achieved 
with both groups participating harmoniously, yet carrying out the aims of 
both participants. 


This year’s program included the planting of eighty-one trees on 
public grounds, many coming from the nursery, after the skilled and 
arduous task of properly balling. The Tree Planting Committee plans 
some Spring street planting and purchasing young whips for the nursery. 


We feel the Town received an excellent dollar value return under 
this cooperate plan. 


Conclusion: Public education is part of a Tree Warden’s responsibility. 
It is therefore satisfying to share information that may be of use to you. 
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Dr. Francis W. Holmes of Amherst recently wrote some observations 
about shade trees. Shade trees save fuel by raising winds above houses; 
cool buildings, especially attics and upper floors, helping to make hot 
summers more tolerable; reduce glare and reflection, especially in cities; 
absorb noise, traffic type and plane take-off and even help reduce blood 
pressure; screen unsightly views; clear the air when soot adheres to wet 
or moist leaves which later is carried to the ground when it rains. They 
remove excess carbon dioxide from the air and release oxygen for human 
consumption. Shade trees provide beauty. A single tree can produce a 
thousand flowers, color the landscape, and even in the winter when tree 
bark provides character patterns. They provide inspiration and are the 
subject of prose and poetry. They are used to commemorate moments of 
history, i.e., “Liberty Trees”. 


Shade trees provide materials for homes, tools, medicine, paper, fossil 
food and provide heat for your home as a fuel. 


A caution about salt. It will harm surface growing tree root systems; 
however, deep-rooted trees are more tolerable. Off shore winds will do 
more harm than an off-shore rain storm since dry winds will crystalize 
salt on branches while rain will work salt to the ground. 


These are a few reasons people love and respect and plant shade 
trees. For whoever serves a tree, serves humanity. 


WATER and SEWER DIVISION

During 1976 we continued the Phase I Water System Improvement 
Program. The following projects were completed in accordance with this 
program. 


LONG POND PUMPING STATION — Installation of Electric Pump #5-E, 
This is a 2,300 gallon per minute Peerless Pump driven by a 200 
horse-power electric motor. 


ASHUMET WELL — The gravel-packed well has a diameter of 24 inches 
and a depth of 60 feet. The Pumping Station will be constructed 
during 1977. 


MENAUHANT ROAD WATER MAIN — 12-inch water main from Davis- 
ville Road to Central Avenue (3,384 lineal feet). The 150 lineal feet 
of sub-aqueous crossing adjacent to the Bourne’s Pond Bridge is 12- 
inch ductile iron pipe. 


CHAPOQUOIT ROAD WATER MAIN — 10-inch water main from the 
east side of the bridge westerly approximately 1,799 lineal feet and 
continuing as an 8-inch water main approximately 1,052 lineal feet to 
the end of the Town road. The 191 lineal foot sub-aqueous crossing 
adjacent to the bridge is 12-inch ductile iron pipe. 


In progress as of December 31, 1976 are contracts for the sub-aqueous 
installation of a 12-inch ductile iron water main, two 6-inch ductile iron 
Sewer siphons, and 8-inch and 10-inch sanitary Sewer force mains, adja- 
cent to the Eel Pond Bridge at Woods Hole. 
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Also in progress is a contract for construction of the Ashumet Well 
Pumping Station and Equipment. 


During 1977 we expect to continue the Phase I Water System Im- 
provement Program. 


The following Capital Outlay Equipment has been purchased and is 
in service: 


One one-half ton replacement pickup truck. 


Automatic Chlorine Switchover Valving for the Long Pond Pumping 
Station. 


A replacement vacuum tank for the Electric Pump Room at the Long 
Pond Pumping Station. 


One tractor-loader-backhoe (replacement). 


The roof of the Diesel Pump Room at the Long Pond Pumping Station 
was repaired. 


On August 25, 1976, the Board of Public Works entered into a Con- 
tract with the Boston engineering firm of Camp Dresser and McKee for 
providing engineering services to the Town of Falmouth to fulfill Section 
201 of the Federal Water Pollution Control Act as amended (Public Law 
92-500). This is a study of the various Sewerage System Plans previously 
prepared by the Town. This study will be completed about mid-1977. 


Commencing with the January 1976 Water & Sewer billing period, all 
bills have been produced by the Data Processing Department utilizing the 
computer facilities presently located at the High School. 


Growth of the Town and the Water System is evident in the following 
twenty-year statistical comparison:

REPORT OF THE BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


After many months of planning and initiating projects for the cele- 
bration of the nation’s 200th anniversary throughout the town the Bi- 
centennial year of 1976 arrived. The formulating of plans had required 
bi-monthly meetings of an enthusiastic and dedicated committee, and 
these meetings continued during the year. The objective was to include 
as many citizens and organizations as possible in the celebration so that 
the year would long be remembered as one in which patriotism and an 
awareness of our country’s aims and aspirations increased. 


The Committee, in cooperation with the School Department, brought 
a series of patriotic plays produced by the Performing Arts Theatre, a 
professional group from New York City, to the Memorial Auditorium 
at Lawrence School. All pupils in our schools saw one or more plays 
and the total attendance was 9,000. Each play had a study guide so 
classroom teachers could prepare the pupils for the message to be ob- 
tained from the actions on stage. 


During the entire year the Falmouth Fife and Drum Corps, under 
the direction and management of Mike Crocco of the Lawrence School 
faculty, ably assisted by Mrs. Crocco, has been active in parades, dedi- 
cations and patriotic events, both in town and in other Cape towns, as 
well as in neighboring cities. The Corps won high praise and several 
awards for outstanding performance. 


Likewise the Falmouth Company of Minute and Militia have had 
a busy season. The two groups have joined in all events. In command 
of the Militia has been Andrew L. Wessling, Jr., first as Captain and 
later as Major. His troops have included older members, who carried 
and fired muskets, and also young members as drummers and flag 
bearers. The members had two types of uniforms, those resembling 18th 
century country garb and dress uniforms consisting of green coats with 
red trim and brass buttons. Major Wessling had a uniform of bright 
green and yellow, making a most imposing figure as he lead his unit 
in parades. 


On April 3, the anniversary of the British attack on Falmouth in 
1779 during the Revolution, a parade was held from Town Hall Square 
to the Green for maneuvers and then a liberty pole with red cap and 
flag was raised in front of the Historical Society. 


On July 11 Falmouth was honored by having its units invited to 
participate in the Military Review in Boston, staged in honor of the 
Bicentennial visit of Queen Elizabeth and Prince Philip of Great Britain. 
This proved to be a very memorable occasion for both the adults and 
the boys and girls who participated. Our units did credit to Falmouth. 


The biggest event of the year for the Fife and Drum Corps and 
Militia was the reenactment of the British attack on Falmouth. This 
event was held on July 31 along Surf Drive. There was a parade down 
Shore Street with citizens in Colonial dress and visiting units from 
Weymouth and Wareham. The British 64th Regiment of Foot from 
Fairhaven came in their red coats and played the part of the British 
troops. They landed on the beach from long boats borrowed from the 
Maritime Academy and were defeated in a spirited battle by our local 
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troops. This added greatly to the dramatic effect but history tells us 
the British never landed in their planned attempt to capture and burn 
the town. They were “stood off” by our early militia. It is estimated 
that 3,000 people assembled to watch this event. 


The Fife and Drum Corps has been incorporated into the Militia. 
Plans are being made to continue this activity in future years which 
will be a benefit to the participants and will do much to keep the spirit 
of patriotism developed in the Bicentennial alive in the Town. 


On Saturday, July 3 a Bicentennial Ball was held at the National 
Guard Armory. It was planned and managed as a Bicentennial project 
by the Falmouth Rotary Club and the Junior Outlook Club. Many in 
attendance were in Colonial costumes and prizes were awarded in 
several categories. The ball was a gala affair and a memorable part of 
the town’s celebration. 


On May 30 a trail ride was held in Beebe Woods to introduce the 
town’s young riders and guests from neighboring towns to the trails 
there. Nineteen riders participated. 


On June 17 a red, white and blue stripe was painted on Main Street 
from Howard Johnson’s to the Village Green. This was a joint project 
of the D.P.W. and the Committee. 


Other activities throughout town included a clam bake and a parade 
in North Falmouth, the painting of Main Street fire hydrants red, white 
and blue, and the planting of red, white and blue flower gardens. The 
Committee awarded prizes for those gardens judged to be outstanding. 


The Committee assisted the North Falmouth Bicentennial group 
which had prepared a booklet with pictures and descriptions of historic 
houses by cooperating in its publication. This “Guide to North Fal- 
mouth” proved to be very popular and gained ready financial support 
from residents. 


Many organizations throughout town cooperated with the Commit- 
tee by planning events. The Elks celebrated Flag Day and held several 
other patriotic events. The Historical Society continued the sale of 
the Falmouth Bicentennial Print. The Falmouth Garden Club sponsored 
a house and garden tour on July 26 which brought several hundred 
visitors to Falmouth. Also, the Club, in cooperation with the Historical 
Society, brought into being a memorial park on Society property which 
has added a beauty spot to the town for many to enjoy. Other organ- 
izations had projects which cannot be enumerated here but which were 
much appreciated. 


An article placed in the town warrant to provide funds for the 
purchase of the birthplace of Katharine Lee Bates which could be 
maintained as a town historic shrine in tribute to Miss Bates and her 
famous poem, “America the Beautiful”, was postponed twice for financial 
reasons. However, the Bicentennial Committee was unanimous in its 
belief that the preservation of the house for future generations would 
be a most worthwhile Bicentennial project. Therefore, when opportun- 
ity arose it was suggested to an independent group headed by Ed 
Zmuda and Mrs. Charles Bardelis planning a fireworks display for the 
Bicentennial year, that Miss Bates’ birthday, August 12, would be an 
appropriate day for townwide celebration.. Esther Tsiknas worked with 
the fireworks group, as she was in charge of festivals. 


To aid in our townwide celebration, Miss Tsiknas arranged to have 
Governor Dukakis proclaim August 12 Katharine Lee Bates Day through- 
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out the Commonwealth. This was done through the intercession of 
Senator Aylmer with the support of Representative Kendall. For the 
signing of the proclamation members of the Committee and the Fife and 
Drum Corps went to the Governor’s office. 


Likewise our Selectmen proclaimed the entire week, August 9 thru 
15 as Katharine Lee Bates Week and urged all citizens to pay tribute 
to Falmouth’s most famous daughter. In accordance the band concert 
on August 12 featured patriotic numbers and singing of “America the 
Beautiful”. There was an unusually large attendance and at the con- 
clusion of the concert people gathered along the shore to view a dis- 
play of fireworks. On Sunday, August 15, a parade was held to the 
Village Green for maneuvers by the Militia and then exercises were 
held in front of the Bates House at 16 Main Street. 


Coincidental with plans for the Bates celebration, the Committee 
had reproduced an illuminated copy of the words and music of Miss 
Bates’ famous hymn. Donations were accepted toward the preservation 
of the birthplace. Donors received copies of the poem. In late summer, 
those who had collected a prior fund for preservation of the house 
approached the Falmouth Historical Society, offered their funds and 
informed of a donation of $40,000 from Mrs. Frank T. Gorman of 
Princeton, N.J., a long time summer resident of Davisville and a former 
pupil of Miss Bates at Wellesley College. The owner of the house, 
Ed. Sherry, reduced his price to $45,000 thus enabling the Historical 
Society to take title. 


Plans are being formulated for the house to open next summer as 
a museum and shrine to honor Miss Bates. Thus the planning and sup- 
port of the Bicentennial Committee toward the preservation for the 
town of the Bates house came to fruition. This must be considered an 
important part of the celebration of the Bicentennial here in Falmouth. 


As the Bicentennial year drew to a close a time capsule sub-com- 
mittee with Marina Andrews as Chairman was formed. The records of 
our celebrations plus messages prepared by citizens of the town and 
items representative of our life styles were gathered. With the aid 
of the Benthos Company and the cooperation of Andy Wessling, a mili- 
tary shell was obtained and prepared for loading as a time capsule. 
When loaded with its hundreds of items it was taken to the Green and 
lowered with appropriate ceremonies into a deep hole prepared with 
the assistance of the Lighting Company. Resounding volleys were fired 
by our militia and the three Selectmen paid tribute to our Bicentennial 
celebration and the dedicated efforts of the Committee members. 


Two projects are to be completed in 1977. An engraved stone 
marker will be placed over the time capsule. It will state “to be 
opened on November 21, 2076”. A large boulder with a bronze plaque 
will be placed in East Falmouth as a memorial to the early strawberry 
growers of the town. 


During the year Cynthia Botelho resigned from the Committee and 
was replaced by Karen Rinaldo whose Bicentennial paintings have 
made a significant contribution to Falmouth’s celebration and that of 
other Cape towns. 

The Bicentennial Committee looks back with justifiable pride on 
the results of its efforts to stimulate the appreciation and awareness 
of our national and town heritage on the part of all citizens. The 
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enthusiastic support of individuals and organizations throughout the 
town made possible a year to be long remembered. The Committee’s 
thanks go to the local press for excellent coverage of events and to the 
Board of Selectmen for support and cooperation.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Town of Falmouth 


The following is the Recreation Committee’s submission for the 1976 
Town Report: 


1976 was another year of growth and expanding participation in 
the various recreation programs offered under the aegis of the Recre- 
ation Committee. In the annual elections, Michael Favulli and Susan 
Peterson were elected to three year terms on the Committee, and John 
Malone was voted in as the new Chairman, replacing Kathryn Wright 
who had chosen not to run again. Recreation Director Richard Sherman 
and Assistant Director Brad Shufelt moved into their fourth years in 
their positions. The Committee met at least once each month, formulat- 
ing policy and reviewing and authorizing programs proposed by the 
Director and other interested citizens. 


A wide variety of activities fall under the Committee’s aegis for 
either partial or complete funding. Other groups have no financial 
dependence on the committee but do use the Recreation Center as a 
meeting place. Among these are the Falmouth Extension Group, the 
Child Study Club, the Diet Watchers, the Stamp Club, Rogers’ School 
of Dance, Girl Scouts, Blue Birds, Upper Cape React, the American 
Association of Retired Persons, the Small World Nursery School, and 
many others. Special events such as the Lookout Club’s Annual Fair, 
bake and rummage sales, auctions, church activities, Red Cross Blood 
Drives and others were also held. 


A number of new programs were introduced by the Committee 
during 1976. Among these were classes in art and naturecraft and 
tumbling at the Woods Hole Community Center, dancercise classes for 
adults, a speedskating program, tap dancing for adults, art for tiny tots, 
a summer basketball league, the first annual junior road race, a class 
in French for fun, jogging for children, gymnastics camp at the Fal- 
mouth High School, a magic show in the Gus Canty Recreation Center, 
a course entitled Puppy Kindergarten, and several others. In addition, 
many of the activities begun in past years were continued, including the 
neighborhood Recreation Nights at four elementary schools, cross coun- 
try meets for children during the fall, a program of aquatic exercise 
for adults, adult sailing instruction, quilting, tennis videotape instruc- 
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tion, several tennis tournaments, swimming lessons, bowling, curling, 
carpentry, gymnastics, tennis instruction, and the second annual Cape 
Cod Special Olympics. 


Also continuing in great popularity were programs in needlepoint, 
karate, golf, exercise classes, ballroom dancing, guitar, swimming in- 
struction, and handicapped swimming. 


Many other activities are subsidized by the Recreation Committee 
but managed by independent officers and directors. Youth Hockey had 
another outstanding year in 1976 with several hundred youngsters 
participating. A men’s adult program on a local level was begun for 
the first time with about 100 Falmouth skaters participating. Figure 
skating continued to be one of the most popular activities, subsidized 
by the Committee with approximately 200 men and women, boys and 
girls participating each week. 


Basketball continued to be very popular, especially among the 
younger boys and girls. A program for girls in second, third, and fourth 
grades attracted almost 60 participants and the boy’s program drew 
over 100. The adult basketball league attracted 9 teams, the largest 
field in recent history. The Falmouth Town Team again participated in 
the Cape Cod Amateur Basketball League. In addition, a women’s pro- 
gram was begun at the Mullen Hall School for the first time. 


Baseball and softball again drew hundreds of participants in all 
ages from 8 year old girls to grown men and women. Little League 
continued to blossom with several hundred boys and girls participating 
in three levels of play. Babe Ruth and senior Babe Ruth League also 
had banner years. The Falmouth Commodores again participated in the 
Cape Cod Amateur Baseball League. The men’s softball league had 
its largest year to date with ten teams participating in a spirited season. 


The summer playground program expanded to five locations with 
new instructional programs in tennis being offered in West Falmouth 
and Woods Hole. Twelve playground supervisors offered leadership 
and instruction in baseball, softball, soccer, tennis, crafts, gymnastics, 
sailing, and others. The Fall soccer program continued to be well 
attended in a variety of age groups, while the adult summer team made 
a great showing in the Cape Cod League. 


Tennis was once again the single most popular sport sponsored by 
the Recreation Department with several hundred participating in the 
adult instructional program, another 200 taking part in the children’s 
instructional program, and about 150 participating in the Junior Tennis 
Tournament. Approximately 10,000 reservation passes were issued dur- 
ing the fall, summer, and spring by the tennis court supervisors. The 
very popular Town band once again offered a pzogram of concerts 
throughout the summer with thousands of people enjoying the show 
every week. 


A Sunday afternoon basketball program, with a volunteer supervisor, 
was begun for adolescents during the winter. 

The Fourth Annual Falmouth Road Race became one of the biggest 
athletic events for amateur athletes in the United States with over 
2,000 runners and joggers ranging from Olympic experience to first 
time runners. As has been the case for the past several years, the many 
programs of the Recreation Department could not have been as success- 
ful and well attended if it were not for the fantastic support of a wide 
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variety of volunteers, supervisors, and other persons interested in im- 
proving recreation in Falmouth. In addition, the invaluable support of 
the Public Works Department and, especially, it’s Park Division and the 
School Department, made it possible to branch out into a variety of 
locations and programs during the past year. To all these people who 
expressed their interest and support of our program in a variety of 
ways, we extend a sincere THANK YOU!

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, REPORT OF THE 
FALMOUTH FLOOD PLAIN STUDY COMMITTEE 


During January 1976 the second formal appeal of the Town of 
Falmouth from the flood zone designations revised in August 1975 was 
in the hands of the Flood Insurance Administration. While the Town 
had had acknowledgement of receipt of the Town’s appeal, filed in 
November 1975, nothing further was heard from the Administration 
until well into the year 1976. In the meantime, on February 20, 1976 a 
Mr. Maloney of the firm, Dames and Moore, called Mr. Miller, Chair- 
man of the Flood Plain Committee, at his place of work asking for 
verbal technical arguments and additional data to support Falmouth’s 
appeal. It was impossible to meet this request over the telephone and 
it was agreed that the request would be put in writing. On February 
23 the letter was written. The letter asked for 10-, 100-, and 500-year 
flood elevations and a description of the methodology, together with 
certified contour maps. Further, the letter asked for Statistical analyses 
of gage records with established flood levels and water marks of public 
record. In effect, the letter asked for a detailed definitive study which 
the Flood Plain Committee had neither the funds nor time to do, nor 
was it empowered to do so. On February 6, two weeks before his call 
to Falmouth, Mr. Maloney had already advised the Federal Insurance 
Administration that he would not recommend any elevation modifica- 
tions. This letter of February 23 is a key element in the subsequent 
actions in 1976. 


The Committee met to consider this letter. In view of the fact that 
Mr. Maloney’s position was never clarified to the Committee and that 
he was never identified as a member of an independent body to judge 
the appeal as the law requires, the Committee did not respond. Further- 
more, Mr. Maloney’s firm is identified as the body that prepared the 
Flood Insurance Study for the Town of Falmouth and edited it for 
publication at the request of the US. Army Corps of Engineers. This 
fact precluded the required independence in the Committee’s judgment. 


The next correspondence relative to Falmouth’s appeal to the Fed- 
eral Insurance Administration was received on May 13, 1976 in which 
a letter, dated April 28 from the FIA, affirmed that the notification of 
August 8, 1975 was effective for the Town together with the amended 
Flood Insurance rates. On May 14 the Town was given formal notice 
of this position and was given ninety days in which to adopt flood 
plain management measures. 


The Committee, on May 28, 1976, requested Mr. Cooper to call upon 
the FIA in Washington to find out the exact position of FIA with re- 
spect to the 90-day ultimatum given to the Town of Falmouth. The 
drafting of a new flood plain article for the Town to act upon was 
required, but, in order to meet up-to-date requirements, legislative 
models suitable to FIA standards were requested from FIA’s Boston 
office. During this meeting the possibility of court appeal was discussed. 


Falmouth, was not ignoring FIA requirements. In the Committee’s 
view proper legislation could not be drafted until flood levels were 
properly determined. A difference of a foot or two, particularly on the 
South Shore, affects large use areas where the ground slopes gently to 
the sea. Enactment of interim legislation would be unduly burden- 
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some in the contested areas. It has been the Committee’s contention that 
the Federal government has been arbitrary and uninformed in deter- 
mining Falmouth’s flood plains. 


On June 10, 1976 the Committee received the requested “model” 
legislation from FIA Boston. This is the model that Provincetown has 
adopted and which meets both Federal and Massachusetts Attorney- 
General’s approval. It was also decided in Committee that FIA and its 
representatives would be invited to Falmouth to give their views and 
basis for Falmouth’s flood determinations. The target date was June 25. 
For alternate methodology, Mr. Miller prepared a paper on “A method 
for determining frequency of tidal flooding at Woods Hole” and a critical 
graph of the USACE interpretation of Woods Hole flooding probability. 


Following the June 25 meeting with the FIA officials where, in 
their presentation, they showed clearly that Woods Hole data for 1938 
was the basis for establishing Cape flooding levels, Town Counsel 
began to prepare court action proceedings.It was still Committee 
opinion that the determinations were erroneous and arbitrary. On 
June 28 Town Meeting voted to indefinitely postpone the original flood 
plain article. A legal agreement was prepared by Mr. Cooper which if 
agreed upon FIA would withhold its rescinding action and Falmouth 
its court suit while the two parties would try to agree on factual flood 
risk. Falmouth would pass on all the regulatory requirements following 
the Provincetown model at a Special Town Meeting. The Committee 
would recommend the adoption of flood levels two feet less than those 
of the FIA. 


This binding agreement was sent to Washington on July 2. By way 
of explanation for the two foot difference between the FIA and the 
Flood Plain Committee recommendations, it was discovered at the 
June 25 meeting that the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers had adopted the 
highest of many levels recorded at Woods Hole in the 1938 storm. Three 
of the recorded levels were less than 9 feet above mean sea level, which 
in the Committee’s view is a height representative of the flooding risk 
for Falmouth’s south shore. The USACE chose a height, 2 feet higher, 
measured at Eel Pond and observed as local spillover from Buzzards 
Bay. The direct path overland between Eel Pond and Buzzards Bay 
rises only 6 to 8 feet above mean sea level. The new topographical charts 
which became available to the town in June 1976 show that flooding 
levels higher than 8 feet would flow into Woods Hole by way of Eel 
Pond. Apparently the government ignored local knowledge and local 
topography in arriving at its determinations. 


On July 23, the Town received notice that it would be dropped from 
the FIA program by September 8 unless it adopted regulations accepted 
as adequate by the FIA. On August 25 at a Special Town Meeting it 
was voted unanimously to adopt the flood zoning by-law as recom- 
mended by the Committee which, with a few minor changes, followed 
the minimum management requirements of the Federal Insurance Ad- 
ministration with the exception of the flood elevations. The Adminis- 
tration was notified that Falmouth had taken this action. 


A preliminary hearing in Federal District Court for Falmouth’s case 
was scheduled for September 16 in Springfield, Judge D. J. Freedman 
presiding. The impending suspension of Falmouth from the FIA pro- 
gram was moved from September 8 to September 20. Falmouth was 
asking for a preliminary injunction or stay to hold off the suspension 
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claiming that irreparable harm would be suffered if the suspension were 
to become effective. On September 16 both the stay and injunction 
were denied with a statement that irreparable harm would not be in- 
curred by the Town. Among other reasons for the denial it was noted 
that Congress has passed an amendment to the Insurance Act, signed 
by the President on August 5, 1976, which in effect considerably dimin- 
ished irreparable harm by removing those structures existing prior to 
March 1, 1976 from Federal sanctions imposed for non-participation in 
the insurance program. On September 20, 1976 the Town was no longer 
in the Federal Insurance Program. 


On September 30, at the request of Mr. Maloney of Dames and 
Moore, members of the Committee and FIA representatives met with 
Mr. Maloney in Woods Hole for a site visit of the measured flood levels 
which were the basis of disagreement. The FIA representatives were 
shown the bench marks, locations of gages and recorded flood marks 
and a film of the effects of the 1954 hurricane. At this time the Com- 
mittee was given some papers purporting to show how the Corps of 
Engineers arrived at the 100-year flood level for Woods Hole. 

On October 1 the Committee met to discuss the results of the pre- 
liminary hearing and the FIA response dated September 21, 1976 to the 
Town’s new zoning ordinance. The latter letter objected to four ele- 
ments in the passed ordinance but stated that the differences in eleva- 
tion were under study. Town Counsel proposed to ask for a speedy 
trial. Judge Freedman’s written reasons for denying the stay were to 
be given 30 days after the preliminary hearing. 


Later, this fall, at the invitation of the Chairman of the Waterways 
Committee, the Chairman of the Flood Plain Committee attended dis- 
cussions on policy planning with regard to the Coastal Zone Manage- 
ment Act. After studying preliminary CZM material it became evident 
that the Coastal Zone Management policies and Flood Plain Zoning were 
closely inter-related. Management of the Coastal Zone can not become 
effective unless the Coastal Zone is defined. In the State of Massachu- 
setts the Coastal Zone is defined as that portion of the coast within the 
100-year flood together with a 100-foot strip of land inland from the 
flood demarcation. Once a town adopts flood plain zoning that town 
also defines automatically the coastal zone which will come under the 
regulatory procedures of the Coastal Zone Management Act. 


During the fall period the Town’s Topographical Survey Maps, 
properly certified, were sent to the engineering firm, Dames and Moore 
in Washington, D.C., for the purpose of revising the Flood Plain Zoning 
Maps as prepared for the Town by Dames and Moore under contract 
with the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 


Also, this fall, various members of the Committee met with repre- 
sentatives of the insurance, banking, and real estate industries of the 
Town to clarify the positions the Committee has taken and to discuss 
the status of the Town with respect to Flood Insurance. Mr. Miller and 
Mr. Hampson of the Committee were interviewed for a local radio 
broadcast along with representatives of the Flood Insurance Adminis- 
tration. The FIA has taken the position that Falmouth has a third 
appeal pending which is presently under study. However, formal appeal 
procedures have only been taken in Falmouth’s first and second appeals; 
consequently, the Committee considers that this study must be part of 
the second appeal. 
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In November, after studying the legal briefs and opposing affi- 
davits, the Chairman of the Committee, with the Committee’s con- 
currence, wrote a letter to appropriate members of Congress requesting 
information as to the intent of Congress regarding seven basic issues 
concerning the regulatory procedures of the flood insurance act. The 
purpose of this letter was to inform Congress of Falmouth’s situation 
and to obtain some clarification of the law in order to proceed sensibly 
in the courts or in Town Meeting. A copy of the letter is appended to 
this review. 


In December Judge Freedman gave his written reasons for denying 
a stay or issuing a preliminary injunction. In essence he said that he 
saw no fault with the Administration’s actions or determinations, that 
Falmouth townspeople could get flood insurance from private sources, 
and that the Town would not prejudice its case if the Town were to 
adopt the higher flood elevations. Also, in December, the Town’s Flood 
Zoning By-Law became effective with the notice of approval from the 
State’s Attorney-General.

Dear Senator / Congressman: 


The Town of Falmouth is in the process of litigation within Civil 
Action No. 76-2415-F against the Federal Insurance Administrator for a 
preliminary injunction and stay of suspension from the benefits of the 
FIA Program. As of September 20, 1976 the Town has been suspended 
from the Program although local ordinances have been passed fulfilling 
the intent of the laws relative to the Flood Disaster Protection Act of 
1973. It is our intention in this letter to call this fact to your attention 
requesting that you give the matter due consideration for the purposes 
of investigation into whether the intent of Congress has been carried 
out, or, if this intention has been warped for the purposes of bureau- 
cratic convenience. 


We fully share the belief that the statutes relative to the Federal 
Insurance Program are well-intended for the protection of life and 
property from flooding hazards. As a consequence of Falmouth’s enter- 
ing the Program in 1971 a Study Committee had been formed to advise 
the Town and its officials. In brief, the Town, receiving its first Flood 
Hazard Boundary Maps in 1973, formally appealed the designations 
which, if accepted, would have had two-thirds of the Town identified 
as being flood-prone. As a consequence of this appeal the Town’s 
coastal 100-year flood levels were increased substantially although the 
inland areas were deleted from flooding vulnerability. A second appeal 
was formally submitted in November 1975 and has, since then, been 
denied. In the meantime, Falmouth, on recommendation of the Study 
Committee, had contracted for a photogrammetric survey to delineate 
its topography with accuracies of plus or minus one foot, in contrast to 
the maps used by FIA which are presumed to be accurate to plus or 
minus five feet. These maps, necessary for delineating flood zones, were 
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not available until late June 1976. Falmouth, in consequence of its dis- 
agreement with FIA, is no longer able to obtain Flood Insurance and 
the sanctions now imposed seriously impair the Town’s business public 
and private. The seriousness of the present situation can be compared 
with that of the neighboring town of Mashpee where a class action 
suit relating to Indian property rights has caused its business to come 
to a standstill. 


There is considerable complexity to the regulations relative to the 
FIA Program. A community, in justice to itself, deserves to understand 
the Program in its entirety which is why Falmouth set up its Study 
Committee. With a two-thirds majority vote required to pass on the 
necessary regulations, the Town depends upon its Study Committee to 
interpret and explain the required ordinances. As a Committee sworn 
to its obligations we find that we cannot go along with some of the 
interpretations of the FIA. The following questions raise doubts in our 
minds as to the intent of Congress or the Administration:— 


1) Did Congress intend the same procedures to apply to coastal 
flooding as those used to determine riverine flooding? 
Coastal flooding is complex and entirely different, causally, than the 
flooding of river basins. An FIA Handbook pays lip service to coastal 
flooding as a separate phenomenon but that section of the Handbook 
has no content. 


2) In the determination of 100-year flood levels, does the community 
concerned have free access to the data, computations, and 
Methodology by which these are derived? 

While data have been freely accessible to internal parties of the Admin- 
istration, they have not been made available to the Town of Falmouth. 


3) Did Congress leave any other avenues of appeal open to a com- 
munity other than the proof of scientific or technical incorrect- 
ness? 


According to the Federal lawyers, the “sole basis for such appeal shall 
be the possession of knowledge or information indicating that the ele- 
vations” are technically incorrect. And the sole relief is a modification 
of these elevations. Falmouth has challenged the correctness of these 
elevations. This challenge stems from knowledge based on a communal 
concentration of marine science which is world re-knowned. There is 
no other community in the United States with more expertise in marine 
phenomena. If Falmouth and the FIA cannot agree on coastal flooding 
probability then there is no coastal community capable of appealing the 
Secretary’s determinations. Thus, the basis for appeal is virtually non- 
existant. 


4) Did Congress intend that the granting of subsidized flood insur- 
ance to a community be given as a right, or as favored privilege? 
The Federal lawyers claim that the insurance subsidy is a privilege and 
‘that, without it, conditions remain unchanged prior to the Act of 1968. 
This is inequitable because, without the insurance, there can be no Feder- 
al financial assistance for acquisition or construction purposes within the 
flood-designated zone, nor for loans on residential or commercial prop- 
erties, nor for community assistance beyond limited essentials in the 
event of disaster. 


5) Did Congress intend that imposed sanctions relative to FIA sus- 
pension apply to public purposes? 
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In the event of natural disaster of any sort, the Town of Falmouth, pre- 
sently under suspension, could not seek Federal financial assistance ex- 
cept for bare essentials. As a community with its economic well-being 
based upon tourism, this suspension puts the Town in economic jeopardy. 
6) Did Congress intend that the sole decision for eligibility for flood 
insurance rest in one man? 


If this is so, the responsibility is far-reaching for it encompasses land- 
use in every town or city that has a creek, river, lake, or even dry river 
bed running through it. This authority extends to every coastal com- 
munity in the United States. According to R. W. Krimm, Assistant Ad- 
ministrator, it was his decision to suspend Falmouth from the FIA 
Program. 


7) Did Congress intend that contiguous or neighboring communities 
be treated equally in the drawing-up of local ordinances designed 
to fulfill FIA regulations? 


Falmouth has designed its zoning by-laws using an approved ordinance 
cf another Cape Cod town as its model. In a coastal community excep- 
tions deserve to be made for those facilities requiring access to water 
such as boat yards. This exception has been denied to Falmouth but 
granted to the town of Provincetown. 

On September 16, 1976 at Federal District Court in Springfield, Mas- 
sachusetts Justice Freedman denied Falmouth a preliminary injunction 
or stay of suspension stating that he would give his reasons for denial in 
30 days. The Town has yet to have a hearing on the merits of the case. 
It should be pointed out that rather than use local Federal attorneys the 
FIA has gone to the Attorney-General for assistance, considering this to 
be a land-mark precedence-setting case. We, in turn, give it certain im- 
portance and feel justified in calling upon you for interest and active 
participation. It is a good law. It should have good administration.

Since January, 1976, students at the Upper Cape Cod Regional 
School have been busy as usual working on numerous community and 
church projects throughout the five-town district. This is excellent work 
not only because of the actual job experience but because of the fact 
that the materials used for this training are paid for by others which 
helps to lower the cost of instructional materials used by the school. 
These projects included Bourne Police and Fire Stations; Aptucxet 
Trading Post; North Falmouth Congregational Church; East End Meet- 
ing House Parsonage, Hatchville; Wareham Water Department; Barn- 
stable County Hospital; building of aluminum siren towers for the 
Sandwich Fire Department; recreation complex at Wakeby Pond, Sand- 
wich; to name but a few. In September work was started on the 
building of a new parsonage for the Swift Memorial Church in Sagamore. 


Within the school, students cook and serve meals three days a week 
to senior citizens from Bourne, Falmouth, Sandwich, and Wareham on a 
rotating schedule. The students have completed the gym equipment 
storage addition and are building a new classroom within the Electronics 
laboratory to be used as a related classroom. The former Electronics 
related classroom will become an academic classroom. In the spring 
students will begin the installation of piping to expand our irrigation 
system to the front and left side of the building. All playing fields are 
now covered by this irrigation system which is fed by our own well. 
Our students also do all major repairs on our physical plant and the 
complete maintenance on four school busses, three station wagons, a 
van, three pick-up trucks, one large combination sander-snow plow, 
and two tractors used for grounds maintenance. All of the trucks except 
the snow plow were obtained at different times from the Federal Govern- 
ment and were reconditioned in our shops.

Of the 118 students graduating in June, 1976, 81 are working in their 
trade or related fields; 15 are in the service; 11 are attending colleges 
or advanced technical schools; and 11 are unavailable for employment. 
A few years ago a scholarship fund was started through contributions 
from interested persons and organizations and fund-raising projects such 
as an annual auction. This fund provides a scholarship for each student 
going on to school and an award in the form of tools of the trade to the 
top student in each shop area. 


In August, 1976, twenty-one students were graduated from the 48- 
week practical nursing program. These students are presently working 
in the area hospitals and nursing homes. 


The Regional School District, in the way of financial assistance in 
1976, received $498,307.00 representing the 50 percent reimbursement of 
net operating expense for 1974-1975. Also received was $94,217.00 for 
transportation reimbursement for 1974-1975; a library grant of $424.15; 
and $15,718.21 under PL 81-874 for federally connected pupils. 


Additional aid under Chapter 71, Section 16D, is now based on the 
amount each town contributes to the district and is paid directly to the 
district. This year the regional school district is entitled to receive 
$81,587.00. At the present time this aid will be distributed at a pro- 
ration of 79.56 percent, and it is not expected that an additional appro- 
priation will be funded for this deficiency. 


We are grateful to Tobey Hospital, Jordan Hospital, Falmouth Hos- 
pital, the Cape Cod Nursing Home, and the Plymouth Community Nurse 
Association for providing the externship for our Practical Nursing and 
Health Careers programs. I wish to express our sincere appreciation 
and thanks to all the town officials and school personnel in our district, 
to my fellow school district committee and advisory board members, 
and to our own school staff and faculty for their interest, cooperation, 
and help during 1976.

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REPORT OF DATA PROCESSING COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


This Committee has been guiding the development of data processing 
functions within the Town and School during the preceding year. 


This included the upgrading of computer equipment, the organization 
of the Data Processing Department, a plan for future needs and equip- 
ment, and establishing the priorities of application development. 


The objective of this Committee is to develop and implement a Data 
Processing Department to serve the Data Processing needs of the Town 
and a local education management information system capable of meet- 
ing the management, instructional, and public information functions as 
necessary, and to provide consultation, programming, and operational 
assistance in the Data Processing area to all Town and School Depart- 
ments, and in addition to continue in-house data processing applications 
in order to minimize costs for outside consultants and services. It is our 
continuing goal to produce timely and accurate Data Processing in- 
formation for users within this system. 


A 650 line per minute printer replaced the 300 line per minute printer, 
and a 300 card per minute reader replaced a 100 card per minute reader. 
These faster peripheral devices were needed to handle the increased 
volume of transactions resulting from new and expanded applications on 
the computer. 


Job descriptions have been written and submitted to the Personnel 
Board for review, approval and classification. 


An Operations Supervisor position has been approved. This position 
was filled by Mr. Leonard Dominiak, who had been the Night Shift oper- 
ator. Mr. Karl Lindstrom was hired to fill the Night Shift operator’s 
position. 


A plan has been designed and approved by this Committee for study- 
ing future computer needs to handle School and Town applications. This 
encompasses a study of equipment offered by vendors, visits to other in- 
stallations, writing the required specifications that will be needed by 
Falmouth, and inviting bids from interested venders. A specific schedule 
has been outlined with the time frames spelled out to accomplish the 
different aspects of the plan. 


The conversion of the Water and Sewer Division business operations 
was completed in the first quarter of 1976. This computerized billing and 
collection system has been operating for almost a complete year. 


A system has been installed in the Tax Collector’s office for handling 
tax payments. This was implemented in the last quarter of 1976 after a 
massive conversion from a computer file maintained by a bureau. 


The Committee wishes to thank Miss Carrie Oliver and the em- 
ployees in her department for their guidance and cooperation during 
this conversion. They are working with both the old and new systems 
during the initial parallel stages. We also wish to thank the Computer 
Center for scheduling and operating unusually large volumes, Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Institution who aided with the computer aspects 
of the conversion, and the employees in the Water and Sewer Division 
for handling most effectively a large key-punching operation. 
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During the past year the School Department Data Processing Group 
has accomplished the following: 1) Processing of the Town wide pay- 
roll system; 2) A class cutting system for the Falmouth High School was 
designed, tested, and implemented for the start of School (Sept. 1976); 
3) An A-V Inventory System was developed and implemented (Sept. 
1976) which provides managerial reports for budgeting and control of 
Audio-Visual Equipment; 4) A staff accounting system (Sept., 1976) 
which eliminated the need for hand posting of employee absences to 
permanent records while providing accurate and timely attendance re- 
port weekly by building. A system of Data Processing Requests has been 
developed for computer system design, information, and other reporting.

REPORT OF THE FALMOUTH 
HISTORICAL DISTRICTS COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Falmouth Historical Districts Commission was established under 
Chapter 654 of the Massachusetts General Laws following a majority 
vote on Article 14 of the Falmouth Special Town Meeting Warrant on 
June 30, 1975. It was voted that the Town does petition the General 
Court to enact the following Special Act: 


“An Act establishing an Historical District Commission in 
the Town of Falmouth and defining its powers and duties, and 
establishing certain historical districts therein”. 


“The purpose of this Act is to promote the general welfare 
of the inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth through the preser- 
vation and protection of historical buildings, places and districts 
of historical interest; through the development and preservation 
of appropriate settings for such buildings, places and districts; 
and through the benefits resulting to the economy of said Town 
by preserving and enhancing the amenities and historical as- 
pects of various of the villages and areas of the Town which 
make the Town a desirable place to live and for tourists to visit.” 


The Act took effect upon its passage October 14, 1975, by the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature. Members of the Commission were appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen on January 5, 1976, and on January 27th the first 
of twenty meetings was called. Early meetings included discussions of 
guidelines which might be helpful in decision making and a form for 
a Certificate of Appropriateness was developed which is now available 
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through the Building Department. The Commission decided against 
adopting rigid guidelines and to this time each application has been 
judged on its own merits. It was decided that ordinary maintenance 
and repairs should not require the filing for a Certificate, but that any 
proposed change of material or structure would require it. 


Forty-one applications for a Certificate of Appropriateness were re- 
ceived in 1976. They fall into the following categories:

REPORT OF THE 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


An intense southwest storm and extremely high tides on the morn- 
ing of February 2, 1976 caused considerable flooding and severe soil eros- 
ion at many locations along the shores of Buzzards Bay and Vineyard 
Sound. Much of the work of the Conservation Commission during the 
spring and summer involved the examination of shore property for storm 
damage and hearings or correspondence relating to permits for riprap- 
ping or other construction resulting from that storm, Aside from this 
sort of repair, there were relatively few applications to dredge or fill 
wetlands during the year. This is interpreted as an indication of a 
changing attitude of builders and developers toward the value of desire- 
ability of wetlands and of the effectiveness of the wetlands regulations. 

Land purchase during the year was directed toward the protection 
of the Town water shed and acquisition of new deep wells. Plans to 
purchase working cranberry bogs along the Childs River from the Make- 
peace Company, in conjunction with the Mashpee Conservation Commis- 
sion, were indefinitely delayed by the introduction of a court suit by the 
Wampanoag Indian tribe against that company and others. 
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Plans for the purchase of Washburn Island in Waquoit Bay were 
kept alive by a small ad hoc committee of members of the Board of 
Selectmen, Planning Board and Conservation Commission who met in 
Boston with Secretary Evelyn Murphy of the Massachusetts Office of 
Environmental Affairs, Matthew Connolly, Director of the Office of 
Coastal Zone Management and Joel Lesner, Director of the Division of 
Conservation Services to discuss the availability of reimbursible funds 
from state and federal sources. Brad Northrup, Director of the Boston 
Office of the Nature Conservancy attended as an advisor and inter- 
mediary between the owner of the island, Dr. A. Lincoln Washburn and 
the town. Encouragement from this group led the ad hoc committee 
and the Conservation Committee to proceed with plans to obtain up- 
dated appraisals of the value of Washburn Island and to insert an article 
for its purchase in the warrant of the 1977 Annual Town Meeting. Plans 
toward accomplishing this end are on schedule. 

During recent years, the Town of Falmouth has been eligible to re- 
ceive state and federal funds for conservation and recreation purposes 
based on the acceptability of the Town’s land use planning document 
entitled “Falmouth-Comprehensive Plan, 1970” which was on file in 
the office of the Massachusetts Division of Conservation Services. New 
regulations were adopted by Massachusetts in October 1976 which re- 
quire that land use plans must be revised or updated every five years. 
As a result, Falmouth’s eligibility for such funds will expire at the end 
of the year unless a new plan is written. A group of persons represent- 
ing the Planning Board, Beach Committee, Recreation Committee, 
Waterways Committee and Conservation Committee met on December 
9, 1976 to begin to rewrite a comprehensive plan for 1977. 

The highlight of the year was the transfer of ownership of the mag- 
nificent conservation area, Beebe Woods, from Mr. and Mrs. Josiah K. 
Lilly III to th Town of Falmouth. To meet the needs for management 
of the increasing amount of conservation land and other open space in 
the Town, the Conservation Commission reorganized its structure. At 
the election of officers in June, Leonard A. Ballentine was elected Chair- 
man, George F. Kelly, Vice Chairman, John R. Martin, Secretary, Joan 
Kanwisher, Treasurer, Kenneth Andrews, in charge of the Cranberry 
Bogs management and Armand Ortins, liaison with the Board of Select- 
men and Department of Public Works in administration of the newly 
formed Department of Natural Resources. This latter body has been 
formed, under the leadership of Conservation Officer, Matthew Souza, 
to assist the Conservation Commission with the management of the 
Conservation lands. 

Members of the Commission regret the resignation of A. Robert Gun- 
ning and extend their best wishes and thanks for his untiring service 
during the past three years.

A total of ten premature babies born alive were reported to this De- 
partment in 1976. Applicants requesting fiinancial aid were referred to 
the Welfare Service to see if they were eligible for Medicaid. Medically 
needy families who are not eligible for Medicaid may still apply to the 
Board of Health. However, no financial assistance was requested from 
the Board of Health this past year. 


A supply of serums and vaccines are kept in the office under refrig- 
eration and are available to the town doctors without cost. The Health 
Department is responsible for ordering all State supplied biologics for 


the doctors, the Falmouth Hospital, and for the Falmouth Nursing As- 
sociation clinics. 


The annual census of livestock was completed during the early part 
of 1976 and submitted to the Division of Animal Health and also to the 
Assessors Department. 


The practice of conducting thorough and frequent inspections of all 
food service and drinking establishments in the town was maintained 
during 1976. The Barnstable County Health Department provided needed 
assistance in this regard, particularly during the summer months. 

Under the by law passed at the Special Town Meeting held on June 
30, 1975 a total of 794 premises were inspected and issued certificates of 
registration. 

Mr. Milton A. Carlson was appointed Assistant Health Agent to re- 
place John Hart deceased. Mr. Carlson’s primary duty is to inspect, on 
a part time basis, rental and leased housing. 


The accounting for and the distribution of swine flu vaccine was 
handled through the Health Agent. 3,590 doses of Bivalent and 1,900 
doses of Monovalent was distributed in the Town of Falmouth. It was 
dispensed to private physicians, the Falmouth Nursing Association, All 
Nursing Homes, and to the Falmouth Hospital.

Gentlemen: 


The following is my report of January 1, 1976 through December 31, 
1976, of the claims and suits of the Town of Falmouth. I will make no 
reference to old cases still pending as they are referred to in prior An- 
nual Reports, and are still pending unless otherwise noted below. I in- 
clude new claims and suits which originated in 1976. 


DISPOSITION OF CASES FROM PRIOR REPORTS: 

Flynn and Haddad, Trustees vs. Town of Falmouth 
Zoning matter pending in the Superior Court for further proceedings 
to determine whether or not a building can be modified to a per- 
mitted use. 

Arthur Robichaud vs. Planning Board. 

The plaintiff’s land has been acquired through purchase and the case 
has been dismissed. 

Douglas Collins et al vs. Board of Appeals. 

Resolved by a Stipulation of Dismissal after hearing. 

L. Paul Lorusso vs. Board of Appeals. 

Case was remanded to the Board for further proceedings. 

R. Gilbert Allenby vs. Town of Falmouth 
After trial the plaintiff’s claim was dismissed. 

Petition of Albert Lincoln Washburn. 

The case was tried and decided in favor of the petitioner and the 
Town relative to the status of a Town way. The case has been ap- 
pealed to the Appeals Court.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The tax rate jumped to $103.50 per thousand for the Fiscal Year 
July 1976 - June 1977, in spite of our best efforts to hold it down. Rising 
costs for labor, materials, fuel, and utilities made the sharp tax increase 
essential to maintain Town services at their current level for our grow- 
ing population. At this rate, we will risk pricing some taxpayers right 
out of town unless we plan to cut back established programs whenever 
we decide to provide any new or expanded services. 


The Finance Committee has required economy in every area of the 
Town budgets that are open to its examination. This does not include 
the cost of collective bargaining contracts nor the rates for fuel and 
utilities. If payroll costs rise much higher, Falmouth must consider 
reducing services. Even now our tax rate would double if we were to 
fully fund our existing pension obligations. 


There were four special town meetings this year: one within the 
annual town meeting on April to fund insurance programs and labor 
contracts, one in June when the Town gratefully accepted the gift of 
the Beebe Woods land from Mr. J.K. Lilly III, a third in August to 
transfer money for the revaluation program and to adopt Flood Plain 
Zoning Regulations. The fourth special town meeting was held in 
November and gave Town Meeting members an opportunity to author- 
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ize two applications for federal money. There was also a proposal to 
expand the authority of the Housing Authority so that it could use 
State money to engage in redevelopment projects. This idea was post- 
poned for further discussion at the next annual town meeting, but it is 
another example of the Town’s inability to depend solely on the local 
property tax base for necessary capital improvements or the solution of 
local problems. In this connection, we welcome the renewal of the 
Federal Revenue Sharing Program. 


At the Annual Town Meeting, members voted to appropriate 
$14,966,894.10 from taxation, to transfer $442,000.00 from available funds, 
and to transfer $378,098.07 from other accounts for various articles in 
the Warrant. The sum of $573,693.00 was transferred from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Funds Invested Account for Fire Department Salaries 
and Wages in order to offset the tax rate, leaving a balance in that 
account of $170,274.18 with which to start the new fiscal year. No new 
funds were voted into the Stabilization Fund. The balance in the Ex- 
cess and Deficiency Account on June 30, 1976, was $47,033.16. The bal- 
ance in the Reserve Fund on June 30, 1976, was $967.28. During the year, 
transfers from the Reserve Fund to the various Town Departments and 
Committees totalled $74,032.72.

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REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL BUILDING NEEDS COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


During 1976 your committee held eight meetings. The Falmouth High 
School project was completed. The committee must consider and possibly 
fund deferred requests for improvement to the facility, additional equip- 
ment or educational materials. 

This will probably be the final report on this construction project. 


Your committee, to the best of its ability, has attempted to provide 
the town with a facility to meet the needs of the town within the author- 
ized funding level. As of December 31, 1976, the uncommitted balance 
of this project is $10,907. This amount will be subject to revision in the 
future. 


FIELD HOUSE ROOF 


The Field House roof has not leaked since renovation work was com- 
pleted December 6, 1976. A negotiated settlement with Northgate con- 
struction, the General Contractor; Columbia Cornice, the Roofing Sub- 
Contractor; and Earl R. Flansburgh and Associates, the Architect; was 
achieved during this year to correct this pesky problem. 


At no additional cost to the town for labor or materials, the cedar 
shingles and flashing were removed from the roof. The roof was re- 
shingled without battens reusing many of the original shingles and ap- 
proximately 1550 squares of new shingles. A new one-year guarantee is 
now in effect on this renovated roof. 


Although the above solution is not the same as if the original roofing 
job had been done correctly, the solution appeared to be for the best 
interest of the town and it is hoped the work just completed will serve 
its function for many years. 


FIELD HOUSE FLOOR 


During the year, several arbitration hearings were conducted to fix 
responsibility and determine an acceptable solution to the cracking of the 
urethane gymnasium floor surface. 


Your committee was represented by Town Counsel in these proceed- 
ings. 

The arbitration proceedings resulted in a stipulated agreement which 
was ratified on June 29, 1976. 


The agreement provided for C. P. R. Industries, Inc. of Braintree to 
remove the flooring surface over all construction joints and cracked 
areas, fill and tape the cracks and joints, repair the urethane flooring 
material, sand the entire floor surface, spray a new finish coat of ure- 
thane flooring material and reline the entire area. CPR was to provide a 
one-year guarantee on all materials and workmanship. The cost of the 
above was $20,000 payable to C. P. R. Industries. Payment was made as 
follows: Northgate Construction, $8,000; Modernfold Inc., the subcontract- 
or, $8,000; and the Town of Falmouth, $4,000. 


The total cost to the town for arbitration proceedings and repairs 
to the floor was $11,682. 
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The flooring repair work was completed in late September, 1976 and 
the facility has been in use since that time. 


BUILDING OCCUPANCY CERTIFICATE 


A building occupancy certificate issued by the Department of Public 
Safety was received on February 4, 1976 after a final inspection by the 
local building inspector and a Massachusetts Department of Public 
Safety inspector.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Each year the School Committee submits its annual report to the 
Town. In a way, the report is the culminating activity of a year-long pro- 
cess of local control of the public schools which the Committee has by 
state law. The Committee is charged with carrying out the educational 
process to obtain the goals of the community. Its principal duties and re- 
sponsibilities include policy determination, budget making, appointment 
of personnel, approval of courses and textbooks, planning of school serv- 
ices, evaluation of the educational program, and negotiation under the 
collective bargaining law. 


The complete report which follows is an indication of the quality of 
governance provided to the schools by the Committee. 


During the year the Committee members have stood together unani- 
mously, either for or against issues. For certain others there are lone dis- 
senters. Even this report, if submitted for approval, might not make it 
unanimously. The Committee by virtue of its nine member constituency 
invites discussion, interaction and even dissention. It encourages its mem- 
bers to talk to each other and with the public and to get the issues out on 
the table before them. It believes in the democratic process, and is will- 
ing to take the time necessary to examine all points of view before taking 
its vote. The members want time to study issues in advance of taking 
action. They object to on-the-spot decision making unless a real emer- 
gency exists which demands immediate action. The Committee strongly 
believes that its present policies related to voting on issues results in 
good decisions. 


The Committee continues to face critical controversial issues. It con- 
tinues to remind itself about the need to remain in open sessions. It faces 
the conflict of interest predicaments forthrightly. It faces staff issues 
with care and concern for those involved. It distresses over decisions that 
result in school expulsions. It wants full and open cooperation with other 
Agencies and tries to convince others by action of its sincerity. 


It realizes that no system is perfect, no system beyond improvement. 
More and more it asks for essential information that it needs for good 
decision making so that progress can be realized. It would be unfair if 
recognition was not given to the Administration for the amounts of in- 
formation, data, and statements that are already provided regularly or at 
critical times to the Committee and to the public. 


It delights in the opportunity to meet regularly with the Student 
Advisory Council and is eagerly watching the outcome of having a mem- 
ber of the Council sit at its table. 


Although budget preparation time is a busy period with several meet- 
ings scheduled each week for nearly three months, the Committee will re- 
bound from the experience and redirect its energies to all those other as- 
pects of public education which require its attention.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and to the 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


I am convinced that no single school year is ever quite like any other. 
Each year has its own set of school issues arising out of the conditions as 
they exist at the time. The problems may have their roots in history, 
but solutions must come from the present and be acceptable to those who 
are experiencing the situations. 


Each year now for nearly the past decade, first as your assistant 
superintendent and then later as your superintendent, I have tried to 
capture a word, a phrase or group of words that described the times in 
which the Annual Report was written. Certain periods were associated 
with rapid growth of the Town, increasing numbers of students and large 
expenditures of funds for new buildings. Today in 1976 there is a much 
slower growth in the town, the numbers of students are decreasing, and 
the need for new buildings seems remote. 


In earlier times there was a great demand for additional classroom 
spaces for the regular grades and for the special support service programs, 
Now spaces are becoming available. Where the talk formerly was for 
building new schools, it is now reserved for closing old, out-moded o 
unneeded ones. 


Qualified, certified teachers were at a premium a decade ago. Today 
in many teaching fields there is a large available pool of candidates. The 
talk today is about reduction in force (RIF) and the topic is one that in- 
spires heated dicussions during collective bargaining sessions as those re-: 
sponsible for employees, School Committees and Teacher Associations, 
negotiate appropriate contract language to handle the problem if it should 
arise. 


A decade ago there was less concern about such educational issues 
as continuity of instruction, sequence of activities, time allotments, stand- 
ard curricula and test data. Now there is much talk about the “basics”, 
performance standards, differentiated high school diplomas, cheating in 
the schools, and decline in test scores from prior years. 


In the earlier days of collective bargaining, Committees unwittingly 
bargained away authority which was rightfully theirs. Today, there is a 
Strong effort by Committees to strengthen their positions of authority 
and to be even more conscious of the financial costs to the communities 
of their positions on all aspects of the contract. Committees in the begin- 
ning period of collective bargaining acted for themselves. They replaced 
that mode of operation as they contracted with professional negotiators 
to do their bargaining. Now the pendulum has swung back somewhat as, 
in Falmouth, the Committee appointed a sub-committee to act as partici- 
pants in the process in concert with the professional. 


Although school finances have always received considerable attention 
as a part of the Town’s business, the emphasis on economy, good control 
and accountability is much stronger today than a decade ago. 


There are no doubt many other issues that I could single out for com- 
parison but time and space are somewhat limited. Perhaps a word I have 
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used in the past, change, is still the most descriptive for this year and 
any year. I prefer to pass that one by for this year and select the word 
stability as more characteristic. I do believe this has been a settling year. 
A review of Town School reports over the past five years will show by 
contrast that the year 1976 has been a quieter one. 


We have not been without crises, issues and problems, but we have 
survived them more comfortably than in the past and have been able to 
keep the system goal oriented throughout. In fact, as one reads the re- 
ports from beginning to end which follow, one should recognize the pro- 
blems that confronted the system along with some examples of the 
achievements which are so essential for all of us, if we are to survive. 


I offer, in humility, the pages which follow, as proof of the efforts of 
your School Committee and your employees to deliver to you an account- 
ing of their labors during the year 1976. It is divided into two major parts 
as indicated. 


Part I—A Compilation of School Committee Actions 


Your School Committee is a busy and active one. It takes its respon- 
sibility seriously. It held 38 meetings during the year. It met with the 
Finance Committee to present its budget, held a public hearing on its 
budget to conform to State Law, a practice which it has carried on for 
years far in excess of the requirements of the law. It truly held open 
meetings for the public in each of its schools with two full evenings de- 
voted to the discussion of the high school budget. 


The meetings usually last four and one half hours. In addition the 
members receive packets of material in advance of each meeting which 
require reading and study. I am sure they use their own time to talk with 
concerned citizens, parents and students on the telephone, in the market- 
place and in the streets. I have seen the members at concerts, fashion 
shows, dramas, athletic events, open houses, and in the schools during the 
day. I know they represent the School Committee as members of other 
Town Committees. They willingly accept appointments to subcommittees 
which require more meeting time and agenda study. I have seen them 
at conferences, seminars, lectures trying to learn more about their re- 
sponsibilities. 


It is my belief that good schools result from a strong Committee, one 
that knows its role and consistently carries it out, one that recognizes 
the strengths and weaknesses of the system and faces both with appro- 
priate visible actions, one that has trust and confidence in its administra- 
tors and staff and lets the facts be known but can deal with adverse 
personnel situations fairly, and one that believes in the value of public 
education and constantly informs the community of the return on its in- 
vestment. 


I see the Committee as the catalytic agent to stir the Community to 
desire and accept nothing less than progress towards better schools. I see 
it as the force to motivate the staff to set high achievement levels for 
themselves, and to influence students to become more productive in the 
schools in all endeavors. 

Of course, the Committee can’t do it alone. The members, in turn, 
need positive support from the Community if they are to feel that their 
efforts on behalf of public education are appreciated. Really we are all 
in it together and we need each other’s help. Let’s not hesitate to offer

a helping hand, a note of encouragement, a nod of approval or a sug- 
gestion for change. The schools are ours and our children attend them. 
We all stand to benefit from our mutual efforts to keep each other in- 
formed about our schools. '

PART II: REFLECTIONS AND HOPES OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To start with, one of my hopes was that the Administrative Assistant 
to the Superintendent would assume responsibility for the large portion 
of this Annual Report. When she resigned from her position in Novem- 
ber my hope quickly evaporated and was replaced by the grim reality 
that I was again responsible for it. One problem with the dilemma is that 
the report loses the excitement connected with a “new look”. This report 
then has the “old look”, by making reference to past records. I continue 
to believe that it should be possible to trace the history of the Falmouth 
Schools in some orderly and logical way and that annual copies of the 
Town Report are the sources for such historical study and review. 


Thus the full report includes tables showing budget, high school 
graduation program, school calendar, graduates and their post graduate 
tion plans, age and grade tables, school enrollment data and professional 
and non-teaching position summaries. Each principal has provided me 
with a description of that segment of the educational] operation for which 
the administrator is responsible and those reports are herein included. 


My own report from this point on tries to describe those areas of 
“school operation which I feel are particularly noteworthy and are worth 
preserving. I have used the same subdivisions as I have in past reports 
for the sake of continuity. 
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SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


It is only natural that the Superintendent reflect upon the School 
Committee and its membership since it is the body to which I am directly 
responsible. I am the Executive Officer and accountable to the Committee 
for all that happens in the schools. I am concerned about our relation- 
ships since the quality of them has impact on the total operation of the 
schools. 


I have customarily included statements about the changes in mem- 
bership on the Committee so the information is on the record for one, 
and so that there is some lasting tribute, even if in name only, for those 
who serve. One of the “givens” in the Superintendent’s job is the pos- 
sibility of membership changes in the Committee through annual elec- 
tions. After three years on the Committee, members may run again for 
another three years or may decide to terminate their services. Some 
members who are elected find, for good reasons, that they are unable to 
complete their terms and therefore resign, creating vacancies that need 
filling. I have heard it said that my comments here can be interpreted 
as endorsements of incumbents. I do not intend it to be that. The ac- 
count of changes in membership is written for the record. At times I may 
hazard a prediction about the effects that changes in membership may 
have. I have also heard it said, that in my short four years as Superin- 
tendent, I have experienced more changes in Committee membership than 
most superintendents experience in several decades. I like to think 
that fact has provided me with the opportunivies to help inform more 
citizens in a more intimate way about schools and education. 


Prior to the election in April 1976, two members of the committee, 
Katherine Paine and Lawrence Palmer, decided not to run for office 
again. Charles Murray, another member, submitted his resignation 
from the Committee. At a joint meeting of the Selectmen and School 
Committee, A. Winfield Schley, a former Committee member, was 
appointed to fill the vacancy until the election in April. 


Elected to the Committee for three year terms were John Connolly, 
Edwin Medeiros and Catherine Norton. Elected to complete the two 
year term was Albert Lawrence. Lost to the Committee was incum- 
bent, Frank Simmons, who had served as member for eight years and 
chairperson for two years. I include the letter which the other mem- 
bers of the Committee sent to him in appreciation of his service. I know 
the Town must echo his praises also.

FALMOUTH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


A change of nearly half the membership on the Committee results 
in year-long efforts by the Administration to help the new members 
learn about the system and their roles as Committee members. The 
process takes time since the newly elected persons have stated their 
positions about schools during their pre-election campaigns and time 
is needed to provide them with information to help them and the other 
members of the Committee to evaluate their stands. It is indeed a 
healthy sign to hear Committee members, one year after election, talk 
about their nervousness caused by the pre-election statements of new 
candidates and begin to accept the notion that they probably had the 
same effects on other Committee members one year earlier. One of my 
main tasks is to reduce the level of nervousness on the part of the 
incumbents and absorb any anger that may arise while Committee 
members learn to work with each other. I believe the best way to 
achieve the goal is to be open, honest and candid in all relationships 
with the Committee and to expect other adminstrators to act similarly. 


As I write this in February, 1977, another election is upon us. 
One member of the Committee, James Vidal, has decided against 
running for a threeyear term. The two incumbents who are up for 
re-election are Caroline Blake and James Gill. 

Probably one of the most significant contributions to School Com 
mittee operation for the year was the completion of the Policy Hand- 
book by Dr. Carol A. MacNight, Administrative Assistant to the Super- 
intendent. At last the Committee, due in no small part to the constant 
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insistence of a former member, Kathryn Paine, has at its fingertips 
concisely written statements in more than one hundred areas of 
school matters that concern the Committee, staff, students and public. 
The policies are coded arithmetically so that easy reference to them 
can be made. The adoption date of the policy is recorded and pages 
can be removed as policies are changed. As new ones are written they 
will be coded and added to the handbook. 


Earlier I used the term “stability” as characteristic of the year. 
Dr. MacNight’s efforts, along with her secretary, have improved such 
Committee concerns as minute taking, policy writing, and statements 
of action that the Committee can devote its time to discussions of 
policy issues rather than debating language usage. Dr. MacNight made 
herself available to Committee members for their questions, statements 
and needs for information, services which the members found useful 
as I did because it saved time for other matters. Her decision to re- 
sign in November came as a grim reminder that we never appreciate 
the talents we have in the system until we are faced with the realities 
of replacement. Carol was just beginning to assert her other com- 
petencies in such areas as staff development when she left. She was 
a streng force on our Administrative Team and will be missed by Com- 
mittee and Administrators. 


STAFF 


The large numbers of professional staff employed by the system 
cause a certain amount of depersonalization from my level. My con- 
tacts become more limited. I hear about their problems and their 
achievements in a variety of ways. One discussion item that surfaces 
regularly pertains to the evaluation process used in the Falmouth 
system. Frequently the conversation turns to the tenure status of 
teachers and to the renewal of contracts. The League of Women Voters 
announced that it was to conduct a study of the process in Falmouth. 
The members intended to and have talked with us about the pro- 
cedures and process. A year ago the same group studied “tenure”. 
Discussions of one or the other of these topics usually turn to teacher 
dismissal or removal. Tenure is achieved after three continuous years 
of successful teaching experience and is voted by the School Committee 
upon recommendation of the Superintendent. In the first three years 
of service, teachers have their contracts renewed for another year by 
vote of the Committee. Persons in the first three years whose contracts 
are not renewed, are not entitled to a hearing but the Committee may 
grant one. Once on tenure, professional personnel have the protection 
of law governing dismissals. | 


In Falmouth, non-tenure teachers are formally evaluated by their 
immediate supervisors three times annually. Tenure teachers are eval- 
uated annually but once in a formal way. The evaluation reports 
are shared with the teachers and are placed in their personnel files. 
There is a special form for the process with guidelines for evaluation. 
On the basis of the recommendations from the principals and others 
I make recommendations to the School Committee for their consid- 
eration. 


Although no reference was made about the actions of the Com- 
mittee in response to staff matters in the long series of earlier com- 
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pilations of actions, actually the Committee made hundreds of deci- 
sions pertaining to staff including appointments, resignations, retire- 
ments, leaves of absence and transfers. The announcement of retire- 
ments is particularly worthy of note since the persons are usually com- 
pleting long and active years of service to children, here or elsewhere. 
This year’s retirements include the following: 


Helen McKenzie, biology teacher at the Falmouth High School 
Olga Sears, Grade 4 teacher at the Mullen Hall School 

Helen Socarides, English teacher at the Lawrence School 
Dorothy Turkington, English teacher at the Falmouth High Sch. 


Each one in her own unique way made the possibilities for a better 
life within the reach of those who attended their classes. Each one 
had a certain charisma that was attractive to her followers. Each of us 
who remains in service must work the harder to replace that which 
was lost through retirement. 


SCHOOLS 


I will leave the story of the schools to the reports of the principals. 
I urge you to visit them to know first hand what they are like. I 
do think that the word “stability” fits their operation quite nicely. 
The year was a quiet one in the absence of dramatic events 


Declining enrollments in the elementary schools have created mild 
waves of concern. It was necessary at the beginning of the year. to 
transfer a teacher from the Teaticket School, where enrollments fell 
short of projections, to the East Falmouth School where numbers of 
Students increased beyond expectations. Enrollments have again de- 
creased at Woods Hole bringing the threat of the school closing once 
again to the community. 


As the year ended an inspection of the Mullen-Hall School by 
the Building Inspector turned up a number of violations which has 
caused us to reexamine the fire and safety codes and our compliance 
with them. 


RELATIONSHIPS WITH THE FALMOUTH EDUCATORS’ ASSOC. 


The major contact points between the Committee and Association 
were over issues that became the subject for formal grievances. The 
only other matter of consequence was the agreement reached on the 


school calendar for 1976-77 school year. The two groups annually meet 
for that purpose. 


The Agency Service Fee dispute was finally settled in December. 
Earlier in the year the Arbitrator was called back to resolve the dis- 
pute. As a result a joint escrow account was established to hold fee 
payments until the unfair labor practice charge filed by a number of 
teachers was decided by the Labor Relations Commission. A Settle- 
ment Agreement was finally reached that determined the amounts of 


the Agency Service Fee for each of the three years, 1974-75, 1975-76, 
and 1976-77. 


Other grievances heard by the Committee pertained to the use of 
personal days. A member of the Association refused to give a reason 
for the use of a personal day for “personal business that cannot be 
transacted during non-school hours”. When the Superintendent denied 
the request and took away the day’s pay, the member and the Associa- 
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tion filed grievances. After the hearing before the Committee, it was 
voted to deny the grievance. The Association then filed for Arbitration. 
At this writing, the hearing before the Arbitrator was held but the 
award has not been made. 


Two other grievances pertaining to the removal of credits from a 
teacher’s record and to the removal of college and in-service credits 
from those who advanced on the salary schedule have been denied by 
the Committee. The Association in both instances has filed for arbi- 
tration. 

As I see it, grievances arise out of different interpretations of the 
same language. When mutual understanding or agreement is not reached 
at Step 2, the Superintendent’s level or Step 3, the School Committee 
level, the Association has the option to file for Arbitration. The 
Arbitrator will then decide the matter after both parties present their 
positions. Future negotiations may result in language changes which 
may eliminate areas of possible conflict. I have to assume there is no 
perfect contract, each one ratified is a compromise to which both sides 
can agree to live with for a specified time. During the terms of the 
contract, either side may challenge the language thus resulting in 
grievances. Important throughout is that both sides separate issues 
from personalities. 


CURRICULUM 

The system continues to strive for greater agreements on its goals 
and programs. Kindergarten teachers are meeting regularly to explore 
the most effective approaches and materials to use in early childhood 
programs. 

There 1s a Language Arts Committee that is facing the large task 
of defining the directions for programs in this important field. The 
members are investigating sources to locate the best approaches and 
materials to use in teaching handwriting, composition, listening, lit- 
erature, spelling. Sums of money have been included in the budget to 
begin the process of purchasing materials as recommended by the Com- 
mittee. 


Other committees for social studies, health and mathematics con- 
tinue to remain active as they review their curriculum guides and make 
further recommendations. The elementary report card study group 
will evaluate the use of the new card in grades 1 — 4. 


A new committee has been organized to examine the music pro- 
gram in the schools. The impetus for the study resulted from a letter 
written to the Committee by a parent and from the concern of indi- 
vidual Committee members. An effort is made for all Committees to 
include representation from parents. Other areas are scheduled for 
examination in the future. In all curriculum committees we make the 
effort to have representation from all school levels thereby obtaining 
some measure of continuity, both horizontally and vertically. 


OTHER NOTES 

I can’t allow the ink to dry without words of appreciation for all 
who work for us. In my position I am more likely to hear the negative 
comments about our schools than the positive ones. In recent days 
I have even received a few of the latter. Your staff does much good 
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for your children. They are sensitive to the needs of children and many 
go out of their way to see that children are provided with appropriate 
services. They always impress me with their enthusiasm, spirit and 
commitment that suggest they give more than they receive. 


In most instances the adults who work with your children see them- 
selves as part of a team that renders services. Equally important on 
the team with professional staff are the secretaries, custodians and 
matrons, cafeteria workers, aids, nurses and maintenance men. 


There’s another group that needs commendation. In a sense they 
work with us, but they really work for your children. They are you 
who volunteer, come to school events, visit the schools, vote money of 
clubs and agencies to support school projects, attend School Com- 
mittee meetings, speak to us in praise or admonition, listen to our 
advice in private or in public meetings and respond to our needs for 
public involvement. On behalf of all whom you have befriended, I 
wish to thank you. 

It is appropriate that I thank the Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools, Robert Berquist, and Business Manager, Donald Johnson, for 
their hard and diligent work during the six week time period that I 
was away from the office. They managed very well. 

In closing, I am grateful to the Committee for its kindness in 
accepting me as another human being with frailties and feelings. By 
their actions and responses they have made my position an easier one 
to accept.

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NIGHT SCHOOL—Richard A. Sherman, Director 


The year 1976 was one of tremendous growth for the programs of 
the Falmouth Night School. Courses ranged from fun and vocational- 
type subjects such as woodworking, marine engines, quilting, ESP, belly 
dancing, and many, many others, to academic high school courses such 
as English, History, Portuguese, and others. In addition, a program of 
college credit courses was available at the High School as part of the 
Falmouth Night School program. Courses were available from Cape Cod 
Community College on undergraduate level and from Mass. Maritime 
Academy for graduate or undergraduate credits. Over 1500 students par- 
ticipated in these wide ranging subjects including a record enrollment of 
800 for the fall semester of 1976. 


Several changes were instituted in the Night School program during 
the past year. The appointment of a Community Schools Advisory Coun- 
cil by the School Committee enabled Night School Director, Richard 
Sherman, to consult with a cross-section of citizens regarding policies of 
the Night School and programs to be offered. In the summer of 1976, 
this council met with the School Committee and proposed several major 
changes in the policies of the Night School. Included in these proposals 
were reductions of the fees for academic and enrichment courses from 
$25 and $20 down to $10.00 per course. In addition, the council recom- 
mended that senior citizens be admitted to the program at no charge 
and non-residents be required to pay a fee of $20.00 per course. Also 
recommended was a proposal that non-residents have lesser priority in 
registration than Falmouth citizens. Vocational courses, which had been 
subsidized by the state, were recommended to also cost $10.00 per course. 


All of these proposals were approved unanimously by the School 
Committee, and the program was initiated under these policies in Sep- 
tember. The result was a tremendous turnout of students including over 
150 who could not enroll in the course of their choice because it was 
filled. An additional 200 students participated in college credit courses. 


The Community Schools Committee looks forward to increasing input 
from the citizens of Falmouth so that they may better know how the 
community wants their school buildings to be utilized. Night School is 
only one portion of the Community Schools concept. Other programs and 
services which are of interest to the community from pre-schoolers to 
senior citizens will be considered by the Community Schools Advisory 
Council and will be brought to the School Committee for consideration. 


NORTH FALMOUTH ELEMENTARY SCHOOL— 
T. Marshall Douthart, Principal 


A report of the school’s welfare for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1976, seems, at this point, far removed from the present. It seems more 
meaningful to report on the beginning of this school year through to 
the present and into the future. 


We started out this year attempting to meet, what we have consid- 
ered for a number of years, a growing need to emphasize creative writ- 
ing for all youngsters at all levels plus a fresh approach towards the 
academically talented. 


The creative writing program was instituted quickly and has con- 
tinually grown in strength. One offshoot is the start of a school news- 
paper organized and staffed by students and parents. The groundwork 
has been done; the first issue should be coming out soon. 
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Although teachers have always extended the academically talented 
children, their effectiveness is somewhat hampered by the logistics of 
working closely with small groups with 25-plus students in the classroom. 
This is one reason why we hire remedial teachers in the LD/ED, speech 
and remedial reading areas. Lacking this outside support for the tal- 
ented, we have instituted an enrichment program making use of the 
math, science and social studies coordinators. Their role is to work with 
small groups from each class once a week. They give responsibility to 
the child for carrying out assigned tasks and to report back to the co- 
ordinator the next week. Although receiving a fund of knowledge is 
important, it is equally important that children assume responsibility 
in carrying out their assigned tasks. Mr. Coyle and Mrs. Fraser are 
working with the children and beginning to establish a rapport with 
them. Mr. D’Ombrain apparently has some scheduling problems and 
has not been able to get here yet. Hopefully this will be worked out soon. 


In the area of Chapter 622 there have been three coffee hours spon- 
sored by parents and held in their homes. These were awareness pro- 
grams to inform parents of the law and now they can help the school 
implement it. We also were awarded three grants under Title IX, Project 
Awareness. They are designed to motivate people to become interested 
and informed of the changing roles of men and women in society today. 
One is learning through literature in connection with our library pro- 
gram. Another is a classroom program including discussions and field-. 
trips. Last, but not least, is an evening art program lasting 11 sessions 
involving parents with their children. This has been a most popular 
program with a total of thirty families involved. 


In Special Needs we are continuing to carry on our “cores” and now 
have 12 children in the ED/LD program, 29 in speech, and classroom 
monitoring for 16 more. The area where we seem to need the most help 
is in guidance personnel on a regular basis, not only for those “cored” 
but for those children whose problems are less severe at the moment. It 
is quite often that these unattended ones become the problems of the 
future. 


Officer Nyari of the Falmouth Police Department has been very active 
in this school promoting safety. He has presented three assemblies and 
will be involved very shortly with a bus safety program mandated by the 
state. He has done an excellent job taking over the program started by 
Officer White. 


At our request, Capt. Clarkin of the Falmouth Fire Department gave 
five hours of first-aid instruction. This was a voluntary program with 
100% participation including custodial, cafeteria and secretarial staff. 
We hope we will never need the training but feel that we could help in 
an emergency until professional help arrives. 


The building was used this fall, the first time ever, as an emergency 
shelter caused by the threat of a hurricane. Approximately sixty-five 
people spent the night. It was noted by several that if the electrical 
power failed, the building does not have an alternate source of power 
for lights or heat. Thus a request has been made for an auxiliary gen- 
erator in the 1977-78 budget. 


A final note concerning enrollment seems to indicate a continued 
influx of children. The school year 1975-76 produced an increase of 12 
children. So far this year there has been an increase of 5 students. En- 
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rollment seems to be increasing at the same rate as the previous year. 
This bears watching as the figures for the budget are finalized. We now 
have, exclusive of Kindergarten, a class ratio of 26.4 to one. If this 
trend continues, by February 1978 we could easily be working with a 
27.5 ot 28.0 ratio in grades 1-4. 


In conclusion we feel we are doing a better than average job and 
look forward to further improvement. 


TEATICKET ELEMENTARY SCHOOL—John D. Oser, Principal 


One aspect of school life that becomes more predictable is that each 
coming year will be different in many ways from the one before it. Many 
things change and few stay the same. In education, that is the way it 
should be. Schedules, budgets, teaching techniques, student materials 
are all apt to show new patterns of development and use. 


The numbers of people in a school are also changing all the time. 
Student enrollment tends to fluctuate significantly at the end and begin- 
ning of each school year. With new students and sometimes new staff 
members, the process of identifying the appropriate program for stu- 
dents takes a fresh start. 


Both teachers and students are discovering each other’s attitudes 
and interests and applying them to the learning environment of the 
classroom. In spite of the expected changes that the school undergoes 
each year, there still exist a tone and spirit that uniquely belongs to 
Teaticket. It is a happy school that has brought the best of parents, 
teachers and children together in a shared learning partnership. 


Some of the special issues that were the focus of attention this past 
year are important to note: 


ENROLLMENT 


The unexpected drop in enrollment figures at the start of this school 
year caused some sudden changes to occur. A teaching position planned 
and filled for this school was reallocated to the East Falmouth school 
where enrollment pressures were greater. It must be said that with- 
standing the disappointment of not being able to retain the position 
at this school, it was understandable that the needs within the system 
were best considered by this decision. 


The last two years have been helpful to classroom teachers in re- 
solving student learning problems. In most cases, the behavior, attitude 
and accomplishment of pupils have benefited from this advantage. It is 
hoped that because of the progress that this school has made, that future 
considerations will be given to maintaining this class size status, especial- 
ly in the first three grades. 


ART PROGRAM 


The children’s art work is given priority space in the school so that 
it can be shown and appreciated by everyone. Different projects in 
cement sculpture, acrylics, pottery and metal craft are different ways 
for children to express how they feel about themselves and others. Their 
work is unique and, in every case, a gifted expression. 

An exceptional opportunity is available to this school in the next 
year, by way of special interest shown by Falmouth staff members, as 
well as the Massachusetts Department of Education in bringing arts into 
the curriculum in a more coordinated and effective way. Staff members

in this school are working with me to establish a plan of operation that 
would involve select teachers in carrying out an Arts In Education pro- 
gram in their classroom. The study presently being made should not 
require additional budget monies except for some in-service training 
needs. This study is underway now, and should be complete by the end 
of the school year. Again, the aim is to make the various art experiences 
in school more meaningful to the student by having the activities more 
Closely related to and growing out of the classroom curriculum. 


INTEGRATING THE CURRICULUM 


The specialists in art, music and physical education have been ef- 
fective in working with the classroom teachers in bringing together cur- 
riculum objectives with creative expression. Several school-wide presen- 
tations this year were evidence of the success of combining many learning 
attitudes together in one learning experience. The Bicentennial Field 
Day, Election "76, and many other productions have brought pride and 
good feeling to all those who worked in creating them. We hope to 
make even further efforts to bring together the work of the specialists 
and classroom teachers into a more unified approach, 


LIVE THEATRE 


It was our special treat to have been involved with the young, dy- 
namic and talented actors and actresses from the Performing Arts Reper- 
tory Theatre of New York. Children from all schools in Falmouth had 
the advantage of studying in advance, the subject material on each of 
the five programs presented. 


The theme of the productions dealt with the history of our country. 
The plays helped to remind us of the valor and determination that our 
colonial ancestors had as they tried to shape a nation. The rich dialogue 
in each play gave further testimony as to the obstacles of prejudice and 
uncertainty that they faced. Our students did a remarkable job of identi- 
fying with the intent of the plays by their writings and art work. T 
would certainly encourage more situations where students can observe 
and participate in such a quality of experience. 


PARENT INVOLVEMENT 


The level of home-school involvement is high. Parents have been 
told and staff actions have indicated that they are welcome in the school 
at anytime. Parents have served on curriculum committees, task force 
work in 622 and health education, served as volunteers (some fifty active- 
ly), and attend Open House, grade level meetings and participate in class- 
room conferences on their child’s academic progress. 


In fact, as the student placement process for this coming year took 
place, more and more parents took advantage of the opportunity to visit 
the school, talk with teachers and to give their opinion on the type of 
classroom environment that they would like for their child for the next 
school year. 


The staff and I have welcomed the sharing role of parents in the 
determination of the right educational planning for each child. I see it 
as a healthy involvement of community and school. It will help to bring 
the home and school closer together and will build up mutual understand- 
ing of home/school goals that will be in the interest of the children. 
People of all ages have helped in the school program this year. The two 
senior citizens that spent time each week with small groups of children 
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helped to create the feeling that learning belongs to everyone. I have 
hopes that the Retired Senior Citizen Program might be expanded in this 
school next year. 


At the same time that others were volunteering, students from three 
colleges and universities have given approximately forty weeks of their 
time to the benefit of the school. We have established very good relation- 
ships with the University of Massachusetts in Amherst and Bridgewater 
State College. In the next school year, I anticipate at least three students 
being assigned to do their practice teaching in our school. 


OTHER PROGRAMS 


The new programs in mathematics and social studies have been well 
received by the students and staff. The experiences for students are 
more consistently planned for grade by grade. The closer identification 


of learning skills especially in mathematics have given the staff a better 
checklist to follow. 


The new health program will be enriched still further next year with 
the assistance of new materials from the coming school budget. We will 
be able to have a set of health textbooks available at each grade level. 
This follows the reasonable pattern of sharing that is established within 
the school. One set of Laidlaw health books will be rotated at each grade 
level along with other print materials. I feel that this will be a more 
effective year in the teaching of health concepts. Plans are underway 
to organize materials for each concept and to develop a resource guide 
for every teacher in the school system K-8. 


The High Intensity Reading Center has involved seven classrooms 
this year for a total of thirty hours of class time in the center. The 
enthusiasm and support by the teachers and parents will see an even 
further expansion of pupil time in the skills program by doubling up 
classrooms. With the continued support of Title I and the reassignment 
of aid help, the staffing will be adequate to support the individual needs 
of approximately fifty students each hour of Reading Center time. The 
reading test results so far indicate a better level of class progress than in 
past years under the former method of reading instruction. I am very 
sure about the value of the Center and what it can do. I know that the 
results being gathered now will be shared more specifically later this year 
with the School Committee. 


The new violin program (Suzuki) that started in September has in- 
volved some 40 students from K-2. The support by the parents has been 
overwhelming. We look forward to expanding the program in the next 
school year to include 20 more students. Our success in this program has, 
I think, been instrumental in assisting one of the other elementary 
schools in receiving it also. 


SPECIAL PROJECTS, PROGRAMS, ACTIVITIES 


As the school has become more accessible to parents, the needs of 
the district have also surfaced. This year a Teaticket School Day Care 
Program was started. It has given at least fifteen families the chance to 
have a supervised after-school program for their children while the 
parents worked. For most of the single parent families, this was the 
difference between work and welfare. With the excellent leadership of 
Laura Jackson, it fulfilled its goal. The hopes of a continued Day Care 
are slim because of the lack of funding. Evaluation as to the continued 
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need and establishment of such a program is being carried out presently 
by the town social workers. 


The Early Child Development Program is funded under Title I and 
reaches out to some forty families. The focus of this program has been to 
bring parents together to learn more about the needs and learning oppor- 
tunities of the pre-school child. Many of the children who come to our 
schocl are between the ages of one to three years. The program has 
shared space with one of the kindergarten sessions. Although this has 
been fairly adequate, it has not allowed the program to grow as it should. 
A fullsize classroom at Teaticket and centers in other elementary schools 
would open the possibility to more parents. This program has the po- 
tential of resolving some of the difficult pre-school situations before 
kindergarten. In this way, it is a high priority program. 


Students in grades 3 and 4 have participated in the Youth Concert 
Series put on by the Boston Symphony Orchestra. Some 100 students 
have attended two performances at Boston Symphony Hall and the results 
of the trip would convince us to follow up again this coming year. The 
program is shared with the East Falmouth school because of the Title I 
sponsorship. 


SPECIAL AREAS OF CONSIDERATION 


One of the services that needs to be given further emphasis is in the 
psychological-counseling area. Although there was some help rendered 
this year, a more effective and consistent service needs to be given. The 
special needs identified in the student membership calls for more atten- 
tion and plans are being made to add more service in this area in the 
coming school year. 


I would like to apply some of the benefits of the Reading Center to 
the skills area of mathematics. It would seem to be a benefit to the 
students to have the same opportunities for self-directed involvement in 
some aspects of their mathematic needs as they do in reading. 


Although we have had many parent school meetings that were di- 
rected toward program and budget, it would be important to involve the 
parents still further in discussions of the important issues that the school 
and home share. 


I feel that this has been the best year of the school’s operation to 
date. The staff is making good use of all of the resources and the curri- 
culum outlines for all subject areas have helped to clearly identify com- 
mon direction for all teachers. It would seem important to me to bring 
the story of what the school is doing and how it operates out into the 
public view more. 

I submit this report as a simple review of the year’s operation at 
Teaticket School. 

MULLEN HALL ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
Larry Cornell, Principal 

The curriculum of the Mullen Hall School like all of the k-4 schools 
is becoming more standardized than in the recent past. This has been 
accomplished by the adoption and implementation of the various cur- 
riculum committee recommendations over the past few years. These 
programs are as follows: 

Social Studies— 

virtually all classrooms now have and use the Allyn and Bacon 
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materials, supplemented by Family of Man kits and map and 
globe exercises 


Mathematics— 
Tachers are using the curriculum guides prepared last year and 
are buying the recommended Scott Foresman text as money is 
available 


Health— 
Laidlaw materials for two classrooms per grade level are being 
purchased for the fall 

Science— 
SCIS kits are in each room 

Reading— 
Materials continue to be diversified as the Reading Record pro- 
vides continuity 


Language Arts— 
A committee is working on a series of objectives in each area; 
Handwriting, Speaking and Listening, Writing, Spelling. 


For those people who have been bothered by the lack of a continuous, 
planned curriculum these adoptions and curriculum guides should 
satisfy that need. Hopefully the creativity of individual teachers has 
not been dampened in the process. 


Two special programs have been especially valuable this past year. 
One has been the Right-to-Read Effort. This has consisted of a Task 
Force of myself, Mrs. Conley, Reading Director, Mrs. Smith, Miss 
Moore and Mrs. Clough which has met weekly since the fall. In the 
middle of the year we formed an Advisory Council of staff and parents. 
Both groups served as useful vehicles to discuss such matters as the 
High Intensity Reading Center, reading programs by grade level, the 
Right-to-Read and other matters relating to reading. A highly success- 
ful series of training sessions for volunteer tutors were also held. 


The second special program was Family Centered Education. FCE 
meetings were held in thirteen different classrooms for periods of thirty 
minutes a week. In addition four series of meetings were held with real 
families for periods ranging from two to fifteen weeks. These meetings 
enable me to get to know students, parents and staff in a positive way 
which would not be likely to happen otherwise and I intend to continue 
the meetings this coming year. 


Supportive services is a broad term covering all kinds of support 
for the school, both logistical and educational. While I understand that 
the main thrust of this report is to be educational I can’t refrain from 
commenting on one event this past year in the other area. Mr. Richard 
MacDonald was appointed Head Custodian in November of 1975. He 
indicated that he believes his job is to provide service to the staff and 
students and he has done that for the past seven months. He is praised 
‘by the staff, admired by the students and respected by all of us. 


The various directors and coordinators have continued to provide 
support to the school this past year. Mrs. Fraser has worked closely 
‘with classroom teachers as well as our Science Resource Leader Joseph 
Perry, in continuing SCIS in the classroom. Mrs. Conley has worked 
‘closely in our Right-to-Read Effort as mentioned above plus providing 
consultative services for our regular reading program. Mr. Coyle has 
provided the new materials to teachers in Social Studies. Mr. D’Ombrain

has helped teachers especially our representatives on the math com- 
mittee with questions about the new curriculum guides. Mr. Rosello 
has helped to plan the Suzuki violin program for which we have re- 
ceived a grant. Mr. Downs has offered special art experiences as his 
schedule permits. Mr. Mills has organized the Physical Education De- 
partment so that our field day was one of the smoothest ever. All of the 
coordinators and directors have provided other services as requested.

Raymond Kenney, Principal

Father’s breakfast on Valentine’s Day. 

P.T.A. and other community members with the principal pro- 

vided bulletin boards for two different months. (Family Unity 

Week poster and essay contest) 

P.T.A. sponsored Campbell soup label contest. Three rooms 

received books and the school received a tape recorder. 

P.T.A. bought and sold book bags and sweatshirts with the 

school emblem and name on them. 

Parents invited to have lunch with children. 

Parents invited to two school choir concerts, art show, field 

day, and Halloween parade. 

All grades had open house at night to explain their programs 

by class. Some rooms had two during the year. 

Falmouth Chess Club provided a school chess tournament. The 

P.T.A. bought prizes. 

Town recycling committee put a barrel in the school to involve 

pupils in recycling aluminum. 

Children visited homes and places of the community to fit in 

with special projects, i.e. (art), children went to a local resi- 

dence to see sheep. Then a person visited the classroom with 

a spinning wheel so that students could see wool spun. A 

“potter” brought his wheel and showed pupils how it is used in 

pottery making. Children in most rooms did weaving and/or 

pottery during the school year. 

The school building is used by square dancers every Monday 

night. It is also used for voting on election days, precinct 

meetings, and boy and girl scouts. The high school majorettes 

used the gym evenings for two months for practice for tourn- 

aments. 


. During the summer Camp Happy, the recreation department, 


and the town soccer team use the school and grounds. A work- 
shop on special education was conducted in the building again 
this summer in conjunction with Camp Happy. 

Staff and parent participation in report card study committee 
on a town-wide basis. 

Visit of some eighty (80) teachers and professionals from the 
IRA reading convention in Hyannis. 


Reading . .. the most unique feature has to be the involvement 
this year of all children, grades one through four, in HILS. 
Parent, teacher, pupil support for the program has in general 
been all positive. Children did receive some additional read- 
ing experiences in their classroom in addition to the skills 
learned at the reading center. Those children who did not 
take to the lab, staff members or parents who do not feel 
comfortable with the center, will have other options next year. 
In the kindergarten we used the Lippincott program again 
with a great deal of support from parents, pupils and staff. 
Only one parent in two years has felt the program too struc- 
tured.

Math seemed to go well with the new curriculum guide. Many 
people used exclusively the Scott Foresman, some Science Re- 
search Associates materials (3), and some a combination of 
several texts. Next year metrication materials will be rein- 
forced as will the textbook population for those rooms desiring 
one text. 

Health had a beginning of a resurgence using the new texts. 
Filling in the availability of materials will really get the pro- 
gram into motion next year. 

The energy of Mrs. Fraser, the elementary science coordinator, 
and Mr. Carey, our building science representative, has made 
our last year one of total involvement for the first time as far 
as the SCIS program is concerned. It is evident in all class- 
rooms and in the children and staff conversations about their 
school day. (If there are measures of what is happening in a 
school, seeing what is in classrooms in children’s hands, and 
listening to what teachers and children talk about, has to be 
an important criteria when evaluating a program.) 

Social studies has been a smooth transition from an old to a 
new program. The availability of materials, books, globes, etc., 
hes helped teachers be more active in this discipline. I do feel 
the lack of use of our “Family of Man” units is a problem that 
our schools must attend to. It was a total involvement pro- 
gram that should be reinforced by myself and supervisors as 
part of our new social studies curriculum. 

Physical education, music, and art are all alive, well, and 
performing their usual A-1 rating as the public relations func- 
tion of our school. That is not to say that public relations is 
their only function. All three areas are important integrated 
elements of our school — especially staff — the supervisors. I 
would have to give art a triple A rating for this last year. The 
variety, depth, and scope of our program have never been so 
developed at East Falmouth. Mrs. Briggs’ energy and talent 
are entirely responsible for this most rewarding experience 
for our pupils and staff. 

Language arts is still an area in transition in our school, 
spelling in particular. We look to the committee in this area 
for guidance for the coming year. We did try to emphasize 
the ability of pupils in all grades to improve their ability to 
write what they have to say in a simple, clear, legible manner. 
We will continue to put priority on this area. 

I believe that our most important development in the curricu- 
lum area was the assignment of a teacher in each curriculum 
area at East Falmouth. Their efforts were expanded in attend- 
ing study committee meetings, facilitating materials around the 
building, conferring with teachers and principal about the 
program, and making suggestions for improvement. The degree 
of total staff involvement and pupil participation, however, 
was not always relative to the energy expended by the teacher 
in charge of the discipline, many more factors were involved. 
However, in general, interest in all curriculum changes and 
program development by both staff and parents has been a 
positive issue for the last school year. 
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III. Special programs ... Under this heading I will list programs 
developed by individual teachers or elicited from the system to 
support or enhance the day to day curriculum happenings. They 
provide enrichment and offer variety to pupils and staff that is 
meaningful in a way that is often hard to measure. One thing can 
surely be measured ... the time that the staff puts into such 
endeavors. Another might be the recognition of pupils and parents 
of the commitment of our staff to create a pleasant, rewarding 
experience for all our pupils. The following exemplify such ex- 
periences: 


A. A music demonstration by professional musicians to excite and 
motivate children to play an instrument and take advantage 
of our music lessons. 


B. Films by the police and fire departments on safety. 


C. Sleeping overnight and eating at school to get acquainted. 
Also, at the end of the year, overnight at Coonamessett Pond 
for camping and environmental experiences. 


D. Trip for all classes to Martha’s Vineyard on the Island Queen. 
Fourth graders trip and overnight stay on Nantucket. 


F. Fourth graders trip to Boston to hear the Boston Youth Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 


G. Participation of classes in state “Litter Olympics” and subse- 
quent trip to Boston to meet the governor and receive an 
award by two classes. 


H. Student council which this year included pupils from grades 
one to four for the first time. They helped pick school emblem, 
discussed school problems, planted flowers and shrubs to help 
beautify the school grounds. They met once a week with the 
principal (when available). 

I. Classes journeyed to see PART performances which highlighted 
the bicentennial year. 

J. The Lawrence School Band visited twice to enhance music 
involvement. 

K. A Thanksgiving dinner prepared and eaten at school by chil- 
dren and parents with a menu similar to the first meal shared 
by pilgrims and Indians. 

L. Programs put on for the students by other students of our 
school are few but on the increase. More should and will be 
encouraged. 

M. Staff involvement programs that either directly or indirectly 
affect our program would include: 

1) Staff attendance at P.T.A. “coffee’s”’. 

2) Presentations by SRA, Random House, and Dr. Wayne 
Phillips of Bridgewater on math materials. 

3) Principal attending Lakeville conferences on individual 
guided instruction, Bridgewater conferences on DMP math 
project, Freetown Middle School HILS program, and the 
Massachusetts state superintendent’s meeting on teacher 
evaluation — or manage by objectives. Also, the many 
opportunities provided for the staff to attend system-wide 
grade meetings and visitation of programs in town and in 
other towns. 


FA 
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WOODS HOLE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
Emma Barrow, Principal 


A. Introduction 


We believe Excellence in Education is a reality at Woods Hole School, 
with teachers, parents, and administrators working effectively together 
for the benefit of the pupils. The school is located in a scientific com- 
munity, overlooking beautiful Eel pond, surrounded by fields and streams, 
woodlands and marshes; all of which produce a motivating environment 
for inquiring young minds. 


The Woods Hole School is noted for being an “ideal village school” 
because of its personal involvement with students, parents, and com- 
munity. 


B. Curriculum 


It has been a busy year for the involvement of staff, parents, and 
administrators in the revision of Report Cards, 622 Workshops, 766 Core 
Evaluations, and various Curriculum Committees revising the present 
Curriculum Guides and compiling new ones. The Curriculum Guides 
will provide the framework indicating the directions we plan to pursue. 
Use of the Guides will aid in the promotion of consistent and effective 
instruction without restricting creative teaching; also, preventing what 
one writer expressed as, “If you are not sure where you are going, you 
are liable to end up some place else.” 


We are fortunate to have many dedicated, capable, and cooperative 
regular and special staff members who are working as a team to corre- 
late and integrate the total curriculum of Math, Science, Social Studies, 
Language Arts (Reading, Handwriting, Spelling, Oral and Written Langu- 
age), Art, Music, Physical Education, Health and Safety. 


The Nurse, who comes on request, is a very active participant in 
our Health Program. 


The new Safety Officer’s program is a great asset to the curriculum. 
His contributions are practical and informative. His lectures, films, and 
slides demonstrate to the children the importance of safety in our daily 
lives. 


The supportive roles of the part time custodian, teacher aid and 
school secretary are outstanding. They work cooperatively and con- 
scientiously with the total staff to keep the “home fires burning”. 


We are proud that we have a Remedial Reading Teacher assigned to 
the building for the first time in the history of the school. This person 
works closely with the classroom teacher in planning for pupils who are 
having reading difficulties. This service is a great asset to our reading 
program. We have volunteers who also assist the teachers in this area. 


In implementing Chapter 766, we have a part time Special Needs 
Teacher who works with the classroom teacher to meet the needs of 
children who are experiencing special difficulties in various ways. Every 
effort is made to identify individual needs and provide help to overcome 
the difficulty. Cooperation between home and school makes it possible 


to work more successfully with pupils and keep them in the mainstream 
of the school program. 
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C. Enrichment of the Curriculum 


Quality education makes a difference and in order to achieve excell- 
ence, it is an established fact that we must motivate to educate. Since 
there is no one way to educate, various means are used to supplement 
the basic Curriculum. 


The Community contributes much to the school program by the regu- 
lar volunteers, special resource people, scientists, artists and world travel- 
ers. Their participation in class projects is an exciting addition. 


Pupils frequently tour the scientific facilities and vessels and attend 
special programs. ‘The Oceanographic Peanut Butter Club, at noon on 
Friday, proves to be a favorite of the children. Parents inform us when 
the program will be valuable and of interest to young children. 


Exchange school visits add interest and challenge to learners. We 
were host to Truro Elementary School and they in turn were host to our 
school. They prepared and presented to our children a research report 
on their geographic area and we presented one to them on ours. 


A special treat was a visit from a second grade class from Avon, MA, 
which became interested in seeing our school and the Woods Hole family 
they were studying in their Social Studies book, published by Ginn and 
Company. This was a special honor for us. 


Contributing to our learning experiences were trips to local beaches, 
ponds and streams. One nature study of particular interest to the whole 
school was the hatching of chicks, taking them to a local farm to grow, 
and then returning to observe their maturtiy. The chickens’ life cycle 
was completed for us by bringing home their own eggs to use in cooking. 


Special field trips included visits to Plimoth Plantation, the Falmouth 
Historical Society, and to the Boston Ballet to see the “Nutcracker”, 
conducted by Arthur Fiedler. 


D. Staff Development 


Professional members of the staff are enrolled in study programs to 
improve teaching skills and gain new insights. They are attending and 
participating in workshops and conferences. Some spend the summer and 
school vacations in study or travel for enriching their background which 
will enable them to be more effective on the job. 


Our sincere appreciation to the School Administration for its support 
and helping to make our year a success. 

My fellow workers and I convey our admiration and appreciation to 
the members of the School Committee for their dedicated service. 


We are proud of our near century of heritage and accomplishment. 
We have always advocated high standards ,and will continue to provide 
a happy and challenging environment in which children can learn to the 
best of their ability. 


MORSE POND LOWER MIDDLE SCHOOL 
Howard L. Campbell, Principal 


The staff at the Morse Pond School has recognized the adjustments 
to be made by incoming fifth grade students arriving from a variety of 
village school settings. Early in the fall teachers have scheduled ‘team’ 
open houses in order to meet with parents in small groups to discuss edu- 
cational programs and curriculum. These meetings have proven very 
successful and are well attended by both fifth and sixth grade parents. 
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The system-wide effort to bring about sequential and coordinated 
statements of curricula in all areas of study continues to be emphasized 
with several faculty members from Morse Pond serving on curriculum 
study committees. 


A large student population in grades five and six have made large 
student/teacher ratios necessary as all classrooms are utilized. However, 
next year’s fifth grade is expected to decrease by almost one hundred 
students, which makes possible pupil/teacher ratios of about 1:25 in all 
classrooms. A distinct advantage in having thirty-two fifth and sixth 
grade classrooms at Morse Pond is that a variety of classroom settings 
and teaching styles are available to parents, and a maximum effort is 
made to place children in an atmosphere where they will best be able to 
meet success. 


Students in mathematics and reading classes are homogeneously 
grouped and this year the reading period has been extended to one hour 
and fifteen minutes to allow for a more integrated approach to the total 
language arts program. Teacher aides hired to ease the strain of large 
classes have been most helpful, particularly in the area of reading and 
math instruction. 


SPECIAL PROGRAMS 


Although the FOOS program is a regular part of the sixth grade 
curriculum, it is indeed a special and unique program. In its six years 
of existence it has grown consistently so that this year 91% of the sixth 
grade students had a choice of over one hundred activities. Community 
organizations and businesses offered over 8,000 organization hours during 
the year to sponsor FOOS activities. This is difficult to translate into 
‘manhours’ as many of the activities involved several people in a business 
or learning experience. Ms. Linda Sykes replaced Barbara Francis as 
FOOS coordinator. 


Careers Week Exposition was planned to coincide with National 
Careers Week. Mrs. Mary K. Collins, 6th grade guidance counselor, en- 
listed the time of many outstanding resource people from a variety of 
occupational fields. 


A bicentennial time capsule was put together and buried on the mall 
in front of the school. Mr. Robert Plourde’s class sponsored this event 
and parents and community turned out for the ceremony. 


Puppetry was the focus of a program presented to sixth grade students 
by two friends from Martha’s Vineyard. The history of Punch traced the 
use of puppets and their importance in theater through the historical 
period studied in the social studies curriculum. 


SUPPORTIVE SERVICES 


Members of this most important team include three resource room 
personnel, a remedial reading teacher, two guidance counselors, a part- 
time speech teacher and 1% aides. 


The implementation of Chapter 766 while being long overdue has 
placed tremendous demands on classroom teachers and support staff. The 
evaluation process is very time consuming and in some ways a hindrance 
to children receiving the help they need. Still, special needs staff worked 
with 135 students, reading staff saw 65 students as well as consulting with 
all classroom reading teachers. The school attendance officer was in- 
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valuable in keeping track of students out of school for extended periods 
of time. 

As more children come to be identified as having special needs, we 
must look to continually increasing staff in this area. 


A supportive service that plays a critical role in our school is that 
of custodian. Mr. Custodio deMatos, head custodian, and his crew are 
indeed an outstanding group of people. Every visitor of the school re- 
marks on the appearance of the building so difficult to maintain with 
900 active children. 


No report can include all the happenings and activities that make a 
school a good place for children to be. We feel a good start has been 
made at Morse Pond and are ever aware of the progress yet to be made. 
With the total commitment of the professional and support staff we shall 
continue to grow and achieve. 


FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL— 
Peter Clark, Principal 


The report will follow the broad outline which was developed by you 
upon the recommendations of the School Committee. As I attempt to 
organize the material from the year into this outline, I find that I have 
to make some arbitrary decisions about the placement of aspects of our 
school year. 


I CURRICULUM 

This section is organized by taking the three sub-topics (unique ele- 
ments, recent changes, projected changes) and applying each sub-topic 
to the basic curriculum divisions within the high school. However, this 
part of the report will begin with a rather loosely defined category of 
general curriculum issues. 


A. GENERAL CURRICULUM—Related Activities 

One of the unique aspects of the general high school “comprehensive” 
program is the effort to recognize that we have a staggeringly diversified 
student population. You will recall the presentation made at the School 
Committee budget hearings which touched on such indicators of divers- 
ity as ethnic percentages, post-secondary plans, local rates of alcoholism 
and unemployment and divorce and court contact, as well as indicators 
of adjustment to and success in school. A school with such diversity can- 
not succeed by forcing students through the same learning processes. 
Therefore, not only is a standard element of curriculum like English 
offered in two or three different modes, but the high school attempts to 
offer several different learning environments for students who have grave 
difficulty handling standard curricular offerings in any form. We feel we 
have been able to do this without markedly increasing the expense of 
educating students who are in these other learning environments. 


However, the high school has been making changes which force stu- 
dents to face the accountability and responsibility of achieving in school, 
and we will be making further steps in this direction next year. In 1975- 
1976 I believe that the house administrators were firmer and more con- 
sistent in applying disciplinary regulations. I recognize that this is a 
continuing source of frustration to some teachers who do not see the 
benefits and the complexities and, in fact, to the administrators them- 
selves who are nose to nose with those complexities. For the 1976-77 
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school year we are considering the following types of efforts, which we 

hope will improve the class attendance and tone in the school: 

1. Much more formal work-related tone in the detention room after 
school. 

2. An improved in-school suspension room environment through the 
use of a teacher hired for that purpose. 

3. An improved, computerized class attendance accounting system. 

4. An improved and more sustained evening phone calling process to 
alert parents more quickly of school and class absence. 


We are seriously considering mandating after schoo] make-up sessions 
for every teacher once every two weeks. While this is not directly re- 
lated to disciplinary follow-up, it does provide the teacher with a tool 
and an opportunity for changing student classroom attendance and be- 
havior. It also may provide an enrichment opportunity for more gifted 
students. 


Another general effort has been a number of steps to require students 
to confront progress toward graduation. In this school year we had insti- 
tuted senior homerooms, which brought all seniors who qualified together 
in one homeroom setting. This enhanced communication with the seniors. 
Moreover, we established credit levels which were necessary before a stu- 
dent could move from the junior homeroom into the senior homeroom. 
Several counselors have reported significant changes in the attitude of 
seniors in realistically confronting their graduation problems and among 
juniors in trying to insure that they will be able to move into the senior 
homeroom. 


Expanding upon this, we are converting all homerooms from the 
mixed grade levels to single years of graduation and we are establishing 
for 1976-77 school year a set of standards for the move from sophomore 
homerooms into junior homerooms. For 1977-78 school year we will be 
requiring limits to move from the freshmen homeroom into the sopho- 
more homerooms. We also hope that organizing homerooms by year of 
graduation will improve our opportunities for class level meetings and 
for guidance work with students at the same point in school progress. 


Two other projected changes are under consideration for 1977-78 or 
future years. First, to improve our ability to give freshmen a sense of 
identity and to provide a network of adults more focused on a group of 
freshmen, we are anxious to develop freshmen teams of approximately 
ninety students each of whom would have the same four teachers for 
their basic subjects of English, social studies, math and science. While 
the numbers might change to seventy students with three teachers for 
instance, the concept is to provide for freshmen a more unified time and 
space and teacher structure. It also provides the three or four teachers 
with the opportunity to share their perceptions of the same set of stu- 
dents. A further consideration would be to combine the homeroom re- 
sponsibilities and duty or study hall responsibilities of those teachers 
with the requirements for that same set of freshmen. This is a concept 
which has been used in a number of middle schools and junior high 
schools. One of the main issue in developing such teams is to find an 
organizational technique so that freshmen are not tracked or streamed, 
but still can have the opportunity to take specialized courses at varying 
levels. We have been talking about this concept among the administra- 
tive staff for a year and among the teaching staff for the last few months. 
The earliest starting date would be September of 1977. 
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Another proposed change which must be studied well in advance of 
the starting date is the review and altering of our graduation require- 
ments. One major thrust of this exploration is the development of dif- 
ferentiated diplomas for varying degrees of achievement. This might 
result in the high school offering a certificate of attendance for mini- 
mum levels of achievement up through a diploma to an honors diploma 
for outstanding and extensive levels of achievement. Another theme of 
the study would be the review of our graduation sub-requirements by 
subject area. Ideally such a general study of our graduation requirements 
would be completed in time for publication in the Program of Study in 
January 1978 to go into effect gradually from the 1978-79 school year 
through the 1980-81 school year. A final concern in this category is the 
development of better uses of our open space areas both by creating space 
dividing structures which are still flexible, and also by providing more 
opportunities for joint use of the open space in a cooperative method. 
Demountable walls have been erected in the House A open space in a 
configuration which we hope will provide more effective sound-dampening 
and sight barriers, but which still provides for flexible use of the space. 
If this trial effort is successful, we will be looking for resources to develop 
similar configurations in other open spaces for 1977-78. As an adjunct 
to this physical change, we are trying to make our space assignments and 
time arrangement in such a fashion that teachers working with the same 
subject will be better able to cooperatively use adjoining spaces. 


B. HUMANITIES CURRICULUM AREA 


The unique elements of our current program in the humanities are 
of two types. First, we have some special course offerings which provide 
unusual opportunities for Falmouth High School students: For example, 
our journalism and TV journalism classes produce, respectively, outstand- 
ing products in the form of the student Intelligencer and the weekly 
Perspective” TV program; our language sequence provides outstanding 
programs in both Latin and Portuguese as well as the more commonly 
found French and Spanish; our social studies provides a range of elec- 
tives of interest to students of various academic interests and post- 
secondary goals. 


The second aspect of uniqueness is our ability to offer a traditional 
mode of instruction which is of high quality as well as other learning 
modes for students who need them. In English, the traditional year-long 
courses fit the needs of the great majority of the students but, without 
lavish expenditures, we are able to provide humanities and American 
studies as inter-disciplinary approaches, interaction English for the more 
self-directed students, and elective English for upper-classmen who wish 
for and can cope with a change of teacher. Similarly in United States 
history, Interpretive U.S. history, United States history A, American 
studies, and trends in U.S. history, each recognizes that there are students 
who may not learn best in a standard United States history course. 


Recent changes of note are the following. In the required social 
studies courses and in the language courses there has been an effort this 
year to standardize the testing procedures and the learning expectations. 
There will be a continued effort to refine the expectations and the evalu- 
ation procedures. A second recent change has been the development in 
1975-76 of a more homogeneous and specialized effort to work with the 
very low reading students in the freshmen year. These forty to fifty. 
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students have been grouped for English and provided extensive supple- 

mentary services from the reading center. This program was developed 

by Janet Spring, who next year will continue it and broaden it by over- 
lapping the content with a social studies orientation teacher who will 
share the same students. 

Projected changes in the humanities area are: 

1. A study of our language offerings in response to the growing interest 
in German which was expressed in the winter of 1976. This study 
would not be limited to the implementation of a German program 
but to a broad assessment of the feasibility of an additional language 
offering and of the competing interests for new languages. 


2. The development during 1976-77 of a humanities skill center in the 
upper IMC which, like the occupational resources center, would have 
a richness of remedial and supplementary materials managed by an 
aide. That center would be manned by teachers and would be lo- 
cated within the cubicle areas for humanities teachers. 


3. Increased effort to cooperatively teach sections of upper classmen 
English and U.S. history to the extent of providing occasional large 
group lectures and occasional joint use of the smaller instructional 
spaces. The potential for this has been created by scheduling at the 
same time and in contiguous spaces two or three, sometimes four, 
sections of such a course. 


C. Math-Science Curriculum Area 

The math and science area continue to offer a broad range of courses 
up through advanced sciences and advanced math, but including some 
basic and applied courses for students of lower academic ability. Al- 
though not mandated for graduation, math and science courses tend to 
attract on an elective basis better than 60% of the student body into each 
area. 

Perhaps the most unique elements of the current program are the 
course offerings in marine sciences, the electives in horticulture and 
landscaping, and the math seminar which provides for the especially 
inquisitive math student the opportunity to work on solutions to orig- 
inal and varied problems in mathematics. Also, the mathematics skills 
center in the upper IMC has continued this year to provide an opportun- 
ity for students who wish to work on calculators or who wish to get extra 
help of a challenging or remedial nature. 


A recent change of note is the year long effort to study achievement 
records of students in the eighth grade versus their success in ninth 
grade math placements. The attempt has been to get a better under- 
standing of placement guidelines for eighth graders so that their ninth 
grade math experiences can be more effective. The 1976-77 school year 
will be the first in which there has been any impact on placement from 
this study. 


One important projected change getting underway in 1976-77 school 
year will be the extensive review and revision of the basic math course, 
now called freshman math. There is a need to find the best explanatory 
materials and practice materials, as well as high interest applications 
of fundamental mathematics. A second projected change is an increase 
in the cooperative teaching of the earth science courses. There are sev- 
eral different teachers with unique strengths involved in teaching the 
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course who will attempt to share their areas of expertise with each 
others sections. 


D. Careers Curriculum Area 

The effort to draw business, industrial arts, home economics, distri- 
butive education and driver education together into a related curriculum 
area is itself a unique program element at Falmouth High School. While 
there has not been a significant move to create a single unified sub- 
faculty called careers, there has been the opportunity to communicate 
across areas more fully and to press for such efforts as breaking down 
Sex barriers to courses. We are very excited by the prospect that better 
than a third of the students in our food courses will be male and that 
we continue to get interest, though not as strong, of females in the in- 
dustrial arts shops. The existence of a child development program 
with a nursery school to provide live experience is a rare offering in 
high schools. Another unique feature of the careers offerings are the 
quarter courses in career and personal planning which provide students 
with opportunities to discuss as a group the difficult decisions of career 
choice and adjustment to the rapidly changing demands of contempo- 
rary life. 


One recent change in the careers curriculum has been the addition 
of business math, which has grown about three fold in enrollment from 
1975-76 to 1976-77 school year. A second recent change has been the im- 
plementation and growth of a work experience program, coordinated by 
Paul Feeley. 225 students received credit for their evaluated work experi- 
ence during the 1975-76 school year. Seventy-eight out of eighty students 
in FOCUS are included in this number. Work experience recognizes the 
value of learning in the community as well as within the walls of the 
school, and provides an opportunity for the community also to gain 
connection with the school. 


Two projected changes in the careers area deserve mention. First, 
in 1976-77 there will be established a simulated office environment in 
which teacher materials will be reproduced. This simulated office will 
be run by students, except in those instances where tests or confidential 
material are being reproduced. Students will keep a job log and an ac- 
count record of the hours and value of the labor. A second projected 
change is the organization of the driver education program to provide 
after school afternoon hours in which students may get road work. This 
achieved a saving in salary, but extends the available hours for such 
road work into a period of time that does not conflict directly with 
other courses. 


E. Self-Contained and Team Taught Programs 


The FOCUS program, the team-taught career-oriented self-contained 
program and the star program and new birth program, smaller, more 
general self-contained learning environments run by Mr. Money and 
Ms. Merz, respectively, have established themselves as important ele- 
ments of our basic curriculum. The purposes of these programs generally 
are to provide a more unified and a more student-oriented organization 
of learning for students who are not functioning well in the rather 
complex environment of the standard curriculum. Each of these pro- 
grams has as an objective the effort to establish a close relationship 
with the student to help that student sort out some of the basic con- 
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flicts which are disrupting his or her ability to function productively in 
the regular environment. Furthermore, it is an objective of each of 
these programs to develop a closer relationship with the home than can 
generally exist in the regular program. This relationship with the home 
is important because in a significant number of cases a student is com- 
ing from a home where parents or older siblings have had a failure ex- 
perience in school and distrust the school. 


In each of these programs there is data, although sometimes rough, 
which indicates that a large number of students are displaying better 
attendance and are achieving as well or better than they had been 
previously. The support of parents whose children are in those programs 
is quite high. There continues to be criticism of the program by some 
members of the community and staff. However, I believe that that criti- 
cism grows from focusing upon some particular members of the programs 
who caused significant problems before they were in the programs. 


A recent change relative to the FOCUS program is that federal funds 
were not granted to support a family relations worker and a counselor 
for the 1976-77 school year. Similarly, funds to support an aide and to 
support materials and supplies and expendiutres were not approved. 
The failure to receive those funds was in no way related to the evalu- 
ation of the program; in fact, we were told explicitly that the evaluations 
of the programs were not taken into account in the granting of funds 
for the coming year. The written response of the evaluators was pre- 
dominantly positive. 


A projected change in this component of our curriculum is the ad- 
dition of a third self-contained classroom through the evolution of D.E. 
Plus. While the distributive education program has always had a unique 
focus on the more disadvantaged and disoriented students, next year 
for the first time this will be formalized by isolating the responsibilities 
of one teacher, William McKay, to provide a self-contained setting with 
the career choice themes of distributive education as a basic organizing 
factor. Also, we are developing a second disciplinary team of three 
teachers, which will in many ways follow the same model of the FOCUS 
program. It is our intention to run this program so that the students 
would have their job related activities outside the school during the 
morning hours and would begin their classroom activities about one 
o’clock extending through five o’clock. The advantages of this time or- 
ganization are that we know of jobs which are available in the morning, 
we have greater space flexibility in the afternoon, especially after two 
o’clock, and perhaps most importantly, we have the opportunity to draw 
together a group of students without the interfering influence of peer 
group pressures beyond the members of the team itself. We have made 
the decision after talking with a number of students who are in FOCUS 
or interested in the second team. This time organization does run the 
risk that students may be less academically motivated in the afternoon 
and that we may have greater difficulty getting the assistance of various 
support units within the school. 


F. Art, Music and P. E./Health 


These aspects of our program have full time staff members at the 
high school and provide some special opportunities for Falmouth High 
School students. In art, the outstanding photography facilities are unique 
and have drawn more students than. we can handle. Leslie Dill has gen- 
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erated strong interest in textiles and weaving through her special skills, 
which we will miss as she resigns to pursue an independent artistic 
career. Similarly, the jewelry and ceramics as well as forms of two- 
dimensional art provide a rich set of studio options. In music, the exist- 
ence of an excellent dance band has been remarked upon often. We 
are struggling to maintain an orchestra with the knowledge that there 
is extensive interest in strings in the lower grade levels. Orchestra in 
the high school has become more rare, but we feel it is a valuable oppor- 
tunity for those students. In physical education and health, our broad 
elective program, instituted several years ago, has provided students 
with the opportunity to try a range of individual and team sports, a 
number of which can extend into their adulthood as life-long sports. 


The projected change of significance in these areas is the develop- 
ment of the freshmen core physical education/health program. Starting 
in 1976-77 all freshmen will be divided into three groups which will have 
year long courses with teams of physical education teachers. In these 
team groups they will have a more carefully structured variety of phy- 
sical education experiences as well as the first aid requirement. The 
Objectives are to provide an initial introduction of a range of physical 
education experiences and to provide the better accountability and re- 
lationships which develop from having a year long assignment. 


H. Student Activities; Athletics and Extra Curricular 


Falmouth High School continued to maintain active interscholastic 
and extra curricular programs. I believe there is an exciting level of 
options and involvement for both girls and boys in interscholastic sports 
and a reasonably equitable ratio of coaches to student. The success of 
our teams generally in the league and in the state is quite remarkable. 


The recent change of note in interscholastic athletics is the addition 
of the gymnastics team which is predominantly for girls but has two 
boys involved with it also. Projected for the future is the addition of 
volley ball, again designed primarily for girls. 


The student activities program of extra curricular activities has in- 
creasingly grown to support the curriculum of the school and provide a 
set of activities and opportunities which might well be considered an 
essential part of the curriculum. Such ventures as the yearbook, the 
debate team, math team, the Latin and Spanish clubs and others have 
very important although indirect links to course work of the school. 
They have important and more direct links to such goals of the school 
as developing leadership and decision making among students. 


Certainly one of the most active and productive aspects of our stu- 
dent activities program is the area of dramatics. Few schools, I think, 
provide so many opportunities in the course of a year for students to 
risk themselves in front of an audience attempting to project skills that 
require many mental and verbal talents. We do not foresee any major 
changes in the activity program as it now exists except to attempt to 
foster increased participation. 


II SPECIAL PROGRAMS 


A. Curricular Program: General 


The first special program is the new teacher being sought for the 
in-school suspension room. The objectives of that program are: 
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1. To provide better contact with the regular classroom teacher includ- 
ing standard assignments. 

2. To provide help and motivation to complete those assignments. 

3. To provide continuity to coverage, also releasing administrators from 
that duty to fulfill their defined responsibility. 

4. To provide group activities daily designed to help assigned students 
to make better decisions about their school work and other compet- 
ing interests. 


The degree of fulfillment of this special program and its objectives 
will be determined by: 

1. Observation of the amount and quality of work that is carried out. 

2. Reactions of teachers to the completion of assignments. 

3. Observation and evaluation of the group discussion activities. 

4. Ideally, the number of students who are reassigned because of con- 
tinued cutting should decline or the necessary escalation of penalties 
to out-of-school suspensions and removal from school should not be 
necessary. It is doubtful that the impact of this program alone can 
be isolated to see a reduced number of cuts from classes. 


A second program which doesn’t fit any of the specific curricular areas 
is the Native American Education Program. This program has provided 
a weekly group discussion and sharing opportunities for students of 
native American background and has provided several outstanding re- 
source people brought from outside of the area. 


The program objectives have been more generally speaking, to en- 
hance the self-image of native American students, to provide them an 
opportunity and a support process in which to discuss their unique back- 
ground, and to provide to those students and to the student body at large 
the special talents of native American resource people. An objective of 
the original program which was not pursued during this school year be- 
cause of the change in personnel is individual tutoring and counseling 
to assist native American students in a successful adjustment to high 
school and productive completion of courses. 


The degree of fulfillment of the objectives was mixed. However, I 
have the statements of several teachers that several of the students who 
were involved in the program became very much more motivated to suc- 
ceed and improve their classroom work. We attempted to tighten up on 
the accountability of these meetings and to limit the number of meetings 
to one a week. These measures helped. I personally observed the work 
of several of the resource people who came to the high school to speak 
not only to the native American students but to the whole student body. 


B. Curricular: Humanities 


A special program within the humanities area is the Open Door ex- 
change program with Latin American countries. Over the last two years, 
seven students from various Latin American countries have spent ap- 
proximately ten weeks each in Falmouth and at Falmouth High School. 
Similarly, the F.H.S. students have had the opportunity to go to those 
Latin American countries during our summer vacation. The objectives 
of the program are to increase understanding between the United States 
and Latin America by involving Latin American students in our language 
programs and our school as a whole and by providing the more intense 
experience of hosting those students to families of Falmouth High 
School students. 
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The program has been most ably managed by Mr. Michael Mello and 
he has monitored the adjustment of the Latin American students to the 
high school and their involvement in language courses in the high school 
Specifically to enrich those courses. I have met with a large number of 
the host families, and I know that they have been pleased with the op- 
portunity. The American Field Service, established for a much longer 
time in Falmouth, provides a longer relationship between the Falmouth 
High School and the town of Falmouth and a student from a foreign 
country. This program is very well run, involves faculty from the high 
school, and is supported by an AFS club. Mr. Robert Nilson has done an 
excellent job of helping the AFS students in their adjustment to the 
high school. 


C. Curricular: Math-Science 


For the last year and for next year Mr. John Moody has won a grant 
from WHOI to study Bourne’s Pond using members of his oceanography 
and marine ecology classes to participate in the study. The classes have 
studied sediment samples, current velocities, beach profiles, and plant 
and animal populations of the pond. 


D. Curricular: Careers 


Over the past three years the careers area has enjoyed the benefits 
of a large number of federally funded projects which have enriched the 
home economics curriculum through consumer education, family living, 
and child development. Also, the FOCUS program was begun under fed- 
eral monies and proved successful for a segment of our student popula- 
tion as described earlier under the curriculum section. 


The one special grant this year under careers is $2,500. Title IT pro- 
posal for child development materials which was written and submitted 
by Eugene Bullock-Wilson and Elizabeth Metcalf. This project was fun- 
ded and materials have been received this summer. Mrs. Metcalf is 
working on a summer curriculum project to create a list of suggested 
topics and resources in order that students may do individual projects 
as Outside work. 


E. Administrative Program 


Two special programs are in the formative stages. First, the School 
Committee funded a vandalism account of $1,800. for the 1976-77 school 
year. The objectives of this fund are to make students more aware of 
“anonymous” vandalism to school property and also to motivate students 
to resist that vandalism by providing the balance of the funds for stu- 
dent activity uses. A student committee has been formed to assist in 
developing the guidelines to govern the uses of the fund and the pub- 
licity of the balance and the uses of any balance. 


Also underway this summer is the development of computer pro- 
grams by Andrew Vince and Michael Waring through which attendance 
at homeroom and at each class each day will be recorded on mark sense 
cards and processed to provide by the end of the day or by the morning 
of the next day a complete accounting of student attendance at all re- 
sponsibilities. The objectives of this project are to provide more accurate 
and more immediate accounting of student attendance, to do this with 
reduced clerical burdens to the teachers, and through this to provide a 
list by which parents can be called regularly to keep them informed of 
Student behavior. The degree of fulfillment of these objectives will be 
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measured by the regularity and accuracy of computer output, by teacher 
reaction to the input process and the effect on classroom attendance and 
by parent reaction to the phone calls. This is just one of a number of 
efforts being made to increase the school ability to monitor and react to 
class cutting and school responsibility. 


F. Extra Curricular: Intramural Sports 


The objectives of this program were to broaden student involvement 
in athletic activities of a non-interscholastic nature. I believe that the 
program has been only marginally successful. I believe the reasons 
for this are basic to the socio-economic conditions and to the style of 
high school life which exists in Falmouth rather than to the effort or 
lack of it of Mr. Mills or intramural coaches. 


In some senses intramurals represent the worst of both worlds to 
students between physical education classes and interscholastic sports. 
The intramurals offer no credit, nor do they offer the excitement of 
competition against an outside competitor. There are several sports 
which are exceptions to the general rule, such as gymnastics and lacrosse, 
which have enjoyed popularity. Similarly, there have been some special 
activities such as the two on two basketball tournament which were 
successful activities before the intramurals and were brought under the 
umbrella of intramurals. 


One must realize that there are quite a few competing demands 
for student energies. Among these are a very active dramatics program. 
Other types of extra-curricular activities are growing more enriching 
and rewarding. A large number of students have jobs after school. 


A reasonable number, though perhaps not a majority, of the students 
who go out for intramural sports are those who are also out for inter- 
scholastic sports in different seasons. 


All of this is not to say that the intramural sports program should 
be abolished, but that moderate results are to be expected at the high 
school level. These results might be enhanced by providing credit for 
such involvement or by providing more peak experiences in the form of 
outside competition for the intramural programs. However, this latter 
involves additional expense. 


I SUPPORTIVE SERVICES 
A. Guidance Services 


Guidance services are so important to the operation of the school 
and the understanding of the school in the community that they are a 
most integral part of the school program. The major element of their 
service is in the one to one work with students, helping them to orga- 
nize their education programs and their post-secondary plans. But 
counselors have also become increasingly involved in personal counseling, 
sometimes of a crisis nature. The counselors also have become involved 
in activities of a somewhat administrative nature by their work in keep- 
ing track of graduation credits. The counselors are an integral part of 
the school effort to deal with students who are disoriented and unpro- 
ductive, through counseling with the student and parent, by helping to 
alter schedules, and by attempting to work with the student to isolate 
underlying difficulties. 


The counselors have been conscious of the need to work with groups 
of students more often. Through freshmen homeroom seminars there 
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was a small opportunity to do that. We hope that the move to home- 
rooms by year of graduation will allow counselors more readily to work 
with larger groups, since the homerooms are also organized so that they 
contain only one counselor’s students, not a mixture. However, the coun- 
selors intend to become more involved in investigating ways that both 
group guidance, of an information-sharing nature, and group counseling, 
of a more personal decision-making nature, can take place at Falmouth 
High School. The first efforts have been taking place for several years. 


Two recent changes have complicated the lives of couselors. The 
first is the steady growth of the high school which has increased their 
average case load. This has been complicated by the loss of the FOCUS 
counselor who was not funded under federal dollars. The second change 
has been the pressure of Chapter 766 legislation. This law has involved 
counselors in identifying, prioritizing and assessing numbers of their 
counselees for CORE evaluations. Both of these changes result in a re- 
duced amount of time on an average for the counselees, which of neces- 
sity reduces the value of the services supplied to each of those coun- 
Selees. Even with efforts to find ways to guide and counsel students in 
groups, I have no question that additional clerical help and additional 
professional help will soon be necessary in this area. 


The Occupational Resource Center has continued to provide impor- 
tant information services and a physical location for the exchange of 
information between resource people and college and business represen- 
tatives and high school students. 


B. Instructional Media Center 


Student use of the library and teacher and student use of the audio- 
visual equipment have continued at a high pace. The facilities of the TV 
studio have been used extensively both for student productions and by 
teachers for the taping of programs off commercial stations as well as 
the development of a few of their own programs. 


An important recent change in the library procedures has been the 
installation of the security system. The 1976 inventory indicates that 
only one-half of one percent of the library holdings are missing or un- 
accounted for. Another one percent are unreturned at the moment, but 
signed out by students and faculty. Assuming that half of these are 
returned, as well as a number paid for, the loss rate from the library 
will stand at approximately one percent, considerably lower than in past 
years. I think it is significant also that the security system has worked 
this satisfactorily without any major confrontations with students over 
the violation of it. 


C. Reading Services 


Our reading center offers established courses in the curriculum, but 
a considerable amount of energy of the two teachers is used to assess the 
reading levels of students on an individual basis, to provide individual 
tutorial help for students with severe reading difficulties and to work 
with whole classes of students from English or from the self-contained 
programs. Beyond even that, both teachers have worked extensively with 
teachers to assist the teachers in developing more productive reading 
programs in their own classrooms. 


The value of these uses appears to be quite high and is made even 
more important by the impact of 766. This is the case because the as- 
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sessment and help of the reading center are available to students with- 
out going through the extensive process of a CORE evaluation. There-. 
fore, they are used often as a form of pre-screening and initial help in 
determining whether a student has a deficiency or a disfunction. 


It is projected that next year each of the freshmen English courses 
will work with one of the reading teachers for two cycles. This will in- 
clude a cooperating relationship between the English teacher and the 
reading center teacher with the students, not a replacement of the Eng- 
lish teacher by the reading teacher. 


D. Special Needs Services 

At the moment, special needs resources work both as an independent 
learning environment and also as a cooperating supplement to the on- 
going curriculum. However, one of the strongest challenges to staff 
development at the high school level is to increase the awareness and 
receptivity of the classroom teacher to the services available through 
special needs. The addition of a fourth teacher in 1976-77 should pro- 
vide additional time for liaison with the regular classroom teacher. 


The value of the special needs resources as a supplementary service 
had been constrained by the attempt this year to unify all the resources 
in one location. We have found that this effort to provide coordination 
has been over balanced by the unwillingness of a number of students 
to come to the center for individual tutoring because of the numbers 
of severely handicapped and sometimes volatile students who are in that 
area. Therefore, there is a projected change to move the special help 
and tutoring for students with specific learning difficulties into a center 
in the upper IMC which will be allied with the reading center and the 
humanities skills center. Hopefully this more normal environment will 
decrease the reluctance of students using these services to take advantage 
of them. Another projected change that holds promise to make the 
special needs resource more valuable is the development of Cape Cod 
Collaborative programs for a few of those students who have severe 
problems. By assigning those students to a program that can be more 
beneficial to them, the high school can also free for a broader number 
of students the time and energy of special needs teachers that was cap- 
tured by those extreme cases. 


E. Attendance Officer 


Sharon McKinney has been a major contributor in the high school’s 
effort to clarify the school membership of some students and to assist 
other students who are not coming to school in their adjustment. In 
numerous cases when there is no phone and mail is not picked up, 
Sharon has acted as the communicator between the school and the 
home. 


F. Transportation Office 


With the large numbers of field trips, athletic trips, and student 
activities at the high school, as well as such issues as the driver edu- 
cation car, we are in frequent touch with the transportation office. Not 
only has that office reacted constructively to our request for services, 
but Ruth Parsons has gone out of her way to make helpful suggestions 
to assist us. 
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G. Data Processing Center 


With our computerized report card, an increased number of schedul- 
ing programs on the local computer and now our major effort to com- 
puterize classroom attendance as well as school attendance, we at the 
high school must often appear to feel that we own the processing center. 
In these major undertakings William Gilbrook and his staff have been 
very cooperative in orienting Michael Waring and Andrew Vince and 
others to the use of the computer, in offering clarifying advice, and in 
providing important services. 


H. Food Services 


Trying to provide “mama’s own home cooking” which seems to be 
expected, from government surplus foods and other ingredients must 
approach one of the most thankless tasks. Despite the increased eco- 
nomic pressures, I want to credit the cafeteria and food services with 
providing very good food to the students and teachers. The numbers of 
options that are provided are especially important. The physical change 
which has allowed teachers to be served directly into the teachers’ cafe- 
teria in a separate line has vastly increased the teacher convenience and 
their appreciation of the food service. 


I, Maintenance and Custodial Services 


The last two years in the school building have seen a strong demand 
for alterations which range from chalk boards and bookcases to new 
walls. Both the permanent custodial staff and the special project work 
of the maintenance crew have been of great assistance in making these 
changes. 


IV CITIZEN PARTICIPATION AND INVOLVEMENT 
A. Community Resource People 


There are two primary avenues for bringing community resources 
people into the school. The first is the occupational resource center 
which hosts community representatives especially during the World of 
Work program which ran this year from the end of March through the 
middle of May. This program involved bringing people into the school 
and sending students out to visit with business and professional people, 
particularly through the sponsorship of the Falmouth Rotary Club of the 
Thirteenth Annual Occupational Experience Day. The other avenue is 
through the interests of a number of teachers who invite community 
people in. 


This year Jeff Smith made an Education For Community Service 
(ECS) internship project out of coordinating these invitation efforts. 
Twenty-five community resource people were contacted for ten different 
teachers during this spring semester. 


B. Open House Activity 


The guidance department sponsored a guidance career night foz 
parents on October 15, 1975 and the high school sponsored the open 
house of National Education Week, a series of meetings to orient parents 
to the program of study, and the annual arts’ festival week. The com- 
bined involvement of parents in all these various events numbered 
somewhere between 2000 and 2500, 
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C. The Community School Program 


While this is somewhat separated from the standard curriculum of 
the school, I think the cooperation and energy of school personnel, par- 
ticularly James Kalperis and the custodial crew working under Joseph 
Montle, contribute significantly to community involvement with the 
school and appreciation of the facility. Because so many of our students 
are being involved with night school courses, I had considered list- 
ing the community school as an aspect of our curriculum. 


D. Parent Advisory Groups 


I am frustrated by the problems surrounding the development of an 
ongoing parent advisory group. I have talked with many other principals 
and attended one conference on that subject. The high school has in- 
volved several parents recently in the interviewing process, and there 
is a FOCUS advisory board which has met less often this year than 
last year, but it has been two years since the advisory group which 
formed at the opening of the new school had its last meeting. This is 
primarily because there was not the sustaining parent interest nor, I 
think, the motivating issues. 


The high school administrators have discussed a much greater effort 
to involve parents in ad hoc advisory groups on many of the projected 
change issues that have been talked about earlier in this report. Fur- 
thermore, the high school will be approaching in the next two years the 
accreditation by the New England Association of Secondary Schools and 
Colleges, and this provides a useful vehicle for involving parents. 


E. Volunteer Programs 

Beyond the community resource use in classrooms, the high school 
has not generated or maintained a significant volunteer program. There 
have been several very dedicated people who have given time in the 
library and in reading, but the numbers have not been great. This is 
also a legitimate area for growth in community involvement.

LAWRENCE SCHOOL 
Louis J. Fuccillo, Principal 


Adolescents are no longer mere children. They are caught at an awk- 
ward in between period in their lives. They are beginning to assert their 
individualities and need to be appreciated as increasingly self-directed in- 
dividuals. If they can know that parents and teachers are trying to 
understand them and help each of them as a unique person with unique 
problems of supreme importance to him or her then adults will find them 
at times responsive, for they have a great hunger to be understood. How- 
ever, they still, though they will consider it childish to ask for it openly, 
strongly desire the approval of adults, and parents and teachers should 
approve whatever they sincerely can. 


This is brought about because they are no longer the beneficiaries of 
the loving protection lavished on the elementary children, but they are 
not yet getting the academic attention reserved for high school youths 
edging towards college and career decisions. 


The schools these pre-adolescents attend — whether called junior 
high schools, intermediate schools, or middle schools — have perhaps the 
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toughest assignments in education. How they should handle the assign- 
ment and whether they are doing a good job are subjects of continued de- 
bate. 


The organization at Lawrence School is devoted to the development 
of emerging adolescents. We are committed to helping the youngster 
search for truth of self and seek recognition as an individual. Faced with 
the problems of being awkward and insecure and of experimenting with 
new found powers and strengths, the pre-adolescent is constantly testing 
situations and events. 


Because of this, the youngsters that attend the Lawrence School need 
a school environment and program different in atmosphere and climate. 
The directions and philosophies of the program must reflect their unique 
needs — different from the elementary school and not as complex or com- 
petitive as the high school. 


The report which follows describes the changes that took place at 
the Lawrence School to permit achievement of the fifteen goals which 
are herein listed. The report is presented in detail to give some idea of the 
information provided to the School Committee to help it make decisions 
about schools and programs. 


i. To determine those courses to be required of all students. 

2. To review the courses offered for a quarter of the school year to 
determine other suitable combinations of course. 

3. To make the offerings in industrial arts and home economics ex- 
planatory and available to all students in some combination of 
required and elective courses. 

4. To make reading instruction a requirement for all students for 
some portion of each year. 

5. To determine if some instruction in health could be included in 
other curriculum areas such as science, social studies and home 
economics. 

6. To provide time during the day, with a minimum of conflict with 
other scheduled subjects, for students to take instrumental music 
lessons; to attend band, orchestra or chorus rehearsals; to meet 
guidance counselors; to be scheduled for extra help with special 
needs teachers; to use the library resources; and to elect French. 

7. To provide some time during the week for students to elect activi- 
ties of interest to them. 

8. To increase the numbers of study periods so that students may 
have the advantage of a regularly scheduled time and place for 
study under helpful supervision. 

9. To stress the importance of a time for eating by scheduling stu- 
dents for lunch without conflict with other activities. 

10. To schedule lunch for teachers and students outside of the regular- 
ly scheduled class periods. . 

11. To establish a schedule of seven working periods each day ex- 
clusive of lunch and within the limits of the six hour day. 

12. To plan a wide diversity of after-school activities. 

13. To consider the possibility of a self-contained classroom exper- 
ience for certain students as a help in making the transition to a 
departmentalized school. 

14. To consider other ways of grouping students and teachers to bring 
about smaller and more cohesive units within a large school. 
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15. To accomplish as many of the goals as possible with the least con- 
flict with the Contract Agreement with the Educators’ Associa- 
tion and through the utilization of the two unassigned teaching 
positions. 


The rest of the report is subdivided into sections with appropriate 
statements under each one. 


Student School Day 


1. The school day for students at the Lawrence School will remain 
six hours in length. 

2. Students may enter the building and go to their classrooms fifteen 
minutes in advance of the beginning of the student day and may 
remain after school for up to thirty minutes at the request of 
staff members. 

3. Students may be called back by teachers for makeup or special 
help. 


Teacher Work Day 


1. The work day for teachers at the Lawrence School will include 
the six hour student day time period plus fifteen minutes before 
the beginning of the student school day and thirty minutes after 
the student dismissal time. 

2. During the fifteen minutes before and thirty minutes after time 
periods, teachers are expected to be at their assigned stations. 


Schedule 


1. The schedule at the Lawrence School will include seven periods 
of equal length (46 minutes approximately). Passing time between 
classes is included in the 46 minutes. 

2. The administration will schedule a ten minute homeroom period 
each day to enable teachers to take attendance, to discuss school 
and other matters of mutual concern with their students, and to 
allow students time to organize themselves for the day’s activities. 

3. The administration will schedule a three minute closing time each 
day for students to return to their homerooms to get ready for 
dismissal from school. 


Lunch 


1. The administration will schedule lunch in such a manner that 
it does not conflict with the seven period schedule. 

2. The administration will see that teachers and students have no 
assignments during lunch times. 

3. The administration shall schedule three separate lunch times of 
25 minutes each in such a way that there are time periods between 
each one to allow custodians and cafeteria workers to ready the 
cafeteria for the next assigned group. 

4. All school personnel will encourage children to take time to eat at 
lunch time and will motivate them to keep the cafeteria neat and 
clean. 


Teacher Schedules 


1. The administration will make assignments to teachers in conform- 
ance with the work day requirements as described in the Contract 
Agreement between the Committee and the Association except in 
those instances where educational circumstances indicate that 
changes are warranted and there has been negotiation with the 
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Educators’ Association by the Superintendent in respect to the 
changes. 

The administration will assign the work loads to teachers on the

3. In terms of new assignments or positions the above plan requires 
& reading teacher, a self-contained classroom teacher and the 
equivalent of a full-time staff member in the industrial arts - 
home economics areas, the actual proportion of time allocations 
for each can only be determined from student registrations. 


Changes to be Negotiated With the Falmouth Educators’ Association 


I propose to ask the Association to consider three changes that are 

possible points of dispute. ; 

1. Lunch time schedules outside of the seven scheduled periods. 

2. Teachers of certain programs would teach six periods daily rather 
than the five, but as compensation they would not be expected to 
have a daily supervision period. 

3. Teachers would be asked to volunteer their time and skills to 
teach mini-courses on a two period per week schedule. 


Final Note 


The School Committee did approve the plan and the Association 
agreed to the lunch schedules but not the six period teaching schedule as 
proposed.

1919 - 1977 


From his first term as selectman and assessor, John DeMello was a professional.

A lifelong resident of Falmouth, John DeMello probably knew more people by 
face and by name than anyone else in town. He liked people, and was easy to like. In 
the town at large, as well as in the twon hall he played such a large part in building, 
his tragic death following an automobile accident left a gap which will not soon be fill- 
ed.

JOHN EDWARD NICKERSON 


1890-1977 


In his 23 years and six months as a selectman and assessor of Falmouth, J. Ed- 
ward Nickerson earned more liking and even admiration than do many men in public 
life. He never avoided taking a stand on issues before the town, but nobody ever took 
his opposition personally. When he died last March, though he had been out of office 
for 13 years, the whole town felt the loss. 


His span of 87 years covered the change of Falmouth from a sleepy country 
village with great summer estates to a rapidly-growing town of over 20,000. Mr. 
Nickerson was no rolling stone. The old town hall where he worked so long was just 
across Main Street from the house where he was born. 


Elected selectman in a special election in 1940, Mr. Nickerson was re-elected 
seven times, rarely with opposition. Almost by himself he carried through the sewer 
program for Woods Hole, but he was unable to persuade the town to construct sewers 
in Falmouth village, and was never quite able to understand the opposition. 


He was 74 when he ran for a ninth term, and lost by 90 votes in a field of five. Mr. 
Nickerson had no complaint. ‘‘The people,”’ he said, ‘‘are very fair.”

One could not begin to write the Annual Report of the Selectmen without im- 
mediately recalling the man who wrote the report several times during his reign in of- 
fice. Mr. John DeMello, Jr., whose untimely death shocked not only the people of 
Falmouth but all the people of Cape Cod, was a dominant political figure in the com- 
munity for many years as Selectmen-Assessor, and a member of the School Commit- 
tee and numerous other committees and boards. Those of us who had the opportunity 
to work with John DeMello, Jr. will always be grateful and better equipped to handle 
the affairs of the community. 


The Board called a Special Election to elect a successor to Mr. DeMello on 
December 6, 1977 and Ms. Heather McMurtrie was elected to fill the unexpired term. 
Ms. McMurtrie is Falmouth’s First Woman ‘‘Selectmen’’. 


All appointments, local, county and state, under the Board’s jurisdiction were du- 
ly made. Falmouth continues to benefit from the volunteer efforts of our citizens who 
serve on the numerous committees, boards and commissions. The Board wants to ex- 
press its thanks to all these people for their continued cooperation. 

During the year 1977, there were a total of four Special Town Meetings, the An- 
nual Town Meeting called by warrant on April 4 and 85 Articles were acted upon. 
Special Town Meeting within the Annual Town Meeting April 4 with 24 Articles; June 
29, with 47 Articles; October 12 with 24 Articles; November 17 with 8 Articles. Where 
applicable, the Selectmen have complied with the directives of these Town Meetings. 

All road layouts accepted by the Town, including those under the Betterment Act, 
may be found under Articles 22, 23 and 24 of the Annual Town Meeting in this report. 


The desposition of Claims and Suits can be found under Claims and Suits. 


Finally, and foremost, we wish to thank the people of Falmouth for their support 
and understanding.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Submitted herewith is the Annual Report of the Falmouth Police Department for 
the year 1977. 

The Police Department for the year of 1977 had a 5.2% decrease in the area of 
total complaints received from the citizens, down from 11,478 to 11,297. On the level of 
service calls a 51% decrease from 4,874 to 2,380. Noise complaints from 937 to 756 
resulting in a decrease of 19%. Vandalism totaled 735. 


All court work, which includes warrants, summonses and trial work totaled 2,444. 
An increase of approximately 726 additional matters. 


Motor vehicle accident investigations increased by 143 over the previous year. 
The total being 1,188 with an increase of fatal accidents to 5. 


Again this year there was a reduction in the total number of arrests by 884. 3,359 
for 1976 vs. 2,475 for 1977. 


The Detective Division had a very active year. The increase this year in felony 
crimes overshadowed any decreases gained in breaking and entering cases. Rob- 
beries and unarmed robberies tripled during the year. Submitted for your review are 
some of the arrests made by the division up to the closing of the year. 

121 arrests including murder, rapes (5), arson, armed robbery (4), larceny over 
$100.00 (felony), larceny less than $100.00 (misdemeanor), and breaking and enter- 
ings. In the area of narcotics a total of 44 arrests were made with an increase shown in 
prosecution for selling. Also, unfortunately, indications of increases in the use of co- 
caine. 

I feel I must comment at this time that the citizens of this community are continu- 
ing to cooperate with their Law Enforcement Agency. The result being that in many 
areas reports are being received and preventative action is being taken to curb what 
could be later listed as negative statistics. We in the agency will be pleased to receive 
all constructive input that the citizens are willing to contribute. 

Safety Officer Andras J. Nyari reports the following activities during the 1977 
school year. 

From kindergarten to the 8th grade instruction conducted through 81 school 
assemblies and at individual classroom levels with audio-visual aids. Subjects ranged 
from: school bus evacuation, school bus conduct while on bus and at stops, ice safety, 
pedestrian safety, bicycle safety, and water safety. Some other activities include 
Helping Hands Program in coordination with Falmouth Junior OutLook Club, Tri- 
Town (Falmouth, Bourne, Sandwich) Bicycle Rodeo. 
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Safety Patrol: Training of 9 adult and 9 student crossing guards stationed at key 
crossing points at schools. A special Pedestrian Citation was awarded to the Town of 
Falmouth by the Massachusetts Divisionof AAA based on the fact there was no injury 
to children during school hours. 

Published and distributed booklets “‘Outwitting Bad Check Passers’’ and ‘‘Shop 
Lifting’. Operation ‘‘Hot Car’, in cooperation with ALA to reduce car theft, applica- 
tions available at Police Station. Operation ‘‘Identification’’, project Theft Guard was 
conducted adding 92 persons in 1977 and giving a total of 397 since its inception. 


Radar Patrol since January 1, 1977 in cooperation with the Governor’s Highway 
Safety Program, has issued 425 traffic citations, the majority for speeding. 


School bus related complaints totaled 11, bus stop complaints 32, general safety 
hazards and complaints 41, all of which were investigated. 


A total of 1,233 bicycles were registered in cooperation with the Falmouth Junior 
Outlook Club. 


During 1977 the department has had eleven permanently appointed officers added 
to its compliment resulting from many years of correspondence with the Division of 
Personnel in Boston, Massachusetts. The officers appointed are as follows: John L. 
Condon, Michael B. D’Alto, Nancy M. Groh, Percy L. Kennedy, William J. 
McManamin, Roman A. Medeiros, Antonio Mello, Jr., Michel P. Morgan, Thomas P. 
Mountford, Richard M. Smith, Jr., and Paul A. Stone. 


The Juvenile Division under the supervision of Paul D. Carreiro, Community Ser- 
vice Officer, reports an increase in the more serious crimes and family problems. 
Drug arrests by count are down but the charges were more serious pertaining to sales 
more than possession. The general feeling following is to get the pusher rather than 
the user. Break down as follows: breaking and entering 87, larcenies 47, vandalism 35, 
arson 6, assaults 6, bomb scares 2, drug offenses 13. 


Family and domestic problems are a constant part of this division and are show- 
ing a sharp increase in runaways and estrangement in the family circle. Following is 
breakdown: runaways 77, children in need of services 29, care and protection 8. 


With the cooperation of the D.P.W. Commissioner James O. Rodgers and the 
D.P.W. Director Nathan S. Ellis along with Sergeant Don L. Price and patrolmen 
from various shifts, has been completed for the use of the Law Enforcement Officers, 
an outdoor Firearms Range which has to be classed as one of the best in the area. For 
this I should like to commend all the officers who participated in completing this fine 
project. 

The internal educational process is still continuing with many officers attending 
such schools as: arson, rape team, homicide investigators, hostage management, 
narcotic and first responder. The department also has within its staff four certified 
EMT’s who have completed all requirements on their own time. They are: Craig 
Clarkson, Paul Stone, John Busby and John Coughlin. 


We wish to thank the citizens, the Board of Selectmen, all Town Agencies, the 
supervisors and officers of this department who are dedicated to the pursuance of a 
better and safer community for all citizens.

HAROLD LEE BAKER 


1899-1977 


Chief of the Falmouth Police department from 1934 until his retirement in 1962, 
Harold L. Baker played a leading role in creation of a modern police department for 
Falmouth. He had been a deputy sheriff and in the State Guard when he was ap- 
pointed to head a department of nine regular officers, and from the first his emphasis 
was on training, both in and out of town, to give the town a truly professional force. 


His police career embraced the end of the prohibition years, the depression, the 
booming war years of Camp Edwards and the rapid growth which followed. Chief 
Baker coped with each in turn, and successfully. 

Harold Baker was also a businessman, and found enough hours to build up a thriv- 


ing masonry and monument business while heading a constantly growing police 
department. He loved hunting, and for years an autumn trip to Maine after deer was a 


fixture in his schedule. 

‘‘Forthright and likeable’”’ is how the men of the department described their boss 
when Harold Baker was retiring in 1962. ‘‘We are today what Chief Harold Baker 
made us. We know we are a good force.”’ 
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THE CIVIL DEFENSE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Fiscal 1977 started out with a real test of our community’s disaster preparedness 
in the form of Hurricane ‘‘Belle,’’ which occupied center stage on 9 and 10 August. 
Although the storm never did reach our area, forecasts during the 24 hour period in- 
dicated significant possibility that our area would be stricken at approximately the 
hour of high tide. For this reason, a program of evacuation of low-lying areas was in- 
stituted. A total of five shelters were set up, utilizing three public schools, the function 
room of the Sheraton Inn and the National Guard Armory. A total of 519 persons were 
evacuated and sheltered 


At midnight of 9 August, acting under authorization of the Board of Selectmen and 
because the storm showed signs of increased activity, I declared the town to be in a 
state of emergency. Operations of the police, fire and public works departments were 
coordinated in the Emergency Operating Center until word reached us two hours 
later of the alteration of the storm path and the cancellation of the hurricane warning. 
The entire operation was conducted effectively and with a minimum of tension, 
especially considering the untrained, volunteer nature of the civil defense agency 
workers. I am personally grateful to the 16 civil defense appointees and 7 non-member 
volunteers who that night donated a total of 295 hours of service. 


The one major shortcoming which our hurricane experience uncovered was in the 
number of amateur radio operators available to us. Their portion of the operation 
forms the vital communications link with the sector and area levels of state Civil 
Defense. Your director, therefore, sought to involve more ‘“‘hams’”’ in Civil Defense, 
and I am happy to report that it was with some success. We now have a roster of 12 ac- 
tive amateur operators in the agency where, on 9 August we had had 2. In addition to 
this, at my request, the Falmouth Amateur Radio Association initiated a series of 
training classes which, in addition to introducing a number of newcomers to their hob- 
by, will provide an increased number of operators to Civil Defense. We are pleased to 
have this vital communications link in full swing. 


The other major function carried by our Civil Defense agency revolves around the 
Mobile Command Center, a van equipped with communications facilities, generator 
and lighting plant, first aid station and canteen. This vehicle is staffed, in the main, by 
Citizens’ Band operators within the Civil Defense Agency, and responds with 
Falmouth Fire Department to all working fires, as well as on Mutual Aid runs. In 
fiscal 1977, this vehicle made 88 runs, of which 21 were emergency runs within our own 
community, 9 mutual aid emergency runs to other communities and 58 routine runs 
providing non-emergency services to a variety of community organizations and pro- 
grams. A whopping 1,119 hours of service were logged by CD members in connection 
with the vehicle this year. At the year’s end, members of the Falmouth Citizens’ 
Radio League appeared near the point of purchasing and equipping a new vehicle to 
replace the present 14-year-old van in this service. 


In conjunction with Area II of the Massachusetts Defense Civil Preparedness Ad- 
ministration, Falmouth Civil Defense participated on 30 April in ‘‘Blackout 77,” a 
seminar type test exercise. Participating in that exercise, in addition to Civil Defense 
personnel, were representatives of the police and school departments. Weaknesses in 
the areas of radiological defense and shelter were uncovered; future organizational 
improvements will focus on these areas. 
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As in several recent past years, Falmouth did not participate actively this year in 
the Federal Surplus Property program, for the simple reason that the merchandise 
available through the Massachusetts agency was simply more expensive than it was 
worth. (The Federal Government makes material available free of charge, but the 
state agency must recoup its operating costs from the distribution,) We were, 
however, able to obtain the use of a military jeep through another program called Ex- 
cess Property. This vehicle is in the @are of the Conservation Department and would 
be available to the Civil Defense Agency in event of any disaster in an area inaccessi- 
ble to ordinary vehicles. 


From my perspective it has been a good, as well as active year. My thanks to the 
Selectmen for their support and to the approximately 35 members of the Civil Defense 
Agency for just over 1,500 hours of service.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following report of the Falmouth Fire Department for 
the year 1977. It will be evident from the following report that the Fire Department is 
going through one of its greatest transitions since its origin as a permanent fire 
department in 1919 under the late Chief Ray D. Wells or the dissolution of the Board of 
Engineers as the governing body of the Fire Department with the adoption by the 
Town Meeting of Section 42 of Chapter 48 in 1956. 


This transition began its evolution with the acceptance by the Town Meeting in 
April of Section 42A of Chapter 48 of the General Laws which placed the Fire Depart- 
ment under the direction of the Board of Selectmen and made them the appointing 
authority instead of the fire chief. Further change occurred when Chief Leighton F’. 
Peck reached the mandatory retirement age. 


Chief Peck retired on August 14, 1977 after twenty-two years as Chief and forty- 
eight years service in the department as call fire fighter and permanent fire fighter. 
He served in every rank in the department. During his tenure he supervised a stable 
administration of the department and demonstrated leadership and ability in the con- 
trol and extinguishment of fires. Appreciation for this service was expressed at a 
testimonial dinner in his honor on September 6, 1977. 


An acting chief was appointed on August 14, 1977 and a Civil Service examination 
for fire chief was held at Town Hall on December 17, 1977. Two deputy chiefs and two 
captains took the examination and the results are expected in the early spring of 1978. 


The acting chief, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, reorganized the 
structure of the department by bringing the deputy chiefs into administration and 
placing the captains in charge of the four shifts in addition to their co-lateral staff 
functions of training, supply, fire prevention and emergency medical service. 


The following primary objectives were set for the Fire Department during the 
fiscal year 1978-1979. 

1. The completion of plans and initiation of town meeting action on the combined 
new fire station and mechanic shop in East Falmouth under the direction of the Fire 
Department Buildings and Locations Committee. 
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2. The purchase of a new pumping engine for headquarters to replace the present 
engine which is twenty-two years old. The old engine will become a reserve engine 
which is needed by a town of this size. 


The policy of sending all new recruits to the Massachusetts Fire Fighting 
Academy has been continued. Anthony T. Garner who was appointed on September 
11, 1977 attended the fall session, graduated with excellent marks and is now assigned 
to a regular shift at headquarters. This system of training recruits is necessary 
because the work load and size of our department prevents an uninterrupted and com- 
prehensive training program for them. 


The training program has been completely revised to bring it in conjunction with 
the practices taught at the State Fire Fighting Academy. 


Our rescue boats were called out several times this year for drownings and near 
drownings. Fire fighters Edward V. Mello and Patrick P. Bishop were commended 
for their rescue of two adults and three children when a pleasure craft sank suddenly 
in the cold choppy waters off Surf Drive on October 22, 1977. Because of the danger of 
hypothermia, rapid response and recovery are necessary during the months when the 
water temperature is low. The Coast Guard was involved in a similar rescue effort at 
the same time off Woods Hole, in which one of the victims died. Therefore, it is my 
belief that the courage and ability of these two fire fighters and their support person- 
nel made the difference between survival and non-survival of these children and 
adults. 


The department responded to two calls of children who had fallen into swimming 
pools. One was recovered too late to be saved and one was found in time and was taken 
to Falmouth and Boston hospitals for treatment for inhalation of water. We responded 
a total of eighteen times to reports of near drownings. 


Our scuba team assisted by support personnel and mutual aid scuba teams 
recovered three bodies in our town during 1977 and assisted in reciprocal mutual aid 
calls twice. Our team received mutual aid twice. Under the leadership of Robert 
Weeks and his assistant, Edward Denton, efforts will be made during 1978 to train 
more fire fighters in this field. 


The Fire Department in conjunction with the Ambulance Committee is studying 
and evaluating the present response of personnel to medical emergencies. Additional 
personnel are requested to eliminate the present policy of depleting either of the two 
branches by swapping manpower for the primary call. 


The Civil Defense truck and personnel once again deserve the appreciation of the 
department and the town for their efforts at fires and incidents such as drownings. 
They deserve the support of the citizens in their quest for funds to complete a replace- 
ment vehicle. 


Several major fires occurred during 1977 including the total destruction of the 
Talbot Howe Estate in Quissett and the Captain’s House in Menauhant. These fires 
and several others were the result of deliberate arson. One of these at Tataket Square 
and two in thickly congested Falmouth Heights were potentially dangerous to 
neighboring structures. A total of thirty-two known incendiary fires and sixteen of 
unknown Causes, some of which could have been incendiary, indicates the magnitude 
and seriousness of the arson problem in our town. It is important to the community 
that any persons having information about suspicious fires report same to fire or 
police officials. An arrest has been made and inquests are being held by the fire mar- 
Shal’s office, but no convictions have been made in these cases at this date. 


This department responded to four multiple alarm fires in Falmouth and to three 
mutual aid calls out of town. 
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As more home fire alarms are being installed under the mandatory law for new 
homes, and voluntarily by others, their worth is becoming evident. It is the consensus 
of the fire service that proliferation of these devices will ultimately save more lives 
from fire than any other means. 


CETA employees have been assigned to this department, one to assist the Master 
Mechanic and one for the Fire Alarm Superintendent. Their assistance has been an 
asset and has increased the efficiency of these branches.

It has been my object to give progressive leadership and at the same time provide 
stability to the department during this period of transition between the retirement of 
Chief Peck and the appointment of a permanent fire chief. I wish to thank the officers, 
fire fighters, call fire fighters, Mrs. Hall and the staff for their assistance toward this 
goal.

I herewith submit the annual report of the Forest Warden’s Department for the 
year 1977. 


As with the Fire Department, the Forest Warden’s Department experienced a 
change in leadership during 1977 with the retirement on August 14 of Leighton F. 
Peck, who was Forest Warden of the Town for over twenty-two years. During this 
period he participated in the control and extinguishment of many large brush fires, 
both in the Town and in adjoining towns. Many of these fires were of a dangerous 
nature and he developed a skill that was recognized throughout the area. His par- 
ticipation in organizations and legislation dedicated to preservation of our forest 
lands was unflagging. We wish him many years of enjoyable retirement. 


We were fortunate to have a heavy and well distributed rainfall during 1977 which 
is one of the factors in determining the seriousness of brush fires. The department 
responded to 141 calls—most of which were of a minor nature caused by children and 
matches. One of these fires in particular developed into a fast moving fire that would 
have been difficult to control had the wind direction been different. The seriousness of 
this cause of fires cannot be overstated, especially if we have a dry windy season. 
Five of these fires were in the vicinity of the Falmouth High School which is located in 
a heavily wooded area near the town forest. 


With the recent series of wet seasons we must not be lulled into complacency 
about the seriousness of the brush fire situation. Fires of this nature are often fast 
moving and can destroy valuable watershed areas and devaluate property in a short 
period of time. 


Although former large areas are being cut up, more people live in those so-called 
deep wooded areas and people are the principal cause of brush and woods fires. 


This department intends to work closely with Mathew Souza, the conservation of- 
ficer in his efforts to protect such areas as the recently acquired Beebe Woods from 
the danger of fires. We also support the efforts of the D.P.W. to restrict access to the 
Long Pond Water Shed area since easy access increases the probability of a fire in 
this area. 


An article has been placed in the 1978 Annual Warrant to obtain a new brush truck 
for this department. At present we have only two brush trucks, one of which is over 
thirty years old. Although we are fortunate to have the County Breaker #1 housed at 
our North Falmouth Station, we cannot rely on its availability since during the crucial 
period of high forest fire danger it may be committed to fires in other sections of the 
county or adjacent counties. The acquisition of this vehicle is necessary for the pro- 
tection of our woodlands. 

We responded seven times to mutual aid calls from our neighboring communities 
and used their services twice under the mutual aid system. The closeness of our 
operation is evidenced by the fact that the Fire Chiefs of the three adjoining towns and 
the Chief of Otis Air Force Base are Deputy Forest Wardens for our Town. 

In conclusion I wish to commend the off-duty permanent firefighters and the 
callmen of the Falmouth Fire Department for their rapid response when called dur- 
ing the past year for brush fires. Their prompt arrival to assist the on-duty crew often 
makes the difference between a small fire and a large fire.

Gentlemen: 


Following is the annual report of the Fire Department Buildings and Locations 
Committee for the year 1977. 


The committee held a total of nineteen regular and special meetings during the 
year 1977. 


At the meeting on February 3, it was voted to accept the building from Contractor 
Frederick DeMello as substantially complete; and the personnel and vehicles official- 
ly moved into the new station on March 4, 1977. 


‘Open House’”’ was held at the new station Saturday, August 20, with the commit- 
tee, the architect, general contractor and many guests present. 


Fire Chief Leighton F. Peck retired on August 14, 1977 and was replaced by Acting 
Chief James F. Rogers who was elected chairman of this Committee at the meeting 
on September 7, 1977. 


On September 29, the committee voted to transfer $2,500 from the Woods Hole Sta- 
tion funds to Plans for the new East Falmouth station. This action was confirmed by 
town meeting vote on October 12, Special Town Meeting. 


Four architectual firms were interviewed, and on December 22 the committee 
voted to engage Mr. Dieter Sig! to draw schematic plans for the proposed new East 
Falmouth Fire Station and Repair Shop. 


The committee wishes to thank Chief Peck for his service as Chairman of this 
committee and wish him well in his retirement. We also thank Captain Charles A. 
Clarkin for his efforts and advice during the planning and construction of the Woods 
Hole Station, the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution , the Department of Public 
Works and others who assisted during construction. 


A letter of commendation for the design construction and landscaping was receiv- 
ed from the Falmouth Council for Civic Beautification. This building is an asset to the 
village of Woods Hole and the Town of Falmouth.

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REPORT OF THE AMBULANCE COMMITTEE 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Chief Leighton F. Peck retired this year after twenty-two years as chairman of 
this committee. Acting Chief James F. Rogers is serving as chairman until a perma- 
nent fire chief is appointed by the Selectmen. 


The Falmouth Rescue Squad now has six advanced emergency medical techni- 
cians (E.M.Ts.), educated with funds from the Robert Wood J ohnson Foundation. The 
Advanced E.M.Ts., in addition to first aid, are qualified to administer life-sustaining 
medications, institute intravenous therapy and defilbrilate patients in cardiac ar- 
rest—all under direct supervision of the emergency room physician, with whom the 
E.M.T. is in contact via a newly-purchased two-way hand-held radio. 


Acting Chief Rogers would like to see a staffing pattern of one E.M.T. and one Ad- 
vanced E.M.T. on duty at all times. In order to achieve this, the Ambulance Commit- 
tee will be requesting four additional men to be trained as E.M.Ts. to staff the am- 
bulance. 


A contract has been signed with Blue Cross-Blue Shield providing direct billing to 
them for ambulance service for subscribers of that health insurance. Reimbursement 
would be made direct to the supplier. 


Captain Charles Clarkin, in addition to his other duties, has been assigned 
Supervisor-Coordinator of the rescue service, as the involvement of keeping the ser- 
vice at its best requires increasing amounts of time of a person knowledgeable in 
emergency rescue and transport. 


Costs of equipment and personnel of the rescue service will be kept separately. 
The cost of each rescue run is now being totalled so that we might more effectively 
review the service provided. 


Bids have been opened for a new, equipped vehicle to replace the Cadillac am- 
bulance purchased in 1971, and which no longer meets Federal and State regulations 
for transport. The bid will be submitted to the town meeting in April. The town pur- 
chased the present Class I ambulance in 1975, which has since serviced approximate- 
ly 950—1,000 runs per year. Another vehicle is needed due to the wear and tear on this 
vehicle ;—the 1975 ambulance would be used for ‘“‘back-up”’ transportation. 


The greatest number of emergency runs in the town of Falmouth is in the East 
Falmouth area, according to studies completed last fall. The Ambulance Committee 
is giving consideration to making a request for space to house an ambulance and the 
personnel to operate it, at the new East Falmouth Fire station which is to be built in 
the near future. 

Consideration is also being given to an increase in the present rate of service 
charge which is now $25.00 plus $1.00 per loaded mile. 

As the town and the rescue service grow (1957—288 runs, 1967—557 runs, and 
1977—1240 runs) many changes are taking place. The Ambulance Committee is at- 
tempting to project future needs. Some of the suggestions brought to our attention 
are: 
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1. Having one officer, who would also be an Advanced E.M.T., with the sole 
responsibility of the rescue service. 
2. Having rescue service personnel separated from fire-fighting duties. 
3. Having a third vehicle.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING INSPECTOR

Gentlemen: 

Submitted herewith by the Building Commissioner is the annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1977: 

During the year, a total of 1,148 permits for construction estimated to cost 
$13,741,401.00 were issued from this office. These permits include all new dwellings, 
apartment buildings, commercial buildings, town buildings, accessory buildings, 
garages, alterations, sign permits, and use & occupancy permits. 


In accordance with applications filed in this office, building construction in 
Falmouth for the past year is as follows:

Fees collected and paid to the Town Treasurer from Building Permits, Alteration 
Permits, Sign Permits and Use & Occupancy Permits issued in 1977 were $16,448.00 
and $6,312.00 was turned over to the Town Treasurer from Certificate of Inspection 
Fees. 


There were 96 Board of Appeals applications held during the year for Special Per- 
mits, Variances, and Exceptions of the Zoning By-Laws. 


The responsibility of making inspections on buildings, structures and properties, 
in the case where permits have been issued has increased 200% since two (2) years 
ago. 

The 1975 town report shows 502 combined permits were issued. This year, the 
1,148 permits as stated in this report shows the tremendous increase in construction. 


The Board of Selectmen were able to procure a C.E.T.A. contract for a local 
(assistant) building inspector in May. The 1,463 combined inspections he has made, 
are all logged in the Building Department. There are as follows: 1,044 building 
frames, 214 completed residences, 19 unregistered cars, 151 signs, 35 wood burning 
stoves. 


The combined inspections made by the Building Commissioner are as follows: 520 
site plan reviews and inspections, 96 plan reviews for board of appeals applications, 
550 various building frame inspections, 155 completed residences, 29 unregistered 
vehicles, 201 sign violations, 208 inspections of places of assembly, 24 wood burning 
stoves and approximately 125 other investigations and inspections involving enforce- 
ment of the Zoning By-Laws. 


This last duty of the Building Commissioner, has evolved into demanding a large 
portion of the time available for the various duties. Being the ‘‘zoning agent”’ requires 
a great deal of time to research the actual use of land and buildings within the zoning 
districts. This includes reviewing applications for newly desired locations of business 
or industrial uses, but also the existing locations. 


Many of these can be dated back to before 1926 and therefore are called ‘‘non- con- 
forming uses’’! But the bulk of them have been issued either by special permits, ex- 
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ceptions or variances by the Board of Appeals, or in some cases before 1966 by the 
Board.of Selectmen. The magnitude of the amount of investigation time, and inspec- 
tions can be appreciated by knowing how many have been issued over the years. Over 
3,000 are documented in the Building Department. 

This is partly what is meant by enforcing the Zoning By-Laws. It’s a big job! It’sa 
very responsible job! 

At this time, I thank the Board of Selectmen, the Town Counsel, including the 
other town officials, for their cooperation and assistance to all of us in the Building 
Department. 

I also commend the local news media for enlightening the average homeowner, 
proprietor’s of businesses or whoever it may concern, of the Building Department’s 
latest reports and policies which are a direct concern for the health, safety and 
welfare of all the residents or visitors of our community.

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REPORT OF THE HOUSING AUTHORITY 


To: The Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


The Falmouth Housing Authority is a five-member board created in 1947 by a vote 
of Town Meeting under the state law, Chapter 121, Section 3 as amended. Four 
members are elected by the voters in Falmouth for staggered five year terms; the 
fifth member is appointed by the Governor of the Commonwealth. The Authority 
operates under the supervision of the Department of Community Affairs and the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development for the purpose of providing ‘‘de- 
cent, safe and sanitary dwelling accommodations, and with no profit or revenue”’ for 
individuals and families who are unable to afford housing in the regular market. The 
Authority is not subject to the town’s zoning by-law and building regulations, but it 
operates under these requirements even though it functions under the General Laws 
of the Commonwealth. It is the only local government agency concerned with housing 
in the town and it operates entirely independent of any private interests. The Housing 
Authority is now located at 346 Gifford Street (Homeport), Falmouth. 


To oversee the housing needs and arrangements of Falmouth and to decide which 
programs should be initiated, the Authority employs an Executive Director. an Ad- 
ministrator/Assistant Director and several Clerical assistants. The Authority obtains 
the co-operation of local real estate agents and builders to help in its planning and 
land dealings. At monthly, open public meetings, the Authority hears reports from its 
two Directors and sets policies. It periodically reports to federal and state agencies 
and yearly reports to the Town of Falmouth. Its books are audited yearly by state 
auditors for state operated programs and bi-annually, by independent auditors for 
federally funded programs. 


The law requires that there be no discrimination is selecting tenants for leased 
programs, other than greatest need and date of application, nor can there be 
discrimination in unleased units.

LEASED HOUSING 


The Housing Authority administers a leased housing program under Chapter 707 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth. Funds for this program are made 
available through The Department of Community Affairs. The Annual Contribution 
Contract for 1977 amounted to $210,346.00 covering 102 units for occupancy by low- in- 
come families of the Town. 


The Authority also administers two leased housing programs through the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development. One is under Section 23 of the United States 
Housing Act of 1937. Rent subsidies for 70 units are provided for through this program. 
The Annual Contribution Contract for Section 23 is $155,763.00. The other Leased Hous- 
ing Program under Section 8 Housing Assistance Payments Program of the United 
States Housing Act of 1974 provided $431,124.00 under the Annual Contributions Con- 
tract for 130 subsidized units. 


Under this program, families whose income do not exceed 80 percent of the Me- 
dian Income for Barnstable County would be eligible for housing assistance. The 
Tenants are responsible for locating their own housing units and negotiating their own 
leases. Their contribution is 25 percent of their income for rent and utilities. 

There are in excess of 500 applications on file for rental assistance housing.

OTHER HOUSING 


Because many summer people choose to buy homes on Cape Cod, rent them in the 
winter and move here in the summer, reasonable rentals are exceedingly rare in 
Falmouth. This has led to a crisis for moderate as well as low-income people. One 
apartment development exists in Falmouth, and is run by the United Church Homes. 
This is for senior citizens of moderate income and there is a waiting list. Other apart- 
ments and houses can be secured through real estate dealers, and newspaper ads. 


The Authority appreciates the co-operation it has received from the various Town 
Departments during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE BARNSTABLE COUNTY HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT 
July 1, 1976 to June 30, 1977 


Through the provision of health protection and health regulation, health promo- 
tion, health services and health planning the department continues to meet its respon- 
sibilities. 

Health Protection: Communicable disease control has focused on the Federally 
sponsored ‘‘swine flu’’ program. An additional registered nurse worked with the two 
public health nurse directors in coordinating the distribution of vaccine and syringes, 
in assisting towns in the planning for public clinics and in gathering statistics. Fun- 
ding for this nurse was provided by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
to the town of Barnstable directly. 


Case finding, interpreting the epidemiologic procedures to be followed, and ar- 
ranging for follow-up care, varied depending on the disease entity. Vaccines, 
diagnostic kits and supplies were distributed to physicians, public health nurses and 
health agents. 


Tuberculosis control activities have been an important part of the health depart- 
ment’s program. Mantoux testing (a tuberculin skin test) mandatory for screening of 
all who work with children—teachers, volunteers, bus drivers and day care staff—is 
coordinated by the Barnstable County Health Department. Nursing home and 
residential home staff are also skin tested. Those needing further follow-up receive 
chest x-rays and medical evaluation at a Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
sponsored chest clinic. Barnstable County Health Department provides coordination 
of this follow-up with home health agencies, schools, day care centers and nursing 
homes in the fifteen towns of Barnstable County.The five cases of Tuberculosis oc- 
curring in the ’76-’77 fiscal years as well as their contacts were also followed closely 
by Barnstable County Health Department staff. 


Current information on travel is received weekly. Travelers were advised on re- 
quired immunizations and their international health certificates were approved. 


The Barnstable County Health Department laboratory provided bacteriological 
analyses of samples of milk, shellfish harvesting areas, and well, pond and ground 
waters; this year chemical analyses have been done on selected water samples 
especially for the presence of nitrates which would also indicate pollution. 


A determination of freedom from lead paint is now required under certain rules 
and regulations pertaining to buildings where pre-school children would be. The 
chemical examination of paint-chip samples for lead paint is a simple method which 
we now use. We hope to improve the scope and caliber of this testing service. The ex- 
tent of lead poisoning in children is not known, information seems to indicate that it is 
sub-clinical if it exists at all. 


In addition, sanitarians provided utensil swab studies, inspections of restaurants 
and mobile food services, also inspections of swimming pools, beaches and pond 
waters, of schools, and day care centers, and they work closely with health agents and 
Boards of Health in the enforcement of the Sanitary Code. 


Health Promotion: Actually all aspects of health protection include health promo- 
tion, since the staff provide scientific data and offer educational services. Work-shops 
for Health Agents were held, as well as three workshops for Day Care Center Staff. 


A planned series of five seminars was held for community health nurses on the 
subject ‘‘The Role of the Community Nurse In The Care of the Cardiac Patient’’, with 
continuing education units granted, 31 nurses attended. Additional programs were of- 
fered in mental health, tuberculosis management, alcoholism, and an average of 25 
attended each session. 


School programs on ‘‘Postural Screening’ were held in the Nauset Regional 
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Schools; 36 nurses, physicians, physical education staff and administrators attended, 
with 0.4 continuing education units offered. 


Classroom education in dental health and assistance to nurses and teachers was 
offered in seven elementary schools. The Dental Hygienists Association met monthly 
with planned study clubs for credits. 


The medical social worker has participated in the planning and implementation 
of a series of workshops provided through the Mental Health Continuing Education 
Corsortium. This project was funded by the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare and developed by McLean Hospital, New England Medical Center and Boston 
University School of Social Work. The first conference was for the non-professional 
providers of patient care in long term care facilities. 


The Health Resource Center at the Cape Cod Community College is co-sponsored 
by this department. Two public meetings were held to demonstrate the use of the 
audiovisual equipment, available for members to borrow, and the types of teaching 
materials available on loan. 


Health Services: Dental screening, prophylaxis and flouride treatment were 
given to elementary age children in the schools. 


Consultation to the school nurses, assistance in the development of health policies 
and regulations pertaining to the use of psychotropic drugs, discussions about ap- 
plications for waiver from the existing state requirements, instruction in administra- 
tion and reading of tuberculin skin tests were services provided. 


Seven home health agencies involving eleven nurses and three visiting nurses 
received supervision as needed, attendance at their professional advisory committee 
meetings, preparation and participation in surveys for medicare certification. All 
seven agencies were re-certified. In-service education opportunities were provided or 
obtained for them. Leadership and participation in regional planning for these agen- 
cies continues with the Southeast Regional office of the Department of Public Health 
and the Massachusetts Association of Community Health Agencies. Consultation has 
been provided to the staff and administration of the Falmouth Nursing Association 
and the Visiting Nurse Association of Central Cape Cod. 


Medical Social Services were expanded, with a full-time graduate student from 
Boston College School of Social Work for two semesters. Conferences and assistance 
to families is on a confidential basis, and arranged in conjunction with medical direc- 
tion and objectives; guidance for other health professionals has been provided. 


The Handicapped Children’s Clinic has served 387 children and their families. 
Staff has participated in CORE evaluations at schools, have made recommendations 
for recreation and camp opportunities. Following an inquiry and a medical referral, 
families are visited at home prior to coming to the clinic and then followed as needed. 
We have participated in a management study conducted by research staff from 
M.I.T. under contract with the Division of Family Health Services. We have been 
most fortunate in having the full support of the staff and Trustees of Barnstable Coun- 
ty Hospital in the use of facilities for clinical sessions. 


Health Planning: The compilation of monthly statistics, the documentation of in- 
quiries for services, the participation on committees, the discussions at monthly staff 
meetings, the on-going self-evaluation of personnel and of services, provide a base for 
planning. 

Of major importance has been involvement with the new Health Systems Agency 
of Region V, and membership on the sub-area Council here, and on the taskforce on 
Health Promotion and Prevention of illness. 

Staff are serving on planning and advisory committees of Elder Services, of Of- 
fice for Children, town government, of Department of Mental Health, of Barnstable 
County Hospital, of Cape Cod Hospital, of the 208 Wastewater Management Project, of 
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Home Health agencies.

REPORT OF THE FALMOUTH NURSING ASSOCIATION 


The Falmouth Nursing Association, Inc. has been providing the residents of the 
Town of Falmouth Maternal and Child Health Services, Well Child Conferences, Im- 
munization Clinics and Communicable Disease Control through qualified public 
health staff under a contractual arrangement with the Board of Health. 

In the year 1977 the citizens have received the following services: 

Maternal & Child Health Services—1969 Visits 

Post partum, new born and pre-school child visits. 

Referrals for service are routinely sent from the local hospitals. 

Expectant Parents Classes are held in cooperation with Falmouth Hospital staff. 

Well Child Conferences—Attendance 122 

Pediatricians from Falmouth are in attendance to assess the well child. The con- 
ferences are held monthly. ‘e 
Flu Clinics—Attendance 320 

Two clinics were held with 320 individuals receiving immunizations. 

Immunization Clinics—Attendance 281 

The use of the triple vaccine, measles, mumps, rubellas has decreased the need 
for some return visits. 

The importance of immunication for crippling diseases cannot be stressed 
enough. Clinics are open to everyone. 

Immunizations include: 

Diphtheria, Pertussis, Tetanus 
D.P.T. Boosters 
Trivalent Polio 
Trivalent Polio Boosters 
Measles/Mumps/German Measles 
Tuberculin Tine Test 
Senior Citizen Counseling 

There are two nurses at the Senior Citizen Center 4 times a month and one nurse 

at the Housing Units once a month to assess, counsel and teach all interested citizens. 


There were 1962 senior citizens seen at both places. 


In addition to the contracted services the community received care of the sick 
visiting.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN 
HUMAN SERVICES COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Human Services Committee has had a busy and productive year in 1977. The 
major emphasis in this past year has been to stabilize the operation of Falmouth 
Social Services and to build upon the gains made in 1976. The office has continued to 
build relationships with other agencies and services within the community in order to 
develop a more comprehensive and less fragmented network of services. 


The Committee continues to employ a full time Coordinator of Social Services, 
William Aliski, and a three-quarter time social worker, Susan Beardsley. In phasing 
out the Hotline service the Committee absorbed one position in its own operation. Ms. 
Susan Patchen, MSW, is currently employed as the Youth Worker and spends much of 
her time working with the schools, the police and the courts in assisting troubled 
adolescents. Ms. Susan Miller, a psychiatric nurse, is working twelve hours per week 
with the elderly on a special grant from Elder Services of Cape Cod. The Committee 
has been able to allocate existing resources more effectively, while providing ser- 
vices to more residents in need in the community. The more efficient allocation of 
resources has actually reduced the direct service element of the budget by 5.7% for 
the fiscal year 1977 to fiscal year 1978. 


In the Spring of 1976 the Committee received a request from the Selectmen and 
the Finance Committee to assume jurisdiction over other agency appropriations for 
Human Services. Consequently the Committee spends considerable time reviewing 
requests, evaluating services and negotiating contracts with agencies receiving Town 
funds. The Committee has contracts with the Nauset Workshop for the Retarded, 
Cape Cod Mental Health Association, and the Child Development Program of Cape 
Cod. In this fiscal year the Committee was given responsibility for the appropriation 
to Elder Services of Cape Cod for the elderly nutrition program in Falmouth. Addi- 
tional requests for Town funds for Human Services have been handed over to the 
Committee for their recommendation by the Selectmen. The Committee endeavors to 
evaluate services and ensure fiscal accountability of all agencies receiving Town 
funds under contract. The Committee has witnessed the growth in the number of 
agencies requesting Town funds, and while this situation is not unique to Falmouth, 
the Committee feels that we have made a good beginning in our efforts to control 
overlapping and duplicative services. 


The Human Services Committee, through the office of the Falmouth Social Ser- 
vices, has been involved in a number of community projects, the most significant of 
which are the After School Day Care Program in the Teaticket and the Mullen-Hall 
Schools and the Meals on Wheels Program for the home-bound elderly. Other projects 
include a printed Directory of Human Services prepared by Media Workshop for 
residents of Falmouth, which is available to all residents. This Directory has received 
many favorable comments and its format and content are being copied by other areas 
of the Cape. Finally, the office has become the focal point for the rebuilding of the 
Falmouth Community Council which is already beginning to gather the interest and 
support of various elements in the community. 


The actual client caseload of Falmouth Social Services has increased significant- 
ly during the year. The increase is partly the result of more staff working directly for 
the Committee, but it is also because the service has become more widely known and 
accepted in the community. Referrals and requests for services come from sources 
throughout the Town and total 172 cases, more than double the number for the calen- 
dar year 1976. Contacts with clients vary widely in length and intensity, but tend to re- 
quire several visits at a minimum. 


In addition to individual casework the Committee staff have made efforts to 
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utilize the techniques of supportive group therapy to engage otherwise hard to reach 
clients. Currently there are two support groups for elderly widows and widowers led 
by Susan Miller. More recently Susan Beardsley has been involved with the Falmouth 
Nursing Association in the development of a supportive group for teenaged mothers. 
Over the next year we hope to expand the program and seek outside revenue to make 
it an integral part of a network of services available locally. 


Finally the Committee has made a proposal to the Personnel and Finance Com- 
mittee to establish a Department of Human Services in order to place the Social 
Worker position and the Coordinator of Social Services position in the Town Salary 
Administration Plan. The Committee feels that such approval is necessary in order to 
attract and retain qualified professionals. 

The Committee would like to make a special note of appreciation to Ms. Marjorie 
Donovan of the Town Information and Clerical Center for her tireless efforts and 
cheerful cooperation in the past year. Her work is no less a part of the overall effort of 
the Human Services Committee and is deserving of our recognition.

REPORT OF THE FALMOUTH COUNCIL ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Ground breaking ceremonies were held on April 11, 1977, at the Dillingham 
Avenue building site for the new Town of Falmouth Senior Center. Selectman John 
DeMello, Jr., Council on Aging Chairman Eileene Finnell, Secretary of the Council, 
Mrs. Tony Andrews, Building Study Committee Chairman Dr. Alfred Clements, 
Joseph Greaney, Department of Elder Affairs, Architect Robert Wilson, James Vidal 
of the V & V Construction Company and Earle V. Flagg, Center Director, were among 
those taking part in the ceremony. The new building was built with a $100,000 grant 
from HUD, and represents the culmination of the goal of the Council on Aging. The 
much needed building will serve as the focal point in the community where the needs 
of senior citizens can be met in dignified and congenial surroundings. The Center was 
opened on December 21st, and the Annual Senior Citizens’ Christmas Party attracted 
175 persons. The Building Furnishings Committee, chaired by Mr. William Murray, 
selected the furnishings for the new building. Mrs. Rhea Zwilling and Mrs. Anna 
Lopes were co-Chairmen of the committee that selected and made all the draperies 
for the building. The Council on Aging wishes to express its appreciation to the many 
individuals who worked untiringly to make it all possible. The official dedication of 
the building will take place in the Spring. 


Council on Aging members elected for the year were Eileene Finnell, Chairman, 
Vincent Inness Vice-Chairman, Mrs. Tony Andrews, Secretary-Treasurer, Reverend 
Richard Crowell Legislative Affairs, and Beatrice Scannell Historian. Rev. John 
Magnani tendered his resignation due to his reassignment, and it was accepted with 
regret. Rev. James McCarthy was appointed to replace him. Mrs. Manuel Lopes was 
appointed to the Council to fill the vacancy caused by the loss of Alice Dolan, who had 
been secretary of the Council since its beginning. The Senior Center staff consisted of 
the Lt. Col.Earle V. Flagg, Executive Director; Mary Spencer, Administrative Assis- 
tant during the leave of absence of Erma Whybrew; Ola Savage, Receptionist, and 
Lorina Dufresne, table sales. 


The Council on Aging has maintained its steady growth and increased activitiy in 
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all areas of its responsibility. 295 persons registered at the Senior Center during the 
year, bringing the total to more than 2,650. Senior Center programs and activities 
were well attended and attracted an average of over 775 persons per month. Pottery, 
Handiwork, Oil Painting, Woodcarving, Macrame, Sewing and Quilt making classes 
are offered weekly. Blue Cross-Medex counseling, Senior Citizen Job placement, 
Health Counseling and Blood Pressure Clinics are conducted monthly. The Senior 
Center also serves as an RSVP Station for providing volunteer opportunities for in- 
terested senior citizens. Special activities such as the annual Senior Citizens Picnic 
have been especially well received and attended. Many new programs and projects 
can now be planned that were not possible in the limited space of our other building. 


The Council on Aging mini bus has completed another year of much needed ser- 
vice for the elderly of Falmouth. This year the mini bus carried 7,737 persons, travel- 
ed a total of 24,508 miles and received a donation of 2,057 gallons of gasoline from 12 
local service stations. The Council wishes to express its appreciation to these generous 
business men and also to all the people who have donated to this worthwhile program. 


The Council on Aging has remained in close contact with other Councils and State 
Agencies serving the needs of the Elderly. The Council maintains membership in the 
Cape and Islands Region Councils on Aging. Col. Flagg serves on the Board of Direc- 
tors of Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands and is a member of the Transporta- 
tion Committee. He is also a member of the Massachusetts Association of Senior 
Center Directors and Cape Agencies Relating to the Elderly. The Director and Coun- 
cil members have participated in workshops and Seminars conducted at Southeastern 
Massachusetts University and CIRCA regional meetings in order to keep well inform- 
ed on programs pertinent to the needs of the elderly. The Council on Aging, with the 
assistance of AARP volunteers, was designated a pass issuing center for the Barn- 
stable County ‘B’ bus program. Close co-ordination with county Transportation of- 
ficials has enabled the Council to issue over 275 passes to elderly residents in the 
Falmouth area. 


Hot lunch programs for Falmouth Senior Citizens are made available thru the co- 
operation of the School Department at three elementary schools and also at the Upper 
Cape Regional Vocational High School in Bourne. The Congregate meal site at John 
Wesley Methodist Church conducted by the Nutrition Program for the Elderly, has 
continued to serve 65 meals a day, Monday thru Friday for Falmouth area senior 
residents. 


Travel continues to be one of the most popular activities for the Senior group. 
Over 800 Seniors took part in trips organized thru the Senior Center which inducted 
tours and day trips to Rockport, Maine, Lake George, N.Y., Quincy Market, Boston 
and Tanglewood. 


The Council on Aging wishes to express its appreciation to the individuals and 
organizations who have given support to its goals. The resolution of Town Meeting to 
dedicate the building in memory of the late Selectman John DeMello, Jr., whose sup- 
port made the building a reality, is to be carried out in the dedication ceremonies. 


We wish to thank the Selectmen for their continued support especially Selectman 
Richard Paine who took over from Selectman DeMello the supervision for completion 
of the requirements for the HUD grant, and the Finance Committee for their 
understanding of this program for the needs of the elderly of Falmouth.

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REPORT OF THE RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


To the Board of Selectmen, and 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


On April 9th, a fire of suspicious origin gutted the cranberry shed used by the 
Recycling Committee since 1971. With the cooperation of the DPW Commissioners, 
Director Ellis, and Antonio Fernandes, a new Recycling Center was built at the 
Disposal Area. It opened on June 27th. 


The new facilities consist of four open bins for metal and three colors of glass: a 
small shelter for storage and aluminum; and a roll-off container for paper. The 
Center is manned every Saturday morning, and checked every day. The Recycling 
truck continues to pick up once a month in Woods Hole, West & North Falmouth, and 
East Falmouth. 


The fact that the center is open to the public seven days a week is evident in the 
tonnage figures: paper has increased 25% over the comparable six month period in 
1976. Other tonnages have held steady. Steel is presently being stockpiled because the 
market is low. 


Final totals for the year are: 179 Tons of paper worth $2753; 94T glass (including 
24 tons awaiting shipment) worth $2303; and 6.5 T metal, mainly aluminum, worth 
$531. Grand totals: 279.5T worth $5587. Expenses were $2516, leaving a net profit to the 
town of $3071.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES

During the year, Veterans’ Dependents, Dependent Parents, Widows of World 
War One and Two, the Korean Conflict and Vietnam were aided in accordance with 
Chapter 115 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Seven World War I, eighteen World War II, one Korean and two Vietnam 
Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. The widows and dependent parents were 
assisted in preparing the necessary forms for pensions, burial allowance, Social 
Security claims and grave markers. 


Thirty-five markers have been applied for. All have been received and implanted. 
Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in local cemeteries have been 
taken care of during the year. 


Forty-two Veterans and widows have been aided in making out their annual in- 
come statements. 

This office has processed four Vietnam applicants for the Massachusetts Vietnam 
Bonus; and also aided four hundred and twelve Veterans and dependents in filing for 


education benefits, on the job training, pensions, home loans and many other benefits 
during the year. 
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Reimbursement by the State Department of Veterans’ Services to the Excess and 
Deficiency Account is made for fifty percent of all expenditures except Administra- 
tion. 


A summary of money expended for Veterans’ Services is listed and compiled by 
the Town Accountant and can be found in his report; therefore, it will not be repeated 
here. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and all Town Officials who 
have co-operated with this Department during the year.

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REPORT OF THE SHELLFISH OFFICER 


1977 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending December 31, 1977. 


A total of 14,925 miles were patrolled by me in both car and boat. I logged thirty- 
two first offense violators while examining permit holders and their catches. Two 
men had their shellfish permits suspended. All violators returned their catches to the 
shellfish grounds under my supervision. 


Permits were examined and issued to the following: 


1,650 Family, resident 
140 Family, non-resident 
350 Family, resident over sixty-five years of age 
84 Commercial 


Project No. 1 Quahaug Transplant 


I planted 1,068 bushels of parent stock quahaugs into the waters of Green Pond 
and Great Pond for the purpose of propagating this species. 


The start of a new season got on the way in early May for the rafting of seed 
quahaugs. The rafts were put in good shape and I was ready for my first shipment ar- 
riving in Falmouth by air freight on May 26, 1977 from the Coastal Zone Resources 
Corporation in North Carolina. On the day of arrival 120,000 seed quahaugs, size *’’ to 
4’’, were planted onto rafts in Quahaug Pond, West Falmouth. On August 9, 60,000 14”’ 
seed quahaugs were planted onto rafts in the above area from Cultured Clam Cor- 


poration of Dennis, Mass. Both shipments did well during the growing season. 


Dr. Judith P. Grassle, principal investigator from the Marine Biological 
Laboratory in Woods Hole, has been working along with me on a project titled ‘‘The 
Genetic Component of Growth and Survival in Raft-Cultured and Natural Populations 
of Quahaugs on Cape Cod.”’ This project if federally funded by Sea Grant. 


I plan this spring of 1978 to dig contaminated quahaugs out of Falmouth Inner 
Harbor and Eel Pond in Woods Hole and transplant them into clean waters under a 
special permit jssued by the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries. 

Project No. 2 Shellfish Survey 


My shellfish survey for 1977 has been completed. The following is a breakdown of 
the estimated bushels by known source:

Project No. 3 Oysters 


I planted twenty bushels of parent stock oysters into our waters for propagation. 
We did get a light to moderate set of oyster spat in and along our shoreline and at this 
writing they are doing fine. I worked very close with the people from the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries on the oyster program and a full report 
will be made in the fall of said studies. I am sorry that I could not open up some areas 
to the taking of oysters as I had planned. The reasons are as follows in Project No. 4. 


Project No. 4 Pollution 


On February 10, 1977, I received word from the Massachusetts Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering that certain shellfish areas were closed to the tak- 
ing of shellfish. The closure was the result of an oil spill from the Barge #65 owned by 
the Bouchard Transportation Company, Inc. Megansett Harbor fell victim first to this 
closure. As bad luck would have it, an estimated 2,000 gallons of diesel fuel escaped 
from the fishing vessel ‘‘Zerba’’ on February 12 into the waters of Great Harbor, 
Woods Hole, and by February 15, 1977, all of Great Harbor was closed to the taking of 
all shellfish. On March 4, 1977, as a result of ice stained with No. 2 fuel oil along with a 
light sheen of surface oil giving way to its identity and free to roam into our coastal 
waters and estuaries, a new closure was put into effect. At this writing, the following 
areas are closed to the taking of all shellfish due to oil spills; beginning at Great Har- 
bor, Woods Hole, and extending on through Megansett Harbor, including Quissett 
Harbor, Little and Great Sippewissett, West Falmouth Harbor, Old Silver, Herring 
River, Wild Harbor River, Wild Harbor Basin, Rand’s Canal, and Fiddler’s Cove. This 
emergency closure shall be in effect until the Massachusetts Division of Environmen- 
tal Quality Engineering monitors the shellfish in these areas and after laboratory 
tests indicate that the areas and shellfish are safe to reopen to direct harvesting of 
shellfish for food purposes. That’s the progress report. 


Fish kill, Green Pond. On August 15, 1977, I notified the Cape and Islands area 
team from the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries to come down and observe 
conditions here in Green Pond because I and others were seeing dead and dying fish 
along the shoreline. Late Saturday and Sunday, hundreds of small baitfish, namely 
juvenile menhaden, silver mullet, hogchokers, fundulus, and silversides, washed up 
on the shore. We also had a small fish kill in Great Pond and another in Quahaug 
Pond. The true cause of these fish kills is still unknown to me. 


Project 5-No. 5 Aid for Alewives 


Assistance and attention were given to our herring runs throughout the town 
assuring safe passage of alewives to and from their spawning grounds. The 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries was kind enough to stock alewife here in 
Falmouth ponds. The following is a list of ponds and amounts of herring introduced to 
these new areas: Wings Pond 2,200, Dam Pond 2,600, John’s Pond 2,200 and Mill Pond 
2,500. Also, 8,000 adult rip smelt were put into Coonamessett River. Hopefully, the 
repopulation of this species will increase the value of said fisheries in this area. 


Project No. 6 Dredge and Fill Projects 


An on the spot check of applications for dredge and fill projects were reviewed by 
me and members of the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries at the request of 
the Board of Selectmen. We feel that this works out well for both the town and state.

The 1977 scallop crop was very poor and the decline of this fisheries is not fully 
understood. In general there:appears to be little knowledge of this animal, although I 
have seen selected biographies on the bay scallop prepared by the Massachusetts 
Division of Marine Fisheries. I feel that a field study should be conducted, therefor I 
shall ask Dr. David A. Ross, Sea Grant Coordinator of the Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institute, to see if we can recruit people from the Institution to help resolve some of 
the problems facing us with this fisheries. 


Dr. David Wall of W.H.O.I. and Don Anderson of M.I.T. had a study going on in 
Perch Pond titled ‘‘Overwintering spore phenomenon in Gonyaulax tamarensis and 
prediction of shellfish toxicity in New England’’. This study of “‘red tide’’ is of great 
importance to us and is funded by a federal Sea Grant. 


One hundred and twenty bushels of quahaugs were ordered confiscated by the 
state Natural Resource agents and myself. Confiscated shellfish become the property 
of the Commonwealth, and custom is to dispose of them in the town where they will be 
most useful and is most convenient. Well, the Town of Falmouth had enough qualifica- 
tions at hand, and it wasn’t long before we were planting our share of these quahaugs 
into our waters. 


The winter of 1977 along with waterfowl who severed the necks of clams, took its 
toll of shellfish. Perch Pond got so battered by the cold weather and waterfowl that we 
lost over 95% of all the shellfish in this area alone. 


I sincerely wish to thank our Board of Selectmen, the townspeople, the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Quality Engineering, the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries, the people at W.H.O.I. and all other 
agencies who through the years have devoted their work and wisdom to make our en- 
vironment a little more useful.

REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The work load of the Commission increased and it is still growing. We held 
twenty-one hearings for the State under Chapter 131, Section 40, for piers, filling or 
altering land at or near the shore or swamp areas. Many other requests were made 
for emergency repairs to the seawalls, etc., as well as riprap jobs made necessary by 
our winter storms and the bad icing problems of the past winter. For these projects, 
inspections were made and letters sent to cover emergency repairs where property 
was being eroded or in danger of damage. In some cases, inspections were made to 
make a determination whether the requested work required a wetland hearing. 


The large storage building (Recycling Shed), at the Connamessett Bogs off John 
Parker Road was burned. The Commission and the Selectmen are planning a suitable 
building to replace it in a more accessible location. The replacement is covered by in- 
surance, and the Commission feels that the storage space is desirable for both bog 
operations and possibly storage of other seasonal Town equipment. The Commission, 
after considerable debate, decided that the problems (vandalism, etc.) outweighed 
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the usefulness of the camp on the ‘‘Hatch Property’’ at Connamessett Pond. The 
building was dismantled and removed by Town personnel. 


We received an offer of a donation of 21.5 acres of land in North Falmouth near the 
Bourne Town line. This is in the process of acceptance at this time. 


We purchased at a negotiated price a 5.45 acre site in West Falmouth, a part of the 
old “Bowman Farm”’ property. This acquisition provides a possible access to the Sip- 
pewissett marsh. 


We have worked on and for individuals and groups on areas where conservation 
easements and restrictions are under study, and one is ready for acceptance. 


Beebe Woods Conservation area: 


The Conservation Officer and his Department with the aid of C.E.T.A. personnel 
and help from the D.P.W. have constructed a small parking area. 


Trails are being cleared so that the D.P.W. Engineering Dept. can finish the survey 
and mark the boundaries. Signs have been put up, and most important, the Boulder 
and Plaque recognizing the donors have been installed. Once again the Commission 
would like to extend its grateful appreciation to the Lilly Family for its kindness and 
generosity in behalf of the Town of Falmouth. The area is attracting many interested 
people already. 


Three members resigned during the past year, Mrs. Joan Kanwisher, Dr. John 
Teal and John Martin. The Commission members and I, as Chairman, wish to thank 
them for their services. All left for good reasons and not lack of interest. Mrs. Kan- 
wisher remains as an associate member. There were quite a few applicants for 
replacement on the Commission. The three new choices had all been associate 
members, some with experience and all with lots of interest, Jean MacDougall, 
Donald Zinn and Peter Perpall. We welcome any interested persons to become 
familiar with our problems and activities. As an associate member, individuals can 
help with inspections, join in discussions and deliberations and find out if they have a 
genuine interest. They cannot vote, but can learn about the Town and help with main- 
taining its environmental quality. 


Washburn Island: 


The status of possible negotiations by the Town to purchase Washburn Island 
from its owner remained unchanged in 1977. Despite the involvement of staff 
members from the Nature Conservancy as negotiators and periodic contact with Dr. 
Lincoln Washburn by members of the Conservation Commission, Planning Board and 
Board of Selectmen, there was little enthusiastic support from townspeople for such a 
purchase under present economic conditions. The Conservation Commission con- 
tinues to support the premise that it is in the best interest of the Town of Falmouth for 
Washburn Island to be held as open space and developed for conservation and recrea- 
tion purposes. 

The bog operations are progressing. There is a major rebuilding program in pro- 
cess in the Parker Road bogs—weeds had taken over and replanting is necessary. We 
are pleased with this operation, and the Town does derive some revenue while main- 
taining a local industry. 


Once again, we are tremendously grateful for the help and cooperation we have 
received over the year from other departments of the Town.

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CONSERVATION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


I herewith submit my twenty-third annual report for the year ending 31 December 
1977. 


A total of 1,826 sporting, hunting, fishing and trapping licenses were examined by 
us. 1,212 shellfish permits were examined. The annual restocking of our reclaimed 
ponds, namely; Mares, Grews, Deep and Ashumet was completed as was the restock- 
ing of Coonamessett, Childs, Moonakis (Quashnet) rivers. Species and numbers 
stocked: Brook trout, 1,000; Brown trout, 2,500; Rainbow trout, 10,880. 


1,278 cock pheasants, 68 hen pheasants and 1,825 Bob-white quail were stocked in 
the town of Falmouth huntable areas; state land and town land. The native quail 
population showed a good increase, however, the pheasant population declined; I 
believe due to the hard cold winter. The deer herd showed a definite increase. 


On all routine patrols the conservation officers in addition to their many and 
varied duties were again required to pick up any dog found running at large. At this, 
we were highly successful as evidenced by the overall increase (as noted in the Dog 
Officer’s Report). We also handled 147 domestic animal complaints, horses, cattle, 
goats, pigs, etc. for the Board of Health Agent. We picked up all dead animals and 
birds on the highways for the Board of Health department while on our routine 
patrols. Officer Cusolito was assigned to take the Farm Animal Survey this year for 
the Board of Health Agent and this requires considerable time and effort on the part of 
our officers as Officer Chausse did it, last year. The department was rewarded for 
this work by a letter of commendation from the State through the Board of Health Of- 
fice for the accuracy of our domestic animal surveys for the Falmouth Board of 
Health. 


Below is a list of the many and varied other services performed by the depart- 
ment. 


9 deer killed by automobiles 
3 deer drowned, chased by house dogs 
2 deer rescued from water 
8 deer shot by hunters during legal season were checked by us 
18 raccoons were removed from dwellings 
raccoons were destroyed because of distemper 
11 woodchucks were removed 
snapping turtles were disposed of 
5 snakes were removed 
2 opossums removed from dwelling 
435 building sites were checked by us for wetlands and permits signed 
316 wetlands investigations were completed with 8 violations, plus 18 cease and 
desist orders issued. 


In June we acquired through a college funded program two Falmouth college 
students, David Pilla, University of New Hampshire; Thomas Kelleher, University of 
Massachusetts. Both majoring in related fields of conservation. Again this year, at 
the same time, six 14-15 year olds, local students, were assigned through CETA fund- 
ed program for a period of 3 months. These students were assigned to Officers Pilla 
and Chausse for the general clean up of the public beaches and other public areas with 
special emphasis on Falmouth Heights beach and ball park. These areas were policed 
from 6 a.m. to 10:30 a.m. Friday, Saturday, Sunday and Monday. These students are 
to be commended for their fine effort. 
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Through another CETA funded program, in July I received 10 adult men on a con- 
tractual basis, federally funded for Beebe’s Woods conservation project. This federal- 
ly funded program was very actively pursued by Selectmen George Pinto and myself, 
and we were rewarded with a 32 week grant which has since been increased to 52 
weeks. Much work has been accomplished at Beebe’s Woods repairing and restoring 
the many stone walls and opening the pathways and old cartways as they originally 
were in Mr. Beebe’s time. I had the pleasure of taking Mr. and Mrs. J. K. Lilly III, the 
donors of this property, and their attorney Mr. Edward DeWitt on a guided tour of the 
areas that we have worked on and noted their genuine pleasure at how everything was 
progressing. This of course pleases me, as I have spent so many hours in the planning, 
preparation and supervision of this project. Because I was at one time one of the 
caretakers of this estate I am fully knowledgeable of its original entirety. With 
reasonable good weather we will have much of the real rough work completed by mid- 
summer and hopefully more old trails opened by September. 


Law enforcement wise we also had a busy year, with a heavy emphasis on 
vehicular problems on private and public lands. The procedure adopted by this 
department with approval of our Selectmen under the existing laws, was to give warn- 
ing citations if the area was unposted for the first offense. If the area was posted the 
operator was issued a citation and the vehicle was towed. A breakdown of offenses 
and citations are as follows:

14 woods fires assisted the Fire Department and investigated. (9 in High School 
area) 


The two vehicles we have been using in our department were kindly given to us by 
the D.P.W. They had been earmarked for the acution, because of their age (1965) and 
condition. We have kept them running on our 7 day week, two 8-hour shifts a day 
schedule; at an enormous drain on our very small budget. We have reached the point 
now, where we must have new vehicles. Without these vehicles that were given to my 
department we could not provide the services that are required of us for patrolling the 
Conservation Commission’s lands, Water Department’s lands, Town Forest, the 
survey work for the Board of Health agent, inspection of lands for the Buidling Com- 
missioner, patrolling the 48 square miles of tidal waters for the Shellfish Officer, 
patrolling and policing of all other public land, i.e. Goodwill Park, beaches after dark, 
herring runs, etc. 


I do feel at this writing that as a new department, we have accomplished a great 
deal and that it is very much in evidence throughout the town. A total of 58,241 miles 
were travelled by us is answering complaints; wild dog patrols, investigations, deer- 
jacking and deer dogging patrols, pheasant, quail, fish, waterfowl stocking and 
surveys, wildlife feeding during inclement weather (312 tons whole corn fed during ice 
period this past winter). Guided tours, lecturing and inspections of building sites for 
wetlands prior to issuance of permits, all other wetlands investigations and patrols in- 
cluding constant shellfish patrols. 


With this report I have tried to cut back somewhat on the details, truthfully it is 
quite difficult. But I do wish to thank each and every one who has so consistantly aided 
us in our endeavors. Pete Ellis and the DPW Commissioners, Mr. Witt of the Water 
Department, the police officers and fire department heads and members. These joint 
efforts prove that we can and will do it for the good of our community. 


Lastly, but most important, at least to me, I wish to thank Bob Chausse and David 
Cusolito my two full time assistants for almost three years of unswerving effort in 
assisting this department through its fledgling stages under most trying conditions 
and long hours with very small remuneration. They are truly worthy of this communi- 
ty’s thanks and respect. Hopefully we will all continue to do even more for the good of 
our community and for conservation of all our natural resources. To our Board of 
Selectmen and again the youngsters of our community, a big thank you, for the back- 
ing and assistance when needed.

REPORT OF THE DOG OFFICER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
I herewith submit my annual report ending December 31, 1977. 


This Department having joined forces with the Conservation Department has had 
many varied duties to perform this past year, but I will report only the Dog aspects 
and Matthew Souza, the Conservation Officer will report on the Conservation end. 


I have had the services of four officers from the Conservation Department assist 
me this past year. Weekly schedules were drawn up—there were two and sometimes 
three men on daily, seven days a week from 6:00 a.m. til 12 midnight, or longer as the 
occasion arose. 


This Department has the use of two outdated vehicles which required numerous 
repairs and the necessity of using my own vehicle when needed. There were 63,470 
miles logged in answering complaints and dog patrols. Barking dogs were a source of 
many of our night patrol complaints. Four of these complaints ended up with hearings 
with all persons involved. These hearings were held and conducted by the Selectmen 
after which orders were sent to each violator. 


The number of Dog bites increased as did the number of dogs hit by cars. There 
was also an increase in the number of livestock and fowl killed by dogs. 


The new system of issuing citations to each person as they claimed their dogs 
from the Pound has cut down the number of second offenders who subsequently faced 
prosecution in court, a total of 19 cases of livestock or fowl] killed were recorded—five 
of these cases were paid for by the owners of the dogs, and in 14 cases the owners were 
paid by the County for their losses. 


Five dogs were destroyed at the request of the owners. A total of 2,553 dog com- 
plaints by telephone were answered. The number of licensed dogs has increased—we 
are now in the process of checking the records in Town Hall for all unlicensed dogs of 
which there are several hundred—the owners of these dogs will be notified and given 
twenty-four hours to do so—failure to comply will result in court action.

I want to 
thank Officers Brown, Chausse and Cusolito, very competent men for the way they 
carried out their various duties and to Matthew Souza, Conservation Officer, for his 
supervision under whom this Department is controlled, Pete Ellis who furnished aid 
or material when needed, and last but not least I want to thank the Police Department 
through which all our calls and complaints were handled and to the various officers 
who assisted us in many instances.

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REPORT OF THE HARBOR MASTER 
AND WATERWAYS COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


This has again been a busy and productive year for your Harbor Master and 
Waterways Committee. Following are some of the problems and solutions ac- 
complished during the year 1977. 

Dredging of Falmouth Inner Harbor 


Falmouth Inner Harbor entrance areas were dredged by the Army Corp of 
Engineers as part of their maintenance dredging program, at no cost to the Town. 
There was much debate with many agencies concerning disposition of the spoils from 
the harbor. Unfortunately, under existing environmental regulations, it was 
necessary to barge the material to a dump site in Buzzards Bay and it was lost as 
replenishment for the shoreline to the east. This project removed a serious shoaling 
condition which was threatening to limit the size of vessel entering the harbor and 
adversely affecting the business of our boat yards located there. 

Eel Pond, Menauhant 


Your Harbor Master and the Waterways Committee are working closely with the 
Army Corp of Engineers on a study of the inlet into Eel Pond to correct the shoaling in 
the existing channel, and to prevent further loss to Washburn Island and potential 
damage to the Yacht Club property. In terms of time this project, if approved, could 
be a reality in 1980. 

Bourne’s Pond Inlet 


This year brought the Town a major step closer to a solution to the aggravating 
environmental problem caused by the lack of water flow in and out of the Pond. The 
State Division of Waterways under the Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering has accepted it as a project and has engaged an engineering firm to 
develop a design and engineering plan for a solution to improve the health of the Pond. 
Hopefully the next year will see the project completed. 

Megansett Harbor 


Plans have been completed for a float and dingy outhaul system for this harbor 
and the plans are in the permit stage. An article will be entered into the 1978 warrant 
and hopefully construction will take place before that season. 

Wild Harbor 


Plans are being made to dredge the areas around the existing bulkhead where 
heavy shoaling has taken place in the past years. This will recover a section of the 
bulkhead and harbor that has been unusable for some time. 

Expansion of the Marina 


The new berths at the north end of the Marina were ready for use at the end of the 
season and will be fully operational for the 1978 season. 
Electrical and Telephone Improvements 


All of the large switch equipment has been installed in the shop building and the 
new berths at the north end of the Marina have been connected. Installation of the new 
electrical system is scheduled for completion before the next boating season. A new 
larger telephone cable has been run into the Marina increasing the potential for more 


and improved service. 
White’s Path Landing 


The land purchased during 1977 at White’s Landing, Waquoit, adjacent to the 
launching ramp is being studied by the Committee and a plan for its use is being 
developed. 
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Coastal Zone Management 


Your Harbor Master has been serving as the Town’s representative to the Barn- 
stable County Coastal Zone Management Advisory Group. This has given the Town 
and the Committee a close tie with the future plans of CZM for Cape Cod and par- 
ticularly Falmouth. 

Great Harbor Wharf, Woods Hole 


The Harbor Master has initiated a discussion with Coastal Zone Management re- 
questing that a study be made of the wharf concerning its improvement and all other 
aspects of its potential for fishing use in relation to the 200 mile limit. This information 
is important to the future of Woods Hole and particularly to the vessels and crews that 
use this wharf. 

County Dredge 


The Chairman of the Waterways Committee and the Harbor Master have been 
serving on a County Dredge Study Committee with the County Commissioners 
throughout the year. The need for such a function has been established and the com- 
mittee has embarked upon a course to acquire one. 

Derelicts 


The Harbor Master Department has been blessed with more than its share of 
derelict vessels in the harbors of the Town this year. The Department has removed 
six of them and is seeking ways to expedite the process. 

Winter Storage 


Starting this year, in-the-water, winter wet-storage is being offered at the 
Marina. This serves a dual function of providing storage for boats in the winter with 
resultant income to the Town and at the same time protecting the wharfs from ice 
damage. 

Vandalism 


Unfortunately, vandalism still continues to buoys and lights resulting in replace- 
ment cost to the Town. For those contemplating damage or destruction to aids to 
navigation be advised that it is a Federal Offense and carries a severe penalty for con- 
viction. 

Moorings 


The immense task of organizing and managing what must be the largest number 
of mooring spaces of any town in the Commonwealth continues and is becoming more 
organized with each passing year. 
iy Services Rendered by 

the Harbor Master Department 


The Harbor Master Department assisted many vessels in distress during the 
year, also dewatered vessels on more than 40 occasions, and participated in three 
rescues where life was in peril. The Department cooperated with the Coast Guard in 
numerous Searches for overdue vessels, often times during the night, long after the of- 
fice was closed. Your Harbor Master has the responsibility of 15 navigable harbors 
and rivers with their 75 miles of shoreline to deal with, also an extensive Marina 
System to operate, a busy commercial fishing wharf in Woods Hole to control, other 
wharfs and boat launching ramps to service, the inspection of vessels and enforce- 
ment of the boating laws of the Commonwealth, the safety of the tens of thousands of 
boating people using our harbors, the maintenance of the aids to navigation, the 
management of what must be the largest mooring system in the Commonwealth, in 
addition to the day to day handling of problems. This leaves little time for regular 
patrolling of the harbors. This Department would like to see the time when budget and 
personnel would allow for more frequent patrols. 
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Through careful and attentive management by your Harbor Master the income 
from our harbors has steadily increased from $34,000 in 1970 to approximately $63,000 
this year while the combined budgets of Harbor Master and Waterways was approx- 
imately $50,000 in 1970 while only $48,000 this year. Projected income for 1978 will ex- 
ceed $75,000 with a budget scarcely larger than that of seven years ago. 


The Waterways Committee and the Harbor Master wish to thank everyone who 
have assisted us during the year. The Harbor Master particularly wishes to thank the 
Coast Guard for their cooperation, all of my Assistant Harbor Masters and Dock 
master Mates for their devotion, and especially Dick Eisenman who serves as my 
Deputy Harbor Master.

REPORT OF THE BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Bikeways Committee for the year 
ended December 31, 1977. 


The long range plans of the Bikeways Committee is to work in conjunction with 
other town committees especially Conservation and Recreation Committees along 
with the Planning Board. In May of 1977 we initiated a joint meeting with the above 
committees. The scope is broad but necessary to obtain Federal and State funding. 


Falmouth’s Bikeway Committee met once a month during the year of 1977. 
Members of the committee attend the Bikeways Sub-Committee meetings of the Cape 
Cod Joint Transportation committee regularly. The committee has submitted a pro- 
posal for the 1977 Bikeway Bond Issue which is part of the State Aid Highway Pro- 
gram. The proposed class three bike routes in the project will post approximately 
forty-eight point two miles of town roads. 


Jack Shoyada and Brian Crabtree were appointed to the committee when two 
members resigned. The committee appreciates the support it has received from other 
town agencies and officials, in particular Mr. Nathan Ellis, Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. The press coverage it has received from the Enterprise and the 
Cape Cod Times is also appreciated.

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REPORT OF WATCHMAN OF THE WARRANT 
To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


The Watchman of the Warrant herewith submits the end of the year review of the 
Town Meeting actions and votes: 


In 1977 the Town required the Annual Meeting in April and four additional Special 
Town Meetings to carry out its business. Town Meeting Representatives assembled 
on April 4th, 5th, 6th and 7th for the Annual Town Meeting. Specials were convened on 
April 4th, June 29th, October 12th and November 11th. 


This Report is a follow-up of those Articles requiring action by various Town 
Departments or Committees through to completion. 


There were 165 members present of a total of 253 to open the Annual Town 
Meeting on Monday, April 4th, fifty Articles were passed under the blanket vote which 
left 33 held for discussion. The Budget Article as usual is held until the close of the An- 
nual Meeting sessions to make any adjustments as a result of Articles voted or in- 
dividual item discussion by the representatives themselves. 

The Watchman will not attempt to review the 194 items in the Budget amounting 
to requests for $16,314,627 of a total recommended by the Finance Committee of 
$16,441,395. The Budget is reviewed monthly by the various subcommittee chairman 
of the Finance Committee in addition to the checks and balances from the Town Ac- 
countant and Town Clerk- Treasurer.

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REPORT OF THE WOODS HOLE, 
MARTHA’S VINEYARD 
AND NANTUCKET STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


This constitutes my 15th annual report to the Board of Selectmen as the Falmouth 
Member of the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship Authority. 


It also marks the 15th consecutive year in which I can report that no deficit 
assessment will be levied against the taxpayers of Falmouth as a result of Authority 
operations. 


The record of the Authority in operating completely without subsidy and without 
having to assess taxpayers in Falmouth, Duke’s County and Nantucket for 15 con- 
secutive years is astounding, when one considers the enormous growth in population 
of the United States and New England, the increasing mobility and leisure time activi- 
ty of more and more American families and the constantly growing attraction of the 
Cape Cod region and the islands of Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket. 


The last deficit assessment levied against Falmouth taxpayers as a result of 
Authority operations was following operations in 1962 when the amount levied was 
$18,287.14. During the 15 years that have followed, we have not only been able to avoid 
causing an increase in taxes for Falmouth residents, but we have steadily added to 
and modernized our fleet, improved dock and terminal facilities at the five ports we 
serve and dramatically enhance our service to residents, businesses and visitors. 


It is a record I believe unmatched by any public transportation entity in the whoie 
of America. 


It is most important to emphasize that not one of these accomplishments would 
have been possible without a large number of positive factors. 


To begin with, the Authority during this period has been blessed with a manage- 
ment team which carries out policy that the daily operation of the Authority are run 
efficiently and effectively and with maximum attention to passenger comfort and the 
needs of the businesses and residents of the communities we serve. 


Secondly, we have had the fullest cooperation from the elected and appointed of- 
ficials of the communities of Falmouth, Dukes’s County and Nantucket. They have 
provided wise counsel to us as we continued to plan for the future of the Authority and 
in the doing, to improve its operations. 


And, of course, we must express our appreciation to the scores of citizens and 
citizen groups whose help and cooperation have made our task far easier than it might 
otherwise have been. 


While final figures for the year’s operations are not yet totalled, the Authority 
again operated in the black, all the while maintianing its rate structure throughout 
the year. This latter was no easy task when one considers the onrush of inflation that 
ate deeply into revenues accumulated by the Authority. 


During 1977, the number of passengers transported increased from 1,321,740 in 
1976 to 1,422,692, a jump of 7.6 per cent. Autos carried during the year were higher in 
number by 9,076 as opposed to 1976. In all, the boatline hauled 227,277 automobiles be- 
tween the Cape and Islands in the 12 months just ended. Even freight, which showed a 
slight decline between 1975 and 1976, was up. Last year, 1977, freight handled increas- 
ed by 12.1 per cent. 


As part of our continuing efforts to relieve unnecessary traffic congestion in the 
villages of Falmouth and Woods Hole, we were able to complete the redevelopment of 
the so-called Grossman and LeBlanc properties on Palmer Avenue in Falmouth as the 
principal off-site parking facility for the Authority. The lot opened in time for the July 
4th rush and proved a most valuable asset during this record summer. 
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The lot has been completely improved and beautified and I am happy to report 
that the Steamship Authority received the Silver Rose Award from the Falmouth 
Council for Civic Beautification for its landscaping work and improvement of the 
property. 

In addition, the Authority last year purchased four used school buses, completely 
overhauled and modernized them and placed them in use. They proved an important 
addition to our operation of better serving the traveling public. 


The property on Gifford Street in Falmouth, purchased in 1976, was improved 
during this past year. It was and is my intention of seeing this facility converted into 
the central freight-handling operation for the Steamship Authority. 


My principal objective is to see that the Gifford Street property is developed so 
that all freight, including dolly freight, can be handled at that site, for dispatch to and 
from all ports of the mainland we serve. When that has been accomplished, it is my 
intention to press for the conversion of the present freight-handling facilities at Woods 
Hole to use for other important operational purposes and decrease congestion in 
Woods Hole and improve traffic flow. 


At year’s end, the Authority completed negotiations for the installation and 
operation of a computer to speed our service to passengers and freight-haulers and to 
improve the efficiency of our internal accounting and record keeping functions. 


With the move toward computerized functions, we also established a series of toll- 
free telephone lines covering 13 states and the District of Columbia to relieve 
passengers of toll-charge telephone calls when they desire information or wish to 
make reservations. 


I want to express my thanks to John Ferreira, Chief of Police of the Town of 
Falmouth for the help and cooperation we received from him and his officers. And I 
want again to thank the representatives of the news media, newspapers, radio and 
television, for their excellent reporting of the affairs of the Authority during the year. 

And my special thanks go to my long-time colleague and associate, Robert C. 
Neal, Falmouth’s member of the Authority’s Finance Advisory Board. Bob Neal has 
been a close supporter of the positive policies and far-sighted planning that have 
made the Authority the success it is and the people of Falmouth are in his debt. 


And, needless to say, I am deeply appreciative of the confidence expressed in me 
by the members of the Board of Selectmen of our town and in their close cooperation 
with and help to me in the work I am charged to perform as Falmouth Member.

REPORT OF THE 1977 ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
AND ELECTION 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING HELD ON APRIL 4, 5, 6 and 7, 1977 
ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD ON APRIL 12, 1977 


In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and Election duly 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town of 
Falmouth, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School in Falmouth, 
Massachusetts on April 4, 1977 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained 
therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Richard U. Palmer John B. Quick 
Eugene C. Phillips Arthur T. Henderson 
The officers in attendance were James Lino and Elmer F. White. 


Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as stenographer for the duration of the 
meeting. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:20 o’clock p.m. by the Moderator, George L. 
Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 165 announced as present 
and a quorum declared, the number to constitute a quorum being 127. 


The invocation was offered by Rt. Rev. Msgr. Maurice Souza, Pastor of St. An- 
thony’s Church, East Falmouth. 


Those assembled pledged allegiance to the flag. 


A moment of silence was observed in memory of J. Edward Nickerson former 
Selectman, for twenty-four years, and before that a Town Meeting Member and 
Finance Committee member and chairman, who died in March 1977; Joseph C. Costa 
a former member of the Falmouth Fire Department and a Town Meeting Member 
who died in February 1977. The Town Clerk was requested to write to their families 
expressing the Town’s thanks and appreciation of their service. 


The Town Clerk was also requested to write a letter thanking Rt. Rev. Msgr. 
James R. Gleason for having offered the invocation at so many of the Town Meetings 
during the past many years, and Russell Hartwell Brown for the dedicated service 
rendered for so many years as a member of the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant would be called and the 
substance of each Article would be stated to the Meeting; and upon completion of the 
call as to those Articles in which there were no controversies or debate, or informa- 
tion desired, there would be one vote offered which would adopt the recommendations 
of the Finance Committee and in the Zoning Articles the recommendations of the 
Planning Board as the action of the meeting. 


The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the same as shown in the 
printed report of the Finance Committee, a copy of which was in the possession of 
every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member desiring to have 
any Article debated or subject to inquiry or explanation, it would be marked for fur- 
ther consideration by having the Town Meeting Member call out the word ‘‘hold”’ 
when such Article was called. 


The Moderator further stated that even on those Articles not marked ‘‘hold’’, the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee would give notice of reconsideration so that the 
action on those Articles could be reconsidered later by a motion to reconsider.

Meeting Members as ‘‘hold’”’ and were held for further reconsideration. 

The other Articles numbered 4, 5, 6, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 16, 17, 18, 21, 24, 25, 27, 28, 
29, 30, 33, 40, 41, 43, 44, 45, 46, 47, 48, 51, 52, 54, 55, 56, 57, 59, 63, 64, 65, 68, 70, 71, 73, 74, i, 
76, 77, 78, 80, 81 and 85 were thereupon passed by the following vote applicable to all 
such Articles: On all Articles in the Warrant, except those ordered ‘‘hold’’, the recom- 
mendation of the Finance committee and in cases of Zoning Articles, the recommen- 
dation of the Planning Board is hereby adopted as the action of this Town Meeting. 


Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


Thereupon the Chairman of the Finance Committee gave notice under the By- 
Law having to do with reconsideration of Articles that he would reconsider any and all 
Articles passed under the foregoing vote. 


VOTED, that the next session and succeeding sessions of this Town Meeting be re- 
convened at 7:300’clock p.m. 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 


ARTICLE 1. To elect Town Officers. The result of the Town Election on April 12, is 
written at the end of this report. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


The list of committees, boards and commissions for 1976 is at the front of this 
report. 


At the meeting on April 7, 1977 it was voted unanimously to accept all officers 
nominated and appointed at this meeting and the various committees are duly install- 
ed. 


ARTICLE 3. To hear Reports of Committees and Town Officers and act thereon. 
This article remained tabled for the duration of the meeting. 


At the meeting on April 7, 1977 it was voted unanimously to accept all committee 
reports in the 1976 Town Report and those heard at this meeting. 


The Town Meeting extended thanks to Judith G. Stetson, outgoing member of the 
Finance Committee and David Thomas Clements who resigned as member of the Per- 
sonnel Board. 

Martha Vaccaro was appointed to the Human Services Committee. 

A Warrant Committee was established, the membership to be made up of: 

Moderator, Town Counsel, One Member of the Board of Selectmen, One Member 
of the Planning Board and One Member of the Finance Committee. 

Passed by a unanimous vote. 

ARTICLE 4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Town Treasurer with the 
approval of the Selectmen to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning July 1, 1977 in accordance with the provisions 
of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable 
within one year and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less 
than one year in accordance with the General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17. 

VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 4 as printed. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 

This vote passed on Monday evening, April 4. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to contract 
the New Bedford Gas & Edison Light Company to light the streets for the coming 
year, or do or take any other action in this matter. 


VOTED, that the town does adopt Article 5 as printed. 
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Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 

This vote passed on Monday evening, April 4. 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to settle 
claims and suits which are pending or may rise against the Town, or do or take any 
other action in this matter. 

VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 6 as printed. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 

This vote passed on Monday evening, April 4. 

ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to fix the salaries of the Elected Officials, 
or do or take any other action in this matter. 


VOTED, that the Town does fix the salaries of the Elected Officials as follows, all 
Elected Officials to receive an increment of 1% for each year of service in their posi- 
tion, said number of years not to exceed twelve (12) from the start of service in said

RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, A year ago we were looking forward to the major events in 
Falmouth’s observance of the United States Bicentennial, and now we are looking 
back on them with a great deal of satisfaction and enjoyment; and 


WHEREAS, the stated purposes of the Bicentennial celebration have been 
triumphantly achieved in Falmouth, both in teaching us much of the history of our 
town, our county, our state and our country and in improving the physical condition of 
and public awareness of Falmouth historical relics; and

HELD ON APRIL 5, 1977 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting published and 
posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth, 
Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School on April 5, 1977 at 
7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained therein. 

The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 

Richard U. Palmer John B. Quick Eugene C. Phillips 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F.. White. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as 
the stenographer for the meeting on April 5, 1977. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:42 o’clock p.m. by the Moderator, George L. 
Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 167 members announced 
as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to constitute a quorum be- 
ing 127. 

The invocation was offered by Rev. James A. McCarthy, Pastor of St. Patrick’s 
Church, Falmouth. 

Those assembled pledged allegiance to the flag. 


The Moderator acknowledged the presence of the A.F.S. students, visiting this 
country, and extended to them a cordial invitation to be the Town of Falmouth’s 
guests at the session of our town meeting.

ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of Massachusetts 
General Laws, Chapter 48,Section 42A, enacted November 16, 1973, said Chapter 48, 
Section 42A reads as follows:

To see if the Town will vote to release an easement to drain the 
Quissett Standpipe ‘‘over the other land of Ellen J. Briggs,’’ Granted to the Town of 
Falmouth in a deed of Ellen J. Briggs, dated February 26, 1913, recorded on March 
27,1913 with the Barnstable County Registry of Deeds, Book 3221, Page 250, said 
release to be executed by the Board of Selectmen after recording proper drainage 
easements to the Town of Falmouth over Lots 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8 as shown on “‘A plan 
of Land for Alexander Marvin’’ drawn by John Doyle, R.L.S., dated February 14, 1977 
and “‘A Plan of Land in Falmouth, Massachusetts for Alexander Marvin’’ drawn by 
John Doyle R.L.S., and dated January 20, 1977.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD ON JUNE 29, 1977 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting published and 
posted .as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth, 
Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School on June 29, 1977 at 
7:30 0’clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Arthur T. Henderson John B. Quick Eugene C. Phillips 


The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as 
the stenographer for the meeting on June 29, 1977. 


The meeting was. called to order at 7:39 o’clock p.m. by the Moderator, George L. 
Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 186 members announced 
as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to constitute a quorum be- 
ing 127. 

A moment of silent prayer was observed preceding the meeting. 

Those assembled pledged allegiance to the flag. 

RESOLUTION OFFERED BY THE BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


Resolved that the Bicentennial Committee be authorized to turn over to the 
Falmouth Historical Society items remaining from the celebration of the Bicentennial 
year, these having served their purpose; proceeds to go toward the upkeep of the 
Katherine Lee Bates House now a museum open to the public. 


This resolution was adopted by a unanimous vote of the Town Meeting. 


The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant would be called and the 
substance of each Article would be stated to the Meeting; and upon completion of the 
call as to those Articles in which there were no controversies or debate, or informa- 
tion desired, there would be one vote offered which would adopt the recommendations 
of the Finance Committee and in the Zoning Articles the recommendations of the 
Planning Board as the action of the meeting. 


The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the same as shown in the 
printed report of the Finance Committee, a copy of which was in the possession of 
every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member desiring to have 
any Article debated or subject to inquiry of explanation, it would be marked for fur- 
ther consideration by having the Town Meeting Member call out the word ‘‘hold’’ 
when such Article was called.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
HELD ON OCTOBER 12, 1977 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting published and 
posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town of Falmouth, 
Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence School on October 12, 
1977 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 
Henry G. Behrens Richard U. Palmer Arthur T. Henderson 

The officer in attendance was Philip A. Furtado. 

Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the duration of the 
meeting. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:49 o’clock p.m. by Moderator, George L. 
Moses. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 177 members announced 
as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to constitute a quorum 
being 127. 

The following resolution was offered by Marina Andrews. 

RESOLUTION 


Whereas John DeMello, Jr. was a true friend of the senior citizens of Falmouth, and 


Whereas He went out of his way to advise and help the Council on Aging in all the 
Council’s efforts, since its creation in 1971, to serve the senior citizens, and 


Whereas Through his persistent and diligent personal efforts the Council was 
enabled to acquire a $100,000 HUD grant for construction of a much-needed Senior 
Center—after its original application had been turned down—now, therefore, in deep 
appreciation for his considerate and faithful support, 


Be it resolved that the beautiful, new Senior Center on Dillingham Avenue be 
officially named ‘‘The John DeMello, Jr. Senior Center.”’ 


Passed by a unanimous vote. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. Richard H. Maxwell, Pastor of the John 
Wesley Methodist Church, Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


A motion was made and passed that an official letter expressing our appreciation 
of John DeMello, Jr., and our sympathy for his family be sent to his wife Betty and 
that a complete summary of and a vote of thanks for his service to the town be 
recorded for posterity in the 1977 town report. 

A silent prayer was observed in memory of John DeMello, Jr. 

Those assembled pledged allegiance to the flag. 

ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw by: Deleting 
the present Section 39 and inserting the following: 

SECTION 39: Flood Plain Zoning Regulations 

A. PURPOSE 

The Town of Falmouth, recognizing the dangers inherent upon coastal flooding at 
times of hurricanes or severe storms, and as a means of protecting its citizens and 
their property, hereby establishes a series of Flood Plain Districts and Zoning 
Regulations for construction of structures and for the use of the land within these 
districts. 

B. DEFINITIONS 


1. Flood Plain District—The Flood Plain Districts are those areas subject to 
coastal flooding at the Base Flood Elevation Levels established in subsection C of this 
Bylaw. The Flood Plain Districts are shown on the Town Zoning Map on file in Town 
Hall with the Town Clerk. 
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2. Velocity Zones (V-Zones)—V-Zones are those direct coastal areas within a 
Flood Plain District which may be subject to extreme damage from the velocity of 
wave action or storm surge. The V-Zones are shown on the Town Zoning Map on file in 
Town Hall with the Town Clerk. 


3. Base Flood Elevation Level—The level to which coastal waters may rise under 
the effect of wind, tide and hurricane surge. Base Flood means the flood having a one 
per cent chance of being equalled or exceeded in any given year. Base Flood 
Elevation Levels are measured in feet above Mean Sea Level. 


4. Mean Sea Level—Whenever Mean Sea Level appears in this Bylaw, it shall be 
the Mean Sea Level Datum of 1929, known as the National Geodetic Vertical Datum. 


5. Alteration of the Land Form—Alteration of the Land Form shall mean any 
man-made change in the existing character of the land to include filling, grading, pav- 
ing, dredging, mining, excavation or drilling operations other than routine excava- 
tions, well-drilling, back-filling, grading, and paving incidental to the construction of 
a residence or other structure for which a building permit has been issued. The 
Building Inspector, after examination of the applicant’s topographical plan, shall 
determine whether the proposed alteration of the land form shall require a Special 
Permit. 


6. Floodproofing—Floodproofing shall mean watertight with walls substantially 
impermeable to the passage of water and with structural components having the 
capability of resisting hydrostatic and hydrodynamic loads and effects of buoyancy. 
A registered professional engineer or architect shall certify that the floodproofing 
methods are adequate to withstand the flood depths, pressures, velocities, impReh and 
uplift forces and other factors associated with the base flood. 


7. Substantial Improvement—Substantial improvement means any repairs, 
reconstruction or improvement of a structure, the cost of which equals or exceeds 50 
per cent of the market value of the structure either (a) before the improvement or 
repair is started, or (b) if the structure has been damaged, and is being restored, 
before the damage occurred. For the purposes of this definition substantial improve- 
ment commences when the first alteration of any wall, ceiling, floor or other struc- 
tural part of the building commences, whether or not that alteration affects the exter- 
nal dimensions of the structure. The term does not, however, include any project for 
improvement of a structure to comply with existing state or local health, sanitary, or 
safety code specifications which are solely necessary to assure safe living conditions. 


8. Flood Plain Permits—Flood Plain Permits shall mean all permits required by 
this section of the Zoning Bylaw and shall be in addition to all other permits required 
by Town Bylaws, State and Federal laws for the construction of a structure or the 
alteration of the land form. 


9. Breakaway Walls—Breakaway walls mean any type of walls, whether solid or 
lattice, and whether constructed of concrete, masonry, wood, metal, plastic, or any 
other suitable building material which are not part of the structural support of the 
building and which are so designed as to breakaway, under abnormally high tides or 
wave action, without damage to the structural integrity of the building on which they 
are used or any buildings to which they might be carried by flood waters. 


10. Structure—Structure means, for flood plain management purposes, a walled 
and roofed building, including a gas or liquid storage tank, that is principally above 
ground. 


11. Sand Dune—A sand dune is a naturally occurring accumulation of sand in 
ridges or mounds landward of the beach. 


C. BASE FLOOD ELEVATION LEVELS 


The coastal areas of the town shall have Base Flood Elevation Levels established 
as follows: 


1. Penzance Point to Waquoit Bay: 11 ft. MSL (Mean Sea Level) 
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2. Oyster Pond: 8 ft. MSL 

3. Bournes Pond: 10 ft. MSL 

4. Penzance Point to the Knob: 13 ft. MSL 

5. The Knob to Megansett Harbor: 14 ft. MSL 
6. West Falmouth Harbor: 13 ft. MSL 


D. FLOOD PLAIN PERMITS 


Permits for all proposed construction and uses of land within the Flood Plain 
Districts shall be required for the following: 


1. New Construction of residential or non-residential structures. 

2. Substantial improvement (as defined in subsection B. 7) of any existing struc- 
ture. 

3. The addition to existing structures of increased water, electric or gas service, 
toilet facilities or sewage systems. 

4. Alteration of the land form (as defined in subsection B. 5.). 


E. REQUIREMENTS 


All Flood Plain Permits granted under subsection D above shall be subject to the 
following provisions: 


1. Any new construction or substantial improvement to be undertaken within the 
Flood Plain District shall be in accordance with the Massachusetts State Building 
Code, or Town Bylaws if more restrictive. 

2. The lowest floor of any new and substantially improved residential structures 
shall be elevated to or above the base flood elevation level. 

3. In any new residential structure, there shall be no basement, and upon the mak- 
ing of a substantial improvement no new basement shall be installed. 

4. The lowest floor of any new and substantially improved non-residential struc- 
tures shall be elevated to or above the base flood elevation level or be floodproofed (as 
defined in subsection B. 6) to this level. 

5. All new and replacement utility and water facilities shall be located and con- 
structed to minimize or eliminate flood damage. 

6. All new and replacement sanitary sewage systems shall be designed to 
minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters into the systems and discharges 
from the systems into flood waters. On-site waste disposal systems are to be located 
to avoid impairment to them or contamination from them during flooding. 

7. Approval for any alteration of the land form (as defined in subsection B. 5) shall 
be obtained from the Board of Appeals by Special Permit under Section 21. No altera- 
tion of the land form shall be permitted where there may be the liability of altering the 
drainage or run-off to the detriment of other landholders or the Town. Before granting 
a Special Permit for the alteration of the land form, the Board of Appeals shall duly 
consider any recommendations by the Conservation Commission and the Planning 
Board. 


F. ADDITIONAL REQUIREMENTS IN V (VELOCITY ) ZONES 


If proposed construction or alteration of the land form is located within a V Zone 
(as defined in subsection B. 2), all Flood Plain Permits granted under subsection D 
above shall be subject to the following additional requirements: 

1. All new construction within the V-Zones (as defined in subsection B. 2) shall be 
located landward of the reach of mean high tide. 

2. All new construction and substantial improvements within the V-Zones shall be 
elevated on adequately anchored pilings or columns and securely anchored to piles or 
columns so that the lowest portion of the structural members of the lowest floor (ex- 
cluding the pilings or columns) is elevated to or above the base flood level. A 
registered professional engineer or architect shall certify that the structure is secure- 
ly anchored to adequately anchored pilings or columns in order to withstand velocity 
waters and hurricane wave wash. 
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3. All new construction and substantial improvements within the V-Zones shall 
have the space below the lowest floor free of obstructions or be constructed with 
breakaway walls (as defined in subsection B. 9) intended to collapse under stress 
without jeopardizing the structural support of the structure so that the impact on the 
structure by abnormally high tides or wind-driven water is minimized. Such tem- 
porarily enclosed space shall not be used for human habitation. 


4. The use of fill for structural support of buildings within the V-Zones is pro- 
hibited. 


5. Man-made alteration of sand dunes within the V-Zones is prohibited. 
G. SPECIAL PERMITS 


1. Special Permits under Section 21 shall only be issued upon a determination by 
the Board of Appeals that: 


(a) failure to grant the Special Permit would result in hardship to the applicant, 
and 

(b) the granting of the Special Permit will not result in increased flood heights, 
additional threats to public safety, extraordinary public expense or conflict with ex- 
isting local bylaws, and 

(c) the relief granted is the minimum necessary considering the flood hazard. 


2. The Board of Appeals may grant a Special Permit in the case of: 


(a) New construction and substantial improvements to be erected on a lot adja- 
cent to lots where existing structures have previously been constructed below the 
base flood level. 

(b) Non-residential structures such as boat houses, boat yards, or structures 
designed for education or research, the nature of which requires their location within 
the Flood Plain District. 

(c) Restoration and reconstruction of structures listed in the National Register 
of Historic Places or the official State Inventory of Historic Places. 


3. Following the granting of such Special Permit, the Board of Appeals shall 
notify the applicant in writing that the issuance of a Special Permit to construct a 
structure below the base flood level will result in: 


(a) increased premium rates for flood insurance, and 
(b) increased risks to life and property. 


4. The Board of Appeals shall maintain a record of all Special Permits including 
the justification for their issuance. 


H. ADMINISTRATION 
The Building Inspector shall administer this bylaw as follows: 


1. Review proposed construction and alteration of the land form within the Flood 
Plain Districts to assure that all necessary permits have been received from those 
governmental agencies from which approval is required by Federal or State law, or 
Town Bylaw. 


2. Obtain and maintain records of the elevation (in relation to Mean Sea Level) of 
the lowest floor, including basement, of all new or substantially improved structures. 
In addition, maintain records as to whether or not such structures contain a base- 
ment. 


3. If a structure has been floodproofed, obtain and maintain records of the eleva- 
tion (in relation to Mean Sea Level) of the lowest floor and the elevation to which the 
structure was floodproofed. In addition, maintain records of floodproofing certifica- 
tions which have been prepared by registered professional engineers and architects 
in relation to the adequacy of floodproofing methods. 


I. Where the provisions of these Flood Plain Zoning regulations impose greater or 
lesser restrictions or requirements than those of other bylaws or regulations, the 
more restrictive shall apply. 
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J. The invalidity of any section or provisions of this bylaw shall not invalidate any 
other section of provision hereof. 


Or do or take any other action in this matter. 
On request of the Falmouth Planning Board. 
VOTED that the Town does adopt Article 1 as printed. 


By a counted vote, 175 voted in favor and 3 voted against, the motion prevailed by 
the necessary two-thirds, a quorum being present.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF APPEALS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In 1977 the Board of Appeals held twenty-five meetings and considered ninety-six 
appeals. Most hearings were conducted by the regular Board members, but they are 
very grateful for the help of the alternate members and the regular attendance of 
Robert Johnson the Building Inspector. 


Almost half the petitions heard were for undersized lots. Some of these were 
granted because they are ‘‘grandfathered”’ in the Falmouth By law under Section 14, 
and the others were granted under Section 27h. 


Variances requested for oversized signs were all denied, but a majority of the 
sideline and setback variances requested were granted. Only one use variance came 
before the Board in 1977. It was a request for multifamily units in Quissett and was 
granted. 


Certain uses are permitted by Special Permit in most zoning districts if after a 
hearing, according to Section 21, the Board of Appeals finds that the use would not be 
harmful to the neighborhood and the Town. Hearings were held for four automotive 
service businesses (in business districts) and three permits were granted and one was 
denied. Fight Guest Houses applied for Special Permits, four withdrew three were 
granted and one was denied. An application for apartments in a business district was 
granted, but for only half the number requested. One motel application was heard and 
denied, one Inn permit was granted. 


The Falmouth By-law also allows certain other exceptions to the zoning districts 
under Section 27. Under these provisions an office building and a light manufacturing 
operation were turned down as was a real estate office and a restaurant. Another 
restaurant was given an Exception, as was a riding stable, a T.V. tower, a studio and 
an antique store. Two exceptions were granted to remodel existing houses, one allow- 
ed the creation of three apartments and the other allowed an upstairs kitchen unit for 
the invalid owner.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board held 47 meetings during the calendar year. Twenty-six 
meetings were devoted to planning and related matters in the following areas: 


(a) Comprehensive revision of Subdivision Regulations, effective in March, 1977. 


(b) Revision of Flood Plain Zoning Regulations to enable the Town to be 
reinstated into the Federal Insurance Administration program. 


(c) Review and legislation on Zoning Map revisions, Planning Board presented 
an Article which changed an area of 2085 acres in East Falmouth from AGB (20,000 
sq. ft. minimum lot size) to AGA (40,000 sq. ft. minimum lot size) for purposes of well 
site preservation and small farm encouragement. 


(d) During the last quarter, special meetings were devoted to the review and revi- 
sion of the Falmouth Zoning By-Laws to comply with the new State Zoning Act and to 
refine the by-law to eliminate or modify areas which have caused conflict in the past. 


The balance of twenty-one meetings were regular meetings at which the Board 
heard applications for 9 subdivisions, reviewed 13 preliminary plans and acted on 88 
plans which were submitted for endorsement ‘‘Approval Not Required’. Approx- 
imately 250 lots were created, which compares with 399 lots in 1975 and 210 lots in 1976. 


The Board has initiated legal proceedings in an effort to have roads in old subdivi- 
sions completed in accordance with bonds covering them. These and other legal mat- 
ters are pending. 


At the election in April, Russell Hartwell Brown, chose not to run. The Board ex- 
pressed its heartfelt thanks to Mr. Brown for his more than twenty years of service on 
the Board. Stephen M. Rappaport, filling out the term of John F. DeMello, was elected 
for a five year term and DeWitt C. Jones, III was elected for a three year term. In 
December, Heather M. McMurtrie resigned, due to her election as Selectman- 
Assessor and Victoria H. Lowell was appointed to serve on the Board until the April, 
1978 election. Margaret P. McCane was elected by the Board to replace Heather M. 
McMurtrie as Clerk/Secretary of the Planning Board. 


The Board wishes to express its appreciation to the various Town departments 
and committees, its own personnel, the Board of Selectmen and the people of 
Falmouth for their cooperation and assistance during 1977.

Falmouth Public Library 
North Falmouth Branch—East Falmouth Branch 


The greater part of the trustees’ meetings in 1977 were devoted to discussions on 
planning and financing the addition to the Main library. In June the town was award- 
ed $936,000 from the U.S. Department of Commerce/Economic Development Ad- 
ministration and with $159,795 of local funds, construction of the addition was now a 
reality. Ground was broken November 23rd after considerable concern over costs, 
cuts, and quality. The 15,000 square foot addition will provide space for books and 
materials, staff work areas, and user space. 


The library continued its involvement with local history. The Falmouth Bicenten- 
nial Committee placed a boulder with a plaque commemorating strawberry growers 
on the grounds of the East Falmouth Library. The Katharine Lee Bates collection is 
now being displayed at the Katharine Lee Bates house during the summer and return- 
ed to the library for the winter. Library programs, projects, and grants furthered the 
preservation of local resources. 


Margaret Lawrence and Caroline McKee were awarded the library scholarships 
this year. We wish them success during their college years. 


Trustees look forward to the successful completion of the addition in September 
1978 and hope to involve townspeople in raising funds for furniture and equipment.

Librarian’s Report 


Fiscal ‘76/’77 saw a continued heavy circulation of books, periodicals and 
records, and especially an increase in reference and informational requests. A sampl- 
ing of the wide range of questions received has been recorded in the Enterprise’s Ask 
The Library column—questions concerning basic business information, student 
research, local history and energy efficiency. In addition, the reference department 
notes the national trend of continuing education for adults is reflected in the pursuit of 
vocational and career information for all ages. 


Accomplishments for ‘77 focus on preserving and extending the library’s 
resources. Projects involved the indexing of all the Mail-away editions of the 
Falmouth Enterprise which will greatly facilitate research of a local nature. A Mass. 
Council for the Arts and Humanities matching grant for $1,000.00 will preserve 
valuable local and navigational maps and charts. Three federal grants from the 
Mass. Bureau of Library Extension were (1) a Visual Resources grant of $1,500 to sup- 
plement the library’s large-print book collection, (2) an Interlibrary Loan Improve- 
ment grant of $2,000 to purchase reference materials, and (3) a $4400 Equipment 
grant to update our microfilm photocopying facilities and provide other needed equip- 
ment. 
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As one of 13 regional public libraries in the commonwealth, our Interlibrary Loan 
department provided over 1,000 titles from other libraries to Falmouth residents 
alone. In all 8,846 requests were received in Falmouth from the libraries on the Cape 
and Islands of which 6,552 were filled from this library. 


There were 2,067 new borrowers registered at our three libraries. This is the 
seventh consecutive year that the number of new borrowers is in the 2,000 range. 


Acquisitions for ‘77 include 3,901 books and subscriptions, 93 reels of microfilm, 
465 records, 38 8mm films and 26 tapes. 


4,666 were delivered to the elderly confined to nursing homes or their own home. 
The library assisted in 35 applications for talking books for the blind and physically 
handicapped. 


One priority of the circulation department was a concerted effort to collect for 
lost and damaged books long overdue and $1,348 was realized from this effort. 


Programs included a summer lecture series, a Great Books discussion group, the 
acclaimed TV series ‘‘Roots’’, and the ongoing bi-weekly films at the library. Film 
loans were made to community groups and to nursing homes. These films are borrow- 
ed from the Boston Public Library and are free to organizations. Children’s activities 
included regular films and story hours, school class visits, Puppet shows and other 
participatory activities. 

Thanks to the CETA maintenance crew, the North Falmouth branch is in tip-top 
shape with a new roof, exterior stain and additional Shelving inside. This crew also 
made some interior vinyl storm windows for the main library which has had a 
noticeable effect on heat retention and comfort. This coming year we plan to concen- 
trate on repairs to the East Falmouth branch. 


A thank you is in order to our volunteers and supporters and town departments for 
their cooperation and support as we enter a major building expansion program at the 
main library.

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REPORT OF WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY

The West Falmouth Library continued to offer the people of the community a 
variety of activities from which to choose, as well as an up-to-date library during 1977. 
We are proud of our present collection of 9,946 books and 253 records, both of which in- 
clude many new additions. This year, our librarian Adelaide Tourtellot has started to 
carry the books from the Falmouth High School required reading list in paperback. 
She found this to be helpful in attracting teen readers to the library. As always, we 
continue to carry large type print books for those who want them. 


The Arthur Hennessey, Jr. Memorial Scholarship Award, which is administered 
by the library, was presented to Kevin O. Pease this year. Kevin is attending the 
University of Massachusetts at Amherst and is studying chemical engineering. 


Our adult activities continue to be the responsibility of the Friends of the Library. 
In addition to their four bi-monthly meetings at which a program is presented, their 
other activities include a Needlework Guild, Bridge Clinic and Book Discussion 
Group. The Bridge Clinic has grown tremendously popular this year, attracting peo- 
ple from every area of town. Both beginners and experienced players are welcomed. 
The Book Discussion Group, which had a small following the previous year, has 
generated much more interest this year and become a most popular program. 


The Friends and West Falmouth Self-Starters again combined their efforts in 
planning our village fair. The annual event appealed to all ages and was a very suc- 
cessful event. The library received donations from both groups, thus enabling us to 
brighten both the library and community rooms with a new paint job. 


Our Children’s Program presented eight movies during the summer, all of which 
had record attendance. The Halloween parade this year underwent a change and was 
held on a Saturday afternoon. Twist the Clown greeted the children when they arrived 
at the library and presented them with a magic show. Refreshments were served and 
the day was enjoyed by all. A cooking class was tried this Fall for boys and girls in 
grades one through four. It was such a huge success it will be repeated in the Spring. 


We look forward to the coming year, hoping we can continue to grow in every way 
and fulfill our role by providing the community with the kind of library and activity 
center they desire.

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REPORT OF THE WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


This was a busy year for the Woods Hole Library with many events and projects. 
In April we bid farewell to our Librarian, N ancy Simmons, who had served us well for 
2’ years. We were fortunate indeed to find Camilla Larrey to take her place, for she 
is well-qualified, enthusiastic and creative and has taken an active part in all aspects 
of running the Library.The Trustees wish to thank Mrs. Larrey and her assistants as 
well as our President, Mary Louise Montgomery, for their service and dedication. 


Over 500 active borrowers have taken our 13,650 books; it is interesting to note 
that for the past few years summer circulation has been declining while the number of 
books taken out during the winter months has risen. There are 15,051 books in our 
collection, of which 462 were added this year. The staff have organized and shelved 
about 225 foreign language books for better access. 


The Woods Hole Library tries to maintain close contact with the community so 
early in the year a questionnaire was circulated among library users seeking new 
ways to serve them better. Some additions to our program in response to those 
suggestions are monthly movies, additional evening hours on Thursdays as well as 
Wednesdays and the story hours which Susan Zacks provided for young children 
during the summer. 


The Woods Hole School and the Woods Hole Child Center continue to make regular 
visits to the Library for story hours and to select books to take back to school. And the 
Children’s School of Science maintains its own collection in the downstairs room, 
making it available to all users throughout the year, In addition, the Library is used 
by the Woods Hole Women’s Club sewing group. Monday noontime “‘Conversations’’, 
sponsored by our Historical Committee, attract sizable gatherings for talks about 
such topics as railroads, hurricanes and churches; these have also been the subjects 
of exhibits at Bradley House, which had over 1000 visitors during the summer. 
Another large group gathered at the Library last summer to pay tribute to their young 
friend, Peter Kaplan, who had died earlier in the year, a moving evening of readings 
by local poets whose work had been published by Peter’s Pourboire Press. 


The annual Christmas party was a grand success with sixty children enjoying 
food, stories, singing, crafts, and entertainment. A special treat this December was 
the showing of ‘‘Russlan and Ludmilla’, a charming Russian film which Mrs. Robert 
Edwards arranged for us to borrow from the visiting research ship, Argos. 


The Library counts on its many members and friends for annual contributions. In 
addition we are always grateful for the special gifts which we receive from time to 
time. This fall a generous gift in memory of a longtime resident and supporter was 
given to the library by her family; this will be used to buy books on the arts for 
children. New bookcases given us by the Woods Hole Women’s Club will house that 
collection. The Woods Hole Yacht Club has given us on permanent loan a painting of 
“The W.H. Spirits’ 1 Fleet’? to add to our collection of F. L. Gifford oils. And 
downstairs the recently renovated room is enhanced by new shelves from the Science 
School. The Historical Committee, under the chairmanship of Mary Louise Smith, has 
worked hard on improvements to Bradley House; they have renovated the shed in 
back to provide a new work area. 


Besides necessary repairs and maintenance, the library has purchased a set of 
colorful chairs for the downstairs room and has had the windows painted in 
preparation for storm windows specially designed to be appropriate to the historic 
district. We anxiously await their installation for reasons of comfort and economy. 


While the town helps pay operating costs and capital improvements and friends 
contribute generously, the library still needs to raise money to meet expenses. Three 
of our fundraising efforts are by now annual traditions—the spring plant sale on the 
library lawn and again at the May festival: the winter and summer book sales; and 
the summer benefit lecture, this year Everett Allen, talking about the 1938 hurricane. 
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These events, besides adding funds necessary to maintain quality of service, give the 
library an active part in the community and help produce the friendly, concerned at- 
mosphere that is so valued at the Woods Hole Library.

REPORT OF THE BEACH COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Submitted herewith is the annual report of the Falmouth Beach Committee for 
the year 1977. 


Excellent weather last summer resulted in beach receipts reaching an all-time 
high: $81,325. had been deposited as of December 31, 1977. This falls within Five 
Thousand Dollars of last year’s total of $86,000. plus. With fiscal year ending June 30, 
1978, this should be Falmouth’s best year ever. 


We are happy to report that the vandalism to the Surf Drive bathhouse last year 
was taken care of by the young people involved, through their hiring a local painting 
conttactor at little or no cost to the town. 


Temporary repairs were made at Old Silver Beach Public for the summer of 1977. 
This work was done well within. the money appropriated in an article at Town 
Meeting. 

A new building is presently under construction by Oman Construction Company 
at a cost of $62,180. This facility has been badly needed for a number of years, and 
should prove to be a worthwhile investment at this very busy beach. Total receipts for 
Old Silver Public accounted for more than half of the program toal of $46,000. in 1977. 


Megansett Beach is of concern to this Committee. A concrete stairway belonging 
to the waterways is badly deteriorated. The temporary repairs made by them has 
resulted in a dangerous situation for the general public, and should be corrected as 
soon as possible. 


Falmouth’s swimming program continues to attract people of all ages’ This 
year’s enrollment exceeded 2,500 persons of all ages and is a very popular summer 
event which is always climaxed by a competitive meet. 


This year’s swim meet was held at the Mass. Maritime Academy. The combined 
team of Surf Drive and Grew’s Pond, under the fine direction of Jeff Alexander and 
Jim Paquette were overall winners of this popular and highly competitive event. 


All beaches were graded and screened this year. Cost continues to go up, and this 
Committee feels that a screening machine owned by the town would prove a vital 
asset to our program. This is presently being looked into, and a report should be ready 
shortly. 


In closing our report, we wish to thank all the Town departments for their 
excellent cooperation without which we could not maintain and manage our many fine 
beaches. 


This Committee does, however, go on record to state that the continued promotion 
of the Falmouth Road Race ending in the residential area of Falmouth Heights Beach 
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is not in the best interest of the taxpayers who live there. And we further urge all 
departments directly involved to consider this impact during its further promotion.

REPORT OF THE SWIMMING POOL 
STUDY COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


In accordance with the directions from the 1977 Annual Town Meeting, the Com- 
mittee in its first year has investigated the advisability and feasibility of having a 
Town-owned and managed swimming pool. 


The Committee conducted an advertized open public meeting to learn first hand 
what those interested, pro and con, had to Say. The majority of those attending strong- 
ly favored the pool concept. An outgrowth of this meeting was a written questionnaire 
type of survey. The questionnaire was distributed to: Town Meeting Members after 
Special Town Meeting, employees at Town Hall, American Association of Retired 
Persons, the League of Women Voters, door to door in various neighborhoods, social 
and service organizations, the Beautification Committee, teachers, churches, etc. 
Distribution was limited to adults. 


Returned questionnaires totalled 407 (about 40% of those distributed). Approx- 
imately sixty-four percent of the respondents supported the concept of a Town pool 
while twenty-four percent of the total considered such a pool a necessity. The ques- 
tionnaire also covered such items as preferred methods of financing construction and 
operation, preferred locations, respondent’s swimming ability, age of respondent and 
family members, estimated frequency of personal use, and other information essen- 
tial to development of a pool program for the entire community. 


The consensus of the Committee, based upon the above facts, is that there is a 
definite need and desire for such a facility. The type of facility under consideration 
would be a year-round, partially solar heated indoor pool with adequate areas to ac- 
commodate all phases of aquatic activities. A site on presently owned Town land 
would be preferred. Current construction cost estimates would be in the $500,000 
range plus projected inflation. Proposed programs have been developed by the Com- 
mittee to insure that no Single group of users would dominate pool activities and all 
recreation interests would be served. Final program plans would, of course, depend 
on staffing, equipment and operating costs. Methods of financing the operating costs 
have been a prime consideration. Although sites throughout Falmouth are to be con- 
sidered, survey results point toward a Falmouth center location. Inquiries have been 
sent to the administrators of over fifty swimming pools in the New England area seek- 
ing information and the benefit of their experiences. 
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In order to approach prospective sources of construction funds, either govern- 
mental or private, professionally drawn preliminary project plans are necessary. 
Consultation with architectural and engineering firms indicate that such plans would 
cost approximately $5,000. These plans would include site evaluations and selection, 
preliminary building-design presentations, estimated construction costs, estimated 
operating costs and professional guidance in seeking funding. The Committee is ac- 
tively exploring avenues of funding other than Town funds. 


The committee has submitted an article to be considered by the 1978 Annual Town 
Meeting to allocate $5,000 for preliminary plans which would provide the necessary 
material for fund raising and better define our concepts. The committee stresses that 
without these plans acquisition of construction funds, either governmental or private, 
cannot be initiated. If this appropriation is approved, formal proposals would then be 
entertained from firms interested in providing the preliminary plans.

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REPORT OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Enclosed herewith is the seventeenth Annual Report of the Falmouth Department 
of Public Works. This report covers the operations of the Department for the calendar 
year 1977, except that certain financial and statistical information of the various divi- 
sions coincides with the budget year beginning July 1, 1976 and ending June 30, 1977. 


As it has been for the last two years, this Annual Report is being primarily based 
on a calendar year, whereas our budget and other items are based on a fiscal year, 
beginning on July 1st and ending on June 30th. This report includes the individual 
reports of the Director; Water and Sewer Division; Highway Division; Tree Warden, 
Park and School Grounds Division; and Engineering Section. 


In the Annual Election of 1977, Mr. George Fonseca, who had served the Town as 
a Commissioner of the Department of Public Works from its beginning, was re- 
elected to serve an additional three years. Mr. Fonseca was an early advocate of a 
consolidated Department of Public Works for the Town and when the first Depart- 
ment of Public Works Board was elected in 1961, Mr. Fonseca won a two year term in 
a field of five. On Wednesday, April 20, 1977, just a short time after Mr. Fonseca’s re- 
election, he was stricken suddenly and died. Mr. Fonseca’s death was deeply felt by 
all those who knew and worked with him. In addition to being a capable member of the 
Department of Public Works Board of Commissioners, George Fonseca often rescued 
an otherwise dull Department of Public Works Board of Commissioners meeting with 
his quick wit and ready sense of humor. Mr. Fonseca spent his entire life working in 
the heavy construction field and this experience served the Town well in his dealings 
as a Public Works Commissioner. 


The sudden, untimely vacancy on the Department of Public Works Board caused 
by the death of Commissioner George Fonseca was filled by a joint meeting of the re- 
maining two Commissioners and the Board of Selectmen. To this position, on a tem- 
porary basis, was appointed Manuel Rapoza, who had served in the same capacity as 
a Public Works Commissioner after the death of one time Board Commissioner John 
Pena. Mr. Rapoza brings to the Board, in addition to his past Board experience, his 
years of experience in other Town matters, most particularly the continuing Sewer 
studies with which he has been involved for the past twenty years. Most recently Mr. 
Rapoza had served as the Board’s official advisor in matters pertinent to Water and 
Sewer issues. The remaining Board members, therefore, feel grateful to have the ser- 
vices of Mr. Rapoza once again. 


Mrs. Gay Clough was again reappointed by the Board of Public Works in 1977 to 
serve as the Board’s official representative to the Town’s Recycling Committee. The 
Board once again is grateful to Mrs. Clough for her help to the Town over the past 
years in this important field. 


During 1977 the Department continued its efforts to conform to the State regula- 
tions in the health field at the Disposal Area and also in the continuing Sewer study. As 
in the past, a disproportionate amount of effort of the Department’s time and the 
Board’s attention has been devoted in these two areas. One concrete result in the 
Sanitary Landfill problems has been the acceptance by the State of the design by the 
Department for a proposed septage disposal facility at the Sanitary Landfill. It is 
hoped that this new system of disposing of septic waste in the Landfill will be in opera- 
tion early in 1978. Further information on the Sewer and Disposal Area problems are 
devoted to in the Director’s report. 
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The success that the Board has achieved in installing water mains under the Bet- 
terment Act, as noted in the 1975 and 1976 reports, continues to be extremely suc- 
cessful. As previously mentioned, this method has been successful primarily because 
the manner of assessment against the abutting homeowners has been proved to be 
fair and therefore most acceptable than the older so-called guarantee system, in 
which one person requesting a water main had to carry a disproportionate share of 
the cost. 


This report would not be complete if we did not mention the contribution that one 
of our members has made to the Town of Falmouth in his efforts in procuring used 
Surplus Military and other Government equipment for the Town’s use. Over the last 
two years, Commissioner James Rodgers has procured a great variety and number of 
various tools that the Town is now using. It would not be possible, for instance, for the 
Town to have the various C.E.T.A. groups that we have now doing various details in 
the Town Forest, on Town roads and in the various Conservation lands that are owned 
by the Town. 


The Board of the Department of Public Works wishes to take this opportunity to 
thank the various Town departments and committees, our own Public Works person- 
nel, the Board of Selectmen and the people of Falmouth for their cooperation and 
assistance during 1977.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 


by Nathan S. Ellis, P.E. 
To the Board of Commissioners 
Town of Falmouth 
Department of Public Works 


The Annual Report of the operation of the Department of Public Works for the 
year 1977 and on the general condition of the Works is respectfully submitted. 


This Annual Report covers the calendar year 1977 and does not coincide with the 
budget year, with certain exceptions, including some of the statistical information 
and all of the financial report of the Water and Sewer Division which is based on the 
budget year beginning July 1, 1976 and ending June 30, 1977. 


BRIDGES 


Church Street Bridge — This bridge was originally built in 1879 by the Old Colony 
Railroad Company in cooperation with the Town of Falmouth. In October of 1977 the 
double decking was completely removed and replaced with new timber, some carry- 
ing timbers repaired and the railing was replaced. This work was done by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works personnei with the help of C.E.T.A. personnel added to the 
Highway Division under the C.E.T.A. program. Cost of the repairs was approximate- 
ly $15,000 which was for materials only. This structure now appears to be in a sound 
condition and should last a good number of years without further difficulty, unless 
repeatedly overloaded. 


Great Pond Bridge — As reported in my 1976 report, a great deal of difficulty has 
been encountered in our attempts to repair this structure within the funds we had 
available. These difficulties, caused primarily by U.S. Coast Guard bureaucrats, 
have set this program back to the point where the D.P.W. Commissioners felt it 
necessary to transfer the $50,000 which was being saved for this bridge repair into 
roadwork. We are, however, continuing to work at untangling the political problems 
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related to the repair of this structure. By the end of 1977, some progress was being 
made along this line through the State Department of Public Works Bridge Section. 
The Department is attempting to get this Bridge repaired under the State’s ‘“‘Sub- 
Standard Bridge Program”’. A requirement for becoming eligible under this Program 
is that the Town has to have some professional structural engineering firm rate the 
bridge in accordance with State law. In an attempt to proceed with the rating as re- 
quired by the State, the Town has now reviewed applications and estimates from two 
qualified engineering firms and will make a choice on which firm will do the work ear- 
ly in 1978. 


Chapoquoit Island Bridge — This bridge, although sound structurally, should 
have a complete sandblasting and repainting of all the exposed steel. The 
maintenance of this bridge has been delayed because of the more serious Great Pond 
Bridge problems and will again be delayed this year for the same reason. 


C.E.T.A. PROGRAM 


The Department of Public Works was again fortunate in 1977 to have a labor crew 
of C.E.T.A. personnel who have proved themselves of great value to the Department, 
new as in the last few years. 


In 1977 this group took care of the Town’s Bicycle Path, worked on improvements 
at the Disposal Area, maintained the two cemeteries under D.P.W. care, did exten- 
sive work on Town sidewalks and a good deal of roadside brushing. 


The C.E.T.A. program’s main accomplishment, however, was to aid the Highway 
Division in rebuilding the upper structure of the Church Street Bridge. 


SNOW AND ICE CONTROL 


A fifteen inch snowfall on January 7th and 8th, a five inch snowfall on January 
15th, and eight inches of snow on February 5th and 6th constituted the important 
storms of 1977. These storms, together with expensive, almost continuous icing pro- 
blems, caused a serious overrun in funds allotted for the purpose. 

An increase in snow plow rates for hired trucks in 1978 will cause this work to be 
even more expensive in the event we experience a number of storms this coming 
year. 

We are now attempting to get better control over private plow trucks by en- 
couraging the use of CB Radio units. The Town pays an hourly rate to private plow 
operators who can be contacted easily during snow operations by use of the CB Radio. 

In 1978 the CB units are optional and paid for separately. Eventually all private 
trucks will be required to have the radios in order that the entire plowing operation 
may be more closely coordinated. 


FALMOUTH SEWER STUDY 

For a more complete summary of this continuing series of studies begin in my An- 
nual Report of 1970 and continue through this report. 

December 29, 1976 — Camp, Dresser & McKee Incorporated request an increase 
in the scope of their work for the study being conducted by them for the Town. 

January 14, 1977 — Director Ellis replies to Camp, Dresser & McKee In- 
corporated stating the general agreement with the need to increase the scope of the 
work in the three areas requested by the Engineers, and that the State and Federal 
Agencies would be apprised of the Town’s approval of an increase when the requested 
increase was reviewed. 

March 31, 1977 — The United States Environmental Protection Agency indicated 
it will not participate in any cost relating to a change in the scope of the work as re- 
quested by Camp, Dresser & McKee Incorporated. 

April 12, 1977 — A progress report is submitted by the Engineers to the Town. 


May, 1977 — The Draft report of the Waste Water Facilities Planning Study is 
completed and presented to the Town for review by Camp, Dresser & McKee, Inc. 
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June 15,.1977 — A public hearing was held at the Lawrence School Auditorium to 
review the completed study as presented by Camp, Dresser & McKee Incorporated. 
Prior to this, complete reports were placed on public view in accordance with proper 
review procedures. Draft report summaries were distributed to the general public, 
prior to, and during the public hearing. 


*Note: The individual Townspeople, who would be most affected costwise by the 
construction of a sewer in the center area of Falmouth, showed surprisingly little in- 
terest in this hearing. 

As a result of the hearing, the State and Federal Agencies agreed to revise the 
Camp, Dresser & McKee contract to allow for a Needs Study to include (1) to identify 
areas of the Town that need sewerage and (2) remedies proposed including non- 
structural solutions, if applicable. 


September 2, 1977 — The Environmental Protection Agency approves the in- 
crease in work granting $21,750 in additional funds to be combined with State and 
Town funds for this work. The total estimated cost of the work increase is estimated at 
$29,000. 

September 7, 1977 — Contract was signed for additional engineering work be- 
tween the various agencies and Camp, Dresser & McKee, Incorporated. 


September 14, 1977 — A news release is published outlining the purpose of the 
Needs Survey and requesting input from the public as to the problem areas or other 
information which would show a need for sewers or otherwise aid the study. 


September 27, 1977 — The Town publishes in the newspaper a one-quarter page 
“Sewerage Problem Area Survey”’, asking for public input regarding sanitary prob- 
lems being experienced by the citizens of Falmouth. The Falmouth Enterprise, on the 
same date, requested citizens to participate in the sewer survey. 


*Note: Only 25 citizens responded to this well advertised question on sewer needs. 
Of the 25 responding, 9 indicated problems, 15 indicated no problems, and one in- 
dicated no comment. 


On November 4, 1977 the completed Needs Survey was presented to the Town, 
State, and Federal Agencies for their review. 


At the years close the Federal and State Agencies were reviewing the completed 
Needs Survey. 


TOWN DISPOSAL AREA 


Portions of the completed filled areas of the Town Disposal Area, nearest the 
northerly line of the area, were covered with a layer of clay hardening to the required 
depth and planted with seedlings and grass. This work was done by the Public Works 
Highway Division as the completion of the filled areas and the final planting of these 
areas is not included in the Disposal Area’s contract. 


In early 1977, the Town Recycling Committee installed bins for the disposal of 
glass and an area for the disposal of papers at the west side as you enter the gate. It is 
hoped that some of the material that would normally be disposed of in the site using up 
valuable space will be recycled through this fine Town committee. 


During 1977, in August, the Town readvertised for the operation of the Town’s 
Disposal Area. The successful contractor, as in the two years prior to the new con- 
tract, was Fernandes Crane Service (now D.E.K.., Inc.) at an annual cost of $59,000. 


The contract price of $59,000 is only one cost pertaining to the operation of the 
Disposal Area. Other Town costs are maintaining the entrance roads, expenses of a 
gate tender and gate tender’s building; plus expenses related to the Highway Divi- 
sion’s work in the final covering, grading and planting of completed areas. 

On December 5, 1977 the Town received a permit for a subsurface Sewerage 
Disposal Proposed Septage Facility at the Sanitary Landfill. The design of this 
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system was done by the Town and actually began in early 1976. The new proposed 
facility will handle 225,000 gallons of cesspool and septic tank pumpings each week, 
and consists of anerobic lagoons with the capacity of approximately a million gallons 
each and six open leaching beds with a total area of 39,600 square feet. Some addi- 
tional funds will be necessary to complete the construction of this facility, although 
the Department was able to begin it with Department budget funds. The excavation of 
the area and some of the rough grading has, at this time, been completed. There will 
also be some cost to the maintenance and patrol of this septage dumping facility, but 
the manner of disposal of this waste from the Town will be greatly improved. It is 
hoped that with luck the Town should be operating this facility by the middle or late 
Spring of 1978. 


CEMETERIES 


Extensive rehabilitation work, which had been continued at the Old Town 
Cemetery during 1975, 1976 and the Free Burying Ground in Hatchville, was continued 
to a lesser degree in 1977 inasmuch as most of the work had been done previously. 
Maintenance and care of these cemeteries was Carried on by a C.E.T.A. crew that 
was assigned to the Highway Division. 


It is important that at some time the Town begin a restoration or repair project to 
Save or replace some of the earlier stones in the Old Town Cemetery. Early stones in 
this Cemetery show dates hack to 1700.

Daily requests for house numbers were received and assigned. This office 
reminds those who do not know their number to please call or drop in and one will be 
assigned. Also, by a Town By-law, you are required to put numbers of at least 3 inches 
in height on or near your front door. 


The Assessors’ maps were brought up to date as of December 31, 1976 and a good 
start has been made on plotting 1977 transfers and subdivisions. 


In addition to the above, numerous questions and requests by other departments, 
committees and invididuals have been answered and/or complied with. Most notable 
of these are the numerous inspections by this office for the Planning Board so that 
roads and drainage in new subdivisions conform to Town regulations. 


This Division has continued a program to define old road layouts which were not 
previously bounded out and replacing those bounds on defined layouts which have 
been destroyed or not set. 


During the year the Town was accepted back into the Federal Program of Flood 
Insurance. This has put an additional burden on this Department, because of up to ten 
calls a day by Real Estate Agents, Banks, Insurance firms, etc. for a determination 
as to whether property and/or houses are within the Flood Plain. In addition, all new 
construction permits must be verified as to whether the lot is or is not within the Flood 
Plain. 


This Department has been working in conjunction with the Conservation Officer 
in a survey of Beebe’s Woods so that the perimeter will be well marked for control 
purposes. Later a detailed map will be made showing trails and natural features for 
use on patrols, and fire control.

HIGHWAY DIVISION 
by Grover B. Cole, 
General Foreman 


The Highway Division during 1977 continued resurfacing of streets, drainage con- 
struction, curbing, resurfacing and maintenance of sidewalks, sealcoating and litter 
pickup. Road construction this year is slightly behind schedule due to inclement 
weather and equipment breakdown time. 

All Road Betterment projects were completed, except for Captain’s Lane. Exten- 
sive drainage was installed on Davisville Road with reclamation and resurfacing to 
be done in the Spring. Private roads were graded as time permitted, but the growth 
from trees and brush overhanging the roads made grading these roads almost im- 
possible without breaking mirrors and lights. Overhang on all private roads should be 
cut to a minimum height of 12 feet, so the road grader may properly smooth the road 
surfaces. 


The wooden bridge at Church Street was redecked with 4 inch by 8 inch first 
course and 2 inch by 8 inch planks for the top deck. This bridge is now in good condi- 
tion and should last many years. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 


This Division purchased one 10,000 GVW Dump Truck, one Radio Base Station 
and a Mechanical Street Sweeper. With the delivery of the new sweeper and the older 
model vacuum sweeper, all Town roads were swept during the year. It should be 
noted that this is the first year in quite a while all Town roads were swept at least 
once. With the acceptance of additional roads, it will be necessary to acquire a third 
sweeper in the foreseeable future to cover the Town and keep the roads clean as both 
the taxpayer and the Division would like them kept. 

BICYCLE PATH 

This year the Bicycle Path was periodically inspected, cleaned and brush cut as 
needed. Benches and bicycle racks were emplaced for the convenience of the Public. 
It is noted that boulders along the edge of the Path at Trunk River are being removed 
repeatedly by drivers of four wheel drive vehicles and motor bikes, so that they may 
use the path for fun and games, endangering the bicyclist. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 
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A total of 4,322 feet of new Betterment Street construction, voted by the Town 
Meeting, has been completed. Still to be finished are Captain’s Lane and some loam- 
ing and seeding. The remaining work will be completed in the Spring of 1978. 

LITTER 

Roadsides were cleaned of litter on a periodical basis. As reported in previous 
years, the most litter was found on roads leading to the Disposal Area, with lesser 
amounts elsewhere. Approximately 20% of one crew’s time is used in picking litter 
along the roadsides.

TREE WARDEN, PARKS & SCHOOL GROUNDS. 
By Joseph Figuerido, Division Head 


A basic summary of the year’s activities of the Tree Warden, Parks and School 
Grounds Maintenance Division is herein outlined. 


Tree Planting: This is an on-going program, with much advance planning 
devoted to the needs of the Town, not only for the beautification of our byways, but to 
public buildings and facilities. 


Under the tree planting program, eighty-eight trees were planted during the fall, 
the majority of the trees being nursery stock; few were purchased. Newly purchased 
(ordered) seedlings will be delivered in the Spring, and this will necessitate rear- 
rangement of our remaining stock. 


Because of the many maturing street trees and requests of the Town’s home 
owners, our Fall program was mainly devoted to digging, balling and the immediate 
planting of stock. The associated work of staking, mulching and fertilizing was also 
time consuming. Contrary to our usual schedule, Spring planting will be necessary 
this year because of the above mentioned work load. 


Customarily, tree applications were reviewed and processed, as well as the polic- 
ing and replacement of damaged and vandalized trees. 


The tree planting program is a source of continuing satisfaction, both for present 
and future enjoyment. 


Dutch Elm: Falmouth’s elm tree population continues to decrease with each 
passing year, regardless of ‘‘cure’’ claims for the Dutch elm disease. Waltham Ex- 
perimental Station, a State controlled agency, screens and tests any new labels or 
material before the product can be placed on the market in Massachusetts. Tree 
Wardens are supposedly the first to be informed of changes and recommendations in 
this field; unfortunately such data has not been forthcoming. 

Falmouth elm losses in 1977 were twenty on public ways and thirty-eight on 
private property. This apparently indicates a stable control condition of the disease in 
Falmouth; however, review of the six year record shows a total of 299 elms lost on 
private property and 150 on the Town’s public ways, for a grand total of 449 trees. This 
indicates that we are slowly losing the battle, for the elm population has diminished 
from approximately twelve to seven hundred.

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Elm Fire Wood: Three years ago the Department of Natural Resources relaxed 
the law to allow the Tree Wardens’ permission to give away discarded elms for 
firewood (mainly because of the fuel energy crisis). This practice was implemented 
in Falmouth with the condition that the free firewood be recorded with the Tree 
Warden and further provided that unused diseased elm be destroyed by March 30th. 
Unfortunately, abuses of many kinds have been reported during the last two years, 
i.e., illegal sales of elm wood, poor disposal practices of unused wood, wood remain- 
ing year round, all of which have produced a beetle source since beetles search out 
semi- live diseased woods in which to lay their eggs where they hatch and become a 
source of contamination. We therefore request that all property owners dispose of any 
elm wood, whether or not diseased. Treat this wood with either a poisonous spray of 
Methoxochlor or debark the wood and destroy the bark by burying. 


Tree Crew Change: On November 3rd of this year, the Director of the Depart- 
ment, at the request of the Commissioners, submitted a survey which examined the 
needs and costs of the high tree climbing operation for the Town of Falmouth. 


Falmouth’s five man tree crew, under the Tree Warden’s Section, has been 
regarded as one of the most effective and efficient crews along the South Shore. 
However, the injury of one of our two climber ‘‘A”’ (high climbers) eighteen months 
ago, forced the permanent loss of half of our tree climbing operation. Funds were 
frozen while the subject was being treated for his disability. High climbing operations 
were curtailed but continued with the one remaining climber, a 32 foot bucket truck 
and the usual three ground men. 


The new system was found to be adequate and all other work phases, including 
tree spraying, feeding, culturing, tree planting and nursery cultivation, crowning and 
roadside work continued as in the past. 


Following deliberation, the Commissioners concluded and voted to eliminate the 
existing two high climber positions, provided that all future high climbing be hired or 
contracted. High insurance rates and the consideration of the danger of this work, 
along with the decrease of Falmouth’s elm population, contributed to this decision. 
Otherwise, tree services will continue as in the past, with the exception of the high 
tree climbing phase. 


Insect Pest: Our regular spray programs are geared to control eleven pest 
diseases and one obnoxious weed, poision ivy. The Legislature considers these pests 
destructive to trees and recently this list was broadened to include several other 
pests, specifically the leaf minor group that blisters foliage badly. Examples of this 
are birch and holly minor. 


Spring and summer controls are most important since it is during these early 
stages that growth is tender and susceptive to pest attack. Obviously, protection from 
attacking pests is imperative during these periods. 


Our regular spring and summer sprays are: 


1) Dormant spray for elm bark beetle during April and May 

2) Fruit tree spray for tent caterpillar, holly and birch minor — April and May 

3) Elm leaf beetle spray (1st and 2nd generation) — July and August 

4) Spot spraying — Japanese beetle during July and August Webb worm, wood 
ticks, oak canker, poison ivy during summer months. 


Pesticide License: The Federal Pesticide License program has finally been con- 
cluded, following a six year task of registering and classifying pesticides into 
restricted or unrestricted types, as well as master numbering all chemical formulas 
and manufacturing companies for firm future identification. 

The State agency, working with the Federal ‘‘Fifra’’ group under the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, has also ended the broad educational program en- 
compassing literature leaflets, lectures and educational films for the purpose of 
preparing applicants for license examinations of their field and choice. 
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The Falmouth tree crew has taken the examination, and hopefully we will be 
prepared to proceed when the law goes into effect during October of 1978. 


Building Moving Permits: Permits are issued by the Board of Selectmen, only 
after the Tree Warden surveys the route to ascertain obstacles to be encountered and 
possible damage to trees along the route. However, criticism and comments are 
usually associated with building moving. 


Present rules are basically oral, without firm regulations to specify heights, 
length, width and time period during which the building is to be moved. Also, building 
movers are reluctant to cut structures or roofs and resultantly spend much of their 
time in efforts to convince the authorizing agents of hardship cases and other high 
costs involved in the moving. Unfortunately, special waivers of the existing oral rules 
are granted. 


This subject was thoroughly reviewed in the 1972 Annual Town report. As 
criterion, many rules and regulations used by our neighboring towns were strongly 
recommended, i.e., posting bonds, specific maximum size of buildings, banning mov- 
ing during summer months ( May to Labor Day), because of obvious traffic im- 
pediments, development of permit application forms to be signed by both police and 
fire departments, as well as the mover. Firm rule enforcement would certainly 
reduce problems, create cooperation and understanding among the people involved, 
as well as the protection of bridges, streets, trees and ultimately, to the taxpayers. 


Baseball: Summer sports activities have accelerated in Falmouth over the past 
two years. Softball summer leagues and independent teams create many problems in 
scheduling. Frequently teams schedule practice sessions without clearance, thus 
overlapping and at times conflicting with other local teams. 


Some of these teams are poorly supervised and create unruly conditions. Drink- 
ing is prevalent; broken bottles and beer cans are strewn throughout the area: 
disgusting and malicious destruction frequently accompanies these sports events. 
Police have been summoned during certain instances to allow mowing crews to 
operate. 


These conditions must be stopped and to this end, I would suggest that a ($25.00) 
per person fee be assessed all participating personnel. This would aid in abating un- 
forseen damages that this Division’s budget does not provide for. 

Park and School Additional Projects: 

1) Falmouth Village Green fence was painted. 

2) Resodded and upgraded Falmouth High School softball infield. 

3) Relocated East Falmouth playground equipment. 

4) Enclosed Nye Park softball field with chain link fence. 

5) Leveled and trimmed North Falmouth softball field with sod. 

6) Graded and seeded around North Falmouth Library. Flowering trees were 
planted. 

7) Installed dry wells at North Falmouth and Falmouth High Schools. 

8) Completely replanted rose beds at Falmouth High School. 

9) Assisted in several (important) work projects at the new Little League Field on 
Gifford Street. 

10) Corrected grades, clayed and completely trimmed with new sod the Fuller 
Field baseball diamond. 

11) Trimmed and cleaned brush on the west side of Fuller Field. 

12) Prepared site for memorial stones in front of Town Hall as well as planting 
foundation stock. 

Litter Pollution: Each year in this report comments are made describing the 
serious litter and vandalism problems on the Town’s park and school grounds which 
continue to absorb many man hours of work. 
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In efforts to help counteract and cope with this situation, we are now examining a 
specially designed sweeper, manufactured with rubber brushes, that will pick up bot- 
tles, beer cans, stones and sticks, aS well as the normal leaves and debris. The 
demonstration of this machinery was impressive. One person can operate it at a good 
speed and clear large acreage of ground easily, a project that is mandatory each 
spring before the Locke and gang mowers Can be used. Litter resulting from athletic 
contests and events, as well as heavy defoliation of fall leaves, can be handled by this 
machine. We have budgeted for this machine and earmarked it as out key capital 
outlay purchase. 

Tennis Courts: Tennis is a very popular activity in Falmouth and courts are in 
high demand. Constant care is required to maintain quality courts. 


Protective surface paint containing fillers and a material known as ‘‘plexipave”’ 
is recommended every four or five years since failure to treat court surfaces will 
result in wear and cracks which will allow moisture to penetrate beneath the surface 
to cause heaving and settling during winter months. Cost of this protective treatment 
is considerable. A local contractor submitted a f inancial survey of this work on courts 
under the supervision of the Park Division as follows. 


West Falmouth (2) courts, size 110x120’, constructed in 1972. Recommend three 
coats of plexipave and to restripe — estimate $2,400. 


East Falmouth (2) courts, size 110x120’, constructed in 1967. Recommend one coat 
of plexipave and restripe — estimate $2,500. 


North Falmouth (4) courts, size 236x110’, constructed in 1965. Recommend a filler 
course, plus three coats of plexipave — estimate $7,225. 


Woods Hole (2) courts, size 110x120’, constructed in 1965. This court is considered 
in poor condition. Recommend two filler coats in addition to three coats of plexipave 
— estimate $4,400. Delay of another season may mean a complete new surface of hot 
mix plus the above recommendation — estimate $5,500. 


Considerable saving for the above outlined work can be realized if the material 
required is purchased and the work accomplished by Park Division personnel, provid- 
ed funds are made available. 

As outlined in the foregoing report, duties of the Division remain relatively un- 


changed with the exception of increased work loads created mainly by the ever in- 
creasing disregard and disrespect of public property and facilities. 


WATER AND SEWER DIVISION 
by Richard T. Witt, Utilities Manager 


The Phase I Water System Improvement Program authorized by the Special 
Town Meeting held on January 10, 1974 was completed during 1977. The following pro- 
jects were completed during 1977 in accordance with this Program: 

EEL POND CHANNEL SUB-AQUEOUS CROSSINGS — This included the in- 
stallation of a 12-inch ductile-iron water main, two (2) 6-inch ductile-iron sewer 
siphons, and one (1) 8-inch and one (1) 10-inch ductile-iron sewer force mains for 
future use. 

JONES ROAD — WORCESTER PARK AVENUE WATER MAIN — This is a 12- 
inch water main installed in Jones Road from the Morse Pond School easterly to 
Route 28, and continuing southerly in Worcester Park Avenue to Russell Road. 

MBL STREET, NORTH STREET, ALBATROSS STREET WATER MAINS — 
This project reinforced the Water System in the Woods Hole area and included a 12- 


inch water main in Albatross Street and 8-inch water mains in North Street and MBL 
Street. 
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ASHUMET WELL — The Ashumet Well Pumping Station was completed and 
commenced service on June 24, 1977. During the first summer of operation this station 
produced approximately 800,000 gallons of water per day and a total of 108,493,500 
gallons during 1977. 

The following Capital Outlay Equipment has been purchased and is in service: 


One (1) half-ton replacement pick-up truck. 
One (1) portable generator. 

One (1) three-inch portable diaphram pump. 
One (1) hydraulic pipe cutter. 

One (1) portable pipe locator. 

One (1) printing calculator for office. 


A new clutch assembly was installed in the D3 Caterpillar Engine at the Long 
Pond Pumping Station. 


The D3 Warren Pump at the Long Pond Pumping Station was completely 
overhauled. 


The Falmouth Sewerage System Step I Facilities Plan is currently being 
prepared by the Boston engineering firm of Camp Dresser and McKee. This Plan is to 
fulfill the requirements of Section 201 of the Federal Water Pollution Control Act as 
amended (Public Law 92-500). 


On June 24, 1977 the ‘‘Drinking Water Regulations of Massachusetts’”’ became ef- 
fective. These regulations include.all of the requirements in the Federal ‘‘National In- 
terim Drinking Water Regulations” adopted pursuant to the Federal ‘‘Safe Drinking 
Water Act”’ (Public Law 93-523). 


These regulations currently require additional municipal water system sampling 
procedures and will ultimately result in considerable cost increases to the Town in 
order to meet the requirements. 


The Barnstable County 208 (PL 92-500) Wastewater Management Program has 
focused attention on the importance of land use management throughout Cape Cod for 
water resource protection. In accord with this approach, the Department of Public 
Works has prepared a Watershed Management District Zoning Article for considera- 
tion by the 1978 Annual Town Meeting. The importance of protecting the natural high 
quality of our existing public water supply must be recognized by the Town and 
positive steps taken to insure the perpetuation of this valuable natural resource.

The Commission was active in the Spring of 1977, but while 
waiting for leases to be negotiated between the Commonwealth of Mass. and the 
Federal government they were inactive. They met again several times in the Fall. 

Mr. Billie Whited resigned as Chairman because of relocating out of state. Mr. 
Whited put in many long hours working for the Commission in the pursuit of the use of 
Otis. The members would like to thank him for his efforts. Mr. Raymond C. Knispel 
was appointed to the Commission to fill the vacancy. A reorganization of the Commis- 
sion took place in April naming Jack Fraser as Chairman, Ray Knispel as Vice Chair- 
man and Joy Robbins as Secretary. Jack Fraser resigned from the Commission in 
December stating that he could no longer contribute as a member. William T. 
Mahoney was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

The Committee is actively pursuing the concept of an Upper Cape Regional Air- 
port Commission with the other three surrounding towns. The Commission expects to 
report their progress at Town Meeting.

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_ REPORT OF THE BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


- The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


The Committee met several times during the year in order to conclude in an effi- 
cient manner a few items carried over from the memorable year 1976 which was 
marked with townwide celebration of the country’s 200th birthday. 


Because of the great success of the reenactment of the British attack on Falmouth 
in the Bicentennial year, it was decided to have the Militia repeat this outstanding 
event. A proclamation was prepared by Company Clerk Nathaniel Denman 
designating Saturday, August 13, ‘‘British Repulse Day”’, which was signed by Gover- 
nor Michael S. Dukakis. The part of the British force was impressively enacted by the 
Pawtuxet Rangers from Rhode Island. They landed on the beach from long boats bor- 
rowed from the Massachusetts Maritime Academy. Prior to the engagement there 
was a parade down Shore Street. The hundreds of spectators were thrilled by this 
realistic battle which made history come alive, especially for the children. Major An- 
drew L. Wessling, Jr. of the Militia organized the event and commanded the troops. 


In order that the Militia might continue its activities in celebrating patriotic 
events, Town Meeting voted them $500. They assembled and drilled on the Village 
Green in April and on July 4th. They participated in the Memorial Day and Armistice 
Day observances, and marched in the Christmas parade. Requests are being received 
for them to participate in celebrations in several other towns. This brings the name of 
Falmouth to the attention of citizens throughout the state. 


The Bicentennial Committee is pleased to record that the Katharine Lee Bates 
house was opened as a museum and shrine in her memory by the Falmouth Historical 
Society on June 15th. During the summer more than 300 visitors were welcomed by 
the resident curators, Dr. and Mrs. Clarence H. Yeager. Brochures about the house 
were prepared and widely distributed. The opening of this museum is a lasting 
memorial in the town from the efforts of the Bicentennial Committee. Mrs. Marina 
Andrews, Secretary of the Committee, introduced a resolution in Town Meeting which 
was unanimously passed that all items remaining from the celebration of the 
Bicentennial, having served their purpose, should be turned over to the Historical 
Society, and any proceeds be used for the maintenance of the Bates house. 


A granite step, donated by the Historical Society for the purpose, was engraved 
for installation on the Village Green where the time capsule was buried. It reads, ‘‘To 
be opened November 21, 2076’’. 


A large boulder was placed prominently on the grounds of the East Falmouth 
Library, bearing a bronze plaque which reads, ‘‘In memory of the early strawberry 
growers of the town of Falmouth, Massachusetts who made a notable contribution to 
the development of the town’’. This memorial was dedicated on Sunday, June 19th, the 
height of the strawberry season. Mrs. Mary Santos, 100 years of age, unveiled the 
memorial as the ‘‘oldest known strawberry grower’’. The speaker was Bertram 
Tomlinson, County Agent from 1924 to 1959. Mr. Tomlinson told interesting facts of the 
days when the growing of strawberries was the most important industry in the town. 
This memorial was developed by Esther Tsiknas who was in charge of festivals, and 
by Marina Andrews who headed the committee and planned the dedication. The 
Militia participated. 

A brochure was prepared and distributed at the dedication which contained a 
history of the strawberry industry and some outstanding recipes for using strawber- 
ries. The brochure was decorated by Karen Rinaldo and bore the following tribute to 
the early growers. 


“They came from lands across the sea seeking freedom of opportunity offered 
here. They seized this opportunity to work industriously to develop the land and to 
make it produce strawberries abundantly. They established families, built homes, at- 
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tended church, and participated in Town affairs. Their ambition toward a better life 
for themselves and their children achieved through the cultivation of strawberries is 
a proud chapter in the history of the Town. - 


On Wednesday, December 28, the Committee held its final meeting and officially 
disbanded. The close association and the outstanding cooperation of the members of 
the committee, as well as its achievement in developing lasting memorials of the 
Bicentennial year, will always be remembered by those who were privileged to serve 
the Town as members of the Committee.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


1977 brought a major administrative change to the Recreation Department with 
the resignation of Mr. Richard A. Sherman, Recreation Director, and the promotion 
of Mr. Bradford Shufelt, former Asst. Director, to that same post. The Recreation 
Department extends its thanks to former Director Sherman for his outstanding ser- 
vice. Under his supervision many new and successful programs were instituted. He 
was a major mover in organizational policies and his ideas were very valuable and 
useful to Falmouth’s Recreational Program. Mr. Bradford Shufelt, has already 
shown great promise in developing programs and organizing new events as Asst. 
Director. Now, as Director, his experience is invaluable and he is sure to be a great 
asset to Falmouth’s Recreational Services. 


As in the past, the Recreation Department extended the use of its building to 
various programs and organizations outside of those supervised by the department. 
Despite limited space and periodic scheduling problems, the Recreation Building ser- 
viced over twelve outside activities: Falmouth Child Study, Stamp Club, Local 1249W, 
Small World, Democrats, Polish-American Club, Blood Mobile, and the Lookout Club 
Fair. Full utilization of the Recreation Building is ideal and most all requests can be 
accomodated if enough notice is given. 


In addition to these outside activities, the Recreation Building services many pro- 
grams under the department’s supervision. These include Needlepoint and Quilting, 
offered in the spring, Guitar, Piano, Dog Obedience Classes, Exercise Classes, Arts 
and Crafts, Tap and Ballet Lessons, as well as a new Carpentry program that has 
been extremely successful. Also offered at the Recreation Center throughout the 
school year, is an Afternoon Recreation program which offers ping-pong, basketball, 
pool, as well as the use of the gym for gymnastics, jogging, exercising, etc. Other pro- 
grams offered by the department, but taking place in various facilities throughout the 
community include, Dancercise, Ballroom Dancing, Bingo for the Deaf, Figure 
Skating, Ice Hockey, Speed Skating, and Tennis. 


1977’s Summer Recreation program was a huge success with high participation in 
all programs and an absolute deluge of people partaking in the Tennis Court Reserva- 
tion system. Playground leadership and supervision was offered in East Falmouth 
and North Falmouth as well as at the Lawrence School. In addition to playground 
games, a variety of other organized activities was offered at the same locations in- 
cluding, Gymnastics, Tennis Instruction, Arts and Crafts, and a new, exciting Ar- 
chery Program. The summer’s Sailing Instruction again drew its usual crowd, along 
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with the Girls’ Softball and Mens’ Softball programs. New this past summer was an 
organized Track Program directed by two of Falmouth High School’s prominent run- 
ners, Johanna Forman, and Nancy Robinson. Nancy and Johanna did a fine job in 
making the activity fun and worthwhile. The Falmouth Road Race, one of the depart- 
ment’s biggest summer events proved an immense success with nearly double the 
runners of last year’s race. Under the supervision of the race’s directors, volunteers 
and members of the summer staff worked together to produce a fine and fun race with 
relatively few complications. 


In the fall, following up on the summer’s athletic activities, the Recreation 
Department offered Cross Country races, an Indoor Track Meet run in conjunction 
with the elementary school’s Physical Education Dept., as well as a Soccer program. 
Winter brought an extensive Basketball program including Boys’ Brags 2 — 8, Girls’ 
grades 3 — 8, and eleven teams in Men’s League. 


Special events new this year were a Halloween party which provided a lot of fun 
and entertainment, as well as the entrance of a float in the Christmas Parade. 


Bus trips, always a highlight during the year, were made to the Museum of 
Science, to two Boston Red Sox games, a Flower Show (done in conjunction with the 
Woods Hole Community Assoc. ), and to the Boston Lobsters. 


All of the programs, events, and activities sponsored by the Recreation Depart- 
ment would not be possible without the help of hundreds, volunteering their services. 
A special thanks is extended to these people.

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REPORT OF THE FALMOUTH 
FLOOD PLAIN STUDY COMMITTEE 


The year 1977 was eventful in Flood Plain activities for the Town of Falmouth, en- 
ding with the Town completely eligible for its residents obtaining government- spon- 
sored flood insurance and with a zoning law in effect compatible with the Flood In- 
surance Administration’s requirements. However, the differences of opinion on what 
land levels constitute flood-prone areas are still in disagreement and presumably 
these differences may be resolved when the Town’s litigation comes to trial next sum- 
mer. 


Attorney Jerome Doyle of Osterville offered his services to Falmouth ‘‘pro bono”’, 
that is, without charge. He has been brought in to handle the town’s case as special 
counsel on the recommendation of Town Counsel. 


In the Apri] Warrant for Town Meeting two articles were presented, each of which 
were to modify the original article for flood zoning which had been passed the 
previous year. The major differences between the two were the flood levels. The town 
voted to go along with the Flood Plain Study Committee recommendations which 
were to retain the lower set of levels. 


These recommendations were based, in part, on the promise of the Federal In- 
surance Assistant Administrator to visit Falmouth and to confer with the Study Com- 
mittee. This visit did not come about in spite of the active urging of Congressmen. In- 
stead, an impromptu seminar was held on Falmouth’s hurricane floods for the benefit 
of interested Congressmen. This seminar was probably beneficial for influencing 
changes in the Flood Insurance law and its regulations which were substantially 
modified by Congress during the year. 


With the inability to obtain a speedy trial in the courts and a new hurricane season 
impending, the Committee voted in favor of the Planning Board's draft of a new zon- 
ing article which would comply with the regulations set by the Federal Flood In- 
surance Administration. At a special town meeting in June the new article was passed 
by a vote of 163 in favor, 12 opposed. The Town was provisionally qualified for flood in- 
surance by the adoption of the new article. However, the FIA listed 10 additions or 
clarifications to be made with compliance mandated by October 21. 


A special town meeting was called October 12 to vote on the amendments. The 
new article complying with all of the FIA requirements was passed. In the meantime 
this Committee has voted that it reeommend the town continue with its law case and 
deplores the jammed docket of the Federal courts which have prevented the town’s 
case from being heard.

During the past year, our students have continued their service to the five towns 
by working on community and church projects that they could not otherwise afford. 
We welcome these community projects because of the excellent learning experiences 
and because the cost of the materials used for this training is paid for by the organiza- 
tions which helps to lower the cost of instructional materials used by the school. At the 
same time it saves the taxpayers in the five communities a large amount of money in 
labor costs. 


Among the various projects are the completion of the Swift Memorial Church 
Parsonage; painting of the panels and trim on four housing units for the Wareham 
Housing for the Elderly; cement canopies and brick wind walls for the Massachusetts 
Maritime Academy and the building of wooden decking for the Bay State Training 
Ship; construction of steps, remodeling the interior, and installation of emergency 
lights for the Knights of Columbus facility in Buzzards Bay; painting and paneling the 
interior of the Wareham Lodge of Elks; assisting the Bourne Chamber of Commerce 
in their scallop festival; and reshingling the roof of the Knights of Columbus building 
in Falmouth. Two ongoing projects are the renovation of the General Leonard Wood 
Building for the Bourne School Administration offices and the construction of a boat 
house at Wakeby Pond for the Town of Sandwich. 


Projects within the school continue to utilize all of the shops. The Food Trades 
Department serves meals three days a week on a rotating schedule to the senior 
citizens of our towns. Our Cosmetology Department services patrons from the nearby 
communities on a daily basis. We have extended our irrigation system to encompass 
the front section of our lawn and continue to do all major building repairs and 
maintenance on all our vehicles, snow plow, and grounds equipment. Solar heating is 
now being incorporated into the Plumbing and Heating Department in an effort to 
provide greater job opportunities in this new and expanding field. 


The Regional School District Committee voted to phase out the Drafting and 
Metals Programs because of the lack of student interest over the past years. An 
upholstery and canvas work program will be instituted in the drafting area this 
spring, and a marine services program will be started in the metals shop within two 
years. The Committee also voted to submit a proposal to initiate a Title I program and 
to apply for funds in the amount of $16,500. Under this program economically deprived 
students will be aided in overcoming deficiencies in reading and mathematics. 
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On September twentieth ceremonies were held naming the school library the 
Edgar E. Caron Library to honor our chairman and in recognition of his years of 
dedicated service to the Regional School District since the formation of the district. 


The Regional] Schoo! District, in the way of financial assistance in 1977, received 
$498,090 representing approximately 90% of the 50% reimbursement for net operating 
expense for 1975-1976. Also received were the following: $93,866 for transportation for 
1975-1976; a library grant of $1,369.48; $14,646.72 under PL 81-874 for federally con- 
nected pupils; $281 for Special Needs; and $62,949.32 for the annual construction 
grant. 


Additional aid under Chapter 71, Section 16D, is now based on the amount each 
town contributed to the district and is paid directly to the district. This year the 
regional schoo! district is entitled to receive $84,464. At the present time this aid will 
be distributed at a proration of 74.66 percent. 


It is with deep regret that I report the death of our Chairman, Edgar E. Caron, on 
December 23, 1977. Mr. Caron was appointed to the original school district committee 
in 1963 and served as chairman of the committee from 1966. School committee 
members, employees, and all residents of the regional school district have lost a 
leader, a friend, and an advisor—one who was always willing to give freely of his time 
and energy. We will all remember his outstanding contributions to the regional school 
district. 


In a report like this I would be remiss if I did not thank my fellow members of the 
School Committee for their efforts and their willingness to meet whenever necessary 
and for being able to make important decisions without hesitation, which is so essen- 
tial in the operation of any school. Thanks and sincere appreciation should be extend- 
ed to all personnel employed by the school district, to our advisory board members, 
and to town officials and school personnel in our district for their interest, concern, 
and support.

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REPORT OF THE DATA PROCESSING COMMITTEE 


With the continuing growth of the Town and budget, it has become increasingly 
important to improve and modernize the financial and management capability of the 
operational departments in the Town administration. 


The efforts of the Data Processing Committee have been directed toward 
evaluating cost effectiveness of various data processing systems and the system 
capabilities. Numerous bids were solicited for limited and for total data processing 
systems. The Committee has visited other data processing centers and attended 
demonstrations by several vendors. 


As a result of information compiled and knowledge gained, it is anticipated that a 
firm decision will soon be made on the data processing system or systems most 
beneficial to the Town of Falmouth. 


Technical accomplishments in addition to those on-going include date processing 
systems and programs for a real estate property information ‘system, including per- 
sonal property, and exempt parcels. The system produced the 1977 tax bills and com- 
mitment sheets as well as establishing computer files for the Tax Collector’s office. 


A system was designed and programmed for the Registrar of Voters Office with 
all necessary ancillary information. Existing applications were maintained and 
changes and refinements made where applicable. 


School Department noteworthy accomplishments included major improvements 
in speed and accuracy in the payroll system, Massachusetts’ monthly student atten- 
dance registers, scheduling and grading for grades 7 through 12 and verification of 
students’ school, grade and room. In addition, a catalog of all programs was compiled 
for those applications which are fully operational on the school’s computer. 


The Data Processing Committee which has been in existence for over nine years 
underwent changes in member composition and chairmen this past May, a fact which 
has to a certain extent delayed the final decision making process regarding the type of 
date processing system or systems the Town of Falmouth will procure. 


Early in 1978, the Data Processing Committee should make a firm decision on 
replacement of the present computer system at the High School and final reeommen- 
dations for action on the system or systems for a total municipal management in- 
formation and centralized business control system.

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REPORT OF THE FALMOUTH 
HISTORICAL DISTRICTS COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


In its second year, the Falmouth Historical District Commission considered forty- 
five applicants for Certificates of Appropriateness in the course of twenty-six 
meetings. There were changes in the distribution of types of work involved, par- 
ticularly in the large number of new signs considered this year, and in the number of 
alterations and additions which has dropped significantly. 


As in the previous year, each application for a change was judged on its own 
merits, with consideration being given to the state of the building, and the nature of 
the neighborhood which varies from district to district. The purpose of such a pro- 
cedure has been to preserve and protect historical buildings and places, and their set- 
tings from inappropriate change. 


On the whole, the effort has met with success. Growth and change are inevitable, 
but need not be defacing. The Commission feels that that which has taken place in 
historic districts, with its sanction is acceptable. A problem exists, however, in in- 
forming contractors and property owners in historic districts of their responsibilities. 
Many are unaware of the application procedure which is required before one may 
legally make a change which alters the aspect of a building or a district. As a result, 
at least four changes have occurred during the past year, over which the Commission 
had little control. In order to conserve our threatened historical legacy, the future 
months will see a stronger effort by the Commission to inform the public, and to en- 
force the law under which it is appointed.

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A total of eighteen premature babies born alive were reported to this department 
in 1977. Applicants requesting financial aid were referred to the welfare service to see 
if they were eligible for Medicaid. Medically needy families who are not eligible for 
Medicaid may still apply to the Board of Health. However, no financial assistance was 
requested from the Board of Health this past year. 


A supply of serums and vaccines are kept in the office under refrigeration and are 
available to the town doctors without cost. The Health Department is responsible for 
ordering all state supplied biologics for the doctors, the Falmouth Hospital, and for 
the Falmouth Nursing Association clinics. 


The practice of conducting thorough and frequent inspections of all food service 
and drinking establishments in the town was maintained during 1977. The Barnstable 
County Health Department provided assistance during the summer months. 


Title 5 of the State Environmental Code, minimum requirements for the sub- 
surface disposal of sanitary sewage, was revised effective 1 July 1977. The major ef- 
fect of the revisions are the requirements that two deep soil observation holes, no 
shallower than 10 feet must be performed on any lot to be used for leaching. Sewage 
plans must be prepared by a registered professional engineer and approved by the 
Board of Health. And the Board of Health is now responsible for local sewage disposal 
systems with an estimated daily flow up to 15,000 gallons. 

Article II of the State Sanitary Code, minimum standards of fitness for human 
habitation, was also revised and became effective on August 1, 1977. The revision add- 
ed extensive responsibilities on the Board of Health relative to the inspection and en- 
forcement of the Housing Code.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FINANCE 
COMMITTEE — 1977 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The tax rate rose to $112.50 per thousand for the Fiscal Year July 1977-June 1978, 
with the impact of rising costs for labor, materials, fuel and utilities being hard felt. 
Again the Finance Committee must single out the ever-rising payroll costs, and cau- 
tion that if they continue to increase so rapidly, Falmouth will have to consider reduc- 
ing services if the tax rate is to be held in any kind of control. 


In 1977, the Finance Committee sponsored a joint meeting of its members, the 
Board of Selectmen and the Personnel Board in an attempt to have a coordinated ef- 
fort to develop more organization in the overall town operation. Three target areas 
emerged, and a joint subcommittee was assigned to study each one. The joint sub- 
committee on Town budgeting is currently researching budget trends and patterns, 
developing better methods for departmental budgeting, and considering whether 
zero-base budgeting could be effective in Falmouth. The joint subcommittee on per- 
sonnel and salary matters completed its assignment and made recommendations to 
the respective boards on the hiring of temporary, contractual and contract personnel, 
and also on the process by which a new Town department can be established. The 
joint subcommittee assigned to the fire study was formed to consider the direction to 
be taken by the Finance Committee in conducting the indepth study of the Fire 
Department which the April 1977 Special Town Meeting funded with $15,000. In view of 
Town Meeting action that placed the Fire Department under the direction of the 
Board of Selectmen, and after review of plans to reorganize staff and operations from 
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within the department. the subcommittee recommended to the Finance Committee 
that action on the fire study be postponed until sufficient time had elapsed to deter- 
mine the effectiveness of the reorganization. The funds are still being carried under 
Article 19 of the April Special Town Meeting. 


The April Special Town Meeting approved another Finance Committee re- 
quest—the transfer of $75,000 from Federal Revenue Sharing Funds to the Finance 
Committee Reserve Fund to cover unbudgeted departmental expenses for the 
1976-1977 Fiscal Year. The hard winter was reflected by the fact that this additional 
account was depleted by June 30, 1977. 


Three other special town meetings were held this year: one in June funded labor 
contracts and a new roof for the East Falmouth school; one in October amended the 
Flood Plain Zoning by-law, funded the construction of a new beach house, and 
allocated Anti-Recession Fiscal Assistance funds; and the last in November funded 
the repair of Fire Engine No. 1 and made available $159,795 of the Town’s share in the 
cost of the federally funded addition to the main library. 


At the Annual Town Meeting, members voted to appropriate $16,556,894.00 from 
taxation, to transfer $103,466.00 from available funds, and to transfer $429,178.60 from 
other accounts for various articles in the Warrant. The sum of $280,396.00 was 
transferred from the Federal Revenue Sharing Funds Invested Account for Fire 
Department Salaries and Wages in order to offset the tax rate, leaving a balance in 
that account of $5,221.18. with which to start the new fiscal year. No new funds were 
voted into the Stabilization Fund. The balance in the Excess and Deficiency Account 
on June 30, 1977 was $100,000.00. The balance in the Reserve Fund on June 30, 1977 was 
$3,049.12. During the year, transfers from the Reserve Fund to the various Town 
Departments and Committees totalled $71,950.88.

The Falmouth Finance Committee 
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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL 
BUILDING NEEDS COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 
A NEW ROLE 


The 1978 Annual Town Meeting charged your committee with the responsibility of 
overseeing the renovations to the East Falmouth School Roof. 


Article 69 of the 1977 Annual Town Meeting Warrant provided $15,000 for the 
purpose of obtaining working plans and specifications for replacing and making other 
repairs relative to correcting water leaks and energy losses in the East Falmouth 
School. 


Proposals for engineering services were solicited and representatives from three 
firms were interviewed on May 3, 1977. 


A contract was signed with Briggs Engineering & Testing Company of Norwell 
which provided a moisture study of the roof, bid plans and specifications and con- 
struction supervision for the roof replacement. 


Briggs submitted the lowest proposal with an upset limit of $11,000 for furnishing 
all of the above services. 


During the Spring of 1977, your committee reviewed methods of correcting the 
water leaks and energy problems at the East Falmouth School with the Engineering 
Firm. 


Specifications were approved which replaced the total roof surface with a rubber 
membrane material cemented to approximately one inch of new insulation material. 
In addition, tapered insulation was to be used over the corridors to eliminate ponding 
of water and the Clerestory windows in the classrooms were to be insulated and 
covered. 


At the Special Town Meeting of June 29, 1977, Town Meeting members approved 
$175,000 for the purpose of replacing the East Falmouth School Roof. 


On September 6, 1977 a contract was signed in the amount of $172,909 with W. S. 
Aiken Company of Salem, the lowest bidder for replacing the roof. 


The Contractor started in October and by December 31, 1977 the work was 90-95% 
complete. 


There remains to be done the installation of some roof drains, and completion of 
Punchlist items. Early indications suggest that energy is being saved and that the 
roof is watertight. 


Your committee looks forward to final completion and acceptance of this project 
in February or March of 1978. 
FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL 

On March 8, 1977 at the request of the School Committee, your committee 
authorized the expenditure of $14,675 for improvements to the Falmouth High School 
from remaining construction funds. 

The following is a list of items approved. The addition of support rollers for the 
Field House bleachers is the only project not yet completed and a bid has been issued 
to accomplish this improvement project. 


Heating and Ventilating Supplies and Contracted Labor $4,375 
Bleacher Rollers 3,300 
Fencing — Field House Root 1,000 
Time-base Corrector 2,000 
Purchase of Library Books 4,000 

$14,675 
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During the Summer, minor repairs were made to the surface of the Field House 
floor. All repairs were made in accordance with guarantee provisions and at no cost to 
the Town of Falmouth.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


School Committees are public bodies. They should meet and act in public session 
in full view of those they represent. They should believe that schools belong to the 
community and they should act in accordance with that belief. 


Over the past several years the Falmouth Schoo! Committee has acted as though 
they spawned the ideas. The Committee places on nearly every agenda a segment of 
time that allows for citizens to speak on topics of interest. The Chairperson provides 
opportunities to the public to speak on any agenda item that is before the Committee. 
The Committee itself has emphasized its commitment to community involvement by 
its policies and actions. It has supported the notion through policy that enables 
parents to serve on screening committees that help in the selection of staff to fill 
vacancies. It has formed special committees to engage in the screening of qualified 
candidates for administrative positions. It has empowered citizen committees to 
make studies of school topics that are of concern to the community. It believes that 
schools belong to the community and therefore the community should be included 
wherever possible. The Committee has no intention of retreating from this position. 


The problems that a School Committee face in any single year are such that the 
members may wonder why they ever chose to run. At no time has the Committee run 
away from the responsibility of solving them. The Committee in time filled the vacan- 
cy in the principalship of the Mullen-Hall School. It answered the request for support 
for transportation of students to private schools. It took calmly the charges of 
discrimination filed by several of its employees. It engaged in the first time ex- 
perience of developing process and forms to use in evaluating its Superintendent. It 
tried them out and learned from its experience. It continued to emphasize the need to 
match school appropriations with the ability of the Town to pay. In fact it specifically 
asked its administrators to prepare a budget that did not increase the percentage of 
the tax dollar for the schools. 


It identified eight priorities for more intensive discussion. Among the eight were 
the following: 


1. Performance Objectives for the Superintendent. 

2. Declining Enrollments 

3. Study of Administration/Supervision and Job Descriptions 
4. Review of Policies Relating to Discipline 

5. School Committee Operations and Staff Morale 


6. High School Graduation Requirements, Review of Standardized Testing with 
Consideration of Establishing Competency Levels. 


7. Teacher Evaluations 
8. Guidance — Goals and Programs. 


The Committee also considered the idea of reducing its membership from nine to 
seven and even placed an article in the Town Warrant for such action by the Town 
Meeting members, but decided at the last moment that the request was untimely. 


In the summer, the Committee approved the performance objectives of the 
Superintendent and will have those in the future to evaluate the Superintendent and to 
assess the movement of the system towards the goals established for the organization 
including their priority concerns. 


Respectfully submitted, 
FALMOUTH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee and to the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth 


Early in January, 1978, I received a most interesting letter from one Margaret 
A. Stanger of Orleans, Massachusetts. She is the daughter of A.O. Stanger, former 
Superintendent of Schools in Falmouth. The letter accompanied a rather worn copy 
of school reports for the years from 1895 through 1906. I had met Margaret some 
years ago in my efforts to work with others on the Cape to improve the delivery of 
human services to those in need. I was delighted to be remembered as a friend and 
fortunate to have the reminder of earlier days and the conditions that surrounded 
education at the turn of the twentieth century. 


For example she spoke of the ‘‘enormous”’ salary that was offered to her father 
($1,400) and how overcome he was by it. She further described that her parents 
had been recently married and his pretty auburn haired bride looked upon Cape 
Cod as the equivalent of Timbuctoo. She eloquently expressed the feeling that most 
of us have when we move to the Cape by saying that both loved it and that she was 
glad she joined them here. Her last line contained the words, ‘‘I still have a love 
for Falmouth’. 


The reason that I have referred to the letter and to the book in my prefacing 
remarks is to support a notion of mine that I have expressed in the last four or five 
years in my annual report — it is important to relate the present and future to the 
past. 


Let me start my report with Mr. Stanger’s concluding remarks from his 1898-99 
annual report. 


“The last ten years have witnessed many changes in the educational 
world. New ground has been continually explored. In no former period of 
equal time have there been so many theories, methods, devices and fads 
seeking admission at the door of the school-room. Many of these have 
already been proven to be worthless, others are yet in the experimental 
stage, and must be handled with the greatest discretion. Some have 
withstood the fire and are pure gold. 


To pilot a system of schools through such uncertainties without strik- 
ing shoals is no easy task. There is but one safe way, the conservative one. 
To try, without due reflection, would be to abuse the great trust given us 
by the people. The hearty support given me by the people leads me to con- 
clude that a safe policy has been pursued. 


It seems to me to be fitting to extend my thanks and gratitude to the 
committee, teachers and the general public for the encouraging support 
that has been given in the past.”’ 


I shall restrict my comments to the last five years since June of 1978 is my an- 
niversary date for that period of service as your Superintendent of Schools. Like 
Mr. Stanger, I have witnessed many changes in education and more specifical- 
ly many significant changes right here in Falmouth. To pilot the system in the last 
five years without running aground has not been an easy task. Anyone reading the 
local newspapers or attending School Committee meetings can attest that I have 
had several near shipwrecks. The school year 1977-78 has been a particularly stor- 
my one. 


Mr. Stanger refers to the one safe way to conduct the business of the schools, 
the conservative one. I’m of the strong opinion that no longer is there but one safe 
way to conduct schools. Even though there is a strong trend, wave or movement 
that implies conservatism, there is still a population in the community that wants 
something else. One mistake of the past is to accept but one way— whether it be 
conservative or liberal. To my way of thinking the only safe way is to manage 
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schools in a way that enables both sides to feel they are listened to and that their 
children are receiving education experiences that prepare them for the world as it 
is seen by their parents. When the schools endeavor to meet both needs there are 
bound to be clashes that result in hurt feelings. 


I’m inclined to believe that, as long as the Committee, staff, parents and com- 
munity are willing to work together the schools can weather the storms and carry 
their students more confidently towards levels of higher achievement. 


For the rest of my report I shall follow the pattern developed in recent years to 
give you a glimpse into several areas of activity. 


Part I— A Compilation of School Committee Actions 


I could not quickly find the number of meetings held by the School Committee 
in the early 1900’s but I’m sure it couldn’t compare with the nearly 50 meetings 
held by your Committee in the calendar year 1977. Using an average of 4’ hours 
per meeting, each member contributes 225 hours of sitting, discussing and decision- 
ing. In addition there are untold hours spent in preparation for meetings. Some 
members have special assignments requiring additional time in service. Recently I 
spent two full days with two members of the School Committee in a meeting with 
representatives from the Falmouth Educators’ Association in a mutual effort to 
develop guidelines for the award of salary increment credits. 


For the first time, three members sat in on negotiations between the F.E.A. 
and the School Committee to bargain for wages, hours and conditions of employ- 
ment for two units of its employees; namely, the Teachers, Unit A, and Ad- 
ministrators, Unit B. 


Another subcommittee of three has met to discuss issues relating to Transpor- 
tation. A newly appointed trio will review the ratio system with representatives 
from Unit B, the Administrators. One member serves on the Board of Directors for 
the Cape Cod Collaborative and another represents the Committee on the Town 
Computer Study Committee. From time to time, other assignments are made as 
the need dictates. Five members are actively involved with the School Building 
Needs Committee thereby providing continuity between two committees that focus 
upon school buildings. Another keeps the Committee informed about matters 
before the Legislature. 

The material which follows is but a sampling of the many agenda items which 
come before the Committee during the course of the year. Some are handled easily 
while others require considerable discussion before the Committee can determine a 
plan of action. 


January, 1977 — 6 meetings (January 3, 11, 17, 18, 24, 25) 
1. Approved the insertion of an article into the Annual Town Meeting Warrant 
to request funds for replacing the roof of the Fast Falmouth Elementary School. 


2. Approved the motion which created a Transportation Sub-Committee to 
study issues relating to School Department transportation. 
February, 1977 — 5 meetings (February 7, 8, 14, 15, 28) 

3. Approved the continuation of the Transitional Bilingual Education Program 
for the 1977-78 school year. 

4. Set a meeting date for February 28, 1977 to discuss future plans for the use of 
the Woods Hole School. 

5. Extended a contract for one year for the lease of computer equipment, with 
funding from the Town of Falmouth Data Processing Budget. 

6. Agreed to continue operation of the Woods Hole School for the 1977-78 school 
year and created a study committee to look into all elementary school facilities, 
programs and enrollment figures, with consideration of ways to increase enroll- 
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ment at the Woods Hole School, such committee to report back to the School Com- 
mittee in September, 1977. 


7. Granted permission for the use of Fuller Field for the Falmouth Hospital 
Fund Raising Committee for a benefit soccer game. 

March, 1977 — 7 meetings (March 1, 7, 8, 10, 22, 29, 31) 

8. Authorized the Superintendent to create a task force to study the areas of 
athletics, intramurals and student activities with as broad a base of representation 
as possible, the task force to report its findings to the School Committee prior to 
the 1978-79 budget hearings. 


9. Requested the Superintendent, on behalf of the School Committee, to respond 
to the Mass. Teachers’ Association indicating it fully supports his previous decision 
to deny a 3 day leave request to teacher Robert Heath to participate in the evalua- 
tion of American International College. 


10. Arranged for scholarship monies donated through the Bertha Burgess 
Estate to be deposited in the Lawrence High School Scholarship Fund.

50. Voted to prohibit students from smoking in school buildings and on adjacent 
school grounds during regularly scheduled school activities. 

51. Initiated a study of school buildings to allocate smoke free areas for staff 
without denying the rights of those who smoke. 

52. Voted to support all efforts which will provide the education necessary to ad- 
vise Falmouth school children of the dangers of alcohol, smoke and drug abuse. 

53. Accepted the resignation of Mullen-Hall Elementary School Principal, 
Lawrence Cornell, with the request for a letter to be sent to Mr. Cornell thanking him 
for his service to the community.

Association of Retired Persons (AARP) to act as volunteer ‘‘staff’’ to the School 

Committee. The Committee approved this proposal with the stipulation that it 

receive a report from the Superintendent should the Civic Affairs Committee take 

up an inordinate amount of staff time. 

The School Committee subsequently appointed a sub-committee to establish 
guidelines for the research team. 

69. Approved the recommendation of the Superintendent to appoint current 
Woods Hole teaching Principal, Fmma Barrow, to the position of Principal of the 
Mullen- Hall School. 

70. Voted to increase the position of secretary of the Woods Hole School from a 
half-time to a full-time post through the end of the calendar year. 
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71. Invited the ninth grade students of Mashpee to attend Falmouth High 
School on a tuition basis for the 1978-79 school year, with the request that Falmouth 
be notified by December 15, 1977 of Mashpee’s intention regarding placement of 
these students. 


72. Heard a presentation from Phyllis A. Day, representing parents of children 
who attend the Sacred Heart School in Kingston, MA, requesting the Falmouth 
School Department reimburse those parents for transportation costs for their 
children to attend private schoo]. The Committee tabled action on this to allow for 
further research on the issue. 


73. Approved forms which it developed for use in evaluating the performance 
of the Superintendent as well as of the Schoo] Committee itself. 


December, 1977 — one meeting, December 13. 


74. Approved a procedure which outlined a plan for selecting representative 
membership for the Affirmative Action Committee. 


75. Elected to meet with the Superintendent in a meeting which will be either 
open or closed to the public, at his discretion, for the purpose of discussing its first 
annual evaluation of the performance of the Superintendent in accordance with 
policy.

Part II — Keflections and Hopes of the Superintendent 


In this segment of the report I shall touch briefly upon those areas of school 
operation that seem worthy of particular attention. 
School Committee Membership 


I have found this year to be more tumultuous in respect to my relations with 
the School Committee. As I have indicated in the past, my role in the schools is 
closely allied to that of the Committee. As the Executive Officer of the system, I 
must blend what I think is best and essential for the system with what I think the 
Committee wants, what the staff is willing to support, and what the Town seems to 
be saying about education. The storms of which I spoke earlier develop out of real 
or perceived differences in the positions taken by each group that has a stake in 
education. 


When I took office in June, 1973, there was a Committee of six members that on 
most issues expressed a unified position. It was easy to me to obtain a sounding from 
the Committee and to chart a course that the Committee would accept. When the 
Committee was increased to nine members, there were more voices to be heard and 
there were more intense issues to be resolved, such as scheduling at the new high 
school. The Committee was no longer of one voice. There was a distinct cleavage in 
the membership. It was less easy to chart the course, but still it was possible to 
predict Committee positions on most issues. Over the last two years, as membership 
on the Committee has changed more rapidly, the break or differences among 
members are more sharp and the numbers on each side more equal. Thus charting a 
course in shallow waters becomes a more dangerous assignment. There is more 
chance of running aground. There is more chance that the sands on the bottom quick- 
ly shift and therefore what starts out as a safe course ends unhappily. It becomes 
nearly impossible for the Superintendent to obtain accurate readings in any consis- 
tent fashion. He has about as much chance of being right, as wrong. 
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As in the past, the future guarantees further changes, in Committee membership, 
the three incumbents have chosen not to run for office, Jean Brockhurst, after five 
successive terms, is leaving. Mary Wright, after two terms, has decided not to run. 
Albert Lawrence, after the completion of his two years on the Committee is also 
withdrawing. In effect there is a total of twenty-three years of service of astute 
devoted members which will be lost to the Committee. In their places will come three 
new people, each with a commitment, a desire to change, or a position to be establish- 
ed. It takes time for nine members to work through their differences to become a 
functioning unit that can address the very real issues facing the Town in respect to 
education. The Superintendent, in the year ahead, will have to devote his energies to 
help the Committee to begin to realize its full potential. 


Certainly the two new members elected to the Committee in April, 1977, Robert 
Rabesa and Edward Westgate, have made strong efforts to learn their roles and to act 
in the best interests of the Town. Mrs. Caroline Blake, who was elected to her second 
term, deserves recognition for her continued dedication. Perhaps in the next annual 
report, the School Committee can include in an expression of gratitude to those 
members leaving the Committee who have served so well. No one in the Community 
except the Superintendent, can truly understand the sacrifices that people make when 
they serve on the Committee. I want my appreciation of their efforts to be recorded 
and therefore include it here. 

Staff 


A year ago I mentioned that the League of Women Voters announced that it was 
undertaking a study of teacher tenure. In May, 1977, the League submitted its report 
to the Administration. The first part of it is incorporated in the report below. It is my 
intention to have the report published in a way that will get the information before the 
larger public. 

Teacher Certification, Selection, Evaluation and Tenure 


Many people do not know how teachers are certified, selected, evaluated and 
tenured in the Falmouth School System. The following is a brief outline of these pro- 
cedures: 

Certification 


All teachers and administrators in the Falmouth School System must be certified 
in their area of specialization by the Bureau of Teacher Certification and Placement 
of the State of Massachusetts. A new certification law is soon to be put into effect, but 
as of now all teachers and administrators must have a bachelor’s degree with a 
specified number of semester hours in education. Practice teaching is a mandatory 
part of certification. In addition, high school teachers must have at least 18 credits in 
the subject they will be teaching. Administrators and special subject teachers must 
meet certain additional requirements. Local schools have the option of employing 
teachers and administrators who offer more than the minimum requirements for cer- 
tification. 

Selection 


All position vacancies are posted for a period of two weeks before recommenda- 
tions for appointments are made by the Superintendent to the School Committee. The 
actual teacher selection process, however, begins with the completion of a written ap- 
plication which is placed in an active file for a period of two years. Principals who 
have position openings screen the applications for qualified candidates. The qualified 
candidates are then interviewed by a team consisting of the principal of the school, an 
appropriate curriculum director or coordinator, a teacher, a parent, and on the high 
school level, a student. Recommendations are then forwarded to the central ad- 
ministration office for a final interview before going to the Schoo! Committee. The 
School Committee, by law, votes upon the recommendations or nominations of the 
Superintendent. 
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Evaluation 


Non-tenured teachers are formally evaluated in the classroom at least three 
times each year by the principal or another designated administrator. A system-wide 
evaluation form is used. This enables the administrator to comment on the teacher’s 
competence in such areas as ‘“‘planning, teacher power, classroom control, classroom 
management, personal qualities’’ etc. This is then shown to the teacher and made a 
permanent part of the teacher’s record. The superintendent makes his reeommenda- 
tions for contract renewals from the evaluations. 


Tenured Teachers are formally evaluated in the classroom at least once a year. 
The same evaluation forms are used. Tenured teachers are also shown the completed 
form before it goes into their permanent record. Teachers are asked to sign the 
evaluation forms as evidence that they have reviewed it with the evaluator. 

Tenure 


Teaching staff attain tenure, under normal circumstances, after three con- 
secutive years of teaching in the Falmouth School System as probationary teachers 
and after being evaluated for performance. Occasionally the three year requirement 
is relaxed. These performance evaluations which originate on the local school level 
are then sent to the Superintendent. He in turn uses these evaluations for his recom- 
mendations to the School Committee. The School Committee must act upon these 
recommendations. 


Tenure for a teacher guarantees the legal rights of due process and sets the re- 
quirements and conditions for dismissal. If a teacher has tenure she/he cannot be 
dismissed except under very specific circumstances. The following is a direct quote 
from the law on the subject: 

‘‘Tenured teachers can be dismissed only for 1) inefficiency, 2) incapacity, 3) 
conduct unbecoming a teacher, 4) insubordination, or 5), other good cause.”’ 

Documentation justifying dismissal must be presented. Such documentation 
could include a recent evaluation plus other documented evidence in support of the 
charges.”’

Our staff members continue to improve themselves through attendance at con- 
ferences, workshops and seminars. They work on local curriculum committees, par- 
ticipate in local in-service programs and engage in fruitful discussions at faculty 
meetings. Many enroll in college courses to increase their skills in meeting needs of 
children or to add to their knowledge of particular subject fields. Any one or all pro- 
grams have benefit to the students. Each year teachers retire from service. A sense of 
sadness sweeps over us as we first hear about them, but the sadness turns into joy as 
we revel in their successes and contributions. This year is no exception. Retiring in 
June, 1977, were Barbara Buchanan, English teacher at the Lawrence School after 35 
years of service in Falmouth; Elizabeth Clough, Reading teacher at the Mullen-Hall 
School after 35 years of service in Falmouth; James Kinney, Mathematics and 
Science curriculum chairman at Falmouth High School after 31 years of service in 
Falmouth; and Theoda Levinson, Kindergarten teacher at the Teaticket School after 
21 years of service. Their friends showered them with gifts and good feelings at 
separation parties. I was proud to be part of those exercises and to have the privilege 
of close associations with them over a quarter of a century. 


I should imagine the matter of declining enrollments in the Falmouth Schools is a 
source of anxiety to staff. Job security for some members is at stake. AS we move 
ahead to the 1978-79 school year the reductions in staff will be more drastic than ever 
before. It is my hope that we can manage the problem with a minimum of discomfort 
since there are staff members on one year contracts which terminate in June, 1978. 
Unless there is a change in the community the reduced numbers of children will begin 
to affect staffing at Lawrence School in the 1979-80 school year.

Schools 


I will not say much here about the schools since there is another section of the 
report that contains information about some of them. Of considerable significance 
was the School Committee’s approval of the formation of an Elementary School 
Facilities Study Committee. Representation on the Committee came from each of the 
six elementary school districts. The Committee first met on July, 1977, and submitted 
its report in early January, 1978. In between the members worked diligently to com- 
pile and analyze their data and to prepare their recommendations. The study evolved 
from one motion of the School Committee made on February 28, 1977. 


‘that the School Committee plan its budget around the idea of keeping the 
Woods Hole School open looking at their projections and that they form a 
committee to look into the overall effect of the Woods Hole School and the 
possible ways in which the enrollment may be increased.”’ 
and that was amended by the following action: 

“that the study committee look at all elementary school facilities, programs 
and school] enrollment figures and report back to the School Committee in 
September, 1977.”’ 


Although the Committee was unable to meet the deadline for the completion of 
its report, it has addressed the issues raised by the School Committee and it has 
submitted a most comprehensive report. The list of specific concerns that were 
cited after several tours of the buildings is noteworthy. The summary statement of 
recommendations should receive careful consideration by the Administration and 
School Committee. 

Specific Concerns 

1. At the East Falmouth School there was only a split rail fence to separate the 

playground from the street. (The play equipment has now been moved to the 

back of the school. ) 

2. At the East Falmouth School the exit doors often stick, and are difficult to 

open. This is a fire hazard. 

3. The health areas in the Mullen and Hall schools are considered inadequate to 

serve the current enrollment and should be upgraded. 

4. The Mullen and the Hall Schools are on different telephone lines, which com- 

plicates communication between the two facilities. (This has been remedied. ) 

5. There is no communication link-up between the Teaticket School and the 

Speech Lab, which is housed in a trailer on the school grounds. 

6. There is great concern about the safety of children on the third floor of 

Mullen School in the event of a fire. An exterior, metal fire escape was sug- 

gested for the West wing, where the children must descend three flights of 

stairs to exit. 

7. The toilet facilities in the basement of the Mullen School are inappropriate. 

Facilities for both boys and girls should be available at each end of the 

building. At present kindergarten students are required to pass through the 

cafeteria to use the bathroom. 

8. Children in grades 1-6 should be assured privacy in the bathrooms. All 

bathroom stalls should have door latches. Soap and towels should be available 

to encourage good health habits. 

9. The seating capacity of the Library/Media center at the Morse Pond School 

was considered inadequate for the number of students using it. 

10. The heating system in the Hall school gymnasium is inadequate. 

11. A concern is the lack of a lunchroom at the Woods Hole School. Hot lunches 

must be transported from another school and served in the basement. 
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Summary of Recommendations 


1. Programs which are an integral part of the basic curriculum and also pro- 
grams that are supportive to the basic curriculum be provided adequate space 
before any other programs. 

a. Space be allocated for the instruction of art and music, the amount of space to 
be determined by the frequency of instruction and the number of pupils involv- 
ed. 

b. There be a Health Area in each elementary facility sufficient for the number of 
children serviced. 

c. Each school have an auditorium or assembly area. 

d. Space be available for a supplementary reading program and materials in 
each elementary school. 

e. The Transitional Bi-Lingual Education program be allocated two classrooms, 
when warranted. 

2. The space needs of children regularly enrolled in the elementary grades be 
met before the space needs of any other children. It is our concern that inviting 
new programs into the schools may result in a future space shortage if school 
enrollment begins to increase. 


3. Regular continuous instruction not be conducted in hallways. 


4. The teacher: pupil ratio should not exceed 1:20 for kindergarten and 1:25 in 
grades one to six. 


9. A full evaluation be made of the High Intensity Learning Centers, to deter- 
mine whether or not the space is best used in the schools for this purpose. The 
evaluation to be conducted not only by the administration, but by parents and 
teachers as well. 


6. The Self-Contained Special Needs Class be moved to the extra kindergarten 
classroom at the North Falmouth School, for the greater safety and convenience of 
these students. 


7. The Transitional Bi-Lingual Education program be moved to the Teaticket 
School, because a majority of the students live in this district. 


8. There be an evaluation to determine whether the curriculum for 
kindergarten should be adjusted or if the entrance date should be changed back to 
September 15. 


9. If it is decided to close the Woods Hole Schoo! and transfer these children to 
Mullen-Hall, that those students now attending Mullen-Hall who live in the 
Pinecrest Beach and Waquoit areas also be transferred to the Teaticket and East 
Falmouth Schools, respectively. 

10. If it is decided to continue to use the Woods Hole School as an elementary 
facility, it function as a satellite of Mullen-Hall School. 


11. The School Committee review the policies and procedures concerning the 
allotment of space within schools. In our study we were unable to fully determine 
how such decisions are made. 


The willingness of people to serve on such a committee certifies to the deep 
concern that the community has for its children. 
Collective Bargaining 


Through the process of negotiations, collective bargaining agreements were 
finalized with the Falmouth Educators’ Association for three units which it 
represents; namely, Unit A, the Teachers; Unit B, the Administrators: and Unit C,. 
the Paraprofessionals. Each contract was written to extend for two years. A con- 
tract was also signed with the Teamsters’ Union, Local 59, for the school custo- 
dians. Negotiations for a new contract are about to begin with the Food Service 
Workers’ Association. 
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A certain amount of time is spent by the administration in contract administra- 
tion. One of the critical concerns is the continuing developing of grievances arising 
out of real or perceived violations of the contract. 


This year is no different from any other in regard to the filing of grievances. 
The Association filed grievances pertaining to the removal of credits from a 
teacher’s record and to the removal of college and in-service credits from those 
who advanced on the salary schedule. The two parties agreed to remand the deci- 
sion about credits to the Credit Evaluation Committee for their interpretation. The 
Credit Evaluation Committee comprising three Association members, a member 
from the School Committee and the Superintendent developed guidelines that were 
unanimously voted by the Association members with the other two members oppos- 
ed. As a result, there was a paragraph inserted into the new contract which would 
dissolve the Credit Evaluation Committee after developing new guidelines to be 
mutually agreed upon by both parties. If the Credit Committee cannot achieve the 
goal, then an Arbitrator will determine the guidelines. 


The award of the Arbitrator favored the Association when he found that the 
School Committee violated the agreement, by denying a personal day to a member 
of the teaching staff. The remedy was that the teacher would be paid for the day. 
The grievance arose when the Superintendent requested a reason be given for per- 
sonal leave request for business that cannot be transacted during non-school hours. 
Teachers now checking that category on the leave request form do not have to give 
a reason. That statement is the reason. 


Another grievance was filed because of difficulties that arose over the use of 
personal days. When the Superintendent denied requests for leave with pay for 
staff to attend the President’s inauguration and to make plane connections a day in 
advance of a school vacation, the Association filed a class action grievance. There 
were several other staff members with personal leave request problems that were 
included in the grievance problems but their problems were resolved before the 
grievance went to Arbitration. The Arbitrator ruled that the School Committee did 
not violate the collective bargaining agreement by refusing two staff members 
leave with pay. 


Still related to leave days, but somewhat different, was the grievance that 
arose out of a denial by the Superintendent of a request for three days leave with 
pay as Association days. The Committee was found to be in violation of the Con- 
tract and was ordered to give particularly favorable and prime consideration to the 
next paid leave of absence request from the individual involved. The Association is 
entitled to a certain number of days as defined in the contract. 


A fourth leave request grievance as filed by the Association when a staff 
member was denied a sabbatical leave with pay in accordance with the contract 
provisions. The Arbitrator found that the Committee did viclate the contract by de- 
nying the leave with pay and ordered that the staff member be made whole. The 
Committee had put no money into its 1977-78 budget for sabbatical leaves. When it 
turned money back to the Town from its 1977-78 budget the Arbitrator ruled that 
- the leave with pay request was unreasonably withheld. 


Currently there are three grievances that the Association has submitted to the 
American Arbitration Association. They pertain to duty-free lunch periods, use of 
specialists in supervisory roles and procedures for placing staff members on the 
overstep of the salary schedule. 


Certain grievances that grow out of the application of contract provisions to in- 
dividuals are inevitable and very appropriate for filing. We all make errors in 
judgment at times, as we apply the contract provisions. Other grievances seem to 
grow out of a need to test the language of the Contract. In the winning of the latter 
type, there is much to be gained and nothing to be lost by the Association. In win- 
ning the Committee can only maintain its current status, not gain anything it.did not 
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already have. Whenever the Committee loses, it gives up something. It has lost a 
right, paid out additional money or been assessed damages. It seems that when 
grievances reach the level of Arbitration, the penalties are applied against the 
Committee or employer and the benefits accrue to the Association or employee. I 
often wonder if the results are fair to both parties. 

Curriculum 


The School system is still concerned with achieving more complete agreement 
on goals and objectives for each program. The Language Arts Committee has been 
revitalized with the appointment of Howard Campbell, Principal of the Morse Pond 
School, as its Chairman. He is working closely with Curtis McKee, Humanities 
Chairman from the high school, and Eleanor Conley, Director of Reading for the 
system, to complete a K-6 sequence of language arts activities, before the opening 
of school in September. 


Peter Clark, Falmouth High School Principal, has chaired a music curriculum 
study committee that is now ready in early 1978 to make its report. Mr. Earl Mills, 
Director of Physical Education and Health for the system, has been emphasizing 
the goals of both programs as he emphasized, through in-service programs for 
teachers, the significance of nutrition education and first-aid, including cardiac- 
pulmonary resuscitation. He has begun a campaign to heighten everyone’s 
awareness of the effects of mood-modifiers upon the body including the use of 
tobacco, alcohol and other harmful drugs. The program to eliminate smoking in 
the schools and to reduce, if not eliminate its use by students, is gaining momen- 
tum in the schools and community. John Connolly, school committee member, con- 
vinced the committee to take action in the matter. 


The high school staff continues to review its program and offerings. Its 
Program of Studies publication shows the wide variety of offerings available to 
high school students. At budget meetings Mr. Clark has made evaluative data 
available to School Committee members about ‘‘alternative’’ programs. 


For the second year the Lawrence School under the leadership of its principal, 
Louis Fuccillo, has supported the idea of an interdisciplinary team composed of 
four academic subject teachers who have responsibility for about 115 students. The 
term “‘interdisciplinary’’ refers to the crossing of subject or discipline lines— 
English, Mathematics, Science, and Social Studies, — and not to students who have 
discipline problems. The program was so successful in its first year that it was of- 
fered to the same students for a second year in Grade 8 and a second team was in- 
itiated for seventh graders. 


Other Notes 


As Superintendent, I want to inform the community that your school ad- 
ministrators have been involved with a series of workshops to improve their 
management and evaluative skills. Each one has accepted responsibility to serve 
on two committees charged with the task of helping to achieve the organizational 
goals as defined in the Superintendent’s performance objectives. Very soon they 
will attend a day long workshop devoted to program evaluation skills and later on 
one on staff evaluation procedures. 


The list of people deserving commendations for their work during the year is 
too long to even think about. I am always impressed by the caliber of services 
delivered by the staff. Obviously production varies from day to day and from hour 
to hour. When I consider them all over the school year, I believe the Town receives 
a full return for the money it spends and much more besides. 


I urge you to continue reading the program profiles which follow as evidences 
in support of my statements.

PROGRAM PROFILES 
School Reports 


The reports which follow from each principal in our system were prepared this 
year as a part of the budget process. As in previous years, these ‘‘program profiles” 
highlight four key areas in describing the program of education in each school. These 
key categories are Current Activities, Major Purposes, Noteworthy Ac- 
complishments and Recommended Changes. We feel this format lends itself to 
presenting a somewhat uniform illustration of the plan and pattern of education in the 
Falmouth Schools. An additional advantage to this type of presentation is that the 
reader begins to get a feel for the individual personality and educational philosophy of 
each principal. You can imagine that as these individuals combine their talents and 
energies to move the system forward, the result is a dynamic one. We hope the follow- 
ing reports speak for the committment to excellence in education which we have for 
Falmouth. 


East Falmouth Elementary School 
Raymond L. Kenney, Jr., Principal 
Current Activities 

Specificity of objectives would highlight the effort to individualize the school pro- 
gram to meet the needs of a wide variety of pupils and demands of social climate. This 
provides a great challenge to staff, parents, and pupils. The school community is no 
longer a single patterned entity. It has a healthy variety of economic and social 
backgrounds to its composition and the school is often required to provide ‘‘different 
strokes for different folks’’, to use a current aphorism. To this task the school applies 
its effort, to what degree of success remains for today’s children to measure tomor- 
row. At this writing, there are three hundred and forty-one pupils at the East 
Falmouth School heterogeneously grouped in self-contained classrooms. Music, art, 
physical education, speech, Title I, and special needs staff are available K-4. 

Major Purposes 

1. To maintain a teaching environment that enables each teacher to exhibit his or 
her best talents and training. 

2. To provide a program that enables children to grow in: content, skills, thinking 
creatively, forming values and flexibility to cope. 

3. To promote and support a pluralistic approach to learning, one that provides 
each pupil with an opportunity to be exposed to those recognized successful families 
of learning and the processes to help them realize their individual potentials. 

4. To provide and maintain a physical facility that welcomes pupils, parents, and 
the community as a place for learning and civic growth. One that can accept both the 
accolades and criticism of a concerned public with flexibility and industry. 


Noteworthy Accomplishments 

1. Shifted from three kindergarten sessions to two with minor changes in staff and 
parental concern. 

2. Continued volunteer program. Started on a more formal basis than last year 
with a workshop ‘‘coffee’’ on the reading center. Meetings on tutoring math and 
reading are planned in the future. 

3. Maintained a positive attitude and a minimum of interruption to the school pro- 
gram while major repairs were and are being completed on the school roof. 

4. Started a staff, school, and parental involvement with the ajfect of TV on school 
and pupil performance. 

5. Continued ten year operation of student council. This year’s activities will in- 
clude the Campbell’s soup label contest and showing new pupils and parental guests 
around the school as an orientation project. 

6. This year a breakfast program was instituted and some seventy-five to eighty- 
five pupils participate. 
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Recommended Changes 

1. To continue to examine and improve supervisory services. 

2. To further examine both pupil and teacher evaluation. 

3. By positive programming and careful scrutiny by staff, improve TV habits of 
pupils both at home and school. 

4. To examine and improve the testing services presently utilized at school. 

5. To continue to strengthen and enlarge the present parent/community volunteer 
program. 

6. To continue to examine and build up the language arts program. 

7. To work to increase communication between all school personnel and the cen- 
tral office, possible setting aside specific dates and times for conferences. 


Mullen-Hall Elementary School 


Emma Barrow, Principal 
Barbara Francis, Task Leader 


Current Activities 


The Mullen-Hall School continues to offer children and their parents a variety of 
learning situations in twenty-five classrooms. Our school offers the services of 
specialists in the areas of music, art, physical education, reading, special needs, 
media and Title I. Twelve of these specialists are full time, or primarily full time, and 
ten are part time. We continue to welcome the efforts of numerous volunteers who are 
making contributions to our students’ education. 

Major Purposes 

Our main purpose is to provide an atmosphere which encourages learning in the 
affective as well as the cognitive domain. We intend to help students learn problem 
solving skills, to aid them in acquiring basic skills and to prepare them to adjust to our 
changing society as they go through life. 

Noteworthy Accomplishments 

In addition to the valuable contributions of the staff mentioned above, we have 
several new aspects to our program this year: 

Two special needs grants are helping us provide for students with needs in the 
area of behavioral adjustment to the classroom and increased skills in the area of 
physical education. The Citizens for Mullen-Hall Children continues, under a new 
name, to show an interest in fostering communication between the school and the 
community. The whole staff has worked cooperatively to set up guidelines for 
behavior in the school and to make our environment safer and more attractive. Our 
Secretarial, Custodial and Lunch Room Staff, together with aides, have exhibited 
great interest and cooperation in helping to make the Mullen-Hall School a place that 
provides a desirable setting for the education of the students attending our school. 
Recommended Changes 

Several recommended changes will not require additional funds. We propose to 
work toward better utilization of our valuable resources of people and materials. Two 
illustrations of this goal are: 1) To give careful consideration to the programs of in- 
dividual children and, 2) To consolidate available textbooks, workbooks, kits, and 
other materials in a central location to facilitate maximum utilization of these items. 

We are recommending an additional parking area behind the Mullen building, in- 
stallation of a fire detection system in the Hall building, and several energy conserva- 
tion items. 


North Falmouth Elementary School 

T. Marshall Douthart, Principal 
Current Activities 

Our current activities continue to focus on a thorough background in reading and 

arithmetic. We also have a number of science projects in progress, especially salt 

water aquarium systems. All the material was gathered on field trips at the seashore. 
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Major Purposes 

Our emphasis will continue to be the development in each child of a desire to learn 
and to provide the opportunity for each child to grow physically, emotionally, socially 
and intellectually through broad academic and social experiences. The desired result 
is a visible image of academic achievement, courtesy, sportsmanship, honesty and 
dependability. 
Noteworthy Accomplishments 

We have completed our phase-in of the Lippincott Reading Program. Tests seem 
to indicate that children, on the average, who started the program in Kindergarten 
have done markedly better in both reading and language. 
Recommended Changes 

Although I don’t recommend a change, more emphasis will be put on the math 
curriculum--especially in individualized material as it relates to the metric system. 


Teaticket School Elementary School 
John D. Oser, Principal 
Current Activities 

The curriculum at this school is designed to provide a basic skills program in 
reading and mathematics at every grade level. 

Additional experiences are provided in the child centered, inquiry-oriented areas 
of science and social studies. Children are encouraged to express themselves in areas 
of art, music and physical education. It is expected that this comprehensive program 
will give service to every child in cognitive and affective learning areas. 

Major Purposes 

1. To continue to improve the learning accomplishment of children in the 
academics. 

2. To provide a comfortable and low-threat learning environment for every child. 

3. To work at developing a pluralistic society view point with all people in this 
school (children and adult). 

4. To strengthen the communication between school and home concerning learn- 
ing needs and program offerings. 

5. To continue making this school a place that children feel is an important, ex- 
citing and enjoyable place to be. 

Noteworthy Accomplishments 

1. The strengthening of the parent-staff association has led to several important 
and productive exchanges this year. 

2. The early efforts this year to reach parents to explain the classroom program 
for the children has been beneficial. 

3. The staff have been effectively using tests, records and their professional ex- 
pertise to remediate learning problems. 

4. The staff and students have been learning in a school environment that 
represents a multitude of age groups not usually found in a school. (Day Care, Early 
Child Development, Language Development). We find this a desirable atmosphere. 
Recommended Changes 

1. To encourage more of the school and town wide community (staff and parents) 
to realize the value of enlarging the efforts being made at the pre-school level. 

2. To provide better facilities for the Language Development Program and Title I. 

3. To bring into focus issues related to the schools that have a direct affect on 
learning such as television, vandalism and food quality for children. 


Woods Hole Elementary School 
Emma M. Barrow, Principal 
Current Activities 
We provide a program of teaching the basic skills, involving a variety of enrich- 
ment activities to motivate youngsters for life-long learning skills and maximum 
growth. 
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Through reading, writing, speaking, listening, computational skills, the arts and 
physical activities there are life skills being developed which promote wise use of 
leisure, creativeness, good citizenship, understanding of others and the environment, 
physical well-being and emphasis on the personal worth of each individual. 

Major Purposes 

Our school’s primary purpose is to provide a well-rounded program for all the 
children in a cheerful, creative environment, thus producing steady growth and hap- 
piness for life. 

1. To provide an enriched curriculum for motivating all pupils to attain maximum 
growth socially, emotionally, physically and academically. 

2. To meet the immediate and long range needs of each individual. 

3. To foster character education for developing good citizenship and life-long 
skills. 

4. To help students understand others and cope with a world of change. 
Noteworthy Accomplishments 

The school and community share resources and talents. We participate in many 
community functions, and persons in the community volunteer to share special 
talents and interests with the children. This environment produces a group of happy 
children, capable of learning with ease and excitement. The interest level of the 
children is high. Strong support and input from each curriculum specialist greatly 
enhances the instructional program. 

Recommended Changes 

Allow more flexibility in the time schedule of the specialists to enable them to be 
more helpful to the teachers for special school functions (music, art, public pro- 
grams). 


Morse Pond School 
Howard L. Campbell, Principal 
Current Activities 
The Morse Pond School serves as the first centralized school that Falmouth 
school children encounter. The facility is large, comprised of thirty-two regular 
classrooms and other special subject areas. It has been very well maintained over the 
years and presents a pleasant, comfortable environment for children. A wide variety 
of teaching styles and classroom structures exist to allow students to be placed in a 
setting where they are best able to achieve and further develop their learning styles. 


Major Purposes 

The educational program of the Morse Pond School seeks to provide for the in- 
dividual needs and interests of each student. Recognizing that children learn at vary- 
ing rates, it becomes the school’s responsibility to ascertain a child’s level of achieve- 
ment and guide the student’s academic progress to its maximum potential. A further 
function of our school is to provide a smooth transition between the elementary and 
secondary school program, recognizing fifth and sixth graders as a distinct group 
passing from childhood to adolescence. Therefore, the social, emotional, and physical 
welfare and development of the student is of critical concern. Our school as a part of 
the entire educational system must coordinate closely with the elementary and 
Lawrence School to ensure continuity in programs affecting the total development of 
its pupils. 

Noteworthy Accomplishments 

1. A teacher-pupil ratio of 1:25 has been achieved after several years of over- 
crowded classrooms. 

2. Emphasis has been placed on regular communication between classroom 
teachers and learning specialists to ensure understanding of programs outlined in 
educational plans. 

3. Art and physical education teachers have designed programs to assist children 
with special needs or problems. 
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4. A sharp increase in the number of staff seeking professional improvement 
through courses, workshops and conferences has been evident. 

5. Approximately one-third of the students are involved in the instrumental or or- 
chestral programs. A great many others participate in music offerings such as 
chorus, recorder, and fife and drum groups. 

6. Falmouth-Out-Of-School (FOOS) and the National Seashore Program continue 
to be enthusiastically received and supported. 

7. The variety of activities offered students in after-school activities is also wor- 
thy of mention. 

Recommended Changes 

1. Relocation of art classes to rooms originally designed for this use. 

2. Relocation of the reading resource room to a larger space, making possible an 
enlarging of the library area. 


Lawrence School 
Louis J. Fuccillo, Principal 
Current Activities : 

The programs at Lawrence School present a varied approach to meeting the 
multi- faceted needs of the 7 & 8 grade students. An overview of the Lawrence School 
program includes: a variety of study opportunities; synthesis of disciplines to effect a 
comprehensive learning atmosphere; diagnosis of learners’ achievements with adap- 
tations for Special Needs; individualized instruction; a choice of specialized arts, 
physical education, music and extra-curricular activities for students; a balanced 
curriculum; effective use of resources; utilization of data processing; and testing 
programs for use in measurement and growth. Education at the Lawrence School is 
viewed as an exciting and exploratory process for learners as they make the critical 
transition from the elementary to the high school level. 

Major Purposes 

1. To further education by continually developing and studying the educational 
programs in support of quality experiences. 

2. To provide a school setting which truly reflects the pluralistic nature of our 
community. 

3. To continually assess and adapt the organization to most effectively meet the 
needs of our students. 

Noteworthy Accomplishments 

1. A cultural arts program that helps to create in students a better awareness and 
appreciation of the ‘‘Arts.”’ 

2. An activity program held after school which encompasses athletics, plus a 
variety of interests activities. 

3. A Career Program geared toward the exploration of future work expectations 
together with cultivating a new awareness of male/female roles. 

4. A music program which offers students a variety of experiences in band, or- 
chestra, music theatre, individualized instrumental instruction and drama. 

5. A developmental reading program which has significantly increased the 
reading skills of our students to better equip them for higher educational experiences. 

6. Creation of two Interdisciplinary Teams, one at Grade 7 and one at Grade 8. 
Recommended Changes 

A self-evaluation study, which will help the school to assess where we have been, 
where we presently stand and how we can most effectively meet the challenges of the 
future. 


Falmouth High School 
Peter L. Clark, Principal 
Current Activities 


Falmouth High School is a *‘comprehensive”’ high school, which means that it of- 
fers a wide range of subjects to prepare students for college and for work. Courses 
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range from vocational training in graphics, child care aide work and office practice to 
broader exploratory courses in metal shop and home economics to academic courses 
in the math-science and humanities areas. They must fill the needs of both highly ag- 
gressive students and reluctant students. Beyond that the comprehensive high school 
attempts to offer courses in art, photography, music, health and physical education to 
provide skills and appreciations in these areas. 

Major Purposes 

Falmouth High School, as with the whole Falmouth school district, subscribes to 
the ten basic goals for education that were developed by the State of Massachusetts. 
These include not only the academic learning processes but the broad efforts to 
establish the appropriate tone in the high school for developing responsibility, a 
desire for life-long learning, an appreciation for the arts and an understanding of the 
society to which the graduates proceed. 

Falmouth High School subscribes to the belief that the responsibility to educate 
all Falmouth students to the fullest degree possible requires a variety of learning 
situations. While some students will never complete high school, it is a disservice to 
Falmouth to push out students who do not fit the standard program. 

Noteworthy Accomplishments 

1. Development of two freshmen units, each of which has 3 teachers and about 60 
students, with a primary focus on stabilizing student time and relationships with 
adults. 

2. Improved screening of freshmen into self-contained programs and into stan- 
dard math, science and social studies courses. 

3. Refinement of computerized daily school and class attendance and coordina- 
tion with an afternoon/evening calling system to homes. 

4. Implementation of class absence penalties and home contacts by teachers 
which have set an absolute ceiling on absences. 

5. Rearrangement and refinement of interior spaces for better supervision and 
teaching climates. 

6. Beginning of group counseling processes. 

7. Follow-up study of students in the classes of 1972 and 1976. 

Recommended Changes 

1. Focusing of increased energy on the New England area accreditation of the 
Falmouth High School. 

2. Broadening of the 3-teacher unit organizations in freshmen year (from 2 to 3) 
and in sophomore year from (0 to 1). 

3. Expansion of data processing sections and changes in some social studies elec- 
tives. 

4. Continued exploration of competency testing and minimum graduation re- 
quirements. 

5. Expanded orientation for the parents of freshmen. 

6. Continued efforts to broaden opportunities for student involvement in extra- 
curricular activities and in building house identity. 


PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 


In previous years, we have included reports on selected areas of the school pro- 
gram in order to provide a more detailed view of student involvement and system- 
wide objectives. The reports which follow have been selected from over seventy 
which were prepared this year. We have selected profiles which describe programs in 
the areas of Bilingual Education, Art, Mathematics, the ‘‘New Birth Program”’ 
(which is a self contained classroom offering an alternative to the traditional flow of 
classes at Falmouth High School) and Data Processing, which is becoming an in- 
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creasingly important part of our educational management system. We sincerely in- 
vite all of you who may be interested in further information on school programs to call 
us, to come in, to visit the schools and to talk with our staff. We welcome the op- 
portunity to share this information with you. 


Transitional Bi-Lingual

Current Activities 

The Transitional Bilingual Educational Program is for immigrant youngsters of 
limited or non-English speaking ability. Instruction is offered in Language Arts, 
Mathematics, Social Studies, Science and in English as a second language, as well as 
in Portuguese. Particular attention is given to instruction in the Portuguese language 
to improve fluency and facility together with concentration on the culture and 
heritage of the Portuguese people. The elementary TBE program serves the entire 
district, and is currently located in the East Falmouth Elementary School. A joint 
program, designed especially for the middle school students, serves Morse Pond and 
Lawrence and is located at the latter school. The high school also provides an ESL 
program where particular attention can be focused upon advanced language skills 
and cultural studies. 
Major Purposes 

A primary purpose is to effect a smooth language transition from Portuguese to 
English so that students may be comfortably integrated into regular classrooms. 
Closely intertwined with this purpose is the simultaneous effort to maintain and ex- 
pand upon the Portuguese speaking ability of the student while providing him with 
instruction in his unique cultural heritage. Special emphasis in the elementary level is 
placed on apprising the parents of the special role they play in the education of their 
children, and the important contributions they offer. Throughout the program, on a K- 
12 basis, continual efforts are made (with quite positive and exciting results) to 
arrange for exchange between ESL/TBE students and all other students which im- 
prove the cross-cultural, historical and linguistic education for all. 
Noteworthy Accomplishments 

The ability to perform comfortably in the regular classroom, once fully in- 
tegrated, is indicative of the success of our program, as students feel they are now an 
integral part of the American education system. Most noteworthy, however, is the 
fact that we continue to have Bilingual students functioning and performing suc- 
cessfully in high school. Prior to the inception of our Bilingual program, Portuguese 
immigrant students often became totally discouraged and dropped out of school at the 
age of 16. One of our students fulfilled her high school requirements in 3 years and 
graduated in June, 1977. We were instrumental in helping her to find employment in a 
local bank as a teller, and feel she will be an asset to them and the Portuguese com- 
munity in their dealings with that institution. It is important to note the fact that we 
are developing a cultural enrichment course in Portuguese literature and geography 
of Portugal and the Islands, at the upper grade levels. The active pursuit of parental 
involvement is also noteworthy. 
Recommended Changes 

Further development of the program can be accomplished through participation 
in ESL Bilingual-Bicultural Teacher Training Workshops and Conferences. Ad- 
ditionally, the Bilingual staff should have the opportunity to observe other small 
bilingual programs, and the program should move further to develop enrichment 
courses in Portuguese geography, literature, music, and other important aspects of 
Portuguese culture. 
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serving grades K through 12

Director of Art 
Current Activities 

The K-12 art program uses sequential activities, child centered experiences in 
multi-media, and much sophisticated equipment to challenge the creative skills, the 
aesthetic awareness, and critical thinking of all students K-8 and also to ensure 
continued opportunity, at will, for all 9-12. Mural work in cement, painting, collage, 
foil are some of the ongoing projects involving teachers, parents and students in 
various schools - impacting a positive effect on the school environment. Also, students 
outside the mainstream of the normal academic structure, for various reasons, are 
being assisted by extended opportunities in art and crafts in an attempt to improve 
their academic as well as personal images. In exploring materials, gaining tool 
knowledge and developing skills through the varied art experiences, students are 
acquiring knowledge which is essential to their life. Many of these activities are 
geared towards assisting other areas of learning (Morse Pond Social Studies) while 
other activities (Falmouth High Jewelry-crafts) are complements to outside careers. 


Major Purposes 

The student: Is able to interpret the natural and man-made environment with 
perception and discrimination. Knows and is able to select and use art materials that 
are specifically suited to requirements for art expression. Is able through art to in- 
terpret the life and values of his culture and that of others. Is able to value the ideas 
that inspire his own art expression and that of others. Understands the art of his own 
heritage, historical and cultural art forms, and the interaction of art and society. 
Knows the language of art and is able to use that language to express himself and to 
communicate. Knows the major principles of composition and is able to apply this 
knowledge to his work. Has the knowledge and skills needed to adapt to his visual 
environment. Is able to apply the language, disciplines, and processes of art to im- 
prove the quality of his personal life and that of society. 

Noteworthy Accomplishments 

School and community relations: students have continued to have a positive 
impact on their environments. Mural work, school exhibits, rotating exhibits at the 
Administration Bldg., exchange exhibits and interior design (Teaticket) are exam- 
ples. The increase of art activities (intramural art) at all levels has increased op- 
portunity for talented students while allowing all to elect. Professional artists, aides, 
student aides, independent studies (cross-school) and student-teachers have allowed 
for some excellent learning for all of us; students and teachers. We are keeping 
abreast of the ‘‘Arts in Education”’ priority, set by state for all schools. Arts and social 
studies (Morse Pond), art and language arts (Teaticket), art and special needs 
(Mullen-Hall) and art and learning (Falmouth High). Our annual school art shows 
are the best ways to see and understand all the program encompasses - they were 
excellent in the Spring of 1977. 

Recommended Changes 

1. The Lawrence School should become a priority in meeting both neglected past 
needs and those needs which are stated in the Falmouth Goals for Education and the 
Arts in Education, a No. 1 priority for Mass. 

2. To assist this burden, I feel we might establish through CETA funding, a new 
visiting assisting artists-in-residence program. The total community might profit 
from this - especially Falmouth’s artists. 

3. That workshop time be established on a regular basis for development of Arts 
in Education, I recommend a collaborative of specialists, artists and teachers. 

4. We of the art department strongly feel that our existing credits are testimony to 
abilities we possess in meeting the needs of our ‘‘Arts in Education’’ priority - we here 
ask for the necessary support to go ahead. 
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Math 
serving grades 9 through 12

Current Activities 

The Math Department at Falmouth High School offers a wide range of courses. 
These courses include the areas of mathematics from fundamental mathematics 
through calculus. Our program is designed to provide for the needs of all students, be 
they enrolled in a college or non-college preparatory course. In addition, the depart- 
ment offers several enrichment courses such as Computer Math and Math Seminar. 
These courses are all elective and currently 1242 students are enrolled in the 
program. 
Major Purposes 

The major goal of our mathematical education program at Falmouth High School 
is to provide for the needs of all students taking math. An integral part of our 
curriculum is based on developing competence in the fundamental skills of math. 
Other objectives include developing practical applications in the mathematics of 
every day life and helping students acquire a learning process for problem solving. 
Noteworthy Accomplishments 

Our most recent accomplishment has been the establishment of a Math Skills 
Center in the Instructional Media Center. This center is designed to give needed help 
to those students who are experiencing difficulty with their course work. The major 
reason for the success of the center is the availability of a full time Math-Aide to assist 
students with their particular problem. Other noteworthy accomplishments include 
participation in the Southeastern Massachusetts Mathematics League, Math 
Olympiad and Math Society of American examinations. 
Recommended Changes 

An effort is currently being made to increase the communications between the 
high school and the Lawrence School to aid in the proper placement of students as 
they enter the high school. In addition, we are in the process of strengthening our 
basic mathematics courses with the aid of new textbooks and instructional materials. 


New Birth Program 

serving grades 9 through 12 

prepared by Marilyn Merz, Teacher 
Current Activities 

New Birth is a self-contained classroom within Falmouth High School. It is 
designed to meet the educational and social needs of 25 multi-cultural students, who 
have had limited success in their school to date. There are two central goals in the 
New Birth program. One, is for each student to demonstrate basic competencies in 
reading, oral and written communication and computational skills. These com- 
petencies must be at a level that is necessary for survival in today’s society. The 
second goal is for each student to be able to make and take responsibility for choices 
that affect his/her life. The New Birth academic curriculum is geared to the in- 
_ dividual students’ needs within the framework of structured classes. Parent in- 
volvement is central to the program. Our students have a variety of skill levels and 
their cultural backgrounds are varied and include both two and one parent families. 
Participation is voluntary. 
Major Purposes 

1. That each student demonstrate basic competencies in reading, oral and written 
communication, and computational skills. 

2. To learn to respect oneself and other people. 

3. To learn to respect the rights and property of others. 

4. To learn how to take the responsibility for one’s decisions and actions. 

5. To obtain basic career/work orientation in order to make a career/education 
decision upon graduation. 

6. To learn how to accept one’s feelings as being valid and important.

Noteworthy Accomplishments 
1976-1977: Seven graduates and only one drop-out. Five students were on the honor 
roll. Average class attendance was 81%. Class began to work better as a cohesive 
whole. Raised money to go on camping trip in June. Two students accepted at 
Technical School; one student accepted at Community College; one student enlisted 
inthe U.S. Army. 
1977-1978: Class working more as a cohesive group. The program has been sought out 
by the State Secondary Planning Program as an ‘“‘exemplary’’ and unique program. 
More students participating in main-stream classes. One student has returned to a 
main-stream schedule. 
Recommended Changes 

1. To review the staffing and basic structure of the New Birth program in an at- 
tempt to secure the best possible academic setting for these students. 

2. To have more faculty members become involved with the program on a regular 
basis. To have students begin to relate with more than the four staff members in the 
program. 


Data Processing 
prepared by William R. Gilbrook, 
Director of Data Processing 
Current Activities 

Include operation of a computer center for the support of the total educational 
institution; primarily administrative in operations, but with selected instructional 
applications. The Center operates on a two shift basis. Staff consists of a Director, 
programmer, operations supervisor, 1st & 2nd shift computer operators, and a 
keypunch operator. The computer center acts as the management information center 
for the total district and is responsive to all schools and departments of the Falmouth 
Public Schools. The computer center provides three revenue producing data 
processing services to other Town departments: Payroll, Water Billing/Collection, 
and Real Estate and Personal Property Billing/Collection. The School Department 
received over $27,000 in payment for these services during 1977. 

Major Purposes 

The primary purpose is to develop and implement a local educational 
management information system capable of meeting the management, instructional, 
and public information functions necessary for operating a multi-million dollar public 
business. To provide consultation, programming, and operational assistance in the 
data processing area to administrators and teachers. Continue to increase in-house 
data processing applications, such as student scheduling, in order to minimize costs 
for outside consultants and services. It is our continuing goal to present timely and 
accurate information and to work with users so that they can provide input in- 
formation which contributes to these goals. 

Noteworthy Accomplishments 

1. Revised town-wide payroll system and control cards to minimize operator 
interaction and optimize processing time. 

2. Cataloged all of school departments operational data processing application 
into a user’s guide for presentation at Central Administration Data Processing 
Planning Sessions during 1977. 

3. Developed simplified method for generating student schedules for grades 7 & 8 
including an ‘‘add/drop’”’ feature which can be used throughout the school year to 
maintain accurate and up-to-date schedules. 

4. Redesigned and implemented more accurate monthly Massachusetts At- 
tendance Registers. 

5. Improved methods for verification and timely reporting of current student 
enrollment by school, grade, and room. 

6. Analysis report of school system’s ‘‘WATTS”’ line usage by phone used, date 
used, and connect time. 
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7. Falmouth High School student schedules now printed at the Computer Center 
with constant update and schedule reporting availability via daily ‘‘add/drop”’ cards. 

8. Analyzed improved computer systems for Falmouth via manufacturers’ 
literature and visits to vendors and users of these systems during 1977. Wrote bid 
specifications for a multi-department interactive computer and provided major 
consultation on evaluation of bid responses to the Town Data Processing Committee. 
Recommended Changes 

Replacement of school department’s presently leased/rented single task batch 
computer by a lease/purchased multi-task interactive computer.
